MORNING  session-First  day. 

The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Encampment  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  convened  at  lo  o'clock  a. 
M.,  at  Music  Hall,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
on  the  13th  of  August,  1890,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  Russell  A.  Alger,  and  opened 
in  due  form  with  prayer  by  Past  Chaplain-in-Chief  I.  M. 
Foster,  as  follows: 

Almighty  God.  we  arc  the  creatures  of  Thy  care,  and 
because  Thy  mercy  has  been  over  us,  and  Thy  care  about 
us,  we  have  been  brought  to  see  this  hour.  We  give  Thee 
thanks  for  all  Thy  goodness,  for  the  blessings  that  have 
followed  us  through  all  the  years  past,  and  for  the  mercies 
of  this  day.  We  give  glory  to  Thy  name  for  the  history 
of  our  country,  and  for  the  truths  that  have  been  demon- 
strated and  that  have  been  established;  for  the  blessing 
of  the  world  by  the  people  of  this  land.  We  give  Thee 
praise  for  the  victories  that  were  won  in  the  interest  of 
Truth,  and  that  our  banner,  as  it  was  unfurled,  gave  hope 
to  the  world.  Command  Thy  blessings  upon  us  now, 
to-day.     As  the  memories  of  the  past  crowd  in  upon  us. 
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we  rejoice  in  Thy  goodness,  and  remember  that  God  rules 
over  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  careth  for  the  interests 
of  His  children.  May  Thy  blessing  be  upon  this  organi- 
zation. Grant  grace  and  blessings  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  and  to  every  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army,  and 
bless  the  work,  and  the  sacrifices  and  suffering  they 
endured;  and  grant  that  the  truths  of  the  doctrines  which 
they  maintained  may  be  exhibited  in  the  fraternity  that 
we  feel.  And  above  all,  may  we  be  loyal  to  God,  and 
loyal  to  Truth,  and  loyal  to  the  interests  dearest  to 
our  comrades,  which  we  pray,  for  Jesus'  sake.     Amen. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  It  is  the  wish  of  every 
comrade  present  that  Comrade  General  Sherman  shall 
come  to  the  stand  this  morning. 

Comrade  Sherman:  Will  you  grant  me  the  privilege 
of  remaining  where  I  am,  with  my  own  delegation? 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Your  wish  is  my  order, 
though  we  prefer  you  should  come  to  the  stand. 

As  we  are  about  to  open  this  Encampment,  I  wish  to 
say  a  word  in  explanation  of  my  report  and  of  my  work. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  present  year  my  time  has 
been  so  much  taken  up  with  my  own  business,  my  business 
partner  being  very  ill  and  not  having  been  in  the  office 
for  the  last  three  months,  that  I  have  not  put  together 
what  I  would  liked  to  have  done,  to  present  to  this 
Encampment;  and  therefore  1  shall  ask  you  to  look  upon 
it  very  charitably,  and  not  read  it  after  I  have  got  through 
with  it.  I  will  say  to  you  further,  comrades,  in  opening 
this  Encampment,  that  I  know  nothing,  or  next  to 
nothing,  about  parliamentary  law,  so  I  am  going  to  do 
everything  that  every  comrade  tells  me.  I  want  to  get 
through  with  this  work  properly,  and  I  trust  that  we  may 
do  our  work  expeditiously  and  in  harmony;  but  I  don't 
want  to  have  you  try  to  tie  up  the  Chair  in  too  many 
technicalities.     If  you  do  I  will  break  the  knot. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  delivered  the  following 
address. 


GRAND  ARMY  OF  THE  REPUBLIC. 


ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 


Comrades:  Fortunately  for  us,  we  are  permitted  to 
gather  in  this  historic  city,  justly  named  the  "Cradle  of 
Liberty,"  to  celebrate  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
surrender  of  the  armed  forces  against  this  government,  to 
the  Union  army.  We  also  celebrate  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  actual  freedom  of  all  races  within  our 
borders.  Near  here  was  *'fired  the  shot  heard  'round  the 
world,"  and  were  fought  the  first  battles  of  the  Revolution. 
How  many  brave  men  in  later  days  have  been  inspired  to 
perform  heroic  deeds  by  the  example  of  those  patriots, 
who  first  declared  this  land  should  be  free,  and  have  tried 
to  emulate  the  example  of  those  men,  the  scores  of  fields 
that  have  tested  the  courage  of  these  generations,  whose 
representatives  are  gathered  here  to-day,  will  answer. 
To  name  one  or  a  dozen  of  them  without  including  all, 
would  be  the  same  act  of  injustice  as  would  the  recording 
of  the  deeds  of  a  single  man,  omitting  others.  It  is  suflfi- 
cient  for  us  to  know  that  when  called,  men  were  found 
for  every  place. 

While  we  lament  the  loss  of  nearly  all  of  our  old  com- 
manders, it  is  a  source  of  great  consolation-  and  pleasure 
to  know  that  one  of  those  great  leaders  of  men  is  still 
spared  to  us,  and  is  in  our  midst  to-day.  Upon  him  this 
nation  is  pouring  its  wealth  of  love  and  gratitude.  Let 
us  hope  and  pray  that  he  may  long  be  permitted  to 
remain  here,  our  Leader,  our  Commander,  our  Idol  and 
our  Cotnradc.  God  bless  you,  General  Sherman!  Our 
love  f  r  you  is  beyond  words. 

Comrades,  it  is  not  my  intention  to-day  to  burden  you 
with  the  details  of  the  workings  of  this  organization,  nor 
to  repeat  to  any  great  extent  what  can  be  found  in  the 
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reports  of  my  staff  officers.  Their  work  has  been  zeal- 
ously and  conscientiously  performed,  and  I  commend 
their  reports  to  your  careful  scrutiny.  For  my  own 
work,  I  can  only  say,  that  while  I  have  given  to  it  a 
great  share  of  my  time  and  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  am 
painfully  conscious  of  having  filled  but  a  small  fraction 
of  the  demands.  The  organization  and  the  country  are 
so  great,  that  it  is  an  impossible  task  for  any  man,  in  the 
short  space  of  one  year,  to  visit  any  considerable  portion 
of  the  more  than  seven  thousand  posts  that  now  exist. 

I  have  attended  twenty-three  department  encamp- 
ments, have,  as  you  are  possibly  aware,  visited  many  of 
the  departments  at  several  different  times,  and  have  been 
more  than  gratified  to  learn  that  everywhere,  among  the 
most  honored  and  trusted  citizens,  among  the  men  holding 
official  positions,  and  achieving  success  in  private  life, 
are  found  many  of  the  men  who  served  in  the  Union 
army  and  now  wear  the  badge  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

The  condition  of  the  organization,  I  am  happy  to 
report,  is,  with  few  exceptions,  excellent.  There  have 
been,  I  regret  to  say,  some  disagreements  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  drawn  upon  the  color 
line,  the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  records  of 
the  Judge-Advocate-General. 

It  is  the  same  question  that  to-day  is  disturbing  many 
localities  in  the  southern  part  of  this  country,  and  which 
will  require  patience  and  concessions  from  all  parties  to 
settle.  It  is  a  perplexing  one,  but  I  trust  time,  with  the 
good  intentions  of  all  peace  and  liberty-loving  citizens, 
will  bring  such  moderation  of  council  that  in  the  near 
future  all  may  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  citizenship  guaran- 
teed by  our  laws,  and  that  harmony  will  prevail  every- 
where. 

It  has  been  my  determination  to  recognize  as  a  com- 
rade, the  equal  rights  of  every  man,  no  matter  what  his 
color  or  nationality,  provided  he  has  the  two  qualifica- 
tions— service  and  an  honorable  discharge'.     In  this  great 
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Struggle   of   life,   the   strong   should   aid   the   weak.     It 

ennobles  the  former,  and  helps  to  elevate  the  latter.     A 

synopsis  of  the  opinions  of  the  Judge-Advocate-General, 

those  approved  and  those  disapproved,  will  be  found  in 

the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

The   official   reports  presented   to  the  Twenty-Third 

National   Encampment,   dated   June  30,   1889,  gave  the 

number  of  comrades  in  good  and  regular  standing,  382,617. 

Total  members  then  suspended  and   delinquent,  28,088, 

making  a  total  membership,  as  borne  on  the  rolls  at  that 

date,  of  410,686.

including  the  provisional  department  of  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma. 
I  am  constrained  to  say  I  do  not  believe  the  number 
of  deaths  reported  as  above  is  even  approximately 
correct.  Not,  however,  on  account  of  any  fault  of  the* 
posts,  but  as  comrades  grow  feeble  they  neglect  their 
posts,  are  dropped  from  the  rolls,  when  in  fact  their 
health  is  such  they  are  unable  to  attend;  and  thus  many 
die  who  are  not  reported. 

The  increase  in  membership  of  the  different  depart- 
ments and  relative  percentages  are  given  in  the  report  of 
the  Adjutant-General.  Of  course  the  new  depart- 
ments of  North  Dakota,  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma 
took  their  memberships  from  the  departments  of  Dakota, 
Kansas  and  Texas,  and  allowance  will  be  made  for  the 
changes  made  thereby  in  numbers  of  those  departments. 
While  our  numbers  make  up  a  vast  army,  it  is  confi- 
dently believed  that  not  one-half  of  those  who  are  eligible 
belong  to  this  organization.  Many  live  remote  from 
posts;  many  are  physically  unable  to  attend,  and  others, 
through  lack  of  means,  do  not  feel  that  they  can  pay  the 
expenses  incident  to  membership. 
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I  recommend  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  posts  carry 
upon  their  rolls  all  worthy  members  whom  they  know  to 
be  financially  unable  to  pay  these  expenses.  Of  course, 
all  who  are  able  to,  and  do  not  pay  their  dues,  should  be 
dropped,  but  great  charity  should  be  exercised  in  the 
cases  of  those  who  are  not. 

I  wish  to  urge  upon  comrades  the  importance  of 
securing,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the  individual 
record  of  the  services  of  the  enlisted  men.  The  history 
of  the  war  will  never  be  properly  written  until  it  includes 
such  record.  Let  them  be  deposited  with  their  posts  and 
they  will  be  preserved. 

Pensions. 

The  subject  of  pensions  has  been,  as  all  are  aware,  the 
all-absorbing  one  of  the  year.  During  the  early  days  of 
the  present  Congress  it  became  evident  to  the  pension 
committee,  whose  report  will  be  before  you,  that  the  "ser- 
vice bill,"  so  much  desired,  could  not  be  enacted  into  a  law; 
many  members  of  both  branches  of  Congress  declaring 
they  could  not  vote  for  an  amount  that,  taken  with  the 
regular  expenditures  of  the  government,  would  exceed 
its  revenues.  I  am  aware  that  many  are  disappointed, 
but  the  committee  has  been  powerless  to  accomplish  more 
than  has  already  been  done.  It  is  now  believed  that  the 
expenditures  in  pensions,  under  existing  laws,  will  exceed 
one  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars  annually.  More 
than  three  hundred  thousand  applications  have  been  made 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  under  the  new  disability 
law,  and  he  informs  me  that  applications  are  coming  in 
at  the  rate  of  about  ten  thousand  per  day.  Large  as  this 
sum  is,  it  is  a  great  gratification  to  know  that  it  is  distrib- 
uted among  our  own  people.  Four  times  a  year  this 
money  goes  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  There  is  not  a 
community  which  does  not  feel  its  influence  and  to  which 
it  is  not  a  help.  It  pays  the  necessary  bills  to  the  mer- 
chant and  the  farmer,  who  in  turn  are  able  to  pay  their 
debts,  and  so  on.     While  these  are  not  reasons  for  paying 
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pensions,  they  are  a  source  of  consolation  to  the  people 
who  bear  the  burden. 

Since  the  war  the  nation  has  doubled  in  population, 
and  more  than  quadrupled  in  wealth.  Its  prosperity  is 
known  to  no  other  land,  and  I  am  sure  its  people  are 
gladly  contributing  to  the  support  of  those  who  at  every 
sacrifice  made  it  possible  for  it  to  be  what  it  is. 

Much  misapprehension  exists,  I  think,  concerning  the 
disability  bill  heretofore  referred  to,  passed  under  date  of 
June  27,  1890.  Let  me  quote  from  section  2:  "All  per- 
sons who  served  ninety  days  or  more  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  war  of 
the  rebellion,  and  who  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom,  and  who  are  now  or  who  may  hereafter  be 
suffering  from  a  mental  or  physical  disability,  of  a  perma- 
nent character,  not  the  result  of  their  own  vicious  habits, 
which  incapacitates  them  from  the  performance  of  man- 
ual labor  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to 
earn  a  support,  shall,  upon  making  due  proof  of  the  fact, 
according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  may  provide,  be  placed  upon  the  list  of 
invalid  pensioners  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  pension  not  exceeding  twelve  dollars  per 
month,  and  not  less  than  six  dollars  per  month,  propor- 
tioned to  the  degree  of  inability  to  earn  support." 

Under  the  official  rules  and  regulations  attached  to  the 
bill  are  the  following  :  **  This  law  requires  in  a  soldier's 
case, 

1 .  An  honorable  discharge. 

2.  That  he  served  at  least  ninety  days. 

'*  3.  A  permanent  physical  or  mental  inability  to  earn 
support,  but  not  due  to  vicious  habits.  (It  need  not 
hav^e  originated  in  the  service.)" 

By  a  careful  reading  of  this  law  and  the  official  expla- 
nation above  quoted,  it  will  be  seen  that,  no  matter  what 
a  man's  financial  condition  may  be,  if  he  be  physically 
disabled  from  performing  manual  labor,  he  is  entitled  to 


it 
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a  pension,  the  conditions  being,  first,  physicial  disability 
(not  necessarily  contracted  in  the  service);  and,  second^ 
that  proof  of  such  disability  may  be  made  upon  certificate 
from  his  physician  probably,  and  without  the  testimony 
of  his  former  comrades.  Should  any  member  of  this 
encampment  to-day  receive  a  permanent  injury,  **  not  the 
result  of  his  own  vicious  habits,"  he  would  be  entitled  to 
a  pension.  Let  us  be  just  to  our  lawmakers,  even  though 
they  have  not  given  us  all  we  asked.  No  country  on 
earth  is  or  ever  has  been  nearly  as  generous  to  its  soldiers 
as  ours. 

Memorial  Day. 

As  the  years  pass,  the  interest  shown  by  not  only  the 
comrades,  but  by  the  citizens  generally  in  the  services  of 
this  hallowed  day,  vastly  increases,  both  North  and  South, 
wherever  the  grave  of  a  Union  soldier  is  marked.  As  an 
example,  the  Chaplain  of  the  department  of  Michigan 
reports  that  in  his  department  over  three  hundred  and 
three  thousand  citizens  and  over  thirty-nine  thousand 
children  participated  in  Memorial  exercises  the  present 
year. 

The  Quartermaster-General  purchased  and  sent  flags 
to  the  cemeteries  in  the  South,  which  were  placed  at  the 
heads  of  the  graves  of  our  gallant  dead  upon  that  day. 
I  hope  this  may  not  only  grow  into  a  custom,  but  that 
it  may  be  ordered  that,  in  communities  where  it  is  not 
probable  that  flags  will  be  furnished  for  this  purpose,  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  will  see  lo  it  that  they  are 
supplied. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  in  going  over  the  country  to 
find  in  many  cities  and  towns,  as  also  in  the  country, 
flags  floating  over  the  public  school  houses.  Let  us  hope 
that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  this  beautiful  custom 
will  be  universal,  and  that  the  Union  flag  may  not  only 
be  found  upon  school  houses,  but  in  every  home,  and  that 
the  love  for  the  old  stars  and  stripes  shall  prevail  every- 
where. 
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Charity. 

There  has  been  expended  in  charity,  according  to  our 
official  records,  during  the  past  year,  $217,650.52.  Of 
course  this  is  no  measure  of  the  money  collected  and 
expended  in  a  private  way,  nor  does  it  include  the  great 
sums  collected  and  expended  by  the  heroic  women  who 
are  our  strong  right  arm  in  war,  and  are  now  donating 
their  time  to  our  dependent  comrades  and  their  widows 
and  children.  We  shall  never  know  the  great  good  these 
noble  women  are  doing  in  our  behalf.  They  should  receive 
every  possible  encouragement,  and  they  have,  I  know, 
the  thanks  of  every  man  who  wore  the  Union  blue. 
Hold  up  their  hands,  comrades,  in  the  work  they  are 
doing. 

Sons  of  Veterans. 

This  organization,  numbering  over  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  members,  is  growing  rapidly,  and  is 
reported  in  excellent  condition.  We  should  do  every- 
thing in  our  power  to  aid  them  in  their  work.  They  are 
our  boys,  and  to  them  we  must  soon  commit  our  trust. 

Wherever  I  have  been  in  the  different  departments,  I 
have  received  marked  courtesies  from  them,  and  am  glad 
to  be  able  in  this  public  manner  to  acknowledge  the 
same,  and  to  say  God  speed  you,  young  men,  in  your 
patriotic  work. 

The  Grant  Cottage. 

The  Twenty-third  Encampment  left  it  optional  with 
the  National  Council  of  Administration  to  provide  for 
the  care  of  the  last  earthly  resting  place  of  our  beloved 
old  ccmmander,  and  while  it  should  be  kept  as  a  sacred 
relic,  it  is  a  question  for  your  careful  consideration  as 
to  whether  or  not  this  expense  should  be  borne  by  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  It  is  situated  in  a  place 
inaccessible  in  winter,  and  upon  a  plat  of  land  which 
under  the  will  bequeathing  it  reverts  to  the  original 
owner  should  the  cottage  be  consumed  by  fire.  This 
perhaps  was  a  wise   provision,  as  the  land  would  be  of 
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little  value  without  the  cottage,  but  the  question  of  its 
future  maintenance  and  repairs  (it  being  of  wood  and 
needing  constant  care)  is  one  that  should  be  carefully 
considered. 

The  General  Logan  Monument. 

The  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  for  the  Logan 
Monument,  outside  of  the  appropriation  made  by  Con- 
gress for  the  site  and  pedestal,  amounts  to  $12,841.67.  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this 
tribute  to  this  beloved  leader  will  have  been  completed. 
Iowa  Circle,  in  the  City  of  Washington,  has  been  selected 
as  the  permanent  site  for  this  monument.  It  is,  as  you 
are  aware,  a  beautiful  place,  and  was  selected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  wishes  of  Mrs.  Logan. 

Thk  General  Sheridan  Monument. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Society  of  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland  expressed  at  its  last  annual 
meeting.  General  Orders,  No.  16,  dated  June  28,  1890, 
were  issued  from  these  headquarters  to  the  posts 
throughout  the  country,  asking  for  contributions  of  from 
ten  to  twenty-five  cents  per  member  to  be  sent  in  at  an 
early  date,  for  the  erection  of  an  equestrian  statue  to 
the  memory  of  our  lamented  comrade.  General  Philip 
H.  Sheridan,  and  that  such  contributions  be  forwarded 
to  me  as  treasurer  of  the  fund,  or  brought  here  and 
delivered  to  the  treasurer  of  this  encampment. 

Under  this  order  there  has  been  received  to  August 
2d,  inclusive,  S447.94.  Congress  has  heretofore  passed 
a  law  granting  $40,000  each  for  the  purchase  of  site  and 
pedestal  for  monuments  to  Generals  Sheridan,  Logan 
and  Hancock.  Unless  this  law  can  be  so  amended  that 
a  portion  of  the  amount  not  needed  as  specified  can  be 
converted  to  the  purchase  of  statues,  when  we  consider 
the  fact  that  an  equestrian  statue  costs  about  $30,000,  it 
is  evident  that  the  time  for  their  final  completion  is  far 
distant.  These  works  should  all  be  pushed  with  the 
utmost  vigor. 
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The  General  Grant  Monument. 

An  ordinary  plain  vault,  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson, 
marks  the  resting  place  of  our  great  chieftain.  This  is 
not  creditable  either  to  us  or  to  this  nation.  There 
should  be  erected  at  the  capitol  of  this  government, 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  this  great  man,  a  memorial 
building  such  as  will  be  a  credit  to  the  whole  people. 
.\ot  a  sliaft;  not  a  statue;  but  a  monumental  structure 
such  as  has  not  been  builded  in  this  or  any  other  coun- 
try. One  to  which  every  citizen  within  "  the  domains  of 
this  great  land  can  refer  with  just  pride. 

I  recommend  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
this  encampment,  whose  duties  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing,  empowered  to  solicit  aid  from  the 
general  government  and  from  individuals.  I  think  we 
give  too  little  thought  to  patriotic  sentiment;  to  the 
glories  of  the  past ;  and  to  the  shrine  of  the  veteran,  THE 
OLD  FLAG  !  !  too  little  thought  to  the  blessings  we 
enjoy!  Every  patriotic  act,  every  subscription  to  a 
monument  fund,  every  dollar  devoted  to  the  relief  of 
the  suffering,  every  gathering  where  patriotic  senti- 
ments are  expressed,  help  to  build  a  wealth  that  can 
not  be  represented  in  figures,  because  every  such  act 
breathes  the  life  that  will  perpetuate  our  love  for  the 
nation,  and  continue  its  prosperity. 

Hartranft. 

Comrade  John  F.  Hartranft,  the  fifth  commander-in- 
chief,  within  the  year  has  responded  to  the  call  of  the 
Great  Commander,  and  now  has  his  seat  at  the  great 
encampment  on  the  other  side. 

Hartranft,  the  modest,  kind  and  brave  soldier,  the 
honored,  loved  and  trusted  citizen,  his  memory  is  a  livin<^ 
fra^rrance  of  deeds  well  done. 


Comrades,  the  honor  conferred  upon  mc  by  the 
Twenty-third  National  Encampment  in  electing  me 
your  commander-in-chief  was  by  far  the  greatest  that  I 
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have  ever  received.  The  task  of  performing  the  duties 
of  thi  office  is  indeed  a  great  one,  but  with  it  are 
mingled  the  greatest  pleasures  that  can  come  to  man 
in  this  world,  outside  of  his  own  sacred  home,  and 
while  life  shall  last  I  will  never  cease  to  be  thankful 
that  this  great  trust  was,  for  a  time,  committed  to  my 
keeping. 

For  your  generosity,  your  aid,  and  for  your  many  acts 
of  personal  kindness,  I  thank  you  most  sincerely,  and 
hope  you  will  garry  my  grateful  acknowledgments  to 
those  of  our  number  not  permitted  to  be  here.  Wher- 
ever I  have  been  I  have  found  the  same  enthusiastic 
loyal  sentiment  of  comradeship  as  is  shown  here  to-day.

Commander-in-  Chief: 

Comrade:  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  business  transactions  of  the  Adjutant-General's  office, 
the  membership,  progress  and  condition  of  the  Order 
for  the  year  just  *closed.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Twenty-Fourth  National  Encampment  is  held  two  weeks 
earlier  in  the  year  than  the  preceding  Encampment,  the 
reports  from  some  of  the  Departments  are  not  as  full  as 
they  would  have  been  had  more  time  been  given  to  the 
posts  in  the  various  Departments  to  make  their  reports. 
When  you  assumed  command  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  there  were  forty-two  Departments,  with  6,711 
posts,  and  a  membership  in  good  standing  of  382,589. 
The  consolidated  report  for  the  quarter  ending  June  30, 
1890,  shows  forty-three  Departments,  with  the  provisional 
Department  of  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma,  [u\i\  a 
membership  in  good  standing  of  427,981,  being  a  net  gain 
of  two  Departments,  464  Posts  and  47,116  Comrades.

NEW  DEPARTMENTS. 

Two  new  Departments  have  been  organized  :  The  De- 
partment of  North  Dakota,  embraced  in  the  Territorial 
limits  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota  was  organized  at 
Grand  Forks,  North  Dakota,  on  April  24,  1890.     Comrade 
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Geo.  B.  Winship  was  elected  Department  Commander, 
who  appointed  Comrade  William  Ackerman  Assistant- 
Adjutant-General,  with  Headquarters  at  Grand  Forks. 

The  Provisional  Department  of  Indian  Territory  and 
Oklahoma  was  authorized  by  Special  Orders  No.  21,  dated 
June  23,  1890,  and  a  Department  Encampment  called  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  a  permanent  Department  at 
Guthrie  on  the  7th  day  of  August,  1890. 

DEPARTMENT  WORK. 

I  beg  to  refer  and  cordially  endorse  the  recommenda- 
tions of  Past  Adjutant-General  Eugene  F.  Weigle,  in 
which  he  refers  to  the  great  advantage  that  would  accrue 
to  the  Departments  and  the  organization  if  there  were  a 
less  frequent  change  of  the  Assistant-Adjutant  General 
in  the  various  departments.  Some  of  the  larger  Depart- 
ments have  adopted  the  plan  of  keeping  permanent 
Headquarters  and  making  infrequent  changes  in  the  office 
of  Assistant-Adjutant  General.  This  seems  to  me  very 
desirable  indeed,  and  I  quite  agree  with  Comrade  Weigle 
in  his  report  that  it  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  have 
semi-annual  reports  instead  of  quarterly,  as  the  latter  only 
enhance  the  labor  of  Post  and  Department  officers  with- 
out serving  any  purpose  that  would  not  be  as  equally  well 
served  by  semi-annual  reports. 

ORDERS,  CIRCULARS,  CORRESPONDENCE. 

As  giving  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  work  required 
in  the  Office  of  the  Adjutant-General,  I  beg  to  notice 
that  there  have  been  issued  eighteen  General  Orders, 
three  Circulars,  two  National  Rosters,  which,  with  an 
issue  of  12,000  copies  of  each,  amounts  in  all  to  240,000  ; 
in  addition  seventy-five  Special  Orders  were  issued,  and 
nearly  4,000  communications  of  various  kinds  were  re- 
ceived, most  of  which  call  for  a  reply,  which  may  be 
found  copied  in  the  letter-books  of  this  office. 

A  special  mailing  list  comprising  the  National  and  Past 
National  Officers,  members  of  the  Council  of  Administra- 
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tion,  prominent  members  of  the  Orders  of  the  Women's 
Relief  Corps  and  Sons  of  Veterans  and  soldier  newspapers 
is  now  quite  large,  and  makes  a  large  item  in  postage. 

About  900  commissions  have  been  issued. 

I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  several  Departments 
to  the  desirability  of  printing  the  reports  of  their  pro- 
ceedings in  as  nearly  a  uniform  style  as  possible  to  cor- 
respond with  the  printed  reports  of  the  national  encamp- 
ment. 

A  quantity  of  official  water-lined  G.  A.  R.  paper  was 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  national  headquarters  by  Com- 
rade David  King,  Springfield,  Ohio,  which  is  of  a  desir- 
able quality,  size,  style,  etc. 

The  following  newspapers,  viz  :  The  National  Tribune, 
Washington,  D.  C,  Neiv  York  Tribune,  Weekly  Rocky 
Mountain  Herald,  Denver.  Col.,  the  Western  Veteran,  To- 
peka,  Kansas,  Grand  Anny  Record,  Boston,  and  the  Coffee 
Cooler,  Sturgis,  Mich.,  have  been  received  at  national 
headquarters  free  of  charge  during  the  year.

•  NoTK. — This  encampment  will  elect  the  first  members  of  the  National  Council 
of  Administration  for  the  departments  of  North  Dakota  and  Indian  Territory  and 
Oklahoma,  when  there  will  be  forty-four. 
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served  in  more  than  one  capacity,  which  would  entitle 
them  to  a  seat  in  the  Encampment  are  counted  only 
once. 

The  roll  of  the  Twenty-Fourth  National  Encampment 
was  prepared  soon  after  the  receipt  of  the  credentials 
from  the  several  Departments,  to  which  should  be  added 
the  representatives  from  the  new  Department  of  Indian 
Territory  and  Oklahoma. 

In  preparing  this  roll  I  followed  the  example  of 
previous  encampment  rolls  and  placed  at  the  head  of 
each  Department  list  the  date  of  the  organization  of  that 
Department,  and  at  your  direction  I  examined  with  much 
care  all  the  records  in  this  office  as  to  the  dates  of  Depart- 
ment organizations,  in  order  that  each  Department  should 
have  its  proper  place  in  the  annual  parade.  In  this  work  I 
found  that  the  dates  as  given  in  previous  rolls  were  in 
certain  cases  clearly  incorrect.  The  correct  dates,  as 
nearly  as  they  could  be  ascertained  of  the  Permanent 
Department  organizations,  are  given  in  General  Order 
No.  1 8  ;  and  also  appear  on  the  roll  of  this  encampment. 


DECISIONS. 


By  your  direction  I  submit  herewith  a  synopsis  of  the 
decisions  given  by  you,  founded  upon  the  opinions  of  the 
Judge  Advocate-General,  a  full  text  of  the  opinions  being 
given  in  his  report.  In  the  following  cases  submitted  to 
you,  upon  which  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate- 
General  was  asked,  you  direct  me  to  report  as  follows  : 

I.  Tlie  proper  ofBcer.to  review  the  proceedings  of  a  Court  Martial 
is  the  one  in  wliom  the  authority  is  vested  to  convene  tlie  Court. 

II.  The  action  of  a  Post  in  admitting  as  a  member  one  who  has 
served  a  sliort  time  as  a  drummer  in  !he  Confederate  Army,  from  which 
he  deserted  and  afterwards  joined  tlie  Union  Army,  was  null  and  void. 

III.  Organizations  known  as  "  squirrel  hunters  '*  having  never  been 
mustered  into  the  army,  or  discharged  therefrom,  and  not  having 
belonged  to  State  regiments  called  into  active  service,  and  subject  to  U. 
S.  general  otlicers,  are  not  eligible  to  meml>ership  in  the  G.  A.  R. 
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lY.  If  an  application  for  membership  is  rejected  by  a  Post,  the 
applicant  may,  at  the  expiration  of  six  months,  apply  to  another  Post 
for  admission  ;  but  such  l*ost  cannot  acquire  jurisdiction  until  consent 
of  Post  which  rejected  the  applicant  i§  first  obtained.  The  rules  and 
regulations  do  not  specify  the  manner  in  which  the  consent  shall  be 
obtained,  but  the  safer  and  better  practice  would  be  for  the  Post  to 
whom  the  second  application  is  made  to  ask  of  the  first  Post  the  neces- 
sary consent. 

Y.  Members  of  the  organization,  known  as  "Missouri  Home 
Guards,"  who  hold  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  Secretary  of  War, 
issued  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Congress,  a'pproved  May  15th,  1886, 
and  who  have  never  borne  arms  against  the  United  States,  are  eligible 
to  membership  in  the  G.  A.  R. 

Yl.  It  is  lawful  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  Encampment  regularly 
convened,  under  Sec.  2,  Art.  3,  Chap.  3  of  the  R.  and  R.,  to  change  the 
time  and  place  for  the  Annual  Encampment,  notwithstanding  the 
Annual  Encampment  in  regular  session  may  have  fixed  the  time  and 
place. 

Yll.    Having  once  borne    arms   against  the  United  States  such 
person  is  not  eligible  to  membership  in  the  G.  A.  R. 
See  Art.  14,  Chap.  1.  R.  and  R. 

Ylll.  The  action  of  a  Post  in  passing  a  resolution,  asking  the  Pres- 
ident to  appoint  a  comrade  postmaster,  and  the  Senate  to  confirm  such, 
is  plainly  in  violation  of  Art.  2,  Chap.  5,  R.  and  R. 

IX.  The  countersign,  ceremonies  of  muster,  all  signs,  grips  and 
words  by  which  a  comrade  may  be  recognized  as  a  mem])er  of  the 
(Jrder,  and  tlie  proceedings  of  a  Post  or  Encampment,  while  in  secret 
session,  not  authorized  to  be  published. 

X.  A  Post  regularly  mustered  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Department  Encampment  is  entitled  to  representation  therein. 

XI.  The  object  of  a  transfer  card  is  to  enable  a  comrade  to  with- 
draw from  one  post  and  join  another  any  time  during  the  year  from 
date  of  hi.H  card.  During  this  time  he  is  a  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and 
may  visit  Posts  and  receive  countersign. 

XII.  The  granting  of  a  discharge  to  a  comrade  at  the  same  meeting 
in  which  his  application  is  made  is  clearly  in  violation  of  a  i)lain  pro- 
vision of  the  rules  and  regulations. 

See  Sec.  3,  Art.  4,  Chap.  2,  R.  and  II. 

XJII.  An}'  one  who  served  in  the  Cadet  Corps  at  West  Point 
iM.'tween  April  r2th,  1801.  and  April  9tli,  isOo.  was  a  soldier  serving  in 
the  United  States  Army  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  such  a 
I^rson  having  been  honorably  discharired  from  such  service  is  eligible 
to  membership  in  the  G.  A.  H. 
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XIV.  Samuel  Block  regularly  enlisted,  served  three  months  and 
went  home  on  account  of  sickness,  his  brother,  Frederick  Block,  visited 
his  regiment,  took  the  place  of  Samuel  Block  and  served  until  regiment 
was  mustered  out  by  the  name  of  Samuel  Block.  The  taking  of  his 
brother's  place  and  answering  to  his  name  was  wholl}'  voluntary  on  his 
part.     Samuel  Block  only  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the  G.  A.  R. 

XY.  Provost  Marshals  appointed  by  the  President  under  Act  of 
Congress,  approved  IMarch  3d,  1863,  and  who  served  as  such  between 
April  12th,  1861,  and  April  9th,  1865,  and  who  were  honorably  dis- 
charged, are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  G.  A.  R. 

XYI.  The  session  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Encampment,  Depart- 
ment of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  G.  A.  R.,  held  at  Teutouia  Hall,  City 
of  New  Orleans,  on  the  10th  day  of  Pebiniary,  1890,  and  at  Jos.  A. 
Mower  Post  rooms,  in  said  city,  on  the  11th  day  of  February,  1890, 
were  the  regularly  constituted  sessions  of  said  encampment,  and  the 
officers  elected  and  installed  at  the  session  held  at  Joseph  A.  Mower 
Post  room  as  aforesaid,  are  the  legal  officers  of  said  Department. 

XYI  I.  In  no  case  can  a  member  be  either  suspended  or  dropped 
except  by  a  vote  of  the  Post. 

XYIII.  There  is  no  law,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  valid  objection  to 
granting  a  charter  to  organize  a  Post  in  Canada,  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  old  soldiers  of  the  Union  Army  domiciled  there  to  prop- 
erly maintain  it,  who,  notwithstanding  their  residence  there,  still  hold 
their  allegiance  to  the  United  States. 

XIX.  Every  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.  has  a  right  to  withdraw  from 
his  Post,  provided  his  dues  are  all  paid,  and  no  charge  exists  against 
him.  The  failure  of  a  Post  Commander  to  issue  a  requested  discharge 
until  the. dues  of  another  quarter  are  payable,  does  not  bind  the  com- 
rade who  had  previously  asked  for  his  discharge. 

XX.  The  Quartermaster's  books  are  only  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  correctness  of  the  accounts  of  the  Post  with  its  members,  and  their 
correctness,  when  impeached,  may  be  shown  by  other  evidence. 

XXI.  Where  errors  occur  in  the  piin ted  proceedings  of  an  Encamp- 
ment, the  Council  of  Administration  have  authority  to  direct  the 
Department  Commander  to  correct  such  errors. 

In  the  following  no  decision  has  been  rendered  and 
by  your  direction  the  consideration  of  the  encampment  is 
respectfully  asked: 

First. — In  the  case  of  Comrade  F.  N.  Wicker,  elected 
Commander  of  the  Department  of  Florida,  January  i8th, 
1884,  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  department. 
The  Commander-in-Chief  could  not  see  his  way  clear  to 
approve  the  acts  of  the  Council  of  Administration  in 
electing  a  successor,  nor  of  the  opinion    of   the   Judge 
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Advocate-General,  in  the  matter.  It  seems  Comrade 
Wicker  was  elected  while  absent  from  the  State, 
and  doubtless  supposing  he  had  a  right  to  do  so, 
assumed  command  of  the  Department,  appointed  his 
official  staff,  issued  orders,  granted  charters  and,  although 
absent,  performed  the  official  duties  of  the  Department 
until  December  isth,  when  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion of  that  Department,  upon  the  theory  that  there  was 
a  vacancy  (Comrade  Wicker  not  having  been  installed), 
elected  T.  S.  Wilmarth,  Senior  Vice-Commander,  as 
Commander.  To  declare  at  that  late  date,  when  so  much 
work  had  been  done,  that  the  office  was  vacant  might 
vitiate  all  of  his  official  acts,  and  work  much  confusion  in 
the  Department.  You  therefore  have  seen  fit  to  re(er 
the  whole  matter  to  this  Encampment,  not  only  that  full 
justice  may  be  done  to  a  zealous  Comrade,  but  also  to 
the  Department  of  Florida. 

Second, — In  the  case  of  Paul  J.  Corbly,  Department  of 
Indiana.  It  appears  from  the  testimony,  that  early  in 
the  rebellion,  Corbly  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  in  the  Rebel  army.  He  was  never 
mustered  into  the  service  but  was  a  Union  man  and 
desirous  of  escaping  to  the  Union  lines  and  enlisting  in 
the  Union  Army,  and  being  in  fear  of  his  life,  sought  the 
protection  of  his  friend,  the  Quarter-master,  until  he 
could  find  an  opportunity  to  escape,  which  he  soon  after 
did  and  joined  the  Union  Army.  There  is  no  record  to 
show  that  he  was  not  a  good  Union  soldier. 

In  his  affidavit  which  is  submitted  herewith,  he  states 
that  he  never  took  an  oath,  nor  bore  arms  in  the  Con- 
federate service,  which  statement  is  not  controverted. 

Corbly  was  mustered  into  Post  No.  46,  Department  of 
Indiana,  February  23d,  1889.  The  foregoing  facts  having 
been  brought  to  light,  the  question  was  submitted  to  the 
Judge  Advocate  of  the  Department  of  Indiana,  who  held 
that  Corbly  was  eligible.  Upon  appeal  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the   case  was  submitted  to  the  Judge 
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Advocate-General  for  his  opinion,  who  dissented  from 
that  given  by  the  Judge  Advocate  of  Indiana.  The  Gom- 
mander-in-Ghief  dissents  from  the  opinion  of  the  Judge 
Advocate-General  for  the  following  reasons :  The 
service  rendered  such  as  it  was,  was  not  in  bearing  arms 
against  the  government  but  was  part  of  a  plan  of  said 
Gorbly  to  escape  to  the  Union  lines,  which  he  did,  and 
enlisted  and  served  faithfully  as  a  soldier,  and  it  is  not 
believed  that  it  is  that  service  contemplated,  which  bars 
a  man  from  membership  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  it 
seems  to  him  that  this  is  drawing  the  question  too  fine. 
That  any  man  who  suffered  what  Gorbly  suffered,  and  per- 
formed what  he  did,  should  be  entitled  to  Gomradeship 
among  us.  The  whole  case  is  respectfully  submitted  to 
the  Encampment  for  its  action. 

Third. — In  a  case  submitted  from  the  Department  of 
Virginia,  the  questions  are  asked  :  Does  the  suspension 
of  a  Post  Gommander  for  non-payment  of  his  dues 
deprive  him  of  his  office,  and  in  case  he  be  reinstated  has 
he  lost  his  rights  as  a  Past  Post-Gommander  ?  These 
questions  you  respectfully  submit  to  the  Encampment 
without  approval  or  dissent  for  the  purpose  of  settling 
the  case  as  to  whether  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
during  the  time  of  his  suspension,  and  before  the  office 
is  formally  declared  vacant. 

Gommander  -  in  -  Chief  : 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  regrets  that  our  official 
relations,  which  have  been  at  all  times  most  pleasant  are 
so  soon  to  be  severed.  You  have  impressed  upon  mc,  as 
you  have  upon  all  the  Gomrades  of  the  various  Departments 
you  have  visited,  the  sincerity  of  your  work  in  behalf  of 
the  organization. 

The  amount  of  time  that  you  have  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Gomrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic was  measured  only  by  the  time  between  the  dates 
when  you  assumed  the  office  and  when  you  will  have  laid 
it  down. 
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If  I  have  in  any  manner  merited  the  confidence  which 
you  placed  in  me,  and  my  official  action  has  been 
satisfactory  to  the  members  of  the  organization,  I  am 
more  than  pleased,  and  am  abundantly  rewarded  for  the 
labor. 

I  desire  in  as  public  a  manner  as  possible  to  express 
my  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  various  Departments  for 
their  uniform  courtesy  in  responding  to  any  demands 
made  upon  them  in  relation  to  their  Departments. 

To  Assistant  Adjutant-General  James  T.  Sterling,  I 
am  greatly  indebted  for  his  assistance,  so  cheerfully  and 
zealously  given  at  all  times,  and  to  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral John  Taylor,  Judge  Advocate-General  Austin,  and 
Inspector-General  Griffith,  for  their  aid  whenever  called 
upon.

Dear  Comrade:  The  foUovvini:^  includes  all  the  opin- 
ions rendered  by  me  during  the  year,  which  arc  deemed 
of  sufficient  interest  to  require  publication.  The  most  of 
them  embrace  new  questions  which  have  not  hereti^fore 
been  determined:  but  a  few  are  but  an  affirmation  of 
opinions  that  have  before  been  rendered  in  analai;:ous 
cases,  upon  the  question  of  elig^ibility  to  nicmhcrship 
where  the  person  had  performed  some  service  to  the  C'on- 
federate  Government  during  its  existence.  This  subject 
has  now  been  so  thorouq^hlv  discussed  h\-  man\'  ot  m\' 
distinguished  predecessors,  whose  opinions  apprtn  cil  b\' 
the  National  Encampment  are  uniform,  that  any  scr\  ice, 
whether  voluntary  or  involuntary,  either  in  the  militar\-  or 
civil  departments  of  the  Confederate  Government,  ren- 
ders a  person  ineligible  to  membershij)  in  tin*  Ciraiul 
Army  of  the  Republic,  that  it  should  be  considereil  defi- 
nitely settled,  so  long  as  the  Rules  and  Rt'gulatioiis 
remain  unchanged  upon  that  subject. 

In  submitting  this  report  I  desire  to  call  altenlion  to 
the  fact,  that  the  present  edition  of  the  Blue  l^ook.  which 
only  brings  the  decisions  down  to  the  twentN-third 
National  Encampment,  is  exhausted.  This  book,  now 
the  property  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  which  has  become 
as  indispensable  as  the  Rules  and  Regulations  themselves, 
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should  at  once  be  revised,  and  a  new  edition  printed  at  as 
early  a  date  as  practicable. 

In  this  connection  I  would  also  call  attention  to  the 
great  need  of  a  concise  and  uniform  code  of  procedure  for 
the  governments  of  Courts  Martial.  My  predecessor,  the 
Hon.  Chas.  H.  Grosvenor,  in  his  report  to  the  twentieth 
National  Encampment,  called  attention  to  this  subject, 
and  a  committee  was  at  that  session  of  the  Encampment 
appointed  to  prepare  such  a  code.  For  some  reason  that 
committee  never  made  a  report.  I  would  renew  this 
suggestion  at  this  time,  in  order  that  such  a  code  of  rules 
may  be  prepared,  and  printed  in  the  new  edition  of  the 
Blue  Book,  where  it  properly  belongs,  The  same  com- 
mittee that  may  be  appointed  to  revise  the  Blue  Book, 
can  also  be  assigned  to  this  duty. 

To  the  Commander-in-Chief,  yourself  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  at  Headquarters,  I  desire  to  express 
my  cordial  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness  extended  to 
me  during  the  year.

Prom  the  Department  of  California. 

CASE.    . 

The  Commander  of  the  Department  of  California  requests  that  the 
proceedings  and  findings  in  the  case  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Com- 
mander H.  T.  Smith,  be  returned  to  him  for  review. 

OriNION. 

Comrade  Smith,  at  the  time  the  charges  were  preferred  against  him, 
held  the  office  of  Senior  Vice  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Cali- 
fornia; he  was  therefore  a  member  of  the  National  Encampment,  and 
could  only  be  tried  by  a  court  convened  by  order  of  the  Commander-in 

Chief. 

Sec.  3,  Art.  6,  Chap.  5,  R.  R. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  being  the  only  officer  upon  whom  authority 
was  conferred  to  order  the  court-martial,  it  follows  that  he  was  the 
proper  officer  to  review  its  proceedings.  The  Department  Commander 
had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  case,  and  consequently  no  authority  over  the 
proceedings  of  the  court.    His  request  should  therefore  be  refused.

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OPINION     IV. 

Fwm  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

CASE. 

"In  what  manner  and  by  whom  should  a  request  be  made  to  a 
Post,  that  has  rejected  an  applicant,  for  permission  to  act  upon  his 
petition  in  another  Post  ?  " 

OPINION. 

If  an  application  for  membership  is  rejected  by  a  Post,  the  applicant, 
at  the  expiration  of  six  months,  may  again  apply  to  the  same  Post,  or 
he  may  apply  to  any  other  Post;  but  such  Post  cannot  acquire  jurisdic- 
tion to  act  upon  the  application,  until  the  consent  of  the  Post  that 
rejected  the  applicant  is  firet  obtained. 

Sec.  5,  Art.  2,  Chap.  2,  R.  and  R. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  do  not  specify  by  whom  or  in  what 
manner  this  consent  shall  be  obtained;  whether  by  the  applicant  before 
applying  for  membership  in  another  Post;  or  by  the  Post  after  the 
application  has  been  received.  Either  method  would,  we  think,  be 
legal.  But  in  my  opinion  the  latter  course  is  the  better  and  safer  prac- 
tice. By  this  method  both  Posts  will  have  official  notice  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and  the  rejecting  post  will  always  be  advised,  as  to  the  Post  to 
which  the  applicant  has  applied  for  admission. 

OPINION   V. 
From  the  Department  of  Missouri, 

CASE. 

The  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Missouri  asks:  **  If  those 
who  served  in  the  'Missouri  Home  Guards,'  in  1861,  and  who,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  May  15th,  1886,  have 
received  from  the  Secretary  of  War  an  honorable  discharge,  are  eligible 
to  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  ?  " 

OPINION. 

By  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  25th,  1862,  it  was  provided: 
First. — '*  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  authorized  and  required  to 
allow  and  pay  to  the  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  who  have  been 
heretofore  actually  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  whether  mustered  into  actual  service  or  not,  when  their  services 
were  actually  employed  by  the  generals  who  have  been  in  command  of 
the  Department  of  the  West,  or  the  Department  of  the  Missouri,  the 
pay  and  bounty  as  in  cases  of  regular  enlistment." 

Second. — **  That  such  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  so  employed, 
who  may  have  been  wounded  or  incapacitated  for  service,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  pension  allowed  for  such  disability." 


Tliird— "That  the  heirs  of  those  killed  in  baltle,  or  of  those  wlio  J 
may  hftvii  dieil  from  wounds  received  while  bo  Id  service,  shall  be  I 
enlitkrl  to  reeeive  the  bounty  and  ]>aj  to  which  they  would  have  be«n  I 
cBlitlcd,  had  they  been  regularly  mustered  into  servine." 

[ty  joint  resotudon  of  Congress,  passed  July  12th,  ISGS,  the  Presl-  I 
dent  WHS  directed  to  nppoint  a  Coiumission  to  examine  all  clalma  arising  I 
uwler  the  provisioDB  ol  the  act  of  March  23th.  1803.  aud  report  lo 
gecreJary  of  Wnr. 

By  &□  Act  of  Congress  approved  May  15th,  1886,  it  is  proWded: 

"Tbat  the  Secretary  of  War  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  an4  I 
dirtL-ted  u>  fumisli,  upon  their  several  applications  therefor,  a  certificate  I 
of  discharge  to  each  and  every  member  of  the  Slissouri  Home  Guards, 
wbiise  clnima  tor  pay  were  udjudicated  by  the   Hawkins-Taylor  Com- 
niiiwion.  under  the  Act  approved  March  25th,  1S82,  and  the  several  acts 
sup  piemen  tarv  thereto."

By  the  several  acts  of  Cou- 
gnan  herein  referred  lo,  it  ia  plain  thai  the  Missouri  Home  Guarda, 
oltliougli  not  regularly  mustered  into  tlie  service,  did.  nevertheless, 
render  services  in  the  United  States  army,  between  April  10,  1861,  and 
April  9,  1SVS.  and  of  such  recognized  value  to  the  govemmunt,  that 
they  were,  so  fur  as  pay.  bounty  and  pensions  were  concerned,  placed 
on  tliR  same  fooling  with  the  soldiers  who  were  regularly  mustered  In^ 
and  fcubsoqiiently.  by  special  Act  of  Congress,  they  were  regularly  dis- 
charged from  tiiu  army — such  discharge,  as  it  appears  from  Ibe  copy 
befotv  me,  lo  dute   from  August  IDIh,  1861.     This,  it  would  seem,  Qlls 
tbe  full  measure  at  the  requirements  for  membership  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic — as  to  service  in  the  army  and  an  honorable  dis-  \ 
eluugc  therefrom. 

1  am  therefore  of  opinion  thai  such  members  of  the  Missouri  Home  1 
tiuiml*  who  hold  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  Secretary  of  War, 
fcouod  in  purst;auce  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  May  15th,  1888, 
■ad  who  linve  never  tioruc  arms  against  the  United  States,  are  eligibla  i 
lo  nieml>er»hip  in  i!ie  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,

OPINION. 

'  It  is  clniined  thut  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  next  Aimuul 
Encampment  liavlng  been  fixed  by  the  preceding  one,  audi  time  and 
place  cannot  he  changed  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  encampment,  regu- 
larly convened  tor  that  purpose,  for  the  reason  thai  such  change  uniild 
be  an  "  Ailcratton  affecting  the  general  interests  of  the  Department," 
and  therefore  inhibited  by  Sec.  2,  Art.  3,  Chap.  8,  R.  and  E.  The 
Riiica  and  iiegulatlona  require  that  each  Department  shall  hold  an 
annual  meeting  between  January  l«t  and  May  let  of  each  year,  but 
they  do  not  prescribe  any  fixed  time  between  these  dates,  or  designate 
the  manner  by  tvhich  the  selection  of  the  time  or  place  for  holding  such 
meeting  shall  t>G  made.  The  Annual  Encampment  may  Gx  the  time  and 
place,  or  it  may  leave  it  to  the  Council  of  Administration,  There  seems 
to  be  no  uniformity  of  acliou  on  this  subject  by  the  dilTerent  Depart- 
ments. So  many  contingencies  may  arise  (hat  would  make  it  desiriible 
lochange  both  the  time  and  place,  after  they  had  been  tixcilby  au  Annual 
Encumpinenl,  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  moke  an  unalterable  rule  upua 
tlic  subject.  For  such  reason,  no  doubt,  the  rule  was  purposely  framed 
to  give  as  miicli  latitude  as  possible,  and  the  clause  prohibiting  "  Alter- 
BtlouG  affecting  the  general  interests  of  the  Department"  does  not  apply 
to  making  a  change  of  the  time  and  place  for  holding  an  Anuua) 
Encampment  I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  that  notwithstanding  the  time 
and  place  may  have  been  fixed  by  one  Annual  Encampment  for  Ihe  hold- 
ing of  the  next,  it  is  lawful  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  encampment 
regularly  couvcnwl  under  Sec.  2,  Art,  3,  Chup.  8,  of  the  Rules  and 
Hegulotinna,  to  change  the  lime  and  place  of  holding  such  Annual 
Enciimpmenl.

A  Post  regularly  mustered  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Department  Encampment,  is  entitled  to  representation  therein,  both  by 
its  proper  officers  and  its  duly  elected  delegates. 

OPINION    XI. 

JPh*oin  the  Department  of  Florida. 

CASE. 

Comrade  F.  E.  Wicker,  at  the  organization  of  the  Department  of 
Florida,  in  June,  1884,  was  elected  Commander  of  the  Department.  At 
the  time  of  his  election  he  was  absent  from  the  State,  but  upon  being 
notified  of  his  election,  without  being  installed,  assumed  command, 
appointed  bis  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  and  other  subordinate  officers, 
and  issued  orders.  He  remained  out  of  the  State  during  the  entire 
period  of  his  administration,  and  was  never  installed.  On  December 
15th,  1884,  the  Council  of  Administration  met  and  elected  a  Depart- 
ment Commander  in  place  of  comrade  Wicker.  This  action  was  taken 
upon  the  ground  that  comrade  Wicker,  having  never  been  installed  as 
Department  Commander,  there  was  a  vacancy  in  such  oftlce.  The  new 
Commander  thus  elected  assumed  command  of  the  Department  and 
served  until  his  successor  was  elected  and  installed. 

OPINION. 

It  has  been  decided  that  a  Department  officer  must  be  installed 

before  he  can  act.

The  fact  that  this  comrade  assumed  command  and  acted  as  Com* 
mander  of  the  Department  without  first  having  been  installed,  did  not 
make  him  a  lawful  officer.  In  order  to  qualify  a  Department  Com- 
mander to  act  aS  such,  it  is  necessary  that  he  be  both  duly  elected  and 
installed.  Comrade  Wicker  having  never  been  installed  Department* 
Commander,  cannot  be  held  to  have  served  as  such,  and  is  not  therefore 
entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Past  Department  Commander.

TJib*  case,  briefly  stated,  is  as  followsr  Comrade  H.  S.  B.,  a  luetn- 
hetol  Post  238,  Dcparimeat  of  Iowa,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Post. 
made  npplicnlioD,  in  writing,  for  an  honorable  discharge,  and  requested 
liuniollnte  nction  Ihercon.  The  8.  V.  Commander  who  was  presiding, 
dirccled  the  Adjutant  to  at  once  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  comrade-,  i 
■D  banomble  discharge,  which  was  accordingly  done.  At  tliu  next 
tnsetlug  o(  the  Post,  tiie  legality  of  tlie  action  granting  a  discharge  to  a 
cunntlp  M  the  wune  meeting  at  wliich  the  apptication  was  made,  was 
iBJwd,  and  the  Commander  of  tlie  Post  ruled  that  such  action  was 
Irregular,  Comrade  FI.  S.  B,,  having  surrendered  his  discharge,  the 
Commander  directed  that  his  name  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  the  Post  as  a 
mcmlirr.  From  this  ruling  and  action  of  the  Commander,  the  Senior 
Vice  Lkimmtrndcr  appealed  to  the  Dcparlmuut  Commander.  The 
Oi'iHuinieut  Commander  sustained  the  Post  Commander,  and  from  his 
•leciaiun  llic  8.  V.  Commander  appeals  to  the  Commander-in-Chief, 


Any  action  by  a  Post  or  its  officers,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
Ihe  Utiies  and  Regulations,  Is  null  and  void.  On  the  subject  of  honor- 
able diacliarge.  it  it  provided  by  section  3,  article  4,  chapter  2,  Rules  i 
uu]  Rpgulntions,  that;  "Any  comrade  in  good  standing,  on  applica- 
la  the  Post  Commander,  at  a  regular  meeting,  shall  receive  of  wMieauA- 
m{urHt  metiinp,  an  honorable  discharge,  signed  by  the  Post  Commander, 
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and  attested  by  the  Adjutant:  provided,  that  at  the  time  of  such  appli- 
cation, there  are  no  pecuniary  charges  against  him  on  account  of  the 
Post."    Under  this  provision  three  things  are  required: 

1.  The  application  must  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Post. 

2.  At  the  time  of  making  the  application,  that  no  pecuniary  charges 
exist  against  the  applicant,  on  account  of  the  Post. 

8.  Action  can  only  be  had  at  a  meeting  subsequent  to  the  one  at 
which  the  application  was  made. 

The  granting  of  the  discharge  to  comrade  H.  S.  B.,  at  the  same  meet 
ing  at  which  his  application  was  made,  was  clearly  in  violation  of  a 
plain  provision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  was  therefore  null 
and  void.

From  the  Department  of  tlie  Potomac. 

CASE. 

Post  No.  8,  Department  of  the  Potomac,  submitted  the  following  to 
the  Department  Commander,  for  decision: 

**  *B'  was  a  cadet  in  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  at  West 
Point,  during  the  late  war;  he  was  discharged  therefrom  as  a  cadet  on 
account  of  injuries  received  at  the  academy.  He  never  held  any  posi- 
tion in  the  United  States  service  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  except 
as  a  cadet  at  the  Military  Academy.  Is  he  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
G.  A.  R.?" 

The  Department  Commander,  upon  the  advice  of  his  Judge  Advocate, 
decided  that  B.  was  not  eligible.  The  Judge  Advocate  in  his  opinion, 
after  reciting  the  oath  which  each  cadet  has  to  take,  and  referring  to 
section  2323,  Revised  Statutes,  U.  S.,  and  to  article  four,  chapter  oue, 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  concludes  as  follows: 

**It  will  be  observed  that  the  cadets  corps  is  not  included  in  the 
branches  of  the  service  above  referred  to.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion 
that  no  member  of  the  corps  of  cadets,  even  had  he  served  (merely  as  a 
member  of  the  corps  of  cadets),  between  the  dates  above  mentioned  in 
the  war  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  would  be  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic." 

From  this  opinion  Post  No.  8  appeals  to  the  Commander-in-Chief.

"  That  cadets  at  West  Poini  have  always  been  a  i>srt  of  tbe  anny, 
and  that  service  as  a  eailet  was  always  actual  service  in  tbe  army  has 
been  settled  by  the  decision  of  this  court  in  the  case  of  the  United 
States  vs.  Morton."

If,  tlien,  the  service  of  tbe  cadets  al  West  Point  during  the  perioit 
covered  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  was  actual  service  in  the  army, 
and  these  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  clearly 
and  fully  so  hold,  they  must  he  considered  to  have  served  as  soldiers  of 
the  United  Stales  army  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  come 
within  the  meaning  of  that  term,  as  used  In  our  Itiilca  and  Regulations.

By  till*  ftui  of  Cungraas  approved  March  3rd,  180S,  the  Prusideat  I 
wa*  ■ulhurExed  to  appoint  fur  each  Congressional  District  of  the  United  1 
Ataua,  a  Provost  Marshal,  with  the  rank,  pay  and  emoluments  of  ^1 
cspuln  of  cuvnlry.  niich  oflIci.-r  to  Ih-  subject  to  the  orderi;  of  Provost.  J 
M«rabul  General. 

By  a  subaequent  act  of  Congi'ess  it  was  provided  that  the  Pri)\ 
SfonluilB  should  receive  puDsbns  for  pliysical  disabilities  resulting  li 
Ihtir  Mrvlce  aa  such.    These  officers  were  considere<l  and  trviiteil  a 
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belonging  to  the  army  of  the  United  States.  They  were  duly  mustered 
into  the  army,  were  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  President  and  the  War 
Department,  and  liable  to  court  martial  for  misconduct.  Many  of  them 
performed  service  in  localities  where  military  operations  were  being 
•constantly  carried  on  in  the  field,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war,  when 
their  services  were  no  longer  required,  they  were  regularly  diecharged. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  Provost  Marshals  appointed  by  the 
President  under  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3rd,  1863,  and  who 
served  as  such  between  April  13th,  1861,  and  April  9th,  1865,  and  were 
honorably  discharged,  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic. 

OPINION  XVII. 
Frmn  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Misdmppi. 

CASE. 

From  the  papers  and  certified  copies  of  the  records  submitted  in 
relation  to  the  meeting  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Encampment,  Depart- 
ment of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  G.  A.  U.,  it  appears  that  the 
Encampment  convened  in  session  at  Teutonia  hall,  in  the  city  of  New 
Orleans,  on  the  10th  day  of  February,  1890,  at  7:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  in

The  committee  on  credentials  reported  the  following  members  on 
the  roll  of  the  Encampment,  viz  :  Department  Commander,  Senior 
and  Junior  Vice  Commanders,  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Assistant 
Quartermaster  General,  Chief  Mustering  Ofliicer,  Inspector,  Chaplain, 
five  members  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  four  Past  Department 
Commanders,  nineteen  Past  Post  Commanders,  sixteen  Post  Com- 
manders, and  thirtv-five  deleerates. 

On  a  motion  to  adopt  this  report  as  the  roll  of  the  Encampment, 
the  Commander  niled  that  only  past  and  present  Department  officers 
and  past  Post  Commanders  were  entitled  to  vote  on  the  motion.  Under 
this  ruling  the  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  11  yeas  to  16  nays.

A  motion  wna  tben  mailv  lu  adopt  so  much  of  tho  report  ns  applied 
l*>  ivprcBenbitioii  fnim  Pusla  one  to  eight  inclusive,  anJ  to  reject  the 
rrporl  as  lo  Posts  frooi  uiue  to  seventeen  inclusive.  Tbis  question 
being  divided,  the  Brat  part  of  the  queslion  was  unanimously  carried, 
nod  the  second  part  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  17  to  10. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  record  lo  indicate  what  the  objeciiou  was  tu 
the  atiniiasion  of  delegates  from  Posts  nine  to  seventeen.  It  however 
appears  that  these  Posts  had  been  but  recently  organized. 

Afier  some  preliminary  work,  the  Gucampment  adjourned  to  meet 
«t  Joseph  A.  Mower  Post  room,  in  said  city,  on  the  tollowmg  duy, 
Febniary  llth.  at  7:30  o'clock,  p.  m.  Tbis  motion  to  adjourn,  lo  meet 
tlie  following  evening  at  Joseph  A.  Mower  Post  room,  appears  to  have 
been  unanimously  carried. 

Tlie  recrird  does  notshow  how  many  delegates  were  actually  pri'seul 
at  the  first  session  of  the  Encumpmcnt.  but  the  largest  vole  that  appears 
to  have  bfpii  cast  on  any  qiicstioa  was  twenty-seven.

I'nder  ilils  call  of  the  Department  Communder,  It  appears  (but 
tliJrlyllve  representatives,  principally  from  tlie  recently  organized 
pOTts.  vlio  by  D  vote  of  Llie  Encampment  on  the  preceding  day,  under 
Ibe  ruling  of  the  Department  Commander,  had  been  excluded  from 
taking  part  In  that  svssEon,  assembled  at  the  time  and  plac«  named  in 
iMs  chrnhir. 

t>epHniuent  Commander  Gray  presided,  and  there  were  present — 
at  the  Department  nfSi^rs:  the  Asslaiunt  Adjutant  Qeneral,  Inspector, 
mh)  utir  mombor  nf  the  Council  of  Admlnisfrarion.

Ilalso  uppeara  thai  on  the  11th  day  of  February,  IfiDO.  at  7:30 
o'clock,  p.  m.,  repreaenlAtiTfis  from  Posts  numljered  from  one  lo  eight 
includve,  with  four  PhkI  Departmejit  Commanders,  met  at  the  Post 
room  of  .losepli  A.  Mower  Post,  in  [be  cily  of  New  Orleana. 

The  Department  Commander  being  nbsent,  the  Senior  Vice  Com- 
mander presided.

Like  (lie  meeting  held  under  the  Department  Commander,  the 
principal  business  transaction  wua  the  election  and  installing  of  olHcers.

There  is  no  dispute  as  to  the  regularity  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Encampment  beld  on  the  evening  of  the  lOUi  of  February.  And  there 
is  no  material  disagreeraeul  as  to  tlie  proceedings  that  took  place  at  tliia 
meeting,  and  the  adjournment  of  the  Encampment  to  meet  on  the  fol- 
lowing day,  February  11th,  at  7:30  o'clock,  p.  m.,  at  Joseph  A.  Mower 
Post  room. 

The  meeting  at  Joseph  A.  Mower  Post  room,  al  which  the  Senior 
Vice  Commander  presided,  was  held  in  pursuance  of  a  resoluiiou  of  the 
Encampment,  unanimou.sly  ])assed  al  its  adjournment  on  the  lOih,  and 
the  meeting  held  at  Tcutonia  Hall  on  the  same  erening,  at  which  tlie 
Department  Commander  presided,  was  held  in  pursuance  of  tbe  circular 
of  the  Department  Commander,  issued  between  tlie  time  of  the  adjourn- 
ment of  tbe  session  on  the  10th,  and  the  convening  of  the  Encampmen 
on  tlie  evening  of  the  lltb. 

It  is  clear  that  the  Encampment,  after  having  regularly  convened  in 
session  at  the  time  and  place  designated  for  such  meeting,  bad  the  right 
to  change  the  place  of  holdijig  its  sessions  to  any  other  locality  it 
city  of  New  Orleans. 

It  is  equally  clear  that  the  Encampment  having  adjourned  to  meet 
al  a  certain  time  and  place,  tbe  Department  Commander,  during  the 
Interim  of  auch  adjournment  and  meeting,  had  no  authority  to  change 
either  the  time  or  place  of  holding  such  session. 

The  duties  of  Department  Commander  are  clearly  defined  in  section 
one,  article  six,  chapter  three.  Rules  and  Kegulations.     Nowhere  i 
vested  with  authority  to  Il.\  the  lime  and  ploce  of  holding  the  Encamp- 


nt.  Id  case  of  failure  of  the  Eni.-anipment  to  inkc  action  in  ihe 
matter,  it  is  held  ibat  the  dutj  devolves  on  tlie  Council  of  AdniiniBtra- 
liun,

After  llie  Encampment  convened,  it  Blone  hiid  cdUlro!  over  llie 
lime,  place  And  duration  of  its  sessions. 

The  Department  Coniraander  in  his  circuinr,  orderinji;  tlio  Eucamp* 
nient  lu  convene  at  a  different  place  from  the  one  lixed  by  tlie  Encamp- 
ment iiseir,  assigns  as  a  rcnson  for  his  action,  that  at  the  first  sessinu  of 
the  Enrampmenl.  a  minority  of  the  delegates  had  excluded  the  majority 
from  taking  part  in  its  proceedings.  If  this  be  true  it  was  accomplished 
hy  the  rulings  of  the  Department  Commander;  und  how  tlie  errors  of 
the  Department  Commander  could  be  better  corrected  (for  liia  rulings 
were  clearly  erroneous),  or  how  ilie  rights  of  the  majority  could  he 
UrtlCT  protected  by  holding  ils  succeeding  session  in  a  place  other  than 
the  one  designated  by  the  Encampment,  we  ore  unable  to  see.  The 
rights  nf  the  excluded  delegates  could  Imve  been  ae  well  determined  in 
one  place  as  in  anoilier. 

Dppurtnicnt  Commander  Gray  certifies  that  a  copy  of  his  circular 
ttM  HTvod  upon  each  member  of  the  Encampment  previous  to  the  time 
of  the  meeting  therein  called.  But  the  orders  of  the  Commander  being 
wilhout  autliority.  the  delegates  were  not  bound  to  take  notice  of  it. 
Thpy  were  only  bound  by  the  action  of  the  Encampmem,  and  it  wn* 
the  duty  of  all  the  members,  and  especially  the  Department  Cominnn- 
(ler.  who  is  the  chief  executive  otGcer,  to  have  met  at  the  time  nnd  phice 
tl»wl  by  the  Encampnienl,  which  alone  had  the  authority  to  determine 
that  (jucMion. 

As  to  the  ntmibrr  of  delegnles  in  attendance  at  these  two  meetings. 
tlio  rc(ntii«  show  thai  Ihcy  were  about  equally  divided.  Thiriy-flve 
*(il««  were  east  at  the  meeting  held  under  the  cull  of  the  Department 
Commander,  am)  Ihiiiy'four  at  the  meeting  held  nt  Joseph  A.  Mower 
Pott  room.  Four  Department  ollicets  were  present  at  the  first  meeting, 
itDil  wveu  at  the  latter.  So  far  as  numbers  an-  concerned,  there  were  a 
■ufndetit  at  either  meeting  to  properly  tranaacL  the  business  of  the  De- 
partment, The  Rules  And  Itegulations  do  not  prescribe  the  number  of 
dftrgalcs  lIiHl  nliall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quotum  for  the  tTaas- 
aclion  of  tile  business  of  a  Department  Encampment,  and  there  does 
iKil  appear  to  lie  any  nile  of  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  lllssiss- 
({ip!  on  the  subject. 

Undw  general  parliameuiary  usages,  in  the  absence  of  any  tlxcd 
rale,  a  majority  of  the  members  composing  Jiu  assembly  is  rei|ai>riie  to 
conntuie  a  tjuorum.

'e  iidopt  tlie  extreme  inlerprelfltiod  of  the  rule,  and 
hold  tliul  n  quorum  must  consist  of  a  mnjorit;  of  all  delegnti'S  entitled 
to  seats  therein,  nlictli^r  in  attendauee  or  not ;  how  then  stauds  this 
cnse  7  At  Iht-  first  session  of  this  Encnnipraent,  there  were  reporied  on 
tile  mil  from  Posts  one  to  eight  inclusive,  thirty-seven  repreaeiitativee, 
«nd  from  Posts  nine  to  seventeen  inclusive,  tliirty-tliree  representatives. 
By  A  vote  of  the  Encampment  the  delegates  of  the  first  eight  PostB 
wore  odTnitled,  and  those  from  the  other  nine  Posts  were  rejected.  In 
the  papers  and  records  submitted,  no  cause  is  assigned  for  Uiis  action. 
The  unchallenged  proceedings  of  any  lawfully  constituted  body  are 
always  presumed  lo  be  regular.  In  this  case  it  miwt  therefore  be  pre- 
sumed, in  the  absence  of  any  showing  to  the  contrary,  that  the  dele- 
gales  from  these  nine  posts  were  rightfully  excluded.  SuCh  bemg  the 
■case  the  meeting  held  nt  Joseph  A.  Mower  Post  room,  on  February  U, 
was  composed  of  a  very  large  majority  of  the  legally  constituted  mem- 
bers of  ihe  Encampment,  as  determined  by  the  Encampment  itself. 
And  a  mnjnrify  of  the  officers  of  the  Department  were  present  and  par- 
ticipated in  lis  proceedings.  This  meeting  was  held  in  pursuance  of  the 
order  of  the  Encampment,  and  all  its  proceedings  appear  to  have  been 
coudueled  in  due  form,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Kules  and  Regula- 
tions.

IBBO,  were  the  regularly 
constituted  sessions  of  said  Encampment,  and  that  the  oltlcerB  elected 
and  installed  at  the  session  held  at  Joseph  A.  Mower  Post  room  as 
aforesaid,  are  the  legid  officers  of  said  Department.

DEiR  CoMRiDB:  Tour  favor  of  the  2flLh,  asking  my  views  relalivt 
m  gnuitini[  a  charter  to  comrades  to  organize  a  Post  In  the  City  of  Mon- 
trral.

It  Ijus  Iwen  decided  lliat  tlie  Com mander-in. Chief  haa  authority  to 
(TTant  i-hartiTS  to  orgttnize  Posts  of  the  Omnd  Army  of  the  Republic  in 
fnrcl^  muntrieit.  The  exercise  of  this  power  is  purely  a  diatretionary 
one.  Pafi  Commander  in- Chief  Samuel  S.  Burdett,  during  whose 
admtnistnition  Ibis  opinion  was  given,  alluded  to  it  Iti  his  address  to  the 
Kncampmrnt,  nt  San  Francisco,  in  the  following  kaguuge: 

'■  The  subject  of  Opinion  No.  8.  requires  remark.  Suggestions  from 
wverol  Miurces  enlitled  to  respect  were  made  to  Ileadquarlers  in  the 
intnesi  nf  caronwlus  residinE  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  who  desired 
lb*  o^anization  of  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  within  that  jurisdiction. 
I'pon  Uie  cxaiiiinatiou  of  our  law  on  Iho  general  subject,  noiwitlistanding 
Ilia  pivcedcui  nliitiuly  set  within  tiii'  territory  of  the  King  of  the  Sand, 
wicli  Ulands,  by  the  eataliliahment  of  a  Post  at  Honolulu,  I  was  not 
dear  Uiat  the  authority  was  sufliclenC.  It  also  seemed  lo  me  that  a 
jcravn  (luwtioo  of  iwlicy  was  involved.  Tlie  tiuesiion  of  authority  I 
tubmittnl  to  Ilip  belter  judgment  of  Iht-  Judge  Ailvocute  General,  His 
affirmattvc  opinion  I  iicc*:pt  ns  removing  all  doubts  in  that  respect,  but 
ibu  i|uesliou  of  policy  remains  unsolved,  I  have  taken  no  action, 
I*lierin5  Iht-  matter  lo  bo  of  suflleienlly  grnve  import  to  entitle  you  lo 
make  t  lie  decision. 

"There  la  uo  country,  save  our  own. within  which  u  disbanded  army. 
yet  ttrong  cnougli  for  c<mquest.  could  be  permitted  lo  band  itself 
<0|p!tltcr  to  meet  in  secret  conclave,  and  to  pledge  obedience  to  iis  own 
Uw»,  Whether  the  orgaulKution  in  u  foreign  country  of  an  integral 
I>tn  ot  tuch  a  force— to  meeet  under,  and  pledge  undying  fealty  to  the 
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flag  and  government  of  another  people — might  not  be  misunderstood, 
and  excite  suspicion,  jealousy,  and  even  hostility,  seems  to  me  worthy 
of  consideration." 

I  think  the  objections  suggested  by  comrade  Burdett  more  imaginary 
than  real.    I  am  unable  to  see  how  the  meeting  together  for  fraternal 
purposes,  in  a  foreign  country,  of  a  few  of  the  veterans  who  served  in 
the  Army  of  the  United  States  for  the  suppression  of  rebellion,  and  who 
happen  to  be  domiciled  in  such  country,  could  in  any  manner  excite 
either  prejudice,  jealousy,  or  hostility  on  the  part  of  such  government  or 
its  people.    Certainly  we  ought  not  to  assume  that  it  would.    One  of 
the  chief  tenets  of  our  society  is  loyalty,  and  the  man  who  is  loyal  to 
his  own  country  will  always  yield  respect  and  obedience  to  the  lawful 
autliority  of  any  other  country  in  which  he  may  be  a  sojourner.     Only 
comrades  who  are  merely  domiciled  in  a  foreign  country,  can  rightfully 
be  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  for  the  obligation 
they  take  is  in  reality  a  very  strong  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United 
States  government.     I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  organization  of  a 
Grand  Army  Post  in  a  foreign  city  should  excite  any  more  suspicion, 
jealousy  or  hostility,  than  in  the  American  residents  of  a  foreign  city 
meeting  together  and  celebrating  the  4th  of  July.    Were  I  Commander- 
in-Chief,  and  satisfied  that  there  were  a  sufficient  number  of  old  soldiers 
of  the  Union  Army  to  properly  maintain  a  Post,  residing  in  Montreal  or 
any  other  city  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  who,  notwithstanding  their 
residence,  still  held  their  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  revered  its  Con- 
stitution and  loved  its  flag,  I  would  grant  them  a  charter  to  organize  a 
Post. 

OPINION    XX. 

From  the  Dejxtrtment  of  Indidna. 

CASE. 

On  the  23d  day  of  Februarj',  1889,  Paul  J.  Corbly  was  mustered  into 
Post  46.  Department  of  Indiana,  G.  A.  R.  Upon  subsequent  investiga- 
tion it  was  ascertained  that  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  Rebellion  he  had 
performed  service  in  the  Confederate  Quartermaster  Department.  In 
his  aftldavit  touching  such  service,  he  makes  the  following  statement: 

**  In  1862,  on  account  of  open  threats  being  made  on  my  life,  and  the 
expectation  of  a  passage  of  the  Conscript  Act,  forcing  all  men  into  the 
rebel  service,  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45,  I  secured  a  position  in  the 
Quartermaster  Department  as  citizen  clerk.  This  service  began  April  5, 
1862.  and  I  think  I  was  with  G^n.  Warden's  division  and  Gen.  Beaure- 
gard's corps.  I  remained  with  them  about  eleven  months,  when, 
through  the  interest  of  a  personal  friend,  then  acting-Quartermaster,  I 
was  given  a  pass  through  the  rebel  lines  and  never  returned.  This  was 
the  latter  part  of  1863.    On  the  3rd  of  October,  1864,  at  Rock  Island,  111.,

On  Decfmbor,  10.  l**";,  B..  a  memlwr  if  Post  40(1.  iniule  a  written 
application  to  the  Post  Coniiuander  for  a  transfer  card,  his  dues  having 
Iwra  p«ld  111  January  1.  l!^.  Ko  ciiarges  exisleil  against  B  at  the  time 
ot  making  snch  application,  For  some  rcnsini  nblch  does  not  appear. 
DO  actino  wa»  taken  by  the  Commander  at  the  timi"  the  application  was 
iiud«  tn  Ueeeuiber.    At  a  sulifiequeni  niceiing  of  tbe  Post.  Ibe  date  of 
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which  is  not  given,  but  I  presume  it  was  in  January  following,  the 
Commander's  attention  was  called  to  it,  when  he  refused  to  issue  the 
card,  unless  Comrade  B.  would  pay  an  additional  fifty  cents,  being  the 
dues  for  quarter  commencing  January  1,  1886.  This  B.  refused  to  do, 
and  as  a  consequence  no  transfer  card  was  ever  issued  to  him. 

In  April  last  this  matter  was  presented  to  the  Department  Com- 
mander, and  on  April  30,  he  issued  an  order  to  Post  406  to  issue  a  trans- 
fer card  to  Comrade  B,  to  date  from  December  19,  1885.  From  this 
order  Post  406  appeals. 

OPINION. 

Section  2,  article  4,  chapter  2,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  pro- 
vides that : 

"Any  comrade  against  whom  no  charges  exist,  and  who  has  paid 
all  dues,  shall  receive  upon  verbal  or  written  application  to  the  Com- 
mander, at  a  meeting  of  the  Post,  a  transfer  card  attested  by  the 
Adjutant." 

This  language  is  very  explicit.  It  gives  to  every  comrade  the  right 
to  withdraw  from  his  post  at  any  time,  that  he  may  desire  to  do  so, 
upon  his  payment  of  all  dues  that  he  may  be  owing  to  the  Post  up  to 
the  date  of  his  making  such  application;  provided  that  at  the  time  there 
are  no  charges  pending  against  him.  These  conditions  being  fulfilled 
there  is  no  discretion  vested  in  the  Commander  of  a  Post  to  withhold 
the  card.    In  this  case  comrade  B.  asked  for  his  card  on  December  19, 

1885,  having  paid  all  his  dues  to  January  1,  1886,  no  charges  existed 
against  him.     It  was  the  duty  of   the  Commander  to  have  at  once 

ordered  his  Adjutant  to  issue  the  transfer  card.  The  mere  fact  that 
the  Post  Commander  held  the  matter  until  after  the  first  of  January, 

1886,  and  until  another  quarter's  dues  had  commenced  to  run  without 
taking  action,  was  no  fault  of  Comrade  B's,  and  he  could  not  therefore 
be  charged  dues  by  the  Post  for  the  negligence  of  its  commander, 
which  in  this  case  appears  to  have  been  wholly  wilful. 

The  action  of  the  Department  Commander  in  ordering  Post  No.  406 
to  issue  a  transfer  card  to  Comnide  B.  to  date  from  December  19,  1885, 
the  time  he  made  his  application  therefor,  should  be  sustained,  and  the 
appeal  of  Post  406  dismissed. 

OPINION  XXII. 

The  Department  Commander  of  Virginia  submits  the  following  for 
opinion  : 

**A  Commander  of  a  Post  gets  in  arrears  for  dues  and  is  suspended, 
and  is  so  reported.    Does  such  suspension  cause  him  to  lose  the  honors 
previously  gained,  as  well  as  causing  his  relation  as  Post  Commander  to- 
cea?e? 
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"  If  be  should  pay  bis  dties  witliJn  three  motilLa,  llius  restorinf; 
liim  to  membership,  docs  sucli  restnmtioD  bring  bnck  the  honors  that  he 
bml  nben  suspended,  such  as  Fast  Post.  Commander  and  member  of  the 
CoiiDcil  of  Administration  ?  " 


StispensioD   for  non-payment  of    dues  deprives  a  person  from  all 
pririlegra  of  membership  ia  the  Grand  Army  of  tlie  Itupublic. 
Sec.  3,  Art.  4,  Chap.  5,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

One  o(  these  privileges  Is  the  right  15  hold  office  in  the  order.  The 
otAj  prere<iaiaite  to  eligibility  to  office,  specifled  in  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations Is  that  tlie  member  must  be  of  good  standing.  A  suspended 
member  Is  not  in  good  standing,  and  therefore  Is  not  eligible  to  oJflce. 
Tbnv  is.  however,  quite  a  distinction  between  holding  an  olSce  and 
bring  cniiitle<l  to  certain  honors  and  privileges,  by  reason  of  having  at 
come  ptvvious  period  held  an  office  and  fnitlifully  discharged  its  duties. 
The  one  imposes  presuut  duties  tu  be  performed,  while  the  other,  as  a 
reward  for  services  completed,  grants  honors  and  privileges  that  may  be- 
umployed.  Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  only  operates  to  de- 
prive the  member  from  the  enjoyment  of  such  honors  and  privileges, 
tlie  same  as  other  privileges  of  membership,  during  the  terra  of  such 
■ii»pciision.  1  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues  deposes  a  member  from  any  office  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  Uiut  be  may  bold  at  the  time  of  such  suspension,  and  creates 
1  Tacanry  in  such  office.  I  am  also  of  opinion  that  a  Past  Post  Com- 
tHAUder.  siispendeil  for  non-payment  of  dues,  upon  the  removal  of  such 
tuiipenikion.  and  ibv  restoration  to  membership  in  his  Post,  would  slilL 
tit  untitled  lo  the  honors  and  privileges  of  a  Past  Post  Commander. 

OPINION  XXIII. 

The  Commander  of  the  Departinent  of  Wisconsin  makes  the  fol- 
luwingeniiuiry : 

'■  The  Qnnrtermaster's  books  being  unreliable  as  to  the  condition  of 
iDdlvldu&l  accouniR,  is  there  any  other  evidence  admissible  on  which  a 
comrade  can  he  legally  dropped  when  he  will  make  affidavit  that  all 
due*  have  been  pitid  t " 


The  Ciiinrtcrranstcr's  iKHibs  are  only  priina  faeie  evidence  of  the 
corr«ctneu  of  the  accounts  of  the  Post  with  its  members ;  and  their 
wtiedneiia,  when  impeached,  may  be  shown  by  other  evidence.  When 
tbe  QaiTt«rmutcr'B  books  sliow  that  a  member  of  a  Post  is  in  arrears 
l»  duw,  and  such  member  claima  that  the  books  are  incorrect,  and  that 
1>*  lu*  paid  hlH  dues,  jl  is  the  duty  of  the  Post  before  taking  any  action 
In  dther  Eus[wDd  or  drop  such  member,  to  institute  an  enquiry  into  the 
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correctness  of  the  Quartermaster's  aocount  with  such  member,  and  it  is 
competent  upon  such  enquiry  to  show  by  other  evidence  than  the  books 
themselves  that  the  Quartermaster's  accounts  are  not  correct. 

OPINION  XXIV. 

This  is  an  appeal  taken  by  the  Past  Assistant  Adjutant  (Jeneral  of 
the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  from  the  action  of  the  Department 
Commander  in  changing  certain  words  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  the 
22nd  Annual  Encampment  of  such  Department.  The  question  raised 
by  this  appeal  is  clearly  stated  by  the  appellant,  as  follows  : 

**I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  have  before  me  the  copy  of  the 
printed  Journal  of  the  22nd  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Department 
of  the  Potomac,  G.  A.  R.,  compiled  and  certified  by  me  as  Assistant 
Adjutant  General,  which  contains  a  printed  slip,  pasted  on  page  3,  call- 
ing attention  to  purported  errors,  and  saying  that  dififerent  words  should 
appear  on  certain  pages  and  lines  of  said  Journal  instead  of  words  that 
do  appear  therein. 

"Said  ' Errata '  slip  is  certified  by  the  present  Assistant  Adjutant 
General,  as  he  says  on  '  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  of  Admin- 
istration, and  by  direction  of  the  Department  Commander.'  I  desire  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Department  Commander,  based  as  I 
suppose  on  the  advice  of  the  Council. 

**  That  your  attention  may  not  be  diverted,  I  desire  to  state  specific- 
ally that  I  raise  no  point  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  Journal.  That  is 
a  closed  case. 

"My  appeal  is  from  the  decision  of  the  Commander,  based,  as  I 
suppose,  on  the  advice  of  the  Council,  directing  the  insertion  of  this 
errata  slip  in  the  Journal. 

"I  contend  that  he  had  no  right  to  direct  such  course.  Neither  has 
the  Council  any  control  over  the  subject  matter  of  said  Journal  as  com- 
piled and  published  by  proper  authority. 

**  Right  or  wrong,  the  record  of  the  22d  Annual  Encampment  was 
closed  March  3rd,  1890.  It  is  res  judicata,  in  the  fullest  sense.  The 
only  body  having  control  over  the  Journal  in  question,  to-wit : — the 
22nd  Annual  Encampment — has  ceased  to  exist  and  can  never  again  be 
called  into  being.  I  contend  that  the  Journal,  as  compiled  and  certified 
by  me,  must  stand  as  the  record  of  that  Encampment. 

"  By  pasting  this  errata  slip  in  the  Journal  he  makes  it  part  and  par- 
cel of  said  Journal,  and,  so  far  as  it  goes,  it  changes  the  proceedings 
published  therein.  Neither  he  nor  any  one  else,  barring  myself,  as 
Assistant  Adjutant  General,  is  competent  to  add  to  or  take  from  the 
contents  of  said  Journal.  If  it  was  the  duty  of  any  one  to  issue  errata 
slips,  I  am  the  one,  not  the  Commander,  but  he  never  called  my  atten- 
tion to  these  allee:ed  errors. 
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"After  the  ComnuiDder  had  decided  that  uertuin  porlioiia  a(  the 
Journal  were  wrong,  he  should  have  published  his  findings  in  a  General 
Order,  tuid  that  if  he  saw  fit,  might  liave  been  given  out  with  the  Jour- 
ul. 

"If,  M  spp«ars.  he  did  not  core  to  publish  hie  action  in  General 
OnJen.  he  could  have  called  a  special  Eacanipmeat  to  take  action  on  tiie 
Rdiject,  nnd  such  action  na  might  then  be  taken  could  have  been  pub< 
"""  1  In  [be  Journal  of  sueh  Encampment.  The  action  of  the  Council 
subject  will  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  2Srd  Annual 
llpmuit.  That  would  be  the  usual  publicity  for  mailers  of  much 
» importance. 

"The  cJianges  made  are  most  trivial,  but  if  the  minutes  of  an 
campmcDt  can  be  changed  in  even  this  unimportant  particular,  they 
<  be  changed  throughout." 


One  lit  Ibc  EpeciQcd  dutie.s  imposed  upon  the  Assistant  Adjutant 
0«Di'ra],  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  is  to  "  keep  correct  records  of 
ilic  Dcputroent  Encampment."  He  is  also  required  to  "  perform  aucli 
Dllipf  duties  and  keep  such  other  records  in  connection  with  his  office  as 
may  be  rojuired  of  him  by  the  Commander  of  the  Department  Encnmp- 

Sec.  8,  Art.  6,  Chap.  3,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

R  ia  tiowhere  made  his  duty  to  compile  and  publish  the  pnxrecdlogs 
(il  the  Enuimpm«iit,  unites  it  be  by  the  direction  of  the  Encampment  or 
tlie  Coimdl  of  Administration.  In  the  absence  of  any  specific  direc. 
ttuns  by  the  Encampmeut  itself,  this  duty  would  devolve  upon  the 
Couadl  lit  Administration,  which,  under  the  Rules  and  Regulalioiis, 
luTx  "  charge  of  the  working  interest  of  the  Department." 

The  cuatom  has  prevailed  in  all  the  Departments,  so  far  as  I  am 
adriiml,  for  the  retiring  Assistant  Adjutant  General  to  compile  and 
pubtblt  the  proceedings  of  the  Encampment.  This  is  done  for  the  rea- 
>0D  that  having  kept  the  records,  he  is  more  familiar  with  the  proceed- 
tap  Hum  bis  succeasor.  But  this  ia  wholly  a  voluntary  duty,  and  not 
oac  inipQMd  by  Inw;  and  it  tlocs  not  therefore  give  him  any  authority 
mer  the  records.  All  the  functions  of  an  Assistant  Adjutant  Oenerul 
taUH  M  soon  as  his  successor  is  appoint^],  and  he  must  turn  over  a)l 
Uh  reconfii  la  his  poaaession  to  such  aucccsaur.  The  Departmunt  Com- 
Uaoiler  la  Ibo  chief  oKccutlve  officer  of  the  Department.  He  appoints 
ilii  Asalstanl  Adjutant  General.  In  fact,  he  ia  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commander,  and  in  nil  his  work  Is  subject  to  the  direction  of  that 
offlcer.  It  the  Commnndcr  imposes  any  duty  upon  him  that  is  distaste- 
tul.  or  inlcrfi-rcs  In  any  unpleftsant  manner  with  his  work,  he  has  the 
riflit  to  rcKlgti,  As  the  Commanding  ofllcer  of  the  Departmeut,  It  Is 
tin-  duly  of  iho  Department  Commander  to  see  that  all  Its  work  is 
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properly  performed.  No  exception  to  this  rule  can  be  made  in  publish- 
ing  the  proceedings  of  the  Department  Encampment.  In  this  Case  it  is 
not  claimed  that  the  Department  Commander  so  sought  to,  or  did  change 
the  proceedings  of  the  Encampment,  but  that  he  only  corrected  errors 
that  had  been  made  in  the  printing  of  such  proceedings.  This  he  did 
by  pasting  "  errata  "  slips  in  the  volume  before  it  was  distributed.  This 
would  seem  to  be  both  a  proper  and  effective  method  of  correcting 
such  errors. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  of  Administration,  as  the  execu- 
tive body  of  the  Department,  had  authority  to  direct  the  Department 
Commander  to  correct  such  errors,  and  that  the  Commander  in  adopt- 
ing the  method  he  did  to  carry  out  such  directions  acted  within  the 
scope  of  his  authority. 

This  appeal  should  therefore  be  dismissed. 
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INSPECTOR-GENERAL'S   REPORT. 


Office  of  the  Inspector-General, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

Adjutattt'General,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 

Comrade:  I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Inspector- 
General  to  the  24th  National  Encampment. 

Reports  from  the  several  Departments  show  that  the 
Order  is  not  only  growing  numerically  stronger,  but  is 
working  earnestly  and  harmoniously  in  furthering  the 
grand  objects  for  which  it  was  organized.  A  glance  at 
the  amounts  expended  for  charity  by  the  Posts  in  the 
several  Departments  will  prove  that  no  organization  on 
the  face  of  the  earth  more  constantly  patrols  that  broad 
road  between  Jerusalem  and  Jericho  in  the  exercise  of  the 
sweet  office  of  ministering  to  the  helpless  and  unfor- 
tunate. 

I  regret  that  reports  from  several  Departments  show 
that  not  one-half  of  the  Posts  have  been  inspected.  The 
Rules  and  Regulations  (Art.  5,  Chap.  V.),  require  that 
there  shall  be  a  thorough  inspection  of  each  Post  every 
year.  The  reason  for  this  must  be  obvious.  We  cannot 
secure  uniformity  of  work  and  a  compliance  with  our 
ritual  and  laws  unless  ^a  thorough  inspection  of  each 
Post  shall  be  made  every  year  and  that  inspection  should 
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be  made  by  a  comrade  assigned  to  such  duty  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Post  to  be  inspected.  Neither  should 
assignments  to  such  duty  be  made  only  to  compliment  a 
comrade  nor  to  repay  a  debt  of  obligation,  but  rather  in 
the  interest  of  the  good  of  the  organization  and  with  rea- 
sonable assurance  of  a  prompt  and  intelligent  discharge 
of  the  duty  imposed.  Let  me  here  quote  the  language  of 
Comrade'  Milner,  Department  Inspector  of  Missouri,  on 
this  subject,  "  Comrades  who  are  selected  to  do  duty 
should  at  once  decide  either  to  act  or  resign,  but  it 
would  be  better  still  for  the  comrade  to  indicate  his 
willingness  to  serve  before  his  appointment  is  recom- 
mended, and  then  if  for  any  reason  he  should  be  unable 
to  act,  secure  some  one  to  act  in  his  place  and  so  state  to 
the  officer  in  charge." 

The  inspection  should  have  been  completed  by  June 
30th,  yet  some  of  the  Departments  have  waited  until  after 
August  5th  before  sending  their  reports  to  this  office, 
while  others  have  not  reported  as  required  by  orders 
from  National  Headquarters.  I  have  been  delayed  and 
greatly  embarrassed  by  the  negligence  of  Department 
and  Assistant  Inspectors,  and  respectfully  suggest  that 
some  means  should  be  devised  to  secure  a  more  thorough 
inspection  of  Posts  and  a  more  prompt  return  from 
Departments. 

ARIZONA. 

Department  Inspector  reports  it  is  very  hard  to  get  a  proper  inspec- 
tion of  his  department;  much  of  tlie  labor  falling  upon  himself;  the 
Posts  being  scattered  makes  it  slow  work.  They  have  added  one  new 
Post  this  year,  which  makes  eight  Posts  with  a  membership  of  317. 
They  have  expended  for  charity,  $310.98.  While  they  have  not  many 
friends,  every  old  soldier  that  dies  is  properly  buried  at  the  expense  of 
the  Post,  and  if  sick  they  are  taken  care  of.  Every  Grand  Army  man  is 
very  liberal  to  old  soldiers. 

ARKANSAS. 

R.  S.  Currey  writes:  I  prepared  and  sent  a  report  to  our  Assistant 
Adjutant  General  to  be  sent  with  other  reports  from  this  department. 
The  report  was  evidently  not  received.  I  now  enclose  a  duplicate  of  my 
report  to  Department  Encampment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-GENERAL. 


Office  of  the  Surgeon-General, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
Foster,  Mo.,  July  28th,  i8go^ 
Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: 

The  Twenty-third  National  Encampment  adopted  certain  rules  for 
the  guidance  of  its  medical  department — the  nature  of  these  require- 
ments were  made  known  in  a  circular  letter  from  this  office — blank 
forms  were  prepared  for  the  use  of  post  surgeons  and  medical  directors, 
and  finally  a  general  order  (presumably  read  in  every  post  in  existence) 
was  issued  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  instructing  the  officers  interested 
where  the  blanks  could  be  procured  and  to  whom  reports  should  be 
made. 

These  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  present  administration  to  execute 
the  will  of  the  last  National  Encampment  met  with  so  little  response 
that  at  the  very  outset  of  our  report  we  make  the  following  recommen- 
dations, to- wit : 

That  hereafter  the  inspectors  of  posts  shall  be  required  to  examine 
all  of  the  officers  of  all  posts  within  their  jurisdiction  concerning  their 
knowledge  of  general  and  department  orders  and  circulars  and  the 
edicts  of  the  National  and  their  department  encampments  which  affect 
them  in  their  respective  stations. 

Failure  on  the  part  of  post  surgeons  to  report  is  no  evidence  that 
they  have. neglected  the  destitute  sick  comrades  who  live  within  reach 
of  their  aid.  Physicians  as  a  class,  both  within  and  beyond  the  pale  of 
our  order,  do  their  whole  duty  to  the  poor,  but  when  they  have  done  it 
they  prefer  to  cover  such  deeds  with  the  mantle  of  their  silence  ;  never- 
theless, the  Milwaukee  Encampment  very  wisely  decided  that  the  post 
surgeon  must  let  his  left  hand  and  the  world  know  what  his  right  has- 
done  in  the  matter  of  professional  charities  among  destitute  comrades. 

We  regret  exceedingly  our  inability  to  make  a  full  and  complete 
report  of  the  charity  work  of  post  surgeons,  because  the  purpose  of  the 


w  rules  is  to  Hscertain  the  amount  of,  as  well  as  the  nccesBitj  for,  free 
muUciil  HtleDdHnm  to  a  veiy  deserving  claHS. 

Wliile  it  l^  a  pleasure  to  us  as  individual  members  of  the  O.  A,  R.. 
HDil  is  a  labor  of  love  for  auxiliaries  lo  cim  for  necdj  commdes,  the 
facr  is  patent  to  all  that  we  are  not  the  only  beQcQciaries  of  the  sacrifices 
tnodc  br  the  old  soldier — the  hardships  of  war  deleriomt^d  the  phyaical 
nrganizntion  of  thousands  of  men  and  unfitted  them  for  that  struggle 
for  eiialence  whicti  has  left  so  many  far  behind  in  the  race,  and  we 
respectfully  submit  that  the  burden  of  free  medical  attendance,  free 
medicines  and  free  surgical  appliances  for  these  destitute  men  and  their 
familiea  should  be  borne  by  all  of  the  beoeflciarioB— in  short,  should  be 
»Esumed  by  the  government  which  these  poor  comrades  helped  to  aave. 

The  pathological  factor  enters  so  largely  into  the  every  day  ex- 
perience  of  the  great  mass  of  our  comrades  that  the  need  of  Stat*  and 
National  organizations  of  the  medical  ofilcera  of  the  late  war,  and  of 
the  comrades  who  have  entered  the  medical  profession  since  the  war,  is 
beromiag  more  apparent  every  day.  It  is  worth  a  good  effort  on  the 
part  of  alt  of  us  to  bring  tliese  men  together  where  they  can  discuss  the 
disabilities  of  their  comrades  and  devise  menus  for  their  relief,  and  to 
this  end  we  would  most  respectfully  recommend : 

Tiiat  post  surgeons  who  are  physicians  and  past  medical 
directOfs  be  admitteato  full  delegate's  privileges  in  their  department 
raMmpmcnts.  and  that  present  medical  directors  and  past  Surgeons- 
Geneml  be  hereafter  included  in  the  rolls  of  the  National  Encampments. 
pmvidcii  that  the  officers  herein  above  mentioned  are  In  good  standing 
io  Uie  order. 

PENSION  LAW 

Should  liarmnuize  with  the  natural  history  of  all  diaability  contracted 
wUIe  the  victim  is  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  in  the  line  of 
duty,  and  which  is  not  the  result  of  hU  own  vicious  habits. 

When  a  disability  is  exceedingly  prevalent  among  e: 
clam,  as  disliuguislicd  from  civilians  of  the  same  age.  we  should  Insist 
tsd  the  pension  law  shoiild  assume,  that  this  "exceeding  prevalence" 
It  proof  of  origin  in  the  service. 

The  foregoing  applies  with  great  force  to  sucti  disability  as  pre- 
Diatare  a^ng  of  organism,  the  itommon  nervous  troubles  of  old  soldiers, 
t  disease,  iit  least  to  that  form  of  heart  disi^use  which  is  so 
■Isnnlngly  prevalent  among  those  who  rcndcnxl  any  considemble  scr> 
rtoe  in  ilujleiit  during  the  lat*  war, 

PIcBBc  remember  that  the  pensionable  value  of  llic  disabilities  herein 
e  mmliouwl  oxcwd  llie  ma.ximum  [Tension  allowed  under  tJie  new 
4iMbillty  law. 
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We  are  opposed  to  the  use  of  the  term  ''real  if  not  traceable  origin 
in  the  service."  The  common  ailments  peculiar  to  old  soldiers  as  a  class 
are  directly  traceable  to  the  service — their  origin  cannot  be  explained  or 
accounted  for  in  any  other  way,  and  we  would  recommend  that  this  en- 
campment use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  the  enactment  of  an 
amendment  to  the  old  pension  law  similar  or  like  linto  that  which 
follows : 

The  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  when  considering 
pension  claims  under  the  old  law,  which  are  based  upon  disability  that 
was  practically  latent  for  several  years  after  the  war,  may  exercise  dis- 
cretion in  the  matter  of  the  continuance  or  pathological  continuity  of 
said  disability,  and  in  case  of  a  war  disability  that  is  exceedingly  preva- 
lent among  ex-soldiers  as  a  class,  he  may,  when  the  facts  seem  to  warrant 
such  action  on  his  part,  assume  the  incurrence  of  said  disability  in  the 
service. 

We  believe  that  the  Pension  Bureau  should  be  required  to  furnish 
examining  boards  with  diagnostic  instruments  of  precision,  particularly 
the  sphygmograph  and  the  dyhamograph  ;  the  tracings  of  these  instru- 
ments could  be  attached  to  the  regular  returns  made  by  said  boards  and 
would  be  of  undoubted  scientific  value. 

The  old  soldier  has  nothing  to  fear  from  the  most  searching  investi- 
gation of  his  physical  disabilities,  provided  it  is  done  by  competent  and 
fair  minded  men. 

We  reiterate  the  assertion  that  the  medical  questions  involved  in  the 
every  day  work  of  the  Pension  Bureau  are  out  of  proportion  to  the 
medical  element  embraced  in  its  personnel.  The  old  war  surgeons 
should  be  remembered  when  a  new  slate  is  being  prepared  for  that 
branch  of  the  Government. 

The  following  utterance  from  the  lips  of  our  crippled  comrade. 
Professor  S.  G.  Stewart,  M.  D.,  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  is  worthy  of  pre- 
servation : 

"  In  the  examination  of  the  papers  pertaining  to  a  pension  claim, 
there  is  much  that  a  qualified  comrade  can  read  between  the  lines  that 
the  civilian  physician  cannot  hope  to  decipher." 

I  understand  that  the  stereotyped  plates  of  the  Medical  and  Surgi- 
gal  History  of  the  Rebellion  have  been  preserved.  An  early  republica- 
tion of  this  work  is  needed.  Every  post  should  have  a  copy  for  the 
information  of  its  medical  officers  and  the  medical  profession  of  its 
immediate  neighborhood. 

The  Surgeon-Greneral  should  be  able  to  know  the  names  and  where- 
abouts of  his  medical  directors.    I  would  in  this  connection  recommend : 

That  Assistant  Adjutants-General  be  required  to  send  to  the  ofllce 
of  Surgeon-General,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  same  are  published, 
a  department  roster  and  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  tlie  Department  En- 
campment.

We  believe  IL&l  Uie  lives  ol  tliouaands  of  our  enteeblud  comrades 
would  be  prolonged  bj  a  residence  in  a  mild  and  et^uable  climate.  TLe 
old  soldjer  siiceumbs  readily  to  ctimiitic  extremes,  uud  wc  would  moat 
Tespecltulty  and  earneslJy  recommend  : 

Ttie  early  establisbment  of  a  commodious  brancli  of  the  National 
Militury  Honie  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers  at  some  point  remote 
from  probable  epidemic  infection  on  either  the  Atlantic  or  Outf  coasts 
of  the  peDlnsular  portion  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

And  right  here  we  would  emphoaize  the  fact  Ihat  the  possibility  of 
making  nn  institullou  of  this  kind  self -sustaining  (particularly  in  a  sub- 
tropical climate)  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration . 

I  am  profondly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  G.  A.  R,  should 
have  ili9  own  disability  records.  Those  in  the  hands  ot  the  Oovemmont 
■re  not  accessible  to  us.  We  have  never  mode  a  great  eSort  to  show  the 
world  bow  much  the  soldier  sacrificed  in  diminution  of  life  proapects, 
or  that  these  life-shortening  and  comfort-destroying  war  disabUities 
meui  something  and  are  not  creatures  of  the  imnginatlon.  An  annual

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REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN-IN-CHIEF. 


Headquarters  Chaplain-in-Chief,  G.  A.  R., 

Chester,  Kentucky,  August  8th,  iSgo. 

Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic ,  in  National 
Encampment  assembled,  Boston,  Mass,, 

Greeting:  It  is  with  feelings  of  regret  that  I  make 
this  report  without  being  present  with  you.  I  had  been 
looking  forward  to  the  meeting  at  Boston  with  great 
anxiety,  and  thought  all  along  that  I  would  be  one  among 
the  many  that  would  gather  at  what  I  believe  will  be 
one  of  the  grandest  Encampments  held  since  the  organi- 
zation of  our  great  Order. 

The  year  for  me  has  been  a  mixture  of  sunshine  and 
shadow.  The  work  to  which  I  was  called  by  my  election 
as  Chaplain-in-Chief  has  been  a  very  pleasant  one.  I 
have  traveled  nearly  two  thousand  miles,  delivered  forty- 
one  addresses  and  answered  eight  hundred  communica- 
tions, embracing  every  Department  in  the  United  States. 
The  work  of  the  several  Chaplains  of  the  various  Depart- 
ments has  been  well  attended  to. 

I  have  received  reports  from  the  Chaplains  of  the 
Departments  of  Oregon,  Michigan,  Louisiana,  Tennessee 
and  Indiana;  and  among  all  the  reports  received,  that  of 
Michigan  is  the  most  concise;  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that 
we  note  the  increasing  interest  manifested  in  the  work- 
ings of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.     The  death  rate 
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is  startling,  and  yet  not  more  so,  perhaps,  than   among 
other  classes  of  people  than  the  old  soldiers. 

Memorial  Day  was  more  generally  observed  and  par- 
ticipated in  by  the  masses  during  the  year  just  closed 
than  any  year  preceding. 

And  now  allow  me  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Encamp- 
ment for  the  honor  it  conferred  upon  me  by  electing  me 
Chaplain-in-Chief.  I  have  done  my  best  to  fill  the  office 
with  credit  to  the  Grand  Army.  And  may  your  session 
and  your  stay  in  the  historic  Boston  be  pleasant  and  prof- 
itable to  all;  and  may  the  blessings  of  the  Great  Com- 
mander of  us  all  rest  upon  you.  And  at  last,  when  the 
earthly  campaign  is  completed,  and  the  flag  furled,  and 
arms  stacked,  and  the  roll  is  called  at  the  great  assembly, 
when  all  prophecy  has  become  history,  and  all  history 
been  completed,  and  the  books  are  thrown  open  for  the 
world  to  read,  may  each  hear  the  Great  Commander  say, 
"Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants;  enter  into  the 
kingdom  prepared  for  you."

Comrade  Clarkson,  New  York:  At  the  request  of 
the  New  York  delegation,  I  move  you  that  the  portrait  of 
the  war  governor  of  Massachusetts,  Gov.  Andrew,  be 
placed  on  the  stage. 

Carried  unanimously,  by  a  rising  vote; 

Comrade  Starr,  of  Indiana:  I  wish  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Commander-in-Chiefs 
address,  the  reports  of  officers  and  resolutions  as  refer  to 
or  require  action  on  the  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  and 
that  a  Committee  on  Resolutions,  to  consist  of  one  mem- 
ber from  each  Department,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  to  whom  all  resolutions  shall  be 
referred  without  debate. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Comrade  Goodale,  of  Massachusetts:  I  move  you 
that  we  reconsider  the  vote  upon  the  resolution  to  pass 
all  resolutions  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  without 
debate. 

Comrade  Wagner,  of  Pennsylvania:  Did  the  Com- 
rade vote  in  the  affirmative? 

Comrade  Goodale:     I  didn't  have  a  chance  to  vote. 

Comrade  Beath,  of  Pennsylvania:  In  order  to  give 
the  Comrade  a  chance,  I  will  move  that  we  now  reconsider 
the  vote  by  which  that  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  motion  was  seconded. 

Comrade  Wagner:  I  move  to  lay  that  motion  on  the. 
table. 
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The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

Comrade  Goodale:  I  wish  to  make  one  request,  that 
the  resolution  which  is  to  be  presented  here  from  Massa- 
chusetts be  not  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions, 
but  be  considered  by  the  Encampment  at  a  time  which 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Encampment  for  its  considera- 
tion. I  refer  to  the  resolution  which  has  come  up  in  En- 
campment after  Encampment,  which  refers  to  the  expul- 
sion of  past  Department  Commanders  from  a  seat  on  the 
floor  of  the  National  Encampment.  I  ask  that,  for  a  spe- 
cial reason,  which  is  this:  In  our  Department  Encamp- 
ments, an  argument,  and  one  of  the  strongest  arguments 
which  those  who  are  in  favor  of  that  resolution  bring 
forth,  is,  that  when  it  is  presented  to  the  National 
Encampment,  it  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions, is  there  pigeon-holed,  and  not  brought  before  the 
National  Encampment  until  the  very  last  moment,  when 
it  does  not  get  the  fair  and  full  consideration  of  this 
Encampment.  If  this  National  Encampment,  which  I 
understand  is  very  full,  is  in  favor  of  the  resolution,  it 
will  then  consider  it  and  pass  it,  and  not  consider  it  at  the 
very  last  moment,  when  the  attendance  is  slim.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  Encampment  is  not  in  favor  of  it,  we  will 
defeat  it;  and  when  it  is  again  presented  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Massachusetts,  those  who  are  not  in  favor  of  the 
resolution  will  have  a  very  strong  argument  in  the  fact 
that  the  National  Delegates  are  not  in  favor  of  it.  But  it 
has  heretofore  been  delayed  until  such  a  late  hour  that  it 
has  not  had  a  fair  consideration,  and  does  not  get  a  fair 
show.  Therefore,  I  move  you  that  the  resolution  relating 
to  this  question  of  past  Department  Commanders  be  not 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Comrade  Beath:  I  am  surprised  that  such  an  expe- 
rienced Comrade  as  Comrade  Goodale  should  want  a  ques- 
tion affecting  the  law  of  the  Grand  Army — the  Rules  and 
Regulations — referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions^ 


TVho  liave  nothing  to  do  with  it.  It  belongs  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  the  report  of  that 
■committee  will  come  very  early  in  the  Encampment. 

CouKADE  Goodale:  1  don't  dare,  so  long  as  you  con- 
sider that  resolution,  and  don't  refer  it  to  any  committee. 

Comrade  Duffield,  of  Michigan:  I  have  the  honor, 
from  the  Department  of  Michigan  and  the  city  of  Detroit, 
to  present  a  preamble  and  some  resolutions,  and  I  ask 
leave  to  hang  it  up,  Commander-in-Chief. 

The  preamble  and  resolutions  were  beautifully 
engrossed,  and  are  as  follows: 

"The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  July  loth, 
1890: 
Bv  Ald.  Burt;— 

Whereas,  The  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  Department  of  Michigan,  has  in- 
structed its  Delegates  to  the  National  Encampment  of 
the  G.  A,  R.  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  have  the  Na- 
tional Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
(or  the  year  1891  held  at  Detroit; 

Whereas.  The  citizens  of  Detroit  and  of  Michigan  are 
earnestly  and  heartily  in  accord  with  this  desire,  and  will 
assure  the  brave  defenders  of  the  Union  composing  that 
grand  Order  the  most  cordial  welcome  to  and  hospitable 
entertainment  while  in  our  city; 

Resolved,  That  the  freedom  and  most  generous  hospi- 
tality of  this  city  is  hereby  tendered  to  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  they  are  hereby  cordially  invited 
through  the  National  Encampment,  to  be  held  in  Boston 
in  August  ne.xt,  and  earnestly  requested  to  hold  their  Na- 
tional Encampment  in  the  year  1891  in  the  city  of  Detroit, 

Resolved.  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and 
resolutions  be  presented  to  the  National  Encampment  at 
Boston  by  the  Delegates  to  that  Encampment  from  this 
State,  and  that  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  call 
a  citizens'  meeting  to  take  suitable  measures  to  assist  the 
members  of  the  G.  A,  R.  in  this  State  in  securing  the  Na- 
tional Encampment  in  1891  in  this  city. 
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I  hereby  certify  that  the  above  is  a  true  copy  of  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of 
Detroit,  July  loth,  1890.

The  Commander-in-Chief:  It  will  be  received  and 
hung  up  in  front  of  the  stage. 

Comrade  Stewart,  of  Pennsylvania:  The  great  trou- 
ble of  all  our  National  Encampments  has  been,  that  on 
the  last  day  we  were  rushed  with  business.  It  is  not  right 
that  a  National  Encampment  should  do  any  business  with 
but  about  forty  members  present.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  we  adjourn.  We  are  starting  in  to  adjourn  without 
doing  anything.  I  move  you  that  we  transpose  the  order 
of  business  so  as  to  allow  of  the  receipt  of  communica- 
tions from  Comrades  and  Departments  at  the  present 
time.  They  can  be  held  in  the  possession  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General, and  referred  to  the  committees  when  ap- 
pointed. Such  business  as  we  can  do,  I  think  we  ought 
to  do.  I  therefore  move  you  that  the  order  of  business  be 
transposed,  so  that  we  can  receive  communications  from 
Posts  and  individuals. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  communications 
and  resolutions  were  received,  which  are  to  be  found  em- 
bodied in  the  reports  of  the  several  committees  appearing 
hereafter. 

Comrade  Hayes,  of. Ohio:  I  desire  to  move  that  the 
resolution  to  be  presented  by  the  Department  of  Massa- 
chusetts, relative  to  the  representation  in  this  Encamp- 
ment, be  made  the  special  order  of  business  for  two 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Comrade  Keifer,  of  Ohio:  We  would  like,  before 
voting  on  this  motion,  to  have  the  resolution  read  to  the 


Encampment.     We  had  better  know  what  we  are  voting 


The  Adjutant-General:  The  resolution  is  contained 
in  the  long  slip,  which  each  of  you  have,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: (reads.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  and  Representatives  from 
this  Department  to  the  next  National  Encampment  be. 
and  they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  vote  to  eliminate  Para- 
graph 3.  Section  i.  Article  II,  Chapter  IV,  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations,  and  that  hereafter  no  Comrade  shall 
have  voice  nor  vote  in  the  National  Encampment  without 
corresponding  responsibility  to  the  Department  in  which 
he  holds  membership, 

Comrade  Keifer;  I  would  like  to  have  the  paragraph 
read  that  it  is  proposed  to  eliminate. 

TiiK  Adjutant-General  (reads); 

lliird. — Of  Past  Department  Commanders  who  have 
served  for  a  full  term  of  one  year,  or  who.  having  been 
elected  to  fil!  a  vacancy,  shall  have  .served  to  the  end  of 
the  term,  so  long  as  they  remain  in  good  standing  in  their 
several  Posts. 

Comrade  Keifer:  I  still  have  a  further  inquiry.  I 
understand  the  resolution  presented  by  the  Comrade  from 
Massachusetts  is  in  the  form  of  an  instruction  from  the 
Department  of  Massachusetts,  to  vote  to  eliminate  this 
par^raph;  but  is  there  now  pending  before  the  National 
Encampment  a  resolution  that  we  can  take  up  as  a  spe- 
cial order  at  two  o'clock  this  afternoon?  That  is  my 
question  now.  If  there  is  not,  we  are  doing  a  vain  thing 
(o  undertake  to  make  a  special  order.  I(  there  is  a  resolu- 
tion, and  it  is  before  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  then 
let  it  come  up  and  be  made  a  special  order,  for  all  I  care, 
as  soon  as  it  is  reported;  but  let  us  not  undertake  to  jump 
at  this  or  any  other  question  until  we  reach  it. 

CuuKADE  Bukdett,  of  the  Department  of  the  Poto- 
mac: It  is  verj-  strange.  I  submit,  to  ask  that  a  question 
of  this  importance,  at  the  very  hour  of  our  beginning. 
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should  be  taken  from  the  committee  to  which  it  belongs, 
to  thrust  it  before  the  Encampment.  I  desire  to  suggest 
to  our  Comrades  of  Massachusetts  that  there  are  a  great 
many  people  here  who  come  within  that  description,  that 
it  seems  to  me  we  ought  to  be  glad  that  they  have  served 
as  long  as  they  have. 

Comrade  Hayes:  I  desire  to  say  in  response  to  the 
matter  suggested  by  the  Comrade,  I  believe,  from  the 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi  Department,  that  this  matter 
has  been  presented  time  and  again  to  the  National  En- 
campment, and  has  been  disposed  of  by  a  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  on  the  very  last  day,  and  at 
the  last  hour,  of  the  Encampment.  Ohio  is  hereun- 
der an  irlstruction  from  its  Department  Encampment,  re- 
quiring every  delegate  to  vote  for  this  resolution,  or  one 
substantially  the  same  as  that  presented  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Massachusetts.  We  desire  to  meet  that  question 
at  a  time  and  at  an  hour  when  the  elected  delegates  are 
upon  the  floor  of  this  Encampment.  We  believe  that  if  it 
can  be  so  presented,  we  can  go  back  to  our  constituents 
and  say  to  them  that  the  National  Encampment  has  re- 
spected the  rank  and  file  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public. If  we  wait  until  the  very  last  hour  of  the  Encamp- 
ment, the  matter  will  be  disposed  of  in  the  usual  way. 
Now,  so  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  and,  as  I  be- 
lieve, the  Department  of  Ohio  is  concerned,  we  care  not 
when  the  matter  is  taken  up,  only  that  it  be  at  a  time 
when  the  elected  Delegates  shall  be  in  their  seats  and  in 
their  places  on  the  floor  of  this  Encampment.  It  has  been 
said  that  possibly  two  o'clock  would  be  too  short  notice. 
It  will  satisfy  the  Department  of  Ohio  to  make  it  to-mor- 
row morning.     All  we  want,  simply,  is  fair  play. 

Comrade  Fairchild,  of  Wisconsin:  I  desire  to  ask 
for  information,  if  there  is  anything  before  this  Encamp- 
ment? 

The  Commander-ix-Chief:     Nothing  at  all. 
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Comrade  Stewart,  of  Pennsylvania:  I  move  that 
we  proceed  with  the  nomination  of  officers. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Comrade  Anthony,  of  Kansas:  I  move  you  that  we 
now  adjourn  until  two  o'clock. 

Lost. 

Comrade  Goodale:  I  think  that  there  is  a  resolution 
before  the  Encampment,  that  brings  a  matter  before 
the  Encampment  at  .my  suggestion. 

Comrade  Hanback,  of  Kansas:  How  is  it  possible 
for  this  Encampment  to  proceed  in  the  regular  order  of 
its  business— to  the  election  of  officers  and  to  the  trans- 
action of  its  other  business — with  no  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  with  no  knowledge  of  who  has 
a  right  to  make  a  motion  here,  or  to  recommend  the 
appointment  of  anybody?  And  that  while  that  com- 
mittee is  engaged,  we  hungry  men  from  the  West  go  to 
lunch  as  quickly  as  possible.  So  I'  now  move  that  we 
adjourn  until  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  That  motion  has  been 
voted  down  and  it  will  not  be  entertained.  I  want  to  say 
to  the  Comrades  that  the  order  is  simply  the  presenting 
of  names. 

Comrade  Linehan,  of  New  Hampshire:  I  wish  to 
raise  this  point:  that  for  some  reason  or  other  members 
of  our  state  were  not  provided  with  badges.  A  large 
number  of  those  delegates  are  unable  to  come  in  who 
would  like  to  hear  those  speeches.  I  think  we  can 
do  that  business  better  after  dinner,  and  I  hope  we  will 
adjourn  to  that  time. 

Comrade  Buckles,  of  California:  I  move  that  the 
motion  by  which  we  were  to  proceed  to  the  nomination 
of  officers  be  reconsidered. 

Comrade  Wheeler,  of  New  Jersey:  I  move  to  lay 
that  motion  on  the  table. 
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The  motion  to  table  the  motion  of  Comrade  Buckles 
prevailed. 

Comrade  Haynes,  of  New  Hampshire:  I  desire  the 
chair  to  re-state  the  question  on  which  we  are  to  vote  or 
to  divide  the  house.  There  are  none  of  the  delegates  in 
the  back  part  of  the  hall  know  what  the  motion  is.  I 
can't  understand  how,  before  the  organization  of  this 
Encampment  has  been  perfected,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  can  entertain  a  motion  to  proceed  with  the  business, 
as  it  has  been  entertained.  It  would  at  least  be  in  the 
province  of  the  Comander-in-Chief  to  accommodate  a 
large  number  of  delegates  who  have  failed  to  gain  admis- 
sion to  this  hall,  to  adjourn,  or  to  decline  to  entertain 
that  motion  for  this  business.  Allow  us  to  go  out  until 
two  o'clock,  and  until  we  can  get  our  full  delegations. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  As  I  understand  there 
is  nothing  before  this  Encampment  except  to  take  a  re- 
cess. 

The  Encampn]ent  thereupon  took  a  recess  until 
two  p.  M. 
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AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

The  Encampment  reconvened  at  two  p.  m. 

The  Commaneer-in-Chief:  I  will  ask  each  Depart- 
ment Commander  to  at  once  send  up  a  name  for  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions. 

We  have  here  a  Comrade  from  far-off  Honolulu — 
Comrade  Ashford. 

Comrade  V.  V.  Ashford,  of  Honolulu:  I  did  not 
intend  to  make  an  address,  nor  do  I  to  this  Encampment. 
I  simply  came  to  deliver  a  message  to  you,  Commander- 
in-Chief,  as  the  head  of  our  Order.  I  deliver  this  message 
from  a  post  which  we  call  out  in  my  Department — the 
Department  of  California — the  out-post  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  I  come  to  deliver  a  message, 
Commander-in-Chief,  as  a  representative  of  what  I  believe 
to  be  the  only  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
outside  of  the  United  States.  I  come  from  Honolulu, 
and  we  belong  to  the  department  of  California.  And  in 
bringing  this  message  to  your  Commander-in-Chief — and 
ours — our  post  concluded  to  put  it  in  the  shape  of  a  memen- 
to of  the  authority  which  he  has  exercised  for  the  last  year 
in  his  official  capacity.  It  is  a  gavel  consisting  of  twelve 
different  kinds  of  wood.  It  is  a  gavel  which  represents 
the  atioha,  which  consists  of  twelve  native  woods,  all  of 
which  are  indigenous  there,  most  of  which  we  think  grow 
nowhere  else.  We  present  it  to  the  Commander-in-Chief 
to  represent  the  admiration  we  have  of  the  success  and 
enthusiasm  with  which  he  has  carried  on  his  work  during 
his  incumbency. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  In  behalf  of  the  National 
Encampment,  I  accept  it,  sir,  with  grateful  thanks.  We 
are  very  glad  to  know  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Comrades 
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SO  far  away  from  their  native  land;  and  I  assure  you,  if 
you  will  bear  the  kindly  wishes  of  this  Encampment  to- 
them,  you  will  express  the  sentiment  of  every  Comrade 
present  here  to-day. 

The  following  named  Comrades  were  appointed  as  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions;  Alabama,  F.  G.  Sheppard; 
Arizona,  Geo.  F.  Coats;  Arkansas,  O.D.  Scott;  California,. 
R.  H.  Warfield;  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  A.  V.  Bohn;. 
Connecticut,  N.  Easterbrook;  Delaware,  J.  S.  Litzenburg;.

The  Commander-in-Chief:  What  shall  be  done  con- 
cerning the  representatives  of  the  press  in  our  Encamp- 
ment? Shall  the  official  stenographer  be  the  one  to  take 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  and  to  give  such  as  are 
proper  to  the  press,  or  shall  the  press  be  represented  by 
Comrades  who  come  in  with  the  Countersign? 

Comrade  O'Neall,  of  Ohio:  I  move  you  that  the 
official  stenographer  of  this  body  be  authorized  to  give  to 
the  press  all  such  matters  as  are  proper  to  be  published — 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 


Comrade  Merrill,  of  Massachusetts:  Let  us  under- 
stand just  what  this  means.  If  it  means  that  the  official 
stenographer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  may  give  to  the  public  press  such  matters  as  he 
sees  fit.  and  the  motion  stops  there,  it  is  one  thing.  If  it 
is  intended  to  exclude  a  reporter  or  reporters  of  the 
public  newspapers  from  the  hall,  and  that  they  shall  only 
have  such  matters  as  the  official  stenographer  may  give 
them,  then  you  will  attempt  to  close  the  door,  without 
its  being  in  your  power  to  so  close  it;  because  in  these 
galleries,  where  all  are  admitted  by  the  countersign  or  by 
the  badge,  there  might  be  fifty  reporters  of  the  public 
press,  while  we  exclude  one  or  two  who  thus  far  have 
been  permitted  to  sit  in  front  of  the  platform,  or  on  the 
platform.  Let  us  understand  what  we  mean.  I  think  we 
got  into  a  snarl  once  by  undertaking  to  withhold  from  the 
public  press  our  proceedings,  when  we  found  that  the 
proceedings  which  were  stolen  were  a  great  deal  worse, 
and  gave  out  a  great  deal  more  information  than  they  did 
when  we  allowed  the  reporters  of  newspapers  to  have  a 
scat  here,  and  to  make  such  reports  as  they  saw  fit.  I 
don't  see  how  you  are  going  to  prevent  them,  unless  you 
clear  the  gallery 

Comrade  Rickek,  of  Texas:  I  make  an  amendment 
to  the  motion,  that  it  shall  be  a  representative  of  the 
public  press  who  shall  be  a  Grand  Army  man.  and  then 
he  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

The  Commander-in-Chief;  I  will  say  to  the  Comrades 
that  no  press  man  can  come  in  here,  except  he  be  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Comrade  Cole:  I  would  like  to  know  why  a  news- 
paper should  be  compelled  to  employ  a  Grand  Army 
man  as  a  reporter,  1/  a  newspaper  employee  is  a  Grand 
Army  man.  he  has  the  right  to  report  the  news:  but  every 
newspaper  has  that  right.  I  think  that  no  matter  should 
be  published  save  that  which  the  Commander-in-Chief 
deems  proper  for  publication. 
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Comrade  Merrill:     That  is  correct. 

Comrade  Cole:  If  a  Comrade  comes  in  here  and 
serreptitiously  gives  it  to  the  press,  he  has  violated  his 
pledge  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  believe 
while  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  have  no  secrets 
which  they  wish  to  keep  from  the  public,  there  are  certain 
matters  of  detail  that  we  want  to  keep  to  ourselves.  Let 
us  keep  them  to  ourselves. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  0*Neall  prevailed. 

Comrade  Fairchild,  of  Wisconsin:  I  move  that  the 
official  stenographer  be  authorized  to  employ  an  assistant  • 
for  this  purpose,  or  the  Executive  Committee  authorize 
him  to  employ  such  assistance.  It  will  be  utterly  im- 
possible for  the  stenographer  to  supply  the  information 
without  help. 

Carried. 

Comrade  Merrill:  I  move  that  the  stenographer 
give  to  all  the  newspapers  alike  the  information. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  It  will  be  done  in  that 
way.

Comrade  O'Donnell,  of  Illinois:  I  move  you  that  the 
roll  be  called,  and  as  each  Department  is  called,  it 
submits  the  name  of  any  comrade  that  it  chooses  for 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Carried. 

Comrade  Cole,  of  New  Jersey:  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  chair,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  hear  down  here,  if 
the  motion  which  has  been  adopted,  and  on  which 
the  Adjutant-General  is  now  about  to  call  the  role,  is  for 
nominations  for  Commander-in-Chief  ? 

The  Commander-in-Chief:     That  is  just  exactly  right. 

Comrade  Cole:  Now,  Commander-in-Chief,  if  it 
would  be  permissible,  I  w^ould  respectfully  ask  that  the 
vote  be  reconsidered.  I  ask  the  comrade  to  second  the 
motion,  that  I  may  give  my  reasons. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  and  Comrade  Cole  pro- 
ceeded: 

Commander-in-Chief,  it  appears  that  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  has  met  here  by  its  official  representa- 
tives to  transact  the  business  of  all  the  Departments  in 
this  great  nation.  Now,  we  know  by  experience,  that 
when  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  elected,  a  great  many 
of  the  delegates  to  the  Encampment  take  their  satchels  in 
their  hand,  and  wend  their  way  home.     I  believe  that  the 
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business  to  be  transacted  is  important,  and  earnestly  hope 
that  the  motion  that  has  been  adopted  will  be  recon- 
sidered, and  that  we  shall  put  this  election  off  until 
Thursday  or  Friday. 

Comrade  O'Donnell,  of  Illinois:  I  arise  to  a  point 
of  order.  My  point  is,  that  we  are  not  proceeding  to  an 
election.  The  comrade  is  speaking  of  an  election;  we 
simply  make  nominations  to-day,  the  election  comes  off 
later. 

Comrade  Cole:  I  recognize  the  point  of  order,  but 
with  deference  to  the  chair,  I  don't  think  it  is  well  taken. 

Comrade  O'Donnell:  I  ask  the  Commander-in-Chief 
to  rule. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  If  the  comrade  will  make 
the  motion,  and  it  is  seconded,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
will  put  the  motion,  and  we  will  get  rid  of  it. 

Comrade  Cole:  The  motion  is  made  and  duly  sec- 
onded, and  I  am  now  trying  to  speak  to  that  motion.  I 
am  trying  to  give  the  encampment  the  reasons  why  I 
think  the  motion  that  has  been  adopted  should  be  recon- 
sidered. The  few  words  that  I  have  said  bring  the  mat- 
ter to  the  mind  of  every  comrade  the  importance  of  this 
question,  and  I  will  leave  the  matter  with  them. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

The  Adjutant-General  called  the  roll  of  the  Depart- 
ments for  nominations  for  Commander-in-Chief.  When 
the  Department  of  California  was  called,  Comrade 
Buckles  spoke  as  follows: 

Coinmander-i7i- Chief  and  Comrades  of  the  National  En- 
campment:— California  comes  to  this  Encampment  asking 
it  the  honor  of  allowing  one  of  its  sons  to  serve  as  a  Com- 
mander-in-Chief for  the  ensuing  year;  and  as  we  have 
crossed  the  continent — at  least  from  Chicago  to  Boston — 
we  have  heard  the  cry  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  for 
the  next  year  must  come  from  some  eastern  locality.  We 
hardly  know  what  this  means.     We  are  unable  to  under- 


stand  it.  And  1  want  to  ask  right  here,  comrades,  if 
any  of  you  can  recall  a  time  when  the  Far  West  has  had  a 
candidate  for  Commander-in-Chief  ?  It  is  practically  the 
Middle  Stales,  as  we  are  pleased  to  term  them.  Why, 
comrades,  even  Ohio  was  once  a  Western  State.  The 
Western  States,  as  you  term  them,  we  are  pleased  to 
call  the  Middle  States.  We  come  here  from  the 
Far  West,  from  the  Pacific,  asking  for  the  Commander- 
in-Chief.  Now,  whether  you  will  give  it  to  us  or  not, 
we  don't  know,  and  possibly  you  don't  know.  California 
asks  this.  California  wants  to  put  forward  one  of  its  loved 
sons,  asking  your  suffrages.  Whether  we  get  it  or  not. 
remember  that  the  California  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic IS  true  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  all  over  the 
United  States.  California,  when  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  is  elected,  will  throw  up  its  hat  and  halloo  for  the 
Commander-in-Chief  that  this  Encampment  may  elect; 
but  we  ask  you  to  give  it  to  us.  The  comrade  that  we 
place  before  you  to-day  is  a  man  who.  when  the  first  sound 
of  war  was  heard  in  this  country,  buckled  on  the  armor  of 
a  soldier,  served  his  time  as  a  three  months'  man  from 
April,  '61,  until  the  end  of  that  term,  and  immediately 
rc-enlisted  "for  three  years,  or  during  the  war."  This 
comrade  whom  we  shall  name  enlisted  on  a  three  years' 
term  in  tlie  Fourteenth  U.  S.  Infantry,  and  was  very  soon 
promoted  from  a  private  to  a  second  lieutenant.  Eventu- 
ally a  commission  as  captain  was  given  to  him.  Me  par- 
ticipated in  all  of  the  great  battles  of  the  Potomac,  with 
the  exception  of  two:  with  McClellan  in  the  swamps  of 
the  Chickahominy,  with  McClellan  in  the  Peninsula. 
and  when  he  was  driven  from  the  Peninsula,  this  man  was 
at  the  battle  of  Bull  Run:  and  upon  the  slopes  of  South  * 
Mountain,  and  at  Antietam;  and  our  man  was  found  bat- 
tling for  his  country  all  along  the  line.  From  Antietam 
on  down  and  back  again  to  F""red eric ks burg,  this  comrade 
of  ours  was  found  with  his  company,  fighting  the  battles 
of  his  country.  And  in  every  one  of  these  battles  he  was 
a  gallant  soldier,  until,  at  the  Wilderness,  he  lost  his  leg. 
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(I  lost  my  leg  later  on.)  This  comrade  was  placed  in  that 
condition  that  he  was  unable  longer  to  remain  in  the 
field,  but  being  a  gallant  soldier,  he  still  remained  in  the 
service,  and  later  on  he  served  as  an  aid  upon  the  staff  of 
the  general  on  the  Pacific  coast.  He  has  always  had  a 
military  spirit,  and  is  well  qualified  as  an  executive 
officer.  Those  of  you  who  were  in  California  in  '86  will 
remember  the  gallant  Department  Commander  of  Cali- 
fornia. Comrades,  I  have  the  honor  and  the  extreme 
pleasure  of  naming  for  this  high  position  Col.  Smedberg, 
of  California. 

Comrade  Taintor,  of  Connecticut,  responded  for 
that  Department. 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  of  the  'Encampment: — 
In  behalf,  and  by  the  unanimous  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Connecticut,  it  affords  me  personally  extreme 
pleasure,  to  present  to  you  for  the  position  of  Commander- 
in-chief,  a  comrade  who  will  do  credit  to  the  position* 
and  who  is  worthy  to  receive  at  your  hands  the  honor 
which  you  have  conferred  on  others,  and  to  succeed  the 
line  of  illustrious  men  who  have  served  you  in  that  posi- 
tion. It  is  a  comrade  personally  known  to  many  in  this 
encampment — a  comrade  known  by  reputation,  I  am  safe 
in  saying,  to  every  one  before  me;  a  comrade  who  bears 
a  record  of  military  service  of  which  any  man  might  be 
justly  proud.  The  spring  of  '6i,  with  the  outbreak  of  the 
rebellion,  found  him  just  having  completed  his  college 
and  preparatory  law  course,  his  shingle  just  hung  out,  the 
years  of  preparation  just  completed,  his  practice  as  a  law- 
yer just  reaching  that  point  where  it  was  most  attractive 
to  him.  He  cast  behind  him  all  these  bright  prospects, 
and  donned  the  uniform  of  a  private  of  the  Third  Ver- 
mont. He  shortly  received  a  promotion  to  captain,  and 
shortly  after  to  major,  and  lieutenant-colonel,  and  in  the 
latter  capacity  served  until  August,  '62,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Sixteenth  Vermont  regiment  as  a 
colonel;   and  on  that  terrible  July  day  at  Gettysburg,  at 


t 


the  head  of  the  regiment,  he  charged  to  the  right  on 
Pickett,  and  turned  back  and  charged  to  the  left  on  Wil- 
cox's brigade.  [Applause.]  Biit  the  seconds  are  few, 
and  I  must  pass  over  his  record  as  a  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  comrade,  simply  saying  that  from  '67  to  '90  he 
has  been  one  of  the  most  earnest  and  hardest  workers  in 
Ills  department  or  in  the  country.  Three  times  Depart- 
ment Commander.  Judge  Advocate-General  of  this  En- 
campment, with  various  other  positions,  he  has  given  of 
his  time  and  money  freely  and  without  stint  and  most  un- 
selfishly, to  advance  the  interest  of  our  noble  comrade- 
ship, 1  name  to  you  Comrade  Wheelock  (1.  Veazey,  of 
Vermont. 

Comrade  Ketch  am  responded  when  Indiana  was 
called. 

Commandtr-in-ChUf  and  Cmnradei: — Contrary  to  his 
own  inclination,  but  submitting  to  the  wishes  of  his  asso- 
ciates. I  am  authorized  to  present  to  this  Grand  Encamp- 
ment for  your  suffrages  the  name  of  a  man  who,  in  the 
spring-time  of  his  youth,  when  the  bright  future  was 
opening  out  before  him  in  his  professional  career,  when 
the  call  of  his  country  came  to  him.  crossed  party  lines, 
sank  the  issues  of  a  life-time,  and  devoted  himself  wholly 
lo  the  cause  of  his  country.  The  eagle  which  fir.'it  deco- 
rated his  shoulders  soon  look  its  flight,  and  the  stars  came 
down  from  above  to  perch  thereon,  and  give  radiance  and 
lustre  to  his  name.  With  that  great  Army  of  the  Tennes- 
see that  never  knew  defeat;  with  Grant,  and  McPherson. 
and  Sherman,  and  with  Logan  he  fought  the  battle  of 
Champion  Hill.  And  from  that  time  to  this  he  has  been 
the  champion  of  the  soldiers  of  tlie  nation.  For  tliis 
lofty  position  I  name  to  you  Alvin  I'.  Hovey,  of  Indiana. 

Comrade  Hanos,  of  Maine:  Maine  seconds  the  nom- 
ination of  Comrade  Veazey,  of  Vermont. 

CoviRAHE  MrKRi-i.ir,  of  Maryland:  So  far  as  1  am 
individually    concerned.    1     remember    the   magnificent 
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speech   which  Judge  Veazey  made  at  Milwaukee  a  year 
ago,  and  I  desire  to  support  his  nomination. 

Comrade  Barto,  of  Minnesota:  In  behalf  of  Minne- 
sota, who  has  no  candidate  to  present,  I  second  the  nom- 
ination of  Wheelock  G.  Veazey. 

Comrade  Smith,  of  Missouri:  Comrades,  it  affords 
me  very  great  pleasure,  in  carrying  out  the  unanimous  in- 
structions of  the  representatives  of  the  great  Department 
of  Missouri,  to  second  the  nomination  of  one  in  whom, 
from  personal  knowledge,  I  know  there  unites  every  ele- 
ment of  a  great  and  successful  Commander-in-Chief,  to- 
wit:     Wheelock  G.  Veazey. 

Comrade  Clarkson,  of  Nebraska:  The  great  food- 
producing  state  of  Nebraska  asks  me  through  its  repre- 
sentatives here,  to  second  the  nomination  of  Wheelock 
G.  Veazey. 

Comrade  Dolman,  of  Montana:  Montana  seconds 
the  nomination  of  W.  R.  Smedberg,  of  California. 

Comrade  Linehan,  of  New  Hampshire: 

Co7nma7ider-in- Chief  and  Comrades: — There  is  not  a  del- 
egate here  from  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire  but 
what  would  be  proud  to  go  under  the  leadership  of  Com- 
rade Smedberg  or  Comrade  Hovey,  or  any  other  comrade 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  who  would  lead 
them  on  to  victory;  but  in  response  to  my  own  senti- 
ments, and  in  response  to  the  sentiment  of  every  delegate 
from  the  Old  Granite  State,  I  want  to  second  the  nomi- 
nation of  that  true  and  brave  soldier,  loyal  citizen,  wise 
judge,  and  true  comrade  of  the  soldier,  Wheelock  G. 
Veazey,  of  Vermont. 

Comrade  Burrows,  of  New  Jersey:  New  Jersey  hav- 
ing known  the  comrade  from  Vermont  for  more  than  20 
years  as  a  worker  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
most  heartily  and  enthusiastically  endorses  the  nomina- 
tion of  Wheelock  G.  Veazey. 


Comrade  Center,  of  Idaho:  In  behalf  of  the  delega- 
lion  from  Idaho.  I  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade 
V'eazey,  of  Vermont. 

Comrade  Consigsy,  of  Iowa;  Iowa  seconds  the  nom- 
ination of  Comrade  Veazey,  of  Vermont.  I  ask  the  com- 
rades of  the  Encampment,  What's  the  matter  with  Com- 
rade Veazey? 

Comrade  Warner  Miller,  o[  New  York; 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  of  the  National  En- 
camptneHt :  —Ihe  state  of  New  York  has  no  candidate  to 
present  for  this  high  office.  I  beheve  in  the  past  our 
state  has  seldom  been  able  to  agree  upon  one  of  its  own 
number  to  be  presented  for  this  high  office;  but  to-day, 
acting  in  caucus,  it  has  unanimously  instructed  me  to  sec- 
ond here  ihe  nomination  of  aname  that  you  have  already 
heard,  and  one  you  all  love  and  honor.  New  York  is  not 
able  to  present  one  of  its  own  membership  here  for  this 
high  office,  but  has  not  forgotten  that  in  its  early  days  it 
mvned  a  little  strip  of  green  mountain  land  at.  the  north, 
[.applause.]  It  then  thought  it  so  poor  that  it  granted 
it  independence,  and  left  it  to  go  by  itself.  It  has  been 
said  of  that  Green  Mountain  State  that  it  had  little  or  no 
suil.  that  it  could  not  produce  enough  of  agricultural  pro- 
ducts to  maintain  its  own  population:  and  I  have  been 
glad  to  hear  this  afternoon  that  the  great  states  of  Kan- 
sas and  Nebraska,  and  all  of  that  rich  growing  country, 
liavc  offered  to  contribute  of  their  own  abundant  wealth 
to  take  care  of  the  hardy  men  who  live  among  the  Green 
Mountains.  But  there  is  one  crop  that  that  state  has 
grown  to  perfection.  That  is  the  crop  of  loyal  men. 
[Applause.]  We  all  remember  the  history  of  that  state  in 
the  late  war.  We  all  remember  its  First  Brigade,  of  the 
brave  deeds  that  it  did.  We  all  remember  that  its  pro- 
portionate loss  in  that  war  was  greater  than  that  of  any 
other  brigade  coming  from  any  other  state.  They  were 
not  bounty-jumpers,  they  were  not  deserters;  they  were 
true  and  loyal  supporters  of  the  Union  cause,  as  their  fore- 
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fathers  were  in  the  days  of  the  Revolution,  and  are  to- 
day. New  York,  regretting,  perhaps,  that  it  gave  up  that 
state,  which  is  grand  with  its  true  and  honest  men,  but  to- 
day sympathizing  with  them  and  honoring  them  as  we 
have  in  the  past,  we  feel  that  we  can  do  no  better  now 
than  we  did  then,  by  going  to  their  support.  And  so  to- 
day New  York,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all'  the  dele- 
gates here  present,  instructs  me  to  second  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  Veazey. 

Comrade  Linehan:  The  Encampment  will  please 
excuse  me  for  saying  one  word  that  I  was  too  modest  to 
say  before;  that  New  Hampshire  produced  Comrade 
Veazey.  She  loaned  him  to  Vermont.  We  now  surrender 
all  ownership,  and  turn  him  over  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic. 

Comrade  Dowling,  of  Ohio:  Commander-in-Chief, 
and  Comrades  of  the  National  Encampment: — In  behalf 
of  the  banner  Department — the  Department  that  has  on 
its  rolls  over  46,000  comrades — and  in  behalf  of  the  entire 
delegation  from  Ohio,  and  in  perfeet  accordance  and 
sympathy  with  my  own  wishes,  I  desire  to  second  the 
nomination  of  Alvin  P.  Hovey,  of  Indiana;  and  in  doing 
this,  I  believe  that  I  represent  the  great  comradeship  of 
our  order. 

Comrade  Vanderslice,  of  Pennsylvania: 

Connnamicr-in-Chief : — Those  who  witnessed  the 
demonstration  yesterday,  and  saw  that  magnificent 
spectacle,  must  be  convinced  that  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  to-day  is  a  power  that  is  to  be 
esteemed  and  respected  wherever  such  demonstrations 
are  to  be  made.  It  is  a  matter  of  pride  to  be  on  the  rolls 
of  membership  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and 
to  be  known  as  a  comrade  of  this  grand  order.  And  yet, 
there  are  those  of  us  here  to-dav  who  remember  when  the 
representatives  in  this  National  Encampment,  year  after 
year,  could  have  been  seated  on  the  side  of  this  hall,  with- 
out crowding  it,  and  when  the  membership  of  the  whole 


order  was  less  than  that  of  Massachusetts  to-day.  There 
sat  with  us  in  those  days  of  discouragement,  those  days 
that  required  work  and  effort  on  the"  part  of  our  comrade- 
ship, a  man  who  was  as  unassuming  as  he  was  unselfish; 
a  man  who  stood  there  through  all  these  years  as  Past 
Dep.irtmcnt  Commander  of  his  Department;  a  man  who 
held  the  highest  positions  that  it  was  within  the  power  of 
the  people  of  his  state  to  confer  upon  him;  and  yet  he 
never  knew  the  hour  that  he  could  not  devote  his  great 
talents  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  whose 
proud  boast  is  that  when  he  was  Department  Commander 
every  man  living  within  the  borders  of  his  state  who  was 
within  reach  of  a  post  was  enrolled  there,  in  good  stand- 
ing. I  did  not  intend  to  consume  the  time  of  this 
Encampment,  but  I  believe  that  there  is  a  feeling  prevail- 
ing through  our  membership  that  the  workers  of  those 
days  should  not  entirely  be  forgotten;  and  therefore 
knowing  this  man  as  we  do  who  have  met  him  here  for 
so  many  years^knowing  that  he  is  such  a  singularly 
courteous  gentleman,  such  an  untiring  and  enthusiastic 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  above 
all,  such  a  true  man,  of  whom  nothing  can  indeed  be 
spoken  but  praise,  a  man  whom  all  who  meet  him, 
respect,  and  all  who  know  him,  love — recognizing  that, 
and.  as  1  am  instructed,  on  behalf  of  the  606  posts  of  the 
Department  of  I'enn.sylvania,  we  say  and  1  say,  that  we 
most  heartily  second  the  nomination  of  that  grand  com- 
rade. Judge  Veazey,  of  Vermont. 

Comrade  Urell.  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac: 
We  have  got  no  time  to  make  a  nomin.ition:  but  wc  say 
wc  will  vote  for  the  Vermont  man  who  is  mentioned  this 
afternoon.

I'to  the  ermine  he    wore;    occupying    to-day  among   the 

highest   within  the  gift  of  our    distinguished    comrade, 
''Benjamin   Harrison^any  delegate  on  this  floor,  though 
jifted  with  powers  we  cannot  claim,  might  well  hesitatC'J 
should  he  attempt  to  set  forth  the  character  and   virtue^f 
of  such  a  man.     We  may  venture  to  add  only,  that  thos6^ 
I  high   qualities   found   everywhere  in  the  genuine  Union 
JSoldier.  those  qualities  which  in  peace  no  less  than  in  war 
■liave  made  the  Union  soldier  the  admiration  of  the  world, 
^those  qualities  by  virtue  of  which  the  Union  soldier   hagj 
■^guided  the  destinies  of  the  Republic  for  a  quarter  of  iM 
•  century,  those  qualities  which  have  enthroned  a  Uniot™ 
I  soldier  in  all  the  high  places  in  the  land,  so  that  wherever 
I  we  turn  our  gaze,  from  the  chair  of  the  chief  magistrate 
I  of  the  humblest  city  to  the  highest  seat  within  the  gift  of 
'cnty  millions  of  freemen,  we  discern  everywhere   thft 
Tfalue  of  the  Union   blouse  beneath  the  scarlet  robe  of  {I 

■  favored  Benjamin — all  those  qualities  which  are  ■ 
■jjeciiliar  heritage  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub 
Btiicse  all   we  recognize  to-day  and  honor  in  him  whos( 


name  we  bring.  His  career  as  a  citizen  is  but  a  counter- 
part and  complement  of  his  record  as  a  soldier.  To  few 
is  given  the  occasion  of  manifesting  to  the  world  the 
highest  and  best  that  is  in  them.  To  him  the  occasion 
came,  and  lie  proved  himself  its  equal,  so  well  had  an 
early  manhood  of  heroic  self-sacrifice,  and  years  of  pre- 
paration in  the  service  of  his  country  equipped  him  for 
the  supreme  moment.  Presumption  would  lead  me  too 
far  did  I  attempt  to  describe  in  words  achievements  so 
indelibly  stamped  upon  the  memory  of  this  people.  Tiiat 
lofty  heroism,  that  calm  equipoise,  that  exaltation  of  soul 
in  response  to  gruat  emergencies,  displayed  in  two  thou- 
sand fields  by  the  Union  soldier,  the.se  it  was  given  him  to 
display  in  the  supreme  emergency  of  that  great  war.  at 
the  supreme  moment  in  American  history.  July  3d,  i860, 
there  a  new  brigade  of  green  Green  Mountain  boys  lay 
hugging  the  low  ground  in  front  of  Hancock's  left  under 
the  terrible  artillery  duel  at  Gettysburg.  That  long 
anbroken  line  under  Pickett  is  seen  sweeping  down  from 
tlie  Emmitsburg  road,  17,000  in  gray,  when  rising  like 
autochthones  of  old  from  the  very  ground,  this  new  brigade 
from  the  granite  hills,  men  who  had  never  seen  battle, 
rushed  forward  at  double-quick,  and  in  the  very  face  of 
an  apparently  irresistable  charging  line,  charged  front, 
and  struck  squarely  the  right  of  Pickett's  line,  pouring 
deadly  vollies  in  front  and  flank,  and'  rear,  until  that 
splendid  division  in  gray,  checked,  broken,  disorganized, 
was  swept  in  fragments  within  our  lines,  captives.  Had 
no  man  in  that  brigade  done  aught  more,  he  had  done 
enough  for  immortality.  But  now  occurred  one  of  the 
most  marvellous  feats  ever  witnessed  upon  the  field  of 
battle.  From  the  retreat  of  the  10,000  hoplitcs  to  our  day 
you  nnay  search  history  in  vain  for  a  parallel,  and  youths 
of  the  future  will  link  it  in  romance  with  the  deeds  of 
Roland  at  Noncesvalles.  In  the  midst  of  that  whirlpool 
of  commingled  masses  stood  a  calm,  self-poised  man. 
No  sooner  did  he  perceive  that  second  line  under  Wilcox 
coming  down  on  his  left  and  rear  than  his  decision  was 
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made.  His  master  mind  gathered  up  from  the  vortex  of 
that  awful  maelstrom  the  scattered  companies  of  the 
Sixteenth  Vermont,  men  all  unused  to  war,  and  hurled 
them  with  terrible  momentum  square  upon  the  flank  of 
the  advancing  line,  and  swept  the  brigades  of  Wilcox 
from  existence.  There  the  greatest  battle  of  the  war 
closed.  Comrades,  the  man  who  conceived  and  executed 
that  movement  sits  here  to-day  a  plain  comrade  as  a 
delegate  in  this  Encampment,  and  I  am  instructed  by 
Rhode  Island  to  present  to  you  as  her  choice  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  the 
typical  volunteer  soldier,  the  typical  American  citizen, 
the  typical  Christian  comrade,  Wheelock  G.  Veazey,  of 
Vermont. 

Comrade  Spence,  of  Tennessee: 

Co7nmander~i7i-Chief : — On  behalf  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Tennessee,  perhaps  the  most  loyal  por- 
tion of  the  entire  country,  the  home  of  Brownlow — a  De- 
partment having  some  92  posts,  their  members  largely  liv- 
ing in  the  mountains  of  Tennessee,  a  Department  that 
contains  more  Federal  soldiers'  graves  than  any  other  De- 
partment on  the  continent — I  have  the  pleasure  of  sec- 
onding the  nomination  of  Judge  Veazey. 

Comrade  VVylie,  of  Texas: 

Coimnander-in- Chief : — I  have  had  the  honor  to  com- 
mand a  small  Department  in  the  largest  state  in  the 
Union,  where  the  hearts  of  the  people  are  as  big  as  the 
state.  I  have  the  honor  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of 
Texas,  to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Veazey. 

Comrade  Pingree,  of  Vermont:  In  view  of  what  has 
transpired  here,  Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades,  I 
had  thought  I  better  say  nothing  in  the  line  of  the  duty 
which  was  imposed  upon  me  by  the  comrades  of  the  De- 
partment of  Vermont  at  their  last  annual  encampment, 
because  the  old  state  of  Connecticut,  from  whose  territory 
the  New  Hamshire  grants,  now  the  state  of  Vermont,  was 


""almost  wholly  peopled,  has  anticipated  the  riglit  and  the 
honor  of  their  children,  and  have  taken  upon  themselves 
to  present  Comrade  Veazey  to  this  Encampment.  New 
Vork.  too;  and  Massachusets,  too;  and  New  Hampshire, 
too.  Three  states,  one  marshalled  by  the  high  sheriff  of 
Albany  and  the  two  others  by  tneir  respective  governors. 
i»ncc  tried  to  wrest  that  little  territory  from  each  other, 
and  lo  gobble  it  down  themselves.  They  now  seem  to  find 
Ihat  it  is  of  consequence  enough  so  that  al!,  after  the 
lapse  of  more  than  a  century  and  a  quarter,  come  in  here 
and  claim  her  again.  Vermont,  we  all  know,  and  those 
Connecticut  gentlemen  know,  does  not  make  a  great 
figure  upon  the  map  of  the  Republic,  but  they  all  know 
and  we  know  as  well,  that  she  sent  34.000  of  her  sons  to 
the  army  in  the  old  days  of  the  war.  They  know,  too. 
that  more  than  one  in  ten  of  her  entire  population  touched 
elbows  with  you  in  the  rebellion.  They  know,  too,  that  a 
larger  per  centage  of  her  sons  went  forth  and  poured  out 
their  blood  in  that  war  than  any  other  state  in  the  loyal 
North,  save  only  men-bearing  Kansas.  In  behalf  of  the 
comrades  of  that  state,  who.  I  can  assure  you.  are  all  of 
one  heart  and  of  one  mind  with  me  in  it,  I  second  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Veazey  for  your  Commander-in- 
Chief  for  the  next  year.  Commander-in-Chief,  on  account 
of  my  personal  acquaintance  and  intimacy  from  boyhood 
with  this  loved  comrade,  you  will  allow  me  to  say  one 
word  more.  I  presume  1  stand  before  you  with  a  better 
knowledge  of  that  man.  from  his  youth  to  the  present 
time,  than  any  other  comrade  upon  this  floor.  We  were 
New  Hampshire  boys,  and  we  were  school  fellows;  we 
went  through  the  old  college  together.  He  was  a  son  of 
New  Hampshire;  went  lo  college,  and  graduated  with  the 
liighenl  honors,  and  for  many  years  has  been  one  of  the 
trustees  who  has  peculiarly  honored  his  alnii  tnater.

"BaIdy"Smith'soldbrigade — in  "Baldy"  Smith's  own  regi-J^ 
tnent,  he  served;  was  successively  promoted,  until  our  obJ 
lerving  war  governor,  seeking  only  the  best  of  the  veter-S 
Perans  in  the  old  Vermont  Brigade,  called  him  to  raise  andS 
■  equip  and  take  command  of  a  regiment  in  the  SecontJil 
FVermont  Brigade,  where,  comrades,  upon  that  final  ancJJ 
fata!  day  at  Gettysburg,  his  genius  and  his  ready  execu-^ 
tive  ability  in  hurling  his  command  upon  the  exposedj 
flank  of  Pickett's  charging  column,  stopped  it,  and  con-1 
tributed  to  the  crowning  glory  of  our  arms  that  day.  Re-I 
turning  home,  the  war  over,  our  people  would  not  lethimfl 
remain  in  quiet.  He  was  called  to  serve  variously  inl 
civil  offices,  until  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  judges  of  thej 
Supreme  Court  of  our  state,  and  served  there  i 
years,  and  then  he  was  called  by  the  President  of  theB

service  of  the  country  he  had  so  well  defended  in  war.  b/l 
the  right  hand  of  that  eminent  American  jurist.

Cooley,  upon  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Commission.T

CoMKADE  DisTiN.  of  Illinois:  On  behalf  of  the  De- 
partment of  Illinois,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  seconding 
the  nomination  of  Comrade  W.  G.  Veazey. 

CoMBADB  SmedbuRG,  of  California: 

Commandet-in-ChieJ ;  Comrades  of  the  Tzvcnty-Fourth 
Sahonal  Encampment :^VJ e  Californtans  have  come  a  long 
way  from  home,  and  with  that  modesty  which  you  have 
all  heard  distinguishes  us  on  the  Pacific  coast,  we  had 
hoped  to  carry  back  with  us  the  honors  of  an  election  of 
one  of  our  comrades  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  this  great 
organization;  but  as  I  said  before,  comrades,  we  are  a  long 
way  from  home,  a  great  way  off  from  our  base  of  sup- 
plies, and  fortunately,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  our  supplies 
arc  lessening  every  day.  Under  the  circumstances,  we 
feel  that  it  is  necessary  for  us,  whilst  in  this  great  country 
intervening  between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific,  and  we 
think  we  ought  to  be  in  a  condition  at  least,  to  make  an 
orderly  retreat.  -  We  know  perfectly  well  in  California 
the  reputation  of  the  distinguished  soldier  who  has  re- 
ceived a  second  from  so  many  of  our  Departments.  We 
know  that  it  far  exceeds  the  reputation  of  our  own  can- 
didate, myself;  and  we  appreciate  everything  that  has 
been  said  in  regard  to  his  character  as  a  soldier,  citizen, 
and  comrade.  And  now,  comrades,  with  the  permission 
of,  and  thanking  those  who  have  honored  me  by  second- 
ing my  nomination,  1  desire  to  withdraw  my  name  in  favor 
of  Judge  Wheelock  G.  Veazey,  of  Vermont.     And  I  want 
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to  say  only  one  thing  more,  and  that  is,  after  you  elect, 
as  I  feel  satisfied  you  will,  Judge  Veazey  for  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief for  the  next  year,  I  want  the  whole  En- 
campment not  to  forget  that  the  supply  is  not  exhausted, 
and  you  must  all  come  down  to  the  California  head 
quarters  and  drink  his  health. 

Comrade  Hovey,  of  Indiana: 

Commauder-iu' Chief  and  Comrades: — I  am  now 
Governor  of  Indiana,  and  have  more  on  my  hands,  almost, 
than  I  can  attend  to;  but  my  heart,  my  mind,  and  my  soul 
is  with  my  comrades.  Whatever  I  can  do  to  further  their 
interest  now,  and  every  day  until  death  comes,  you  may 
expect  at  piy  hands.  I  will  resign  in  favor  of  Judge 
Veazey. 

Comrade  O'Donnell,  of  Illinois:  There  being  no 
candidate  but  Comrade  Wheelock  G.  Veazey,  of  Vermont, 
I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  Adjutant-General  cast  one  ballot 
for  his  election,  and  have  it  over  at  once. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  O'Donnell  prevailed  unani- 
mously, whereupon  Adjutant-General  Hopkins  cast  one 
ballot  for  Wheelock  G.  Veazey,  of  Vermont,  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  Comrade  Veazey  was  declared  to 
have  been  duly  elected. 

Comrade  Warner  Miller,  of  New  York,  moved  that  a 
committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  escort  Comrade 
Veazey  to  the  stage.  The  motion  prevailed,  and  the 
Commander-in-Chief  appointed  as  such  committee  Com- 
rades Smedberg,  Hovey,  and  Miller. 

Comrade  Wagner,  of  Pennsylvania:  At  Milwaukee 
a  committee  was  appointed  upon  the  question  of  the 
seniority  of  Departments.  The  committee  is  not  yet 
prepared  to  make  its  report,  three  Departments  having

the  adjournment  of  this  Encampment. 


The  motion  was  seconded,  and  carried. 

At  this  point  Comrade  Veazey  was  escorted  to  the 
stage  by  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Comrade  Millek:  Comrades,  1  have  the  honor  to 
introduce  tlic  comrade  whom  you  have  elected  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Col.  V'eaiiey. 

Comrade  Ve,\/ev: 

Commaiidtr-in-ChUf  and  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic: — This  is  more  than  I  deserve.  If  I  had  the 
lips  of  Genius,  I  should  not  be  able  to  find  words  that  would 
give  expression  to  the  gratitude  or  to  the  feelings  of  thanks- 
giving that  He  deep  down  in  my  heart.  I  recognize  the  great 
responsibility  of  this  highest  of  all  offices.  I  appreciate 
this  expression  of  your  confidence.  lean  make  you  but 
one  simple  pledge,  and  that  is,  with  God's  help  and  with 
your  support,  which  I  know  I  shall  receive,  because  you 
never  failed  a  soldier,  even  when  you  faced  death.  I  will 
do  everything  in  my  power  to  preserve  untarnished,  even 
as  I  receive  it  from  the  hands  of  this  ideal  commander 
[applause],  and  as  he  received  it  from  the  knightly  men 
who  preceded  him,  the  fairest  escutcheon  of  the  Grand 
Anny  of  the  Republic.  God  grant  that  I  may  never  for- 
get what  is  due  to  every  man.  even  the  humblest  of  that 
great  army  that  preserved  our  country  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury- ago,  and  which  through  this  glorious  organiKation  of 
ours,  has  been  laying  deep  the  foundations  of  future  se- 
curity for  liberty.  Perhaps  it  may  not  be  improper  for 
me  to  say  that  I  deem  it  somewhat  fortunate  that  my 
business  is  now,  and  will  be.  of  such  a  character  that  it 
will  either  keep  me  at  Uie  national  capital,  where  so  many 
of  you  1  hope  may  often  come,  or  at  the  great  centers  of 
our  country,  so  that  I  can  keep  up  the  touch  of  elbow 
with  all  of  you  and  all  of  the  comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  And  may  I  not  say  further,  that 
■  sincerely  hope  that  it  may  not  be  simply  the  physical 
touch  of  elbow,  but  the  touch  of  hearts,  between  us  all?

can   be  but  one   Gen.  Alger  in  our  great   order.     (GreatJ 
applause.)     But,  comrades.  I  feel  that  I   may  safely  sa/a 
to  you  this:     That  after  more  than  20  years  of  service  in  ' 
the  ranks  and  different  grades  of  office  in  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,   I  do  feel  as  though  1   knew  something 
about  our  glorious  organizations;  and  I  say  to  you  that  I 
propose  to  know  everything  that  is  possible  to  be  known  ' 
about  the  Grand  Army  in  every   department  of  the  land; 
and  wherever  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand  Army  in  any  _ 
department  demand  my  presence,  nothing  will  stand  be-J 
tween  me  and  that,  which  I  shall  regard  as  my  choicesta 
and  greatest  duty.     Now,   comrades,   it  is  not  necessary  * 
for  me  to  say  to  you  that  which  you  all  know,  and  that  is, 
that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is   founded  upon  a 
rock,  and  that  God  blesses  it,  and  that  the  gates  of  hell 
cannot  prevail   against  it.     Once  more,  comrades,  allow 
me  to  express  the  deep  feelings  of  gratitude  and  thanks- 
giving that  are  in  my  heart  for  this  great,   this  greatest 
honor  that  you  could  confer  upon  me  or  any  other  livingJ 
man.     [Prolonged  applause.] 

Comrade  Hall,  of  Maine;  If  I  am  correct,  it  hadi 
been  the  custom  of  the  National  Encampment  of  theB 
Grand  Army  to  concede  the  Senior  Vice-Commander-r 
in-Chief  to  the  state  where  the  National  Encampment! 
takes  place.  I  therefore  move  you,  sir,  that  it  be  left  t 
the  delegation  from  Massachusetts  to  present  to  this  En-^ 
campment  the  name  of  the  comrade  to  be  elected  Senioi 
Vice-Commander-in-Chief  by  this  Encampment. 


Comrade  Buckles,  of  California:  California  wishes 
lo  place  in  nomination  for  Junior  Vice-Corn mandcr-in- 
Chief  Alonzo  Williams,  of  Rhode  Island. 

Comrade  Lang,  of  Maryland: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades:— \  desire,  by  the 
instruction  of  the  delegates  from  Maryland,  to  present 
one  of  its  members  for  the  oi^ce  of  Junior  Vice-Corn- 
mander-in-Chief.  It  has  been  the  custom  with  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  at  its  annual  elections  to  present 
some  of  our  distinguished  generals  for  those  places  of 
honor  and  trust.  I  do  not  wish  you  to  understand  that  I 
am  going  to  get  off  that  old  chestnut,  and  say  to  you  that 
I  want  to  nominate  for  Junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief 
the  only  private  that  was  left  at  the  close  of  the  war.  for 
there  were  many,  I  suppose  there  were  30,000  privates 
walked  the  streets  of  Boston  yesterday,  but  I  do  wish 
lo  present  a  private  soldier  for  that  position.  I  wish  to 
present  one  of  Maryland's  loyal  sons,  who  resisted  the  in- 
sult that  was  given  to  our  flag  and  to  the  Sixth  Massa- 
chusetts on  the  igth  of  April,  1S61.  The  man  that  at 
present  is  one  of  55,000  loyal  Marylanders  who  went  into 
the  Union  army  in  defense  of  our  flag.  There  is  another 
custom  among  the  members  of  this  organization:  that 
territory  should  be  taken  into  consideration.  1  claim, 
comrades,  that  there  is  no  territory  within  these  United 
States,  that  is  entitled  to  greater  consideration  when 
hoDors  are  to  be  given,  than  that  territory  along  the  bor- 
der, including  Maryland  and  West  Virginia,  and  Missouri, 
and  those  slates  who  then  bore  the  brunt  of  the  battle. 
It  is  a  loyal  Marylander.  I  tell  you,  that  I  am  going  to 
place  in  nomination— a  man  that  for  the  last  10  years  has 
gone  to  every  National  Encampment;  a  man  that  has 
laVen  great  interest  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
in  Maryland.  We  can  always  trust  him  to  attend  to 
duties,  A  man  eminently  fitted,  a  man  of  business,  a  man 
of  character,  and  that  we  are  all  proud  of.  Now.  com- 
rades, I  want  you  to  block  out  for  this  time,  the  question 
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of  section,  and  give  to  us  of  Maryland  the  man  of  our 
choice,  viz  :  Comrade  George  W.  Creamer. 

Comrade  Young,  of  Missouri :  In  behalf  of  the  29 
delegates  of  the  grand  old  state  of  Missouri,  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade 
Creamer,  of  Maryland. 

Comrade  Gibson,  of  Ohio  : 

Commander-in-Chief:  —  I  desire  to  present  a  name 
to  this  convention — a  gentleman  of  distinguished  legal 
attainments,  who  entered  the  army  as  a  private,  and 
by  hard  fighting  won  the  distinguished  rank  of  lieutenant; 
a  gentleman  who  has  attended  every  Grand  Army  En- 
campment for  10  years,  is  an  earnest  all  day  and  all  night 
worker  in  Grand  Army  matters — a  comrade  who  will 
honor  the  position.  I  therefore  present  the  name  of 
Judge  David  R.  Austin,  of  Ohio.  I  beg  to  say  in  this 
connection,  you  can't  get  along  unless  you  have  an  Ohio 
man  somewhere. 

Comrade  Urell,  of  Potomac :  The  delegates  from 
the  Department  of  the  Potomac  have  instructed  me  to 
second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Creamer,  of  Mary- 
land. 

Comrade  Ricker,  of  Texas  :  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
say  that  I  fought  my  way  through  Baltimore  as  one  of 
the  Sixth  Massachusetts  Regiment.  1  was  present  when 
those  three  comrades  were  killed  by  that  mob.  They  now 
lie  in  the  soil  of  Massachusetts.  I  have  never  seen  their 
graves,  but  if  I  am  alive,  before  I  go  back  to  Texas  I  will 
see  them.  I  have  come  from  the  state  of  Texas.  It  will 
give  me  pleasure  to  cast  a  vote  for  any  loyal  man  in  Bal- 
timore or  in  Maryland,  so,  therefore,  I  will  vote  for 
Creamer,  of  Maryland. 

Comrade  Mansur,  of  Vermont :  I  was  in  Maryland  in 
1862.  I  know  what  it  cost  to  be  a  loyal  citizen  of  the 
United  States  there,  and  a  soldier,  meant  something  more 
than  to  face  the  rebels  who  were  in  arms,  it  meant  to  be 


ostracised  by  many  of  his  own  neighbors;  it  meant  to  be 
spat  on,  and  reviled  as  one  who  was  a  sympathizer  with 
the  Yankees.  And  I  take  great  pleasure  in  saying  in  be- 
half of  the  delegation  from  Vermont  that  we  second  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Creamer. 

Comrade  Tacgart,  of  West  Virginia  :  West  Virginia 
desires  to  second  the  nomination  of  the  Comrade   from 

Ohio. 

Comrade  Stormont,  of  Indiana;  Indiana  desires  to 
second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Austin,  of  Ohio. 

Comrade  Allen,  of  Virginia:  Virginia  seconds  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Creamer,  of  Maryland. 

Comrade  Walker,  of  West  Virginia :  I  am  instructed 
by  the  delegation  from  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  rep- 
resenting the  loyal  element  of  those  border  states  that  not 
only  helped  light  the  battles  of  the  rebellion,  but  fought 
the  battles  at  their  own  firesides  and  in  their  homes,  stand- 
ing by  the  flag  of  this  country,  to  second  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  Creamer,  of  Maryland. 

CoMKADE  Goodrich,  of  Florida:  The  loyal  element 
of  Florida  wishes  to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade 
Creamer,  from  Maryland. 

Comrade  Avars,  of  Delaware:  I  am  instructed  to 
say  that  the  comrade  named  from  Maryland  not  only 
fought  the  battles  of  his  country,  but  he  had  to  fight 
all  the  days  from  '65  to  the  present,  and  moreover  battled 
in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  that  state.  I  sec- 
ond the  nomination  of  Comrade  Creamer,  of  Maryland. 

Comrade  McKee,  of  Kentucky  : 

CoHi»iaHder-in-Ciiuf :  —  1  desire,  in  behalf  of  the 
Mate  of  Kentucky,  or  at  least  a  part  of  it,  because 
1  can't  say  we  arc  united  in  Kentucky.  We  have  a 
theory,  I  might  say,  in  Kentucky,  that  during  the  days  of 
the  war.  that  being  so  divided,  we  furnished  all  the  men 
that  went  on  both  sides  of  that  contest,     We  have   kept 
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up  that  fight  considerably  since.  I  felt  myself  a  little 
slighted  when  I  heard  the  comrade  from  Marylanc^  say 
that  he  presented  a  man  who  represented  a  portion  of 
that  loyal  people  of  the  border  states,  and  enumerated 
Maryland  and  West  Virginia  and  Missouri,  but  jumped  my 
state  altogether.  He  didn't  consider  us  within  that  cate- 
gory. But,  sir,  I  regard  that  simply  as  a  slip  with  him. 
So  far  as  we  are  concerned  on  the  border,  I  arise  to  sec- 
ond in  behalf,  not  of  the  full  Kentucky  delegation,  be- 
cause, as  I  say,  we  are  somewhat  divided — but  I  desire 
to  second  in  my  own  name  and  in  behalf  of  so  many  of 
my  delegation  as  will  go  with  me,  the  nomination  of 
Comrade  Creamer,  of  Maryland;  not  because  Maryland  is 
a  border  state,  not  because  Kentucky  is  a  border  state,  or 
West  Virginia;  but  because  I  wish  rather  to  abolish  the 
distinction.  I  remember  during  the  dark  days  of  the  war, 
when  it  was  my  misfortune  to  have  passed  into  the  hands 
of  the  other  side,  I  was  associated  with  men  who  were  in 
the  Third  Vermont  Cavalry.  We  honored  that  state  and 
we  honor  New  England.  We  are  all  Yankees  now.  Let  us 
abolish  the  distinction.  I  honor  the  great  state  of  Ohio — 
and  Ohio  is  rather  crowding  in  some  things.  I  esteem  my 
Ohio  ffiend.  Let  this  nomination  be  made  unanimous. 
Let  us  give  to  this  man  the  position  because  he  is  pre- 
eminently worthy  of  it. 

Comrade  Rea,  of  Minnesota:  Asked  to  be  excused 
from  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Address  of  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, for  the  reason  that  he  was  upon  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Comrade  Van  Der  Voort,  Nebraska:  On  the  part  of 
the  united  Nebraska  delegation,  I  desire  to  second  the 
nomination  of  that  splendid  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  George  B.  Creamer,  of  Maryland. 

Comrade  Davis,  of  Rhode  Island:  During  these  nom- 
inations, I  heard  a  candidate's  name  presented  from  the 
Department  of  Rhode  Island.  As  Rhode  Island  has  had 
no  opportunity  to  say  anything  up  to  this  time,  I  propose 
to  have  that  candidate  present  his  own  case. 


Comrade  Alonzo  Williams,  of  Rhode  Island:  Inas- 
much as  my  name  has  been  presented  here  in  this  dis- 
tinguished presence,  allow  me  to  simply  say,  ail  I  ask 
for  the  rest  of  my  life  is  to  be  permitted  still  to  march 
with  you  and  work  with  you  as  I  did  25  years  ago,  a 
private  in  your  ranks. 

Comrade  Vischer,  Washington  and  Alaska:  Wash- 
ington and  Alaska  were  over  looked  in  the  matter  of  this 
call.  I  have  had  conferred  upon  me  the  distinguished 
honor  of  seconding  the  nomination  of  Creamer,  of  Mary- 
land. It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  do  it,  as  I  have 
personally  the  distinguished  honor  of  coming  from  one 
of  those  states  so  eloquently  spoken  of  by  Mr.  McKee, 
of  Kentucky;  who,  by  the  way,  I  once  had  the  great 
pleasure  to  assist  to  elect  to  the  congress  of  this  country. 
And  it  would  afford  me  great  pleasure  as  a  soldier  of  the 
slate  of  Kentucky,  having  had  the  same  experience  as  the 
soldiers  from  Maryland,  to  second  this  nomination. 

The  Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief  appointed  Com- 
rade Van  Dcr  Voort  member  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Address  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  place  of  Comrade 
Rca.  declined. 

Comrade  Cole,  of  New  Jersey:  By  the  instruction  of 
the  delegation  from  the  Department  of  New  Jersey,  I 
desire  lo  second  the  nomination  of  the  comrade  from  the 
Slate  of  Maryland. 

Comrade  Davis,  of  Rhode  Island:  Rhode  Island 
desires  to  second  the  nomination  of  our  comrade  from 
Maryland. 

CouRAUs  Austin,  of  Ohio:  Through  the  partiality  of 
my  own  delegation  from  Ohio,  my  name  has  been  pre- 
sented for  this  distinguished  office.  Membership  in  the 
Gnnd  Army  is  an  honor,  from  private  to  Commander-in- 
Chief;  and  while  1  appreciate  that,  it  appears  to  me  that 
the  sciiliment  of  this  Encampment  is  in  favor  of  my 
comrade  friend  from  the  border  state  of  Maryland,  and 
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therefore  thanking  my  comrades  for  their  partiality,   I 
would  withdraw  my  name. 

On  motion,  the  Adjutant-General  was  directed  by  a 
unanimous  vote  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Encampment  for 
Comrade  George  W.  Creamer,  for  Junior  Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and 
Comrade  Creamer  duly  declared  to  have  been  elected  to 
that  office. 

Comrade  Creamer:  Commander-in-Chief  and  Com- 
rades:— I  thank  you  for  this  honor,  which  was  unexpected, 
and  for  the  efforts  of  my  friends  and  what  they  have 
done  for  me.  I  shall  accept  the  duties  of  the  office,  and 
give  you  my  best  services. 

The  CoMMANDER-I^I-CHIEF:  We  will  listen  to  a  com- 
munication from  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  The  Adju- 
tant General  will  read  it. 

Adjutant-General  Hopkins  read  the  following  com- 
munication:

Comrade  Linehan:  To  provide  that  the  thanks  and 
greetings  of  this  Encampment  be  sent  to  the  Woman's 


Relief  Corps  of  the  United  States,  now  meeting  at  Boston, 
1  move  that  you  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to 
carry  them. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief 
appointed  Comrade  Linehan  chairman  of  the  committee, 
with  authority  to  fill  it.  Comrade  Linehan  selected  as  his 
associates  on  the  committee,  Comrades  H.  A.  Barnum, 
New  York;  Geo.  W.  Hooper.  Vermont;  W.  R.  Smedberg, 
California;  Jas.  G.  Young,  Missouri. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  As  Massachusetts  is  not 
yet  ready  to  report  her  candidate  for  Senior  Vicc-Com- 
mander-in-Chief,  we  will  proceed  with  the  calling  of  the 
roll  for  nominations  for  Surgeon-General. 

Comrade  Livezy,  of  Kentucky:  Kentucky  wishes  to 
present  the  name  of  an  old  soldier  who  enlisted  early  in 
the  war,  B.  F.  Stephenson. 

Comrade  Taylor,  of  Texas:  I  nominate  C.  B. 
Stoddard,  of  Austin,  Texas. 

Comrade  Lyons,  of  Texas:     I  nominate  J.  M.   Ayres. 

Comrade  Prkntis,  of  Rhode  Island:  I  desire  to  name  ^ 
the  present  incumbent  of  the  office.  Surgeon-General 
Porter,  of  Missouri.  I  understand  from  what  I  have  been 
told  that  he  has  filled  the  office  as  well  as  the  ofSce  ever 
has  been  filled  by  anyone  who  has  preceeded  him;  and  I 
trust  that  this  Encampment  will  recognize  the  ability  and 
the  merit  of  ihe  comrade,  and  that  he  may  be  re-elected 
by  this  Encampment. 

Comrade  O'Donnell,  of  Illinois:  I  suggest  that  the 
wisest  way  to  take  a  ballot  on  this  matter  is  for  the 
Adjutant-General  to  call  the  roll  of  the  Departments,  and 
the  Commander  of  each  Department  rise  in  his  place  and 
announce  the  vote  of  his  delegation.  You  can  do  that 
with  less  confusion  and  a  great  deal  quicker  than  you  can 
do  it  by  ballot.  That  is  a  vote  by  ballot,  virtually. 
Suspend  the  rules,  if  it  is  necessary. 
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Comrade  Ketcham,  of  Indiana:  Is  it  not  an  order  of 
business  we  have  already  passed,  providing,  that  for  this 
afternoon  we  shall  simply  call  the  roll  for  nominations, 
and  not  for  elections?  We  have  done  the  other  simply 
because  there  was  but  the  one  nomination,  and  it  would 
therefore  be  a  useless  thing  to  pass.  Under  the  rule  we 
have  adopted  is  it  not  proper  that  it  should  pass  now  and 
not  be  acted  upon? 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Entirely,  unless  the 
Encampment  direct  otherwise. 

We  will  now  proceed  to  nominations  for  Chaplain-in- 
Chief. 

Comrade  Pettibone,  of  Tennessee:  Bv  the  direction 
of  the  delegates  from  Alabama,  I  am  asked  to  act  as  their 
substitute,  and  to  say  to  this  great  assemblage  that  Ala- 
bama, which  was  the  cradle  of  the  rebellion,  desires  to  put 
in  nomination  for  the  position  of  Chaplain-in-Chief  a 
comrade  who  comes  from  the  state  that  was  the  grave  of 
the  rebellion — the  neighboring  state  of  Tennessee.  I  de- 
sire to  speok  in  behalf  of  Comrade  John  Spence,  who  is 
at  the  present  time  the  chancellor  of  the  Grant  Memorial 
University.  You  will  remember,  comrades,  that  the  duties 
of  the  Chaplain  are  rather  perfunctory,  and  yet  they 
should  be  real.  In  Tennessee  there  are  these  great 
National  Cemeteries.  Every  Memorial  Day  we  gather 
together  and  decorate  those  graves.  Foremost  in  this 
good  work  for  twenty-three  years,  has  been  Comrade 
Chaplain  Spence.  Vou  will  remember  that  he  was  a 
Chaplain  down  yonder  on  those  battle-fields;  that  he  was 
at  the  bedside  of  the  sick  and  the  dying;  that  for  those 
who  were  upon  beds  of  pain  in  hospital,  he  literally  broke 
the  bread  of  life.  I  know  you  will  never  forget  East 
Tennessee,  an  island  of  loyally  in  a  sea  of  rebellion.  His 
work  now  is  building  a  university  for  the  education  of  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  Union  men  of  that  country^ 
who  were  stripped  and  left  naked  and  shorn  by  the  re- 
bellion.    In  behalf  of  the  dead  comrades  whom  you  have 
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favor  of  electing  to  this  position  a  comrade  away  down  on 
the  picket  line — down  below  Maryland,  beyond  Virginia, 
and  beyond  Kentucky,     I   ask  you  to  elect  my  comrade 
and  yours,  John  F.  Spence,  of  Tennessee. 

Comrade  Holden,  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming:  In 
behalf  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  and 
without  any  preliminary  eulogy  of  the  man  whom  ]  de- 
sire to  place  in  nomination  for  the  office  of  Chaplain-in- 
Chief.  comrades,  I  nominate  Comrade  Myron  Reed,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Congregational  church,  of  Denver,  Col- 
orado. Comrade  Reed  entered  the  army  as  a  private,  and 
by  bravery  and  illustrious  services  won  the  shoulder 
straps  of  a  captain  in  an  Indiana  regiment.  We  in  Col- 
orado have  known  him  for  years,  and  we  believe  him  to 
be  an  eloquent,  single-minded,  Christian  minister.  Ver- 
mont and  Maryland  have  been  honored;  Massachusets 
will  be  honored  in  this  Encampment,  if  it  shall  be  able  to 
^ree  upon  a  nomination;  and  we  have  thought  that  pos- 
sibly the  Far  West,  the  Rocky  Mountain  region,  might 
ask  (or  a  piece  of  the  pie,  particularly  if  it  has  a  regard 
for  it.  We  are  not  so  far  west  as  California;  we  are  al- 
most disposed  to  regard  ourselves  as  a  centra!  place.  And 
so,  without  further  remark.s,  on  behalf  of  Colorado,  the 
centennial  state,  and  of  Wyoming,  the  last  addition  to  the 
galaxy  of  states,  we  present  this  name  for  Chaplain-in- 
Cliief. 

CoMKADE  Ross,  of  Delaware:  The  delegates  from 
Delaware  authorize  me  to  second  the  nomination  of  Com- 
rade Reed. 

Comrade  GoooBiCH,  of  Florida:  Along  the  strip  of 
land  that  reaches  down  in  the  islands  of  the  sea,  we  know 
what  it  was  there  to  hold  the  United  Slates  together,  with 
the  help  of  the  men  who  enlisted  in  the  Union  army  from 
the  state  of  Florida,  Today  we  desire  to  present  the 
name  of  a  loyal  soldier  of  this  nation  for  Chaplain-in- 
Chicf  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the   Republic.     That  man 
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was  a  young  man,  a  mere  boy,  when  he  enlisted  in  the 
English  army.  He  served  through  the  war  in  Crimea;  he 
was  personally  decorated  by  the  Queen  of  England.  He 
came  to  this  country  and  became  a  naturalized  citizen, 
entered  an  academy,  an  institution  of  learning  in  the  state 
of  Maine,  and  when  the  war  broke  out,  he  left  that  insti- 
tution and  enlisted  in  a  Maine  regiment,  and  served  to 
the  close  of  the  war.  He  then  went  back,  finished  his  ed- 
ucation, and  became  a  minister  of  the  gospel.  He  is  an 
eloquent  man,  an  educated  man — a  man  of  standing  and 
ability;  a  man  who  has  given  much  of  his  time  to  suffer- 
ing and  want  in  the  South,  especially  during  the  epidemic 
that  w^e  had  there  two  years  ago.  And  in  behalf  of  the 
black  soldiers  of  the  South,  whose  friend  he  is,  I  ask  you 
to  give  us  a  piece  of  the  pie,  and  I  ask  you  to  put  this 
man  into  the  office  of  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  I  have  the  honor  to  nominate  Comrade  Payne, 
of  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

Comrade  Vaughn,  of  Kentucky:  Standing  so  near 
the  monument  that  stands  for  the  great  sons  that  fell 
many  years  ago,  and  looking  into  the  faces  of  the  brave 
sons  of  all  that  fell  and  bled  for  this  nation,  I  arise  to 
nominate  a  comrade  that  for  two  years  served  as  Chap- 
lain from  the  Empire  state,  to  the  Chaplainship  of  this 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  He  has  served  his  time  as 
an  honorable  soldier,  and  has  been  honored  twice.  He 
is  now  Past  Chaplain  of  the  state  of  New  York.  He  is 
pastor  of  a  church  in  Kingston,  and  when  I  call  his  name 
it  will  be  sufficient  to  say  that  he  has  the  love  of  all  the 
comrades  who  have  honored  him  in  the  past.  He  was  be- 
fore this  Encampment  last  year,  and  in  behalf  of  the  com- 
rades he  withdrew  his  name  to  cause  no  confusion.  I 
desire  his  re-nomination  to-day.  The  comrade  that  I  re- 
fer to  is  Rev.  J.  R.  Smith,  of  Kingston,  New  York,  the 
Past  Chaplain  of  the  state  of  New  York.  I  hope  these 
comrades  will  honor  themselves  by  making  him  the 
Chaplain-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  that  we  may  say  that  this  grand  old  nation  is  moving 
onward  and  upward. 


Comrade  Rea.  of  Minnesota:  I  am  instructed  by  the 
delegates  from  the  Department  of  Minnesota,  which  was 
instructed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Depratment  Encamp- 
meni,  to  place  in  nomination  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Ciiaplain-in-Chief.  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  arise  to 
place  in  nomination  a  comrade  who  enlisted  as  a  private 
in  a  Massachusets  regiment,  and  he  carried  a  musket 
from  the  old  Bay  Stale  for  three  years.  And  I  want  to 
say  in  addition  to  that,  that  for  five  years  in  succession 
lie  has  been  unanimously  elected  Chaplain  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Minnesota,  and  you  can  see  the  high  moral 
standing  he  has  with  the  people  who  know  just  what  he 
is.  Now  this  comraUe,  this  chaplain,  who  soldiered  as  a 
private  and  carried  his  musket  in  the  ranks  of  that  regi- 
ment, is  to-day  as  devoted  a  Grand  Army  man  as  there  is 
within  the  limits  of  the  Republic;  and  I  want  to  say  to 
you,  that  the  office  of  Chaplain-in-Chief,  if  he  holds  it, 
will  not  be  a  perfunctory  office.  The  good  work  he  has 
done  in  Minnesota  he  will  carry  throughout  the  limits  of 
the  country.  We  ask  you  to  vote  for  Comrade  William 
E.  Stanley,  Chaplain  of  the  Department  of  Minnesota, 
and  the  work  of  Chaplain-in-Chief  will  be  done  by  him  as 
well  as  it  will  be  done  by  any  other  comrade.  We  are 
away  up  in  the  Northwest.  We  probably  need  our  Chap- 
tain;  but  at  all  events,  we  want  him  to  have  the  encour- 
agement and  endorsement  of  the  comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  for  the  good  work  he  has  done 
among  us. 

CoUKAOE  Thickey,  of  New  Hampshire:  In  the 
absence  of  a  comrade  who  was  here  a  few  moments  ago, 
ud  who  was  to  present  the  name  of  a  comrade  for  the 
position  of  Chaplain-in-Chief,  I  desire  in  a  few  words  to 
place  that  nomination  before  you  upon  its  merits.  The 
comrade  whose  name  1  present  to  you  needs  no  eulogy; 
his  record  of  worth,  his  life  of  worth,  is  his  eulogy.  The 
comrade  enlisted  in  West  Virginia  at  16  years  of  age,  in 
I861,  and  fought  through  the  war.  He  was  severely 
wounded,  and  taken  prisoner.     Since  the  war  he  has  been 
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chaplain  of  the  post  at  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  for  three 
years,  with  honor  to  himself  and  credit  to  that  post.  He 
has  been  Chaplain  of  the  Department  of  Maine,  for  three 
years.  Comrades,  that  department  will  unanimously 
endorse  what  I  say,  when  I  tell  you  that  no  comrade  in 
that  position  ever  performed  his  duties  more  faithfully. 
This  comrade,  if  Christian  manhood,  if  character,  if  zeal, 
if  earnestness,  if  loyalty  has  anything  to  do  with  this 
nomination  and  with  this  election,  I  but  speak  the  words 
of  simple  truth  when  I  say  to  you  that  these  qualities  are 
cmimcntly  combined  in  the  person  of  the  comrade  I  now 
name,  the  Rev.  Hugh  H.  Shinn,  of  Nebraska.

Allow  me 
to  say.  comrades,  that  Massachusetts  has  been  so  busy 
for  the  last  three  months  that  we  haven't  had  time  to 
fight.  And  that  is  the  case  among  the  delegates.  So  we 
have  had  no  time  to  see  who  should  be  our  choice  for 
candidate  for  Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief.  We 
have  at  least  6o  good  men,  of  which  1  am  at  the  head. 
all  competent  and  willing  to  be  Senior  Vice-Commander- 
in-Chief.  And  although,  sir.  from  the  beginning,  I  told 
the  delegation  that  I  was  the  man  above  all  others  that 
should  represent  them  in  this  place;  that  I  felt  that  I 
c<iu!d  till  it  better  than  any  of  the  others,  yet  they  said 
that  it  should  go  to  some  other  comrade,  and  having  one 
of  the  Fast  Commanders  of  that  Department  who  did 
gallant  service  in  the  navy,  one  of  our  best  comrades  in 
the  Department,  who  is  always  ready  and  willing  to  work 
for  its  interest,  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Department 
fell  upon  Comrade  Richard  Tobin,  Now  comrades,  in 
presenting  the  name  of  Dick  Tobin.  I  know  I  voice  the

to-day  made  your  Commander-in-Chief,  Always  having 
in  mind  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  with  the  aim  in 
view  that  it  shall  ever  be  upward  and  onward,  I  hope  that 
when  the  next  year  will  have  closed,  that  I,  together  with 
my  associates  in  official  position,  may  be  able  to  turn 
over  to  the  next  Encampment  an  organization  so  blessed 
with  prosperity,  so  filled  with  enthusiasm  as  you,  Com- 
mander-in-Chief,   have  the  pleasure  of  turning  over  to. 


your  successor  to-day.  Without  saying  anything  furtlierj 
comrades,  from  the  inmost  depths  of  my  heart.

further  to  be  said?  If  not,  every  comrade  in  favor  ofl 
holding  the  next  National  Encampment  in  Detroit  will  | 
manifest  it  by  rising  to  his  feel. 

The  motion  prevailed  unanimously. 

Comma\'der-in-Chief  Alger    responded    for    Detroit  | 
a-s  follows: 

Comrades  of  the  Eneampment:  1  craie  your  attention  3  I 
single  moment.  I  feel  as  though  I  had  been  out  in  a  gale  ofl 
wind.  I  haven't  got  my  sails  all  reefed  yet.  This 
so  unexpected,  so  easily  won,  that  I  can  only  say  for  the] 
city  of  Detroit  and  the  Department   of  Michigan,  th^^ 
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delegation  of  citizens  who  have  been  sent  here  to  induce 
you  to  hold  your  next  Encampment  in  Detroit,  and  also 
in  behalf  of  the  comrades  who  are  here  from  Detroit  and 
Michigan,  that  we  thank  you.  We  realize  fully  that  we 
are  taking  a  big  contract.  We  realize  fully  that  following 
the  Encampment  held  here  in  Boston,  we  cannot  expect 
to  compete  with  it  in  its  magnificent  way  of  entertaining 
you,  in  its  decoration,  nor  in  its  places  of  attraction.  But, 
comrades,  in  Detroit  you  will  find  every  home  open  to 
you,  and  everj-  last  man  of  you  can  have  a  night-key  to 
every  house  in  the  city.  We  will  do  as  best  we  can  to 
merit  the  confidence  placed  in  us,  and  we  will  do  as  best 
we  can  to  entertain  you  while  you  are  there.  And  whatever 
we  may  lack  in  ability  to  do  what  we  would,  you  will  find 
that  it  will  be  made  up  by  the  warm  welcome  that  fills, 
and  will  fill,  all  our  hearts.  Comrades,  again  in  behalf  of 
Detroit  and  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Michigan,  I 
thank  you. 

Comrade  Walker,  of  Indiana,  moved  to  adjourn  to  9 
o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

Comrade  Dowling,  of  Ohio,  moved  to  strike  out  '*9" 
and  insert  **io"  as  the  hour.  The  amendment  was 
accepted,  and  the  motion  then  prevailed,  and  the  Encamp- 
ment adjourned  until  10  a.  m.,  Thursday,  Aug.  14,  1890. 


SECOND    DAY.-MoRNiNQ  Session. 

The  Encampment  met  pursuant  to  adjournme 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Past  Chaplain-in-Chief  Comrade  Foster  offeredj 
prayer,  as  follows: 

Almighty  God,  we  are  Thy  creatures,  and  the  merciesfl 
of  life  come  from  Thy  hand.  Grant  us  Thy  blessing  thisfl 
morning.  Teach  us  the  truth.  Guide  us  in  danger.l 
Help  us  to  meet  every  duty  in  the  fear  of  God. 
when  [he  work  of  life  is  ended,  bring  us  to  Thyself, 
Jesus'  sake.     Amen. 

Comrade  Merrill,  of  Massachusetts,  from  the  Com-] 
mittce  on  Pcnsion.s,  presented  the  following  report: 

To  the  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  tkdi 
RefmbUc:— 

The  Committee  of   Pensions  appointed  under  rcsolu-j 
tion  of  the  National  Encampment,  herewith   presc 
ninth  annual   report. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  last  National  i 
Encampment  your  committee  proposed  for  presentation  , 
lo  Congress  two  bills. 

One,  the  Disability  Bill,  so  many  limes  endorsed  I 
this  body,  providing  pen.sions  for  all  widows  nf  veterans,! 
without  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  disease  from  which  the* 
death  occurred;  an  increase  forminor  children;  a  pension 
for  dependent  parents  from  date  of  dependence,  whether 
existing  before  or  arising  since  the  war;  and  a  pension 
for  all  veterans  who  now  are  or  may  hereafter  become  soj 
disabled  as  to  prevent  the  earning  of  a  livelihood. 

Second,   a   per   diem   service   pension   of   a  rate  ped 
month  equal  to  one  cent  for  each  day's 
eight  dollar  minimum  limitation.     This  to  be  an  absolut^ 
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pension  for  service,  and  therefore  in  addition  to  any  dis- 
ability pension. 

The  Committee  has  held  six  sessions  during  the  year, 
and  on  four  occasions  presented  to  the  committees  and 
members  of  Congress  these  two  bills  as  embodying  the 
desire  of  the  veterans  of  the  Republic  as  to  general 
pension  legislation. 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  by  Congress  in  relation 
to  the  service  pension  bill. 

Following  the  formal  presentation  of  the  two  bills  by 
your  Committee,  the  Senate  speedily  passed  a  disability 
bill,  broad  in  many  of  its  provisions,  but  containing  a 
dependent  clause;  a  different  bill  was  pending  in  the 
House,  having  no  such  provision,  and  authorizing  pensions 
to  all  veterans  who  had  reached  the  age  of  sixty  years. 
Believing  that  more  satisfactory  results  could  be  reached 
through  committees  of  conference  than  in  any  other  way, 
your  Committee  urged  that  the  House  disagree  to  the 
Senate  measure,  and  pass  its  own  bill,  which  was  done. 
Neither  of  these  was  the  bill  of  vour  Committee,  but  each 
included  some  features  thereof. 

Committees  of  conference  having  been  appointed  your 
Committee  requested  a  hearing,  which  was  granted,  and 
subsequently  a  bill  was  agreed  upon,  passed  by  both 
Houses,  and  on  June  27th,  by  the  signature  of  the  Presi- 
dent, became  law. 

This  bill  provides  a  pension  of  eight  dollars  per  month 
for  all  widows  of  veterans  without  requiring  proof  that 
the  death  of  the  soldier  or  sailor  was  occasioned  by  reason 
of  any  disability  incurred  during  the  service. 

A  pension  of  twelve  dollars  a  month  for  each  depend- 
ent father  or  mother  from  date  of  dependence,  instead  of 
a  pension  as  under  the  former  law,  in  case  of  parents, 
only  when  dependence  existed  at  ^ime  of  death  of  the 
son. 


A  pension  of  from  six  to  twelve  dollars  per  montli  for 
»ll  veterans  now  or  hereafter  so  disabled  as  to  be  unable 
to  tarn  a  living  by  manual  labor  without  proof  to  connect 
such  disability  with  service. 

Thi?;  law,  while  not  in  precise  form  irf  the  bill  pre- 
sented by  your  Committee,  preserves  the  most  important 
feature  thereof.  So  far  as  the  soldier  or  sailor  is  con- 
cerned it  contains  no  clause  orrequirement  of  dependence; 
for  this  your  Committee  has  from  the  beginning  of  the 
discussion  earnestly  contended,  and  no  disability  bill  con- 
taining a  dependent  clause  as  applicable  to  the  veteran 
has  ever  had  our  endorsement.  The  new  law  enables  all 
pensioners  now  receiving  less  than  six  dollars  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  minimum  provision  thus  established. 
increasing  all  lesser  pensions  to  six  doUarsand  wiping  out 
the  multitudinous  smaller  grades  with  which  the  pension 
rolls  have  been  disfigured. 

I  may  add,  tliat  I  have  this  assurance  from  the  officers 
of  the  government,  in  whose  hands  is  the  administration 
of  this  law,  that  it  is  to  be  construed  very  liberally 
towards  the  veterans  of  the  war. 

While  not  just  what  we  asked,  it  is  tlie  most  liberal 
pension  measure  ever  passed  by  any  legislative  body  in 
the  world,  and  will  place  upon  the  rolls  all  of  the 
survivors  of  the  war  whose  conditions  of  health  are  not 
practically  perfect. 

The  Committee  makes  grateful  acknowledgement 
of  the  earnest  and  sympathising  efforts  in  the  work  of 
liberatizing  the  pension  laws  of  Hon.  C.  K.  Davis,  of 
Minnesota,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Pensions:  also  of  the  untiring,  intelligent  and  successful 
Work  of  Hon.  E.  N.  Morrill,  of  Kansas,  chairman  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions,  to  whom  the 
veterans  owe  an  unmeasured  debt  of  gratitude. 

The  report  of  one  year  ago  presented  the  principal 
pension  measures  which  have  become  law  through  the  ad- 
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vocacy  ot  this  committee  since  its  organization,  and  the 
(irancl  Army  of  the  Republic  is  now  to  be  congratulated  that 
the  record  of  the  pension  work  the  organization  has  so 
vip;orouMly  pressed  has  become  so  nearly  complete 
through  the  enactment  of  the  Disability  Bill. 

• 

Not  all  that  we  have  desired,  not  all  for  which  we 
have  striven,  has  been  accomplished  during  the  existence 
of  tills  committee,  but  there  has,  at  least,  been  an  honest 
and  earnest  effort  to  be  of  service  to  the  veterans  of  the 
Republic.  The  work  of  the  committee  is  necessarily 
exacting,  and  the  chairman,  after  nine  years  service,  and 
Comrades  Kountz,  Burst  and  Fairchild,  members  for 
successive  terms,  feel  that  the  right  to  retire  has  been 
fairly  earned,  and  will  positively  decline  a  re-appointment.

The  occasion  of  the  announcement  was  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  testimonial  on  behalf  of  the  Kiicainimient  to 
Past  Commander-in-Chief  Warner,  in  the  form  of  a  bronze 
clock  and  candelabra,  appropriately  engraved,  which  was 
upon  a  table  on  the  stage.  Comrades  Sherman  and  War- 
ner advanced  to  the  stage,  the  entire  Encampment  rising  ] 
to  its  feet,  and  cheering  vociferously  for  Sherman  and 
Warner. 

Comrade  Sherman; 

Cantmander  in-Chief  and  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  1 
the  Rfpublic  ;—\t'is  made  my  pleasantofRce  this  morning  as  T 
your  ^ent  to  present  to  your  former  Commander-in-Chief  ] 
a  testimonial  of  your  love  and  affection.   That  alone  would  ' 
be  a  sufficient  reward  to  any  honorable  man;  but  we  are  in  the 
habit  of  clustering   it  around   a  sword,  or  sash,  or  some 
token  of  affection.     In  this  case  it  has  assumed  the  form, 
1  am  told — I  have  not  seen  it— of  a  pair  of  candelabra  and 
clock,  so  that  our  Comrade  Warner  now   may  measure   i 
time,  and   have  a  taper  burning—  emblamatic  of  liberty 
since  tile  beginning  of  time.     [Applause].     The  office  is 
a  very  simple  one.  and,  comrades,  I   shall   therefore  not  ] 
tire  you  with  words,  but  proceed  to  unmask  the  battery, 
and  let  Warner  look  at  these  tokens  of  affection.     [Gen. 
Sherman  then  removed  the  coverings  from  the  clock  and  1 
candelabra].     It  is  especially  pleasant  for  me  to  execute 
this  office,  because  we  have  been   associated  ever  since  I 
joined  your  fraternity.     1   did   not  belong  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the   Republic   when   in  active  command  of  the 
army.     I  thought  it  was  not  right  for  me  to  do  it;  but  the   ' 
very  moment   I   retired   from  active  life,  1   notified   the  • 
post,  or  rather  the  department,  in  which   I   lived— then 
Missouri — that  I  desired  to  Join  a  jiost  [applause],  and 
lo  remain  with  it  as  long  as  enough  members  remain 
carry  me  to  my  grave.    Up  to  tiiat  time,  although  I  had  i 
seen  Maj,  Warner,  I  did  not  know  him.     I  did  not  appre-  J 
ciatc  the  man;  but  he  came  from  Kansas  City  to  St.  Louis.  | 
and  without  one  word  or  note  of  preparation,  or  cv 
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the  little  manual  which  you  usually  carry  in  your  hand  to 
prompt  your  memory,  he  recited  the  whole  clearly  and 
distinctly,  and  I  took  the  oath.  I  think  I  have  adhered 
to  it. 

Now,  Comrade  Warner,  with  loving  remembrance  of 
those  early  days,  and  in  confirmation  of  the  act  of  this 
august  and  most  honorable  body,  I  convey  from  them  to 
you  these  beautiful  articles,  to  be  carried  to  your  home, 
to  embellish  it,  and  give  gladness,  not  only  to  you,  but  to 
your  good  wife  and  to  those  children,  towards  whom  you 
turn  to  carry  your  memory  down  to  future  ages.

Commander-i ft' Chief,  Covirade  Sherman,  and  Comrades 
of  the  Eneatnpfnent:-  \i  \.o-d2iy  I  were  called  upon  to  re- 
ceive this  mark  of  your  esteem  and  confidence,  or  any 
patent  of  nobility  that  could  be  conferred  upon  me  by  any 
royal  family,  I  should  be  recreant  to  my  feelings  if  I  did 
not  unhesitatingly  select  your  approbation  and  your 
words.  [Applause].  And  if  I  had  my  choice  of  all  the 
men  living  to  perform  this  office,  I  would  not  go  to  the 
crowned  heads  of  luirope,  but  I  would  select  the  man 
thai  is  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  the  American  people, 
our  beloved  comrade,  Gen.  Sherman.  I  am  proud,  com- 
rades, that  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  have  been  Depart- 
ment Commander  of  the  then  little  Department  of 
Missouri,  and  it  was  my  honor  to  muster  Comrade  Sher- 
man into  the  ranks  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  as  the  first  Post  Commander  of  the  Ransom  Post  of 
the  city  of  St.  Louis.

lOg  than  the  ties  of  steel.  I  am  bound  to  each  of  you  by 
the  tics  of  comrades;  by  the  memories  of  dangers  passed 
and  of  victories  won.  by  the  memories  of  our  dead,  and 
by  that  sacred  duty  to  our  comrades  living.  [Applause], 
Words  fail  me  to  express  my  thoughts.  1  cannot  do  it. 
no  more  than  the  colors  of  the  rainbow  can  be  transferred 
to  the  can\ass.  There  are  many  things,  comrades,  I 
would  say,  but  I  feel  that  it  is  all  in  the  simple  words,  if 
I  should  take  each  of  you  by  Ihe  hand,  and  look  you  in 
the  eye,  and  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  say.  "'God  bless 
you,"  I  shall  cherish  this  token  of  your  esteem,  beauti- 
ful and  elegant  as  it  is,  but  I  see  around  it,  comrades,  a 
halo  o(  glory:  I  see  around  it  something  that  I  can  trans- 
mit to  my  children,  anti  say  that  an  organization  com- 
posed of  over  four  hundred  thousand  of  the  survivors  of 
the  men  that  saved  the  country  has  enough  regard  and 
esteem  for  me  to  present  this  as  a  token  of  their  affec- 
tion. Time  it  will  measure,  and  with  every  tick  of  the 
clock,  aud  with  every  ray  of  the  candle,  comrades,  1  shall 
think  of  you;  and  in  the  great  loom  of  time  in  which  the 
warp  and  woof  of  every  life  is  woven,  and  in  that  small 
space  that  1  may  occupy,  the  brightest  space  in  that  warp 
will  be  the  kind  remembrance  of  the  many  acts  of  kind- 
ness and  esteem  that  I  have  received  at  your  hands.  In 
the  future,  as  in  the  past,  I  here  pledge  myself,  that  what- 
ever influence,  and  whatever  energy,  and  whatever  ability 
1  may  possess,  that  shall  be  given  in  behalf  of  my  com- 
nttics  as  I  see  it.  I  shall  continue  in  that  line  as  God 
eiv««  mc  to  sec  the  line  of  duty.  ["Applause].  And 
whenever  any  party,  or  any  church,  comes  between  me 
and  my  comrades,  I  shall  touch  elbow  with  the  old  com- 
rade, broken  and  destitute  though  he  may  be.  Comrade 
Sherman,  permit  me  again  to  thank  you  fur  this  office,  I 
have  boys,  and  like  every  boy  in  the  country,  they  revere 
yournamc.  Your  name  may  not  he  engraved  in  letters  upon 
this  clock,  but  it  will  shine  forever  in  our  memories,  and 
whenever  we  read  it,  we  .shall  read  the  name  of  Comrade 
William  Tccumsch  Sherman,  and  the  names  of  all  the 
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comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Comrades, 
God  bless  you.     I  thank  you.     [Applause.] 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Unless  there  is  objection 
(and  I  am  sure  there  will  be  none)  it  will  be  ordered  that 
upon  some  place  upon  this  beautiful  gift  shall  be  engraven 
a  statement  that  they  were  presented  by  order  of  the  En- 
campment to  Comrade  Warner  by  Gen.  Sherman. 

It  was  announced  that  a  commmittee  from  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  at  the  door. 

Comrade  Hedges,  of  New  York:  I  move  that  they 
be  received,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  wait 
upon  them. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  The  comrade  from  New 
York  will  be  the  committee  to  receive  them. 

Comrade  Hedges  thereupon  escorted  the  ladies  to  the 
stage,  the  committee  consisting  of  the  following:  Mrs. 
May  Knowles,  Department  President  of  Massachusetts; 
Mrs.  Cora  Day  Young,  Past  National  Senior  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Mrs.  Emma  Manchester,  National  Senior  Vice 
President;  Mrs.  N.  W.  Morse,  Past  Department  President 
of  New  Hampshire;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  D'Arcy  Kinne,  Past 
National  President. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  I  have  great  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  you  the  Department  President  of  the  De- 
partment of  Massachusets,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Mrs. 
Knowles. 

Mrs.  Knowles:  Commander  Alger:  As  representa- 
tives of  the  Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  we  come  to  you  to  extend  the  greetings  of 
the  members  of  our  Order;  and  we  feel  that  in  doing  this 
we  have  been  honored  beyond  expression.  We  feel  that 
the  magnificent  endorsement  that  year  after  year  has 
been  made  of  our  work,  showing  us  that  you  recognize  us 


as  your  auxiliary,  is  reward  enough  for  al!  our  efforts, 
and  the  pledge  made  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  at 
Denver,  when  the  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  said  to 
the  members  who  were  waiting  there  for  an  opportunity 
to  come  to  train  under  your  banner,  "The  hearts  of  the 
boys  in  blue  will  be  as  true  to  you  as  you  have  been  to 
us."  That  they  have  fulfilled  that  promise,  we  to-day  can 
bear  testimony.  As  in  the  dark  hours  of  the  rebellion 
the  Grand  Army  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder,  so  we,  the 
members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  this  country, 
stand  shoulder  to  shoulder,  and  pledge  ourselves  anew,  in 
renewed  loyalty  and  devotion  to  you  and  your  repre- 
sentatives. W'e  would  like,  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possi- 
ble, to  give  you  a  little  statistics.  They  are  dry,  butthej' 
are  interesting.  To-day  we  number  102,522  members  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  the  National  organization. 
Amount  of  relief  in  the  National  fund,  594.335,04.  Whole 
amount  expended  in  the  seven  years  of  our  existence  for 
relief.  8248,929.89;  turned  over  to  posts,  8126,168.67:  mak- 
ing a  total  of  5375,098.46.  We  are  proud  to  be  your  aux- 
iliary, and  to  know  that  the  privilege  that  allows  us  to 
wear  this  little  bronze  badge  is  our  loyalty  alone.  We  do 
not  claim  membership  in  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  be- 
cause wc  are  the  wives  of  comrades,  or  daughters  or  sis- 
ters of  soldiers,  but  for  our  loyalty  to  the  cause  for  which 
these  men  fought.  And  we  shall  still  continue,  com- 
mander, to  show  by  our  work  for  you  and  yours,  and  by 
our  willingness  to  help  sustain  and  care  for  the  widows 
and  orphans  and  helpless  ones  of  those  men  who  rallied 
at  the  call  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  went  forth  for  the 
salvation  of  our  flag  and  our  liberties.  Andwearc  proud 
that  we  are  sent  as  representatives  of  the  Eighth  National 
Convention  to  bring  to  you  as  members  of  this  Kncamp- 
mcnt  our  words  of  welcome. 

ThK  CoMMANDER-lN-Cllll'l*: 

Mrs.  President: — In  behalf  of  the  gallant  men  facing 
you  in  this  assemblage,  in  behalf  of  the  427,000  men  they

represent,  I  begf  to  extend  to  you  our  cordial  greeting, 
and  our  everlasting  thanks,  and  to  assure  you  that  the 
work  you  are  doing,  and  the  work  that  your  associates  are 
doing,  is  a  work  ordered  by  the  Master,  and  carried  out 
to  the  letter  by  you.  Go  on  in  your  good  work,  remem- 
bering and  knowing  always,  that  the  heart  of  every  man 
who  wore  the  blue  is  beating  in  grateful  sympathy  for 
you;  and  every  one,  I  am  sure,  would  speak  with  my  voice 
in  saying,  we  thank  you,  and  God  bless  you  in  your 
work. 

The  ladies  having  retired,  the  business  of  the  Encamp- 
ment was  resumed. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  The  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations  will  make  its  report. 

Comrade  Beath  presented  the  following  from  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  Regulations  and  Ritual: 

Your  committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
carefully  considered  all  the  propositions  for  changes  sub- 
mitted on  the  printed  slips  duly  presented  by  the  Adju- 
tant-General, upon  notice  given  under  the  rules. 

1st.  The  Department  of  Kansas  presents  a  proposi- 
tion to  amend  Art.  4,  Chapter  V,  Rules  and  Regulations, 
to  provide  for  a  class  of  "retired  members,"  to  be  com- 
posed of  Comrades  unable  to  pay  their  dues  in  their 
Posts. 

They  propose  to  strike  out  the  provision  in  Sec.  3, 
reading,  "that  when  a  Comrade  is  unable,  by  reason  of 
sickness  or  misfortune,  to  pay  his  dues,  they  may  be  re- 
mitted by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Post,"  and  insert  four- 
teen sections  or  paragraphs,  as  per  copy  in  the  hands  of 
members  of  the  Encampment,  providing  the  methods  for 
maintaining  this  retired  list. 

The  committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the 
present  provision,  above  quoted,  amply  covers  the  same 


ground,  and  that  the  necessary  vote  of  the  Post  can 
always  be  had  for  retaining  in  membership  those  who  by 
sickness  or  misfortune  are  unable  to  pay,  especially  so 
when  there  are  no  dues  to  pay  on  these  comrades  to 
either  Department  or  National   Headquarters. 

We  report  adversely  to  the  proposition. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

II.  The  Department  of  Kansas  at  their  last  Annual 
Kncampment  adopted  a  resolution,  recomniendinf^  that 
Post  Surgeons  who  are  physicians  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
and  a  vote  at  Department  Encampments,  and  thai  Medi- 
cal Directors  be  admitted  to  seats  in  the  National  En- 
campment. 

The  committee  report  adversely  to  this  proposition. 
The  report  of  the  cijmmittee  was  adopted. 

III.  From  the  Department  of  lUinois  the  following 
is  submitted : 

To  amend  Sec.  5,  Art.  II,  Chap.  II,  to  read  as  follows  : 
"  Sec.  5.  If  an  applicant  be  rejected,  his  admission 
fee  shall  be  returned,  and  he  shall  not  be  eligible  to  ad- 
mission to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  until  six 
months  after  such  rejection.  A  second,  and  all  subse- 
quent applications  shall  be  in  the  same  form,  and  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  as  the  first. 

In  quite  a  number  of  instances  applicants  have  been 
kept  out  of  the  Order  for  purely  local  and  personal  rea- 
sons, which  have  done  injustice  to  the  applicant  and  in 
instances  an  injury  to  the  Order — and  the  requirement 
that  the  rejected  applicant  must  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  same  Post  before  entering  another  is  a  hardship. 

We  recommend  that  after  the  word  "  rejection"  in  the 
third  line  of  this  section,  to  strike  out  "  He  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  membership  in  any  other  Post  without  the 
consent  of  the  Post  rejecting  him."  and  insert,  "He  shaH 
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after  the  expiration  of  that  time  be  eligible  to  member- 
ship in  any  Post  upon  filing  with  his  application  a  state- 
ment in  writing  from  the  Post  which  rejected  him  as  to 
the  fact  of  such  rejection." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

IV.  The  Department  of  Minnesota  presents  a  recom- 
mendation as  follows  : 

In  Article  8,  Chap.  3,  prefix  the  words  **  Ex-officio 
members  of  the  Department  Encampment  cannot  be 
represented  by  proxies,  but  any  elected  representative  of 
a  Post  may,  in  the  absence  of  alternate,  be  represented 
in  such  Encampment  by  a  proxy  in  the  hands  of  any 
representative  of  his  Post  who  is  present." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  rules  providing 
for  vacancies  in  delegations  are^ample  to  provide  for 
nearly  all  contingencies.  The  admission  of  proxies 
would  lead  to  no  end  of  confusion  in  making  up  the  rolls 
of  Encampments. 

VVc  report  adversely. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

V.  The  Department  of  Massachusetts  presents  the 
following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  and  representatives  from 
this  Department  to  the  next  National  Encampment  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  vote  to  eliminate  Par. 
3,  Sec.  I,  Art.  II,  Chap.  IV,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations, 
and  that  hereafter  no  Comrade  shall  have  voice  nor  vote 
in  the  National  Encampment  without  corresponding 
responsibility  to  the  Department  in  which  he  holds  mem- 
bership. 

It  also  comes  to  our  knowledge  that  the  Department 
of  Ohio  adopted  a  similar  resolution. 

This  resolution  affects  only  the  standing  of  Past  De- 
partment Commanders  in  this  National  Encampment  ;  it 


<k»cs  not  change  the  status  of  Past  officers  of  the  Na- 
tional Encampment,  nor  of  Past  Department  Comman- 
ders in  the  Department  Encampments. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  this  committee,  this 
change  would  not  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  they  report  adversely. 

C<jMRAnK  Henkv  A.Jones,  of  Massachusetts,  dissents 
from  this  opinion,  and  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
«f  the  Department  of  Massachusetts,  in  the  following 
minority  report: 

"  Believing  that  this  resolution  should  have  that  con- 
sideration by  this  Encampment  which  its  importance 
merits.  I  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution 
as  presented  by  the  Department  of  Massachusetts.

I 
took  pains  to  do  this,  because  it  is  said,  from  my  state  of 
Ohio  we  come  here  instructed  to  strike  out  the  third  , 
paragraph  of  Sec.  i  of  this  article  of  our  Rules  and 
Kegulalions,  which  is  to  exclude  forever  from  seals  in  the 
National  Encampment  Past  Department  Commanders, 
The  adoption  of  the  minority  report,  allow  me  to  say, 
would  net  exclude  me  from  a  seat  in  the  National 
Encampment  in  the  future,  though  1  was  for  three  years 
a  Department  Commander  of  my  own  state  in  the  time 
when  it  look  effort,  money,  labor,  individually  of  the 
Department  Commander,  and  without  return  for  this 
period  of  time.  And  we  then  believed,  under  the  then 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  that  we  were  earning  a  seat  in  this  honorable 
body  during  the  remainder  of  our  lives.  I  do  not  speak  i 
ihi*  for  myself  alone,  but  I  am  speaking  for  the  principle. 


If  this  paragraph  of  Sec.  i  of  this  article  and  chapler  was 
stricken  out,  you  ought  to  be  consistent,  and  you  ought 
to  go  and  see  that  Past  Post  Commanders  should  not 
enter  the  Department,  as  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
allow. 

Comrade  Dowling,  of  Ohio:     They  don't  in  Ohio. 

Comrade  Keifer:  You  are  mistaken.  Past  Depart- 
ment Commanders  take  seats  in  the  state  encampments. 
Past  National  Commanders-in-Chief  and  Vicc-Com- 
manders-in-Chief  are  entitled,  or  would  be  still  entitled, 
if  this  proposed  amendment  were  to  prevail,  to  a  scat  still. 
Hut  if  you  are  going  to  be  consistent,  cut  then  all  down, 
or  stand  by  them  all.  one  or  the  other.  I  said  that  we 
were  dealing  here  with  a  principle.  I  will  be  permitted 
to  say.  and  I  believe  1  can  say  that,  for  the  Ohio  delega- 
tion, no  matter  how  they  may  vote  here  to-day,  under 
what  they  interpret,  some  of  them,  as  instructions,  they 
will  not  vote  their  sentiments  unless  they  vote  with  me. 
We  have  earnest  men  that  are  in  favor  of  striking  down 
Past  Department  Commanders  in  this  National  Encamp- 
ment. I  have  great  respect  for  them.  The  adoption  of 
the  resolution  of  the  last  Ohio  Department  Encampment 
is  of  a  doubtful  character.  The  Department  Commander, 
who,  I  am  sorry  to  .say,  is  not  neie,  who  presided  over 
that  Encampment,  never  understood  that  it  was  adopted 
at  all.  And  the  official  report,  fairly  construed,  and  as  he 
construed  it,  don't  show  it.  I  say  this  much  for  my  state, 
because  I  want  to  justifj-  it.  It  has  been  a  rule  of  the 
highest  kind  that  goes  into  practical  life  wherever  law 
has  been  supreme,  that  vested  rights  arc  as  sacred  as 
vested  titles  to  property.  You  may  have  the  power  to 
take  these  vested  rights  from  these  people  who  earned 
them,  who  took  their  positions  and  toiled  to  build  up  the 
Grand  Army,  and  sustained  it  in  a  day  when  it  needed  to 
be  sustained  more  than  now;  you  may  have  the  power, 
but  power  never  makes  right.  Every  one  of  these  Past 
Department   Commanders  has  a  right  to  go  from  their 


homes,  if  they  arc  in  good  standing  with  their  posts,  and 
participate   in   the    National   Kn  camp  men  t.     They   have  1 
gone,  some  of  them,  lo   nearly  all   of  the   Twenty-four.  1 
They  have  gone  with  a  desire  to   do  nothing   but   that  ] 
ivhich  would  build  up  the  organization,  and  crystalize 
into  a  unit.     And  now  I  put  the  question,   What  has  there   i 
been  in  the  conduct  of  the  Past  Department  Commanders 
in  a  National  Elncampment  that  calls  for  a  thrust  at  them 
and  iheir  vested  rights?     Do  you  know  of  any  of  them   I 
being  recreant    to    the   great   obligations  of   fraternity, 
charity,  and  loyality?     Do  you  know  any  of  them   that  ] 
ever  have  been   recreant  to  their  duty  in  these   or   any  1 
other  respects?     But  they  say  we  are  too  numerous,  ^^ 
are  loo  many.     Great  Heavens,  I  wish  we  were  ten  thoi 
sand  more!     We  would  go  from  here  to  the  centers,  and  ] 
lo  the  extreme  homes  in  the  west — to  this  great  city   and  I 
lo  other  great  cities— and  we  would  try  to  behave   our- 
selves, and  speak  for  and  act  for  the  glory  of  the  Grand 
Army    of    the    Republic.     But     we    are   not  numerous. 
More   than    one-half   of    the     Past    Department    Com- 
manders   of    the     Grand  Army  of  the   Republic     have  , 
heard    the    last    roll    call,    and     are     in     their    graves. 
Many  of  them  are  unable  to  come.     However  many  there  1 
may  be,  there  are  comparatively  but  a  few  of  them   here  \ 
to-day.     Vou  can  make  figures  of  paper,   but   really,   i 
(act,  are  you  in  danger  from  their  numbers?     You  must  I 
remember — I   am  not   speaking   for   myself  — the   Grand  ■ 
.Army  of  the  Republic  is  thoroughly  democratic.     One  is 
equal  to  another.     The  membership  of  the  Grand  Army   ' 
of  the  Republic  sinks,  if  you  please,  so  far  as   constitu- 
tional and  organic  right  is  concerned,  the  great  Tecumseh 
.**lierman  to  the  level  of  a  private   in   the   Grand   Army. 
Uut  when  you  select  a  comrade  in  you   department   as 
Department  Commander,  you  select  him   for  his  zeal  in   i 
the  cause  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  you   select 
liim  for  his  capacity,  and  his  ability  to  do  things  that  you  j 
want  done,  and  you  endorse  him  forever,  as  long  as   he  1 
attends  to  his  duty  in  his  proper  relation  to  our  organijta- 
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tion.  And  it  is  an  election,  likewise,  purely  democratic. 
I  beg  your  pardon  for  being  so  earnest.  Let  us  keep 
these  men  as  we  do  the  National  Encampment  officers, 
and  as  we  do  others,  upon  the  roll,  and  let  their  names  be 
called  upon  the  roll,  until  they  answer  the  last  summons. 

Comrade  Hayes,  of  Ohio:  Comrades  of  tlte  National 
Encampment:  I  am  here  to  carry  out  what  I  understand 
to  be  the  instructions  of  the  Department  Encampmant  of 
Ohio,  and  I  say  that  in  the  record  there  stands  a  resolu- 
tion passed  by  over  500  members  of  the  Department 
Encampment  of  Ohio;  and  I  say,  while  I  revere  the  name 
and  memory  of  Comrade  Keifer,  he  is  not  in  touch  with 
the  Grand  Army  in  the  Department  of  Ohio.  While  I 
can*t  bear  upon  my  breast  the  diamond,  or  while  I  could 
not  wear,  if  I  desired,  upon  my  shoulder  the  straps  that 
designate  commanders,  yet  I  have  across  my  shoulders  a 
scar  made  by  the  musket.  I  say  that  if  there  is  one  thing 
that  the  Grand  Army,  as  represented  by  the  Department 
of  Ohio,  desires,  it  is  that  those  who  represent  us  in  the 
National  Encampment  and  in  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment shall  be  elected.

Comrade  Keifer:     You  do  elect  them. 

Comrade  Hayes  :  Let  mc  reply  there.  Vested  rights 
are  hurled  from  this  platform.  It  is  the  same  cry  that 
came  from  the  landlords  who  oppress  Ireland  to-day. 
They  say  "  vested  rights  "  there.  I  don't  want  to  hear 
any  more  of  vested  rights.  I  would  not  have  spoken  on 
this  question  at  any  great  length  had  it  not  been  that  I 
think  the  Department  of  Ohio  is  misrepresented.  Where 
is  my  copy  of  the  Journal  ? 

The  Commander-in-Chief  :  We  will  take  your  word 
for  that. 

Comrade  Hayes  :  I  say  in  the  Journal  of  the  De- 
partment of  Ohio,  at  its  last  Encampment,  is  a  resolution 
substantially  the  same  as  that  presented  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Massachusetts,  that  was  adopted,  I  believe,  with 
but  eight  or  ten  dissenting  votes  in  that  Encampment. 


Comrade  Dalzell.  of  Ohio:  May  I  ask  n  qucstio 
The  question  I  desire  to  ask  the  comrade  is  this  :  If  he  ' 
has  noticed  the  paper  that  I  handed  to  him  a  moment  i 
ago? 

CoMHADE  Haves:  I  have  here  the  resolution  that 
was  passed  by  the  Department  Encampment  of  Ohio, 
and  the  record  of  it,  which  Gen.  Keifer  held  in  his  hand, 
shows  the  passage  of  this  resolution.  It  does  seem  to  me 
that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic — those  who  repre- 
sent it— should  be  elected  to  the  various  bodies.  They 
make  law  for  it.  In  that  way,  then,  you  arc  responsible 
directly  to  the  power  that  sends  you  here.  Whenever 
you  cease  to  be  elected,  or  have  been  long  in  power,  you 
get  out  of  touch  with  the  comrades  in  the  post  room, 
just  as  we  have  seen  exhibited  here.  Comrade  Keifer 
says  that  Pa.*;!  Post  Commanders  are  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Department  Encampment.  In  Ohio  that  is  not  so  ; 
and  it  shows  that  he  is  not  in  touch,  in  accord,  in  harmony 
with  the  Department  of  Ohio.  No  Past  Post  Commander 
is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Department  of  Ohio.  AinI  1 
right,  boys  ?  (Voices:  ■' You  are  right.")  Comrades  of 
the  National  Encampment,  it  does  seem  to  me  that  this 
principle  of  remaining  in  power  time  without  end,  it  iii 
time  right  here  in  this  historical  city,  to  sweep  it  from 
the  Rules  and  Regulations-  a  thing  which  I  believe  to  be 
most  undemocratic.  Let  only  the  men  represent  you  in 
the  Department  and  National  Encampments  who  are 
responsible  directly  to  the  source  of  power,  and  let  them 
come  every  year.  Now,  comrades  of  the  National  En- 
campment, 1  thank  you  for  your  attention.  Tell  the 
truth  in  this  matter.  Let  us  have  a  free,  and  frank,  and 
open  discussion  of  the  matter,  and  settle  it  now,  for  all 
time  to  come. 

CoMBAtJH  Wicvmol'th,  of  MassachusetL'i ; 

Commattder -in -Chief  and  Comrades: — I  desire  to  submit 
to  the  careful  consideration  and  reflection  of  this  Encamp- 
ment what  appears  tome  to  be  sufficient  reasons  for  a  re-  ' 


vision  of  this  rule.  For  the  third  time  the  Department  of 
Massachusetts  has  passed  this  resohition  asking  (or  this 
revision.  The  first  time  that  the  proposition  came  up  we 
had  talk  similar  to  that  of  the  comrade  who  first  spoke 
upon  this  subject  here.  It  prevailed.  At  the  second 
Encampment  we  carried  it  by  a  .small  majority.  The 
third  time  we  carried  it  by  all  but  eight.  It  seems  to  me 
that  we  cannot  be  cranks  upon  this  question  ;  that  the 
statistics  cannot  be  wrong ;  that  the  principle  cannot  be 
wrong.  Now,  comrades,  let  us  look  and  see  what  thi.s 
proposition  is — what  we  are  to  meet  here.  This  En- 
campment as  made  up  is  entitled  to  seats  for  107  r  :  of 
that  number  the  elected  delegates  constitute  but  41S.  A 
minority,  then,  we  stand  here  to-day,  those  who  are 
elected  delegates.  And  what  can  be  the  result  in  a  few 
years,  growing  as  this  element  has  grown  ?  There  is  a 
principle  at  stake.  What  is  the  principle  ?  It  is  either 
right  or  wrong,  and  if  it  is  wrong,  show  us,  in  God's 
name,  where  we  are  wrong.  In  our  judgment  it  violates 
every  principle  of  local  government.  It  violates  the 
cardinal  principle  of  our  order  :  Fraternity.  Does  it  not, 
when  a  majority  of  a  body  comes  here,  and  are  irrespon- 
sible, and  vote  as  they  please,  against  instructions  and 
every  other  thing  ?  And  no  responsibility  ?  Comrade 
Keifer  asked  a  question.  What  have  the  life  members, 
or  the  Past  Department  Commanders,  done,  that  calls  for 
this  ?  Comrades,  everj-one  of  you  who  have  been  close 
observers  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  know 
what  they  have  done.  They  have  defied  the  instructions 
of  the  departments.  They  have  even  been  so  violent  as 
to  get  up  and  denounce  us.  Isn't  that  true  ?  (Voices  : 
•■  No.  no  !  "  )  Ves.  Don't  the  Proceedings  of  every  Na- 
tional Encampment  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  show 
it?  Last  year,  when  I  made  the  point  of  order  at  Mil- 
waukee on  one  of  our  representatives  who  was  voting 
against  his  instruction.^,  what  did  Comrade  Warner  say  ? 
There  was  no  redress  ;  nothing  that  they  could  do  there. 
Certainly,   a    Department   could    not  do  it.     Now  then, 


thesv  vested  rights,  what  are  ihey  ?  It  is  the  cry  of  the 
Monarchists  of  England— not  the  monarchists,  but  the 
arislucracy.  (Voices  :  "  No,  no  !  "  )  Laugh,  if  yoii  will. 
Now.  Commander,  1  desire  to  show  to  the  comrades  at 
This  Encampment — I  want  to  show— the  inequality  and 
workings  of  a  bad  system  as  at  present  constituted. 
Here  are  Departments  numberintj  all  the  way  from  310 
up  to  less  than  600,  who  arc  represented  in  this  Kncamp- 
ment.  or  are  entitled  to  representatives  by  virtue  of  hav- 
ing Past  Department  Commanders.  Arizona  is  entitled 
to  I  delegate,  and  has  2  Past  Department  Commanders ; 
Arkansas,  with  2,  is  entitled  to  5  ;  California,  with  7.  has 
1 1  ;  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  with  4,  has  9 ;  Delaware, 
2.  has  9  :  Florida,  1,  has  5  :  Idaho,  1,  has  2  life  members  ; 
Kentucky.  7.  and  has  6  ;  Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  i,  has 
5:  Maryland,  3,  and  has  13;  Montana,  2.  and  has  5; 
New  Hampshire,  6.  has  13;  New  Mexico,  i,  and  has  5 ; 
Potomac,  4,  and  has  13  ;  constituting,  as  I  say,  a  total  of 
42  delegates  elected  out  of  these  14  Departments,  and 
1 14  life  members-  Department  Commanders— with  a 
constituency  of  but  30,66^.  Now  I  ask  you,  is  not  this 
an  ine(|uality— the  bad  inequality  of  a  working  system  ? 
I  have  heard  the  comrades  say  that  this  is  a  matter  of 
sentiment.  Comrades,  unless  a  sentiment  has  an  element 
oi  principle,  an  clement  of  merit,  what  is  it  but  a  false 
-sentiment  ?  Now  jve  ask  that  this  bndy  be  restored,  this 
organization  be  restored,  to  a  representative  nrj^anlzation 
known  to  modern  civilization. 

CrmKADF.  Hai.i  ,  of  Maine;  I  am  speaking  from  the 
Ohio  delegation,  but  I  am  a  member  of  the  Encamp- 
ment of  Maine.  I  am  here  by  the  sufference  of  (Ihio, 
1  heard  it  fall  from  the  lips  of  the  delegate  from  Ohio 
a  few  moments  ago  that  you  wanted  to  get  rid  of  Past 
Department  Commanders:  that  you  s^ant  to  get  rid 
of  ihe  Past  Department  Commanders  in  the  National 
Kocampment  in  order  that  the  people  who  eome  here 
in  the  interest  of  the  veterans  of  this  nation  should 
come  with  a  direct  responsibility.     In  the  name  of  (>od. 
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what  did  he  mean?  A  direct  responsibility?  To  whom? 
Why,  to  the  comrades  that  he  represents  here.  A  direct 
responsibility!  Pray  tell  me  what  Past  Department  Com- 
mander in  the  land  will  ever  get  out  from  under  the 
direct  responsibility  which  he  assumed  when  he  took  the 
position  of  Department  Commander?  Now,  so  far  as  1 
am  concerned,  this  is  the  second  time  in  my  life  that  the 
fortunes  of  life  have  permitted  me  to  be  in  a  National 
Encampment.  I  was  the  Department  Commander  of 
Maine  when  you  came  there  in  1885.  It  has  not  been 
possible  for  me  to  be  in  a  National  Encampment  since. 
Now,  God  permitting,  it  may  be  my  fortune  to  meet  with 
one  more  National  Encampment  before  I  die;  perhaps 
not  more  than  that.  Will  the  comrades  here  assembled 
say  that  I  shall  be  deprived  of  that  privilege?  That  is 
the  question.  Now,  you  may  have  the  power  to  do  this. 
The  National  Encampment  will  prosper  and  succeed 
whether  I  ever  appear  in  it  again  or  not.  But  if  I  under- 
stand the  principles  upon  which  this  order  is  founded, 
time  is  nothing;  once  a  comrade,  always  a  comrade. 
You  may  get  along  well  enough  after  you  deprive  us  of 
this  privilege,  but  will  we?  Don't  you  owe  the  Past 
Department  Commanders  something  for  what  they  have 
done  for  the  order?  Therefore  be  just  and  be  true  to 
yourselves,  and  be  just  and  be  true  to  every  other  com- 
rade of  this  nation.  I  tell  you  there  is  something  else 
besides  running  the  Grand  Army  for  personal  aggrandize- 
ment. There  is  fraternity,  charity,  and  loyalty  under  the 
whole  of  it;  and  if  these  Department  Commanders  are 
bad  men,  then  expel  them;  but  if  they  are  worthy 
members  of  the  order,  don't  give  them  this  disgrace  at 
this  time. 

Comrade  Waciner,  of  Pennsylvania:  I  am.  amazed  at 
the  speech  of  the  minority  member  of  this  committee. 
He  talks  to  us  about  this  element  which  he  desires  to  get 
rid  of.  Is  it  a  sin,  Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades, 
for  men  on  this  floor  to  have  been  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of   the  Republic  since   1866,  when  it    was  not    as 


popular  to  have  been  tn  it  as  it  ia  lo-day?  Is  it  a  sin  for 
a  man  to  have  continued  in  membership  in  his  Post  and 
in  his  Department,  and  in  the  National  Encampment,  and 
to  have  traveled  from  Portland  to  San  Francisco,  and 
attended  all  the  meetings,  as  a  comrade  npon  that  plat- 
form has  done?  Now,  Commander-in-Chief  and  Com- 
rades, look  at  the  comrade's  figures.  Figures  don't  lie; 
but  the  figures  which  the  comrade  has  put  before  us 
certainly  misrepresent  the  ■  condition  of  alfairs  so 
desperately  that  you  can't  tell  where  the  truth  ends  and 
the  lie  begins.  Out  of  1,071  only  4o4are  representatives; 
but  the  comrade  forgets  to  tell  you  that  there  are  44  more 
who  are  reprcsentatives-at-large.  Are  they  to  be  wiped 
out  with  the  bad  element?  He  forgets  to  tell  you  that 
lyfi  arc  Department  officers-  actual  officers  at  this  time. 
Is  that  an  element  to  be  wiped  out?  He  forgets  to  tell 
you  that  51  of  that  1,071  are  officers  of  the  National 
F.ncampmcnt.  Arc  they  to  be  wiped  out,  too?  Are  we 
to  have  a  Massachusetts  town  meeting  of  the  450.000 
members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  once  a  year 
some  where  upon  the  Boston  Commons  to  legislate  for 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic?  Or  are  we  a  repre- 
sentative body,  selected  for  the  purpose  by  our  laws,  our 
Rules  and  Regulations,  to  legislate  for  this  grand  organi- 
wtion?  Do  we  have  constituencies?  We  wouldn't  be 
here,  if  we  hadn't.  We  have  been  elected  Post  Com- 
tnandcrs;  some  of  us  Department  Commanders:  some  of  us 
junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief,  and  Senior,  and  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, all  the  way  through,  because  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  has  honored  us  above  our  deserts. 
And  because  we  come  here  year  after  year,  and  because 
we  like  to  come  here,  kick  out  that  element,  get  rid  of  it! 
Now  this  National  Encampment,  Commander-in-Chief, 
isn't  going  to  do  anything  of  the  sort.  We  have  had  this 
matter  before  us  year  after  year,  and  year  after  year. 
We  have  threshed  this  straw  until  there  isn't  a  grain  in  it. 
Wc  have  had  this  hashed  until  we  arc  tired;  and  we  have 
had  it  crammed  ilown  cnir  throats  by  these  comrades  who 
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come  here  once  in  a  while,  and  because  they  haven't  been 
here  before,  and  never  will  be  again.  We  have  constitu- 
encies. We  can  go  from  our  departments  whenever  we 
desire  to  go,  if  we  want  to  be  elected;  but  I  say  to  you, 
comrades,  don't  put  a  stigma  on  the  men  who  have  served 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  a  time  w  hen  it  cost 
something  to  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  who  will  continue  to  be  members  when  aU 
these  comrades  who  are  putting  this  on  democratic 
principles,  and  all  that  sort  of  twaddle,  are  forgotten. 
Don't  put  this  on  the  small  departments.  Pennsylvania 
can  send  all  of  its  Past  Department  Commanders  as  dele- 
gates, but  what  will  the  small  departments  do?  What  can 
Vermont,  and  Rhode  Island — what  will  the  Potomac,  and 
the  south,  and  the  west,  do?  Will  they  be  elected,  and 
come?  We  have  been  eletted  Past  Department  Com- 
manders, you  say:  some  of  us  elected  as  Commander-in- 
Chief:  and  it  is  our  mind  to  say  that  you  are  an  element 
to  be  gotten  rid  of  when  we  get  through  with  you,  because 
the  principle  is,  to  get  another  man  to  go  from  the  bottom 
to  the  top:  and  when  you  have  no  further  use  for  a  man 
as  Commander-in-Chief,  kick  him  out  and  get  rid  of  the 
element.  But  the  National  Encampment  is  not  going  to 
do  it.  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  National  Encamp- 
ment for  twenty-five  years,  and  have  attended  twenty-one 
encampments;  and  1  do  protest  at  being  compelled  to 
m.ike  this  speech  every  year  or  so.  Don't  let  us  have 
this  vcur  after  vear.  Let  us  iret  rid  of  it.  I  don't  think 
there  is  an  elenuMit  you  want  to  tear  up,  and  tramp  out, 
and  i;^M  rid  ot\ 

l\^MKAOK  S.vMii.K.  of  Pcunsvlvania:  1  am  not  a  Past 
Department  Comm;^nder.  and  never  expect  to  be,  but  I 
am  a  laborer  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  want 
to  raise  my  voice  a^;ainst  thi^  insult  that  is  attempted  to 
Ih^  cast  np\M\  s\  IhhIv  of  men  who  have  worked  so  long 
and  <o  i\unestly.  auvl  ^iven  of  their  time  and  money  with- 
vHU  stint  in  the  interv\<t  v^f  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,      l-v>ok!     ThsU  is  all  wh;U  it  is.     At  the  Balti- 
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delegate  first  commenced,  1  don't  believe  that  there  were 
more  than  delegates  enough,  excluding  the  few  Past 
Department  Commanders  who  were  present,  to  fill  over 
one-third  of  this  hall.  Then  it  wasn't  so  popular  to  be  n 
member  uf  the  Grand  Army  as  it  is  at  present.  Away 
back  in  187011  wa*^  not  such  a  popular  thing  to  be  known 
lis  3  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army.  Yet.  sir,  at  the  same 
lime  I  can  look  over  these  delegates  from  Pennsylvania, 
and  I  can  see  the  men  who  carried  the  banner  of 
Pennsylvania  in  those  days,  and  made  that  department 
what  it  is  to-day;  and  they  have  not  ceased  in  their  work 
because  they  are  Past  Department  Commanders:  they 
lire  in  the  ranks  yet.  And  if  this  Encampment  takes 
away  from  them  the  right  of  a  seat  in  this  body. 
Pennsylvania  has  honor  enough  for  the  men  who  have 
■served  her  to  elect  every  one  of  them  to  a  seat  Iiere,  with- 
"Ul  any  opposition.  Now  it  seems  to  me  that  there  ha.'; 
been  a  large  amount  of  talk  about  what  these  Past  Depart- 
ment Commanders  have  done  against  the  organization  of 
the  Grand  Army.  Show  me  a  single,  solitary  vote  that 
has  been  taken  in  this  Encampment  within  the  last  ten 
vears  where  there  has  been  a  combined  effort  upon  the 
part  of  Past  Department  Commanders  to  carry  any 
question.  Lay  your  finger  on  one.  I  defy  any  comrade 
of  this  Encampment  to  do  it.  Therefore,  air,  their  influ-

men  to  fill  the  positions,  if,  after  they  have  filled  them 
you  will  say,  "We  are  done  with  you;  get  away  from  us; 
»'e  don't  want  anything  more  to  do  with  you  because  you 
Jrc  a  Past  Department  Commander."  1  trust,  Com- 
niander-in-Chief,  that  the  majority  report  will  be  adopted, 
»nd  by  such  an  unanimous  vote  that  the  matter  will  never 
again  be  presented  in  this  Encampment. 


CoMKADE    WnARFF,    of    California:      The    California 

delegation  has  traveled  over  a  thousand  miles  to  be  here 

to-day.     We  brought  with  us  our  Commander  Buckles. 

who  has  been  shot  through  the  body  three  times,  and  lost 

a   leg   in   the   service;  we  also   bring   Past   Commander 

Smedberg  with  one  leg.     When  we  want  a  Department 

Commander  in  California,  wc  start  in  six  months  before 

f  the  election.     We  fry  our  man.  we  investigate  him.  we

I  mander-in- Chief,  it  is  too  late,  time  is  too  precious,  and  I 

I  don't  feel  that  I  need  say  another  word.     California  votes 

L  to  retain  Past  Hepartment  Commanders, 

Comrade  Death,  of  Pennsylvania:  I  am  sorry  to 
i  deprive  Comrade  Wylie,  of  Texas,  of  a  chance  to  speak, 
but  1  think  the  time  has  come  to  close  the  debate.  I  am 
not  going  to  move  the  previous  question;  I  am  going  to 
ask  you  to  bear  with  me  but  a  moment.  Twenty  years 
ago  I  entered  as  a  representative  of  the  Department  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  assigned  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations.  From 
that  time  to  this,  unless  I  was  serving  as  an  officer  of  the 
National  Encampment,  I  have  been  on  that  committee, 
and  nearly  always  its  chairman.  Twenty  years  of  time  I 
have  given  to  this  National  Encampment.  I  can't  refrain 
from  expressing  my  surprise  at  the  statements  that  have 
been  made  against  the  men  who  have  carried  the  banner 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  all  these  years.  We 
have  seen  it  go  down  almost  in  disgrace,  until  you  could 
scarcely  get  a  detachment  together  in  any  of  the  western 
departments.  We  have  .seen  it  rise,  until  to-day  we  have 
over  425,000  members  in  good  standing  on  our  rolls. 
Does  this  show  that  the  work  of  the  Past  Department 
Commanders  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has 
been  against  the  best  interest  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
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Republic,  or  not?  They  have  a  grand  constituency 
behind  them,  but  they  were  the  ones,  necessarilj' 
forced  to  the  front  to  do  that  work,  and  they  have 
done  it  well.  Let  me  also  express  my  surprise  at  the 
sland  taken  by  our  comrades  of  this  grand  old  common- 
weaUh.  the  Old  Bay  State.  They  asked  us  to  accept 
their  courtesies  on  this  occasion,  and  then  mildly,  let  us 
assume,  have  slapped  30  per  cent,  of  the  members  right 
in  the  face  by  saying  practically  they  have  no  right  to  be 
here.  They  don't  mean  it  in  that  way.  Let  me  also  call 
your  attention  to  another  tiling  in  this  connection:  Who 
i.^  doing  tile  work  to-day  for  our  entertainment?  The 
Past  Department  Commanders  are  the  men  who  are 
carrying  the  banner  of  this  grand  old  commonwealth  this 
day.  They  are  the  ones  who  are  serving  on  the  com- 
mittees. They  are  working  night  and  day  for  our  entt  r- 
tainment,  for  the  glory  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic, not  for  their  own  special  glory.  Not  one  of  them  has 
.in  axe  to  yrind,  not  a  selfish  purpose  to  serve.  They  only 
want  to  serve  their  comrades,  whether  they  are  Past 
Department  Commanders,  Past  Commanders-in-Chief,  or 
liigh  privates  in  the  rank.  They  want  to  serve  all,  and 
do.  What  they  have  done  is  for  the  common  good  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  not  because  of  the  name. 
Let  us  put  our  veto  on  this,  unless  you  can  say  that  the 
Past  department  Commanders  have  not  done  their  work. 
I  want  to  say  that  under  no  circumstances,  if  this  resolu- 
tion should  be  adopted,  could  1  take  a  seat  again  in  this 
National  Encampment,  unless  as  a  representative  from 
Pennsylvania.  What,  go  back  on  my  old  comrades,  who 
have  been  sitting  there  as  they  have  sat,  for  years!  Are 
Past  Commanders-in-Chief  better  then  they?  Certainly 
not.  If  this  should  go  through  (but  it  won't),  you  could 
only  be  consistent  by  cutting  off  all  past  national  officers, 
ind  I  would  certainly  present  and  vole  for  such  a  prop- 
osition. 

CoMRAUi<:  Clakkson,  of   Nebraska:     The   Department 
'if  Nebraska  directs  me  to  say  that  it  is  unanimously   in 
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favor  of  the  majority  report,  and  it  belives  in  its  heart 
that  the  comrades  of  this  Encampment  very  largely  agree 
with  them,  and  therefore  has  directed  me  to  move  the 
previous  question. 

Commander-in-Chief:  The  question  is,  shall  the 
main  question  be  now  put? 

It  was  so  ordered,  and  thereupon  the  motion  of  Com- 
rade Keifer  to  adopt  the  majority  report,  prevailed,  by  a 
large  majority  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Regulations  was  then  resumed. 

Comrade  Beath: 

VI.  On  the  proposition  to  amend  Sec.  i.  Art.  VII, 
Chap,  2,  by  adding  after  the  title  "Quartermaster  Ser- 
geant," in  second  paragraph,  **  and  may  remove  these  of- 
ficers at  his  pleasure." 

This  simply  adds  to  this  section  the  .same  provisions 
as  are  applied  to  appointed  officers  of  Departments  or 
the  National  Encampment. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

VII.  To  amend  Sec.  3,  Art.  VI.,  Chap.  5,  by  strikingout 
all  after  the  words  "their  respective  jurisdictions,"  and 
insert  "Provided,  That  Department  Officers  designated  in 
Sec.  2.  Art.  IV.,  Chap.  3,  other  than  the  Commander,  shall 
only  be  tried  by  courts  ordered  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander or  Commander-in-Chief,  and  the  Department 
Commander  and  the  National  Officers  designated  in  Sec. 
2,  Art.  IV.,  Chap.  4,  other  than  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
shall  only  be  tried  by  courts  ordered  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief." 

Under  the  present  rules  any  member  of  the  Depart- 
ment Encampment,  who  commits  an  offense  in  his  Post 
must    be   tried  by    a  court   ordered   by  the    Department 
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Commander,    thus   entailing  considerable  expense  upon 
Departments,  which  will  be  avoided  by  this  change. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  and 
to  change  in  the  same  paragraph  the  words,  "for  the,  trial 
of  alleged  offenders  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,*'  to 
read,  **  for  the  trial  of  offenses  in  their  respective  juris- 
dictions." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

VIII.  On  the  resolution  of  the  Department  of  Potomac 
to  strike  out  the  word  *'  Northern"  in  line  22,  page  37,  Ser- 
vice Book,  and  insert  the  word  *' National." 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  word  "  Northern" 
be  omitted  so  it  shall  read  *'  whereby  to-day  our  homes 
are  secure,"  etc. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted 

IX.  Several  propositions  arc  proposed  relative  to  the 
Ritual.  The  Departments  of  Massachusetts  and  New 
York  have  voted  in  favor  of  restoring  the  old  Ritual, 
while  the  Department  of  Georgia  recommends  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Committee  on  Revision.  The  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  there  are  certain  parts  in  the  old 
Ritual  which  should  not  be  restored,  but  possibly  some 
modifications  or  changes  for  the  better  can  he  made,  and 
we  recommend  the  followine:: 

Resolved,  I. That  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  appoint 
a  committee  of  five  members  on  Revision  of  the  Ritual, 
who  shall  carefully  consider'all  propositions  that  may  be 
submitted;  and  report  to  the  next  Encampment  such 
changes  as  in  their  judgment  would  be  advisable. 

2.  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  announce  the  aj)- 
pointment  of  this  committee  in  general  orders,  and  re- 
(|uest  that  any  such  propositions  be  submitted  to  them  at 
an  early  date. 

Comrade  Jones,  of  Massachusetts,  presented  a 
minority  report  as  follows  : 

13 
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Resolved,  That  the  Ritual  be  restored  as  it  was  before 
the  last  amendments. 

Upon  motion  the  minority  report  was  adopted. 

X.  A  number  of  other  propositions  have  been  hand- 
ed the  committee  which  were  not  presented  in  accord- 
ance with  the  standing  Resolution  covering  amendments, 
and  we  report  them  back  that  they  may  be  presented  in 
due  form  to  the  next  Encampment.

Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief  Weissert  took  the 
chair. 

Comrade  Warner  Miller,  of  New  York:  The  Com- 
mittee on  the  Address  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  heartily  commends  the  address  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief.  It  is  a  soul-stirring,  patriotic, 
practical  statement  of  the  aims  and  progress  of  the  G.  A. 
R.,  giving  in  brief  the  result  of  his  most  succes.sful  and 
satisfactory  admini.stration. 

We  thoroughly  endorse  the  wise  and  just  policy  which 
he  has  sought  to  carry  out,  as  expressed  in  the  following 
extract  from  the  address: 

*'It  has  been  my  determination  to  recognize  as  a  com- 
rade, the  equal  rights  of  every  man,  no  matter  what  his 
color  or  nationality,  provided  he  has  the  two  qualifications, 
service  and  an  honorable  discharge.  In  this  struggle  of 
life  the  strong  should  aid  the  weak.  It  ennobles  the 
former  and  helps  to  elevate  the  latter." 

Also  the  recommendation  that  as  far  as  possible,  Posts 
carry  upon  their  rolls  all  worthy  members  who  are  unable 
to  pay  their  dues,  and  we  recommend  that  the  necessary 
legislation  be  had  to  carry  this  out. 
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We  call  special  attention  to  his  clear  and  lucid  expo- 
sition of  the  pension  law  lately  enacted  by  Congress.  We 
think  these  views  should  go  far  to  shape  the  action  of  this 
Encampment  upon  the  subject  of  pensions. 

Your  committee  heartily  approves  of  the  high  praise 
given  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  to  the  Sons  of 
Veterans. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  regard- 
ing monuments  to  our  great  generals,  are  worthy  of  your 
careful  and  approving  consideration. 

Resolved^  That  a  suitable  testimonial  be  procured  by 

the  Council  of  Administration,   expressing  the  devoted 

love  and  affection  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for 

the  untiring  zeal  and  earnest  labors  of  Comrade  Alger  as 

Commander-in-Chief,  and  we  wish  abundant  prosperity  to 

himself  and  family  during  all  the  years  of  life.

The  report,  on  motion  of  Comrade  Burst,  of  Illinois, 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

Comrade  Clarkson,  of  Nebraska:  There  lies  upon 
the  Adjutant-General's  table  a  letter  of  greeting  to  this 
Encampment  from  an  organized  body  of  loyal  women  of 
this  country,  the  wives,  mothers,  and  relatives  of  soldiers, 
extending  the  cordial  greetings  of  that  body  to  this.  I 
move  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  five  by  the  chair 
to  return  to  the  ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.  the  cordial  greet- 
ings of  this  Encampment. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Comrade  Clarkson  desired  to  be  excused  from  the 
committee,  and  the  following  named  comrades  were  ap- 
pointed as  such  committee:  Rassieur,  of  Missouri; 
Collins,  of  Kansas;  Distin,  of  Illinois;  Duffield,  of  Mich- 
igan; and  Mills,  of  Iowa. 
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Comrade  Bennett,  of  Illinois:  I  have  here,  com- 
rades, an  appeal  from  certain  action  taken  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Illinois.  It  has  passed  through  the  proper 
channel,  and  the  Encampment  being  in  session,  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief has  referred  it  to  the  Encampment.  I 
move  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  three  to  con- 
sider this  matter,  and  report  to  the  Encampment. 

Carried;  and  Comrades  Louis  Wagner,  Pennsylvania; 
D.  R.  Austin,  Ohio;  and  John  Palmer,  New  York,  ap- 
pointed as  the  committee. 

The  Encampment  took  a  recess  until  2  p.  m. 
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SECOND  DAY— Afternoon  Session. 
The  Encampment  re-convened  at  2  p.  m. 

The  Adjutant-General  presented  the  report  of  the 
Council  of  Administration,  as  follows,  which  was  accepted 
and  adopted: 

REPORT    OF   THE    COUNCIL    OF   ADMINISTRATION. 

Boston.  August  14,  1890. 

To  the  Tiventy- Fourth  National  Encampment,  G,  A.  R,: 

The  Council  of  Administration  submits  the  following 
report : 

The  National  Council  of  Administration  met  at  the 
West  Side  Turn  Hall,  Milwaukee,  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Twenty-Third  Annual  Encampment. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  was  authorized  to  appoint 
an  Executive  Committee  of  seven. 

The  followint^  amounts  were  set  aside  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  : 

For  traveling  expenses  of  Comniander-in-CMiief ^2,000 

For  Siilary  of  Adjutant  General 2,000 

For  salary  of  Quartermaster-General 1 ,200 

For  salary  of  Inspeetor-General 300 

For  salary  of  Judge-Advorate-Geneial 1300 

For  salary  of  typewriter  in  Adjutant-General's  office  COO 
For  Past   Adjutant-General    Fish,    for    editing   the 

Journal  of  the  22d  National  Eneanii)ment I.IO 

Fr)r  Adjutant-General  Weigel,  for  editing  the  .Journal 

of  the  23d  Annual  Kncanipnient I.IO 

Ten  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  Twenty- 
Third  Annual  Encampment  were  ordered  printed  under 
the  supervision  of  Adjutant-General  VVcigel. 

The  bond  of  the  Adjutant-General  was  fixed  at  $1,000. 
and  that  of  the  (hiartcrmaster-Gcneral  at  S  10,000. 
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The  matter  of  the  selection  of  a  suitable  testimonial  to 
the  retiring  Commander-in-Chief  was  left  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  sum  of  Sioo  was  set  aside  to  be  expended  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Executive 
Committee  in  having  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Capt.  Pabst, 
of  Milwaukee,  passed  by  the  National  Encampment,  suit- 
ably engrossed  and  framed. 

The  Quartermaster-General  reported  that  no  new  con- 
tracts for  badges  need  be  entered  into,  as  he  had  about 
60,000  on  hand. 

The  Quartermaster-General  was  authorized  to  pur- 
chase rank  straps  in  the  open  market,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Adjutant-Ceneral  was  instructed  to  advertise  for 
bids  for  supplies  in  five  newspapers  in  the  larger  cities  of 
the  United  States. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Council  of  Administration  was  held  at  the  Parker  House  in 
Boston,  November  22,  1889.  All  the  members  of  the 
committee  were  present,  viz:  Comrades  Reade,  Illinois; 
Coulter,  Kansas;  Clarkson,  Nebraska;  Cole,  Missouri; 
Pillsbury,  New  Hampshire,  and  McClelland,  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  following  National  officers  were  also  present: 
Commander-in-Chief  Alger,  Quartermaster-General  Tay- 
lor, and  Adjutant-Cjcncral  Hopkins. 

The  matter  of  the  care  of  Mt.  McGregor  cottage  was 
on  motion  left  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Judge 
Advocate-General  with  power  to  act. 

The  date  for  the  next  Annual  Encam[)nicnt  was  Cixcd 
for  the  1 2th  to  the  15th  of  August. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  was  authorized  to  change 
the  date  to  a  week  earlier,  if  thought  advisable. 
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The  Commander-in-Chief,  Ouartermaster-General  and 
Comrade  Clarkson  were  authorized  to  select  a  testimonial 
for  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Warner. 

The  Adjutant-General  was  authorized  to  have  the 
resolution  of  thanks  to  Capt.  Pabst,  of  Milwaukee,  suit- 
ably engrossed  and  framed,  and  sent  to  Senior  Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief  VVeisert,  with  instructions  to  present  the 
same  to  Capt.  Pabst. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  was  authorized  to  employ  a 
stenographer  for  the  next  Annual  Encampment. 

The  committee  took  a  recess  until  the   following  day. 

Committee  met  as  per  adjournment. 

The  bill  of  Assistant  Adjutant-General  Granville,  who 
was  employed  as  typewriter  in  the  Adjutant-General's 
office  during  the  last  year,  for  $500  for  additional  com- 
pensation, was  allowed  at  Si 50,  with  the  understanding 
that  this  was  not  to  be  taken  as  a  precedent  for  future 
action. 

The  Adjutant-Cicncral  was  authorized  to  employ  a 
^^encral  office  man  at  National  headquarters. 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administration  was  held 
in  the  parlors  of  the  Hotel  VY^ndome,  Boston,  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.,  August  11,  iSgo.     Present,  a  (juorum. 

The  resignations  of  Comrade  John  D.  Anderson,  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  from  the  Department  of  Maine,  and  of 
Comrade  W.  M.  Saylor,  from  the  Department  of  Oregon, 
were  presented  and  accepted;  and  on  recommendation 
of  the  Department  Commander  of  Oregon,  the  vacanc\' 
occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Comrade  Saylor  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  Comrade  John  E.  Lombard. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  at  Mil- 
waukee and  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  Boston,  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  to  procure  a  testimonial  for  Past  (Jom- 
mander-in-Chief  Warner  were   directed  to  have  the  tcsti- 
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monial  ready  for  presentation  during  the  first  day's   ses- 
sion of  the  Encampment. 

The  Adjutant-General  stated  that  after  consultation, 
on  the  advice  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  flags  had  been 
sent  to  to  the  following  places  in  the  Southern  Depart- 
ments for  the  decoration  of  graves  in  the  National  ceme- 
teries on  Memorial  Day:  Mobile,  Ala.;  New  Orleans,  La. 
(Chelemette  Cemetery)  ;  Alexandria,  La.;  Port  Hudson, 
La.;  Vicksburgh,  Miss.;  Natchez,  Miss.,  and  Corinth,  Miss. 
And  that  in  addition  thereto  the  Quartermaster-General 
had  sent  a  number  to  the  Department  of  Arkansas. 

The  action  was  approved. 

Comrade  Cole  moved  that  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$800  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  cemeteries  in 
the  Southern  Departments  with  flags  for  Memorial  Day. 

Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief  Weissert  reported 
that  Capt.  Pabst  had  not  yet  returned  from  abroad,  and 
therefore  the  engrossed  resolutions  of  thanks  to  him 
passed  by  the  Milwaukee  Encampment  had  not  been 
presented  to  him,  but  that  they  would  be  as  soon  as  the 
Captain  returned  home. 

The  matter  of  an  indebtedness  to  the  Quartermaster- 
General  of  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi, 
in  the  sum  of  8365,  came  up  on  the  reading  of  a  letter 
from  the  Commander  of  that  Department.  A  motion  to 
authorize  the  Quartermaster-General  to  charge  the  ac- 
count to  profit  and  loss  was  tabled. 

The  following  sub-committee  from  the  Executive 
Committee  was  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  and  ex- 
amine the  books  of  the  Quartermaster-General:  Com- 
rades Cole,  McClelland  and  Starr. 

The  Council  then  adjourned  to  meet  Wednesday 
morning  on  the  stage  of  the  Encampment  h.dl. 

The  Council  met  pursant  to  adjournment  with  a  quorum 
present,  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  of  August.  The  res- 
ignation of  Comrade  A.  D.  Reade  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Administration  from  Illinois,  was  received  and 
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accepted,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Commander  of 
that  Department,  Comrade  J.  L.  Bennett  was  elected  to 
the  vacancy  and  took  his  seat.  On  the  recommendation 
of  the  Department  Commander  of  Maine,  the  vacancy  in 
the  Council  from  that  Department  was  filled  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Comrade  Thomas  G.  Libby.  Comrade  Joseph  H. 
Lawlor,  member  of  the  Council  from  the  Department  of 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  sent  in  his  resignation.  It  was 
accepted,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commander 
of  that  Department,  Comrade  Charles  H.  Shute  was  elec- 
ted to  the  vacancy. 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  and 
examine  the  books  of  the  Quartermaster-General,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted: 
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Boston,  Mass.,  August  13,  1890. 

To  the  National  Council  of  Administration,   Twenty-Fourth 
National  Encanifnnent  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Quartermaster-General  would  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  performed  that  duty,  and  after  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  same,  in  connection  with  the  vouchers 
submitted,  find  them  correct.

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The  Commander-in-Chief  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  expenditures  of  the  National  Encampment  ex- 
ceeded its  receipts,  and  suggested  retrenchment. 

After  a  prolonged  discussion,  Comrade  Cole,  of 
Missouri,  moved  that  the  per  capita  tax  be  increased  to 
three  cents.  Pending  the  discussion  of  this  motion  the 
Council  adjourned  to  the  next  morning. 

On  Thursday  morning,  August  14th,  the  Council  met 
pursuant  to  adjournment,  when  the  motion  of  Comrade 
Cole  to  increase  the  per  capita  tax  to  three  cents  was 
adopted. 

Comrade  Umdenstock  was  granted  authority  sell  his 
certificates  of  membership  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public to  Department  and  Post  Quartermasters,  direct. 

A  resolution  offered  by  Commdc  Church,  of  the  De- 
partment of  the  Potomac,  requesting  the  Congress  to 
purchase  a  certain  number  of  copies  of  Comrade  Austin's 
National  Roster  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  of  the  En- 
campment. 

A  memorial  from  comrades  in  the  Department  of 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi  relative  to  the  transfer  of  Posts 
1  to  8  in  that  Department  to  a  new  Department  to  be 
called  the  Department  of  the  Gulf,  was  referred  to  the  in- 
coming administration.

The  Adjutant-Gknekal  :  I  have  the  following  com- 
nuuiication  sent  me  by  the  Commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Louisiana  and  Texas.  It  refers  to  a  communica- 
tion from  the  widow  of  General  Hays,  Confederate,  saying 
that  she  has  in  her  possession  a  Union  battle  flag  of  an  un- 
known regiment,  captured  at  Gettysburg,  and  she  would 
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like  to  return  it  to  the  members   of  that  regiment.      I 
will  read  the  letters : 

New  Orleans,  La.,  July  i6,  1890. 

Geo.   T.   Hodges,    Department   Commander^    Dept,   Im.    and 
Miss.  G.  A.  R-: 

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade: — The  attached  papers  will 
explain  themselves.  The  flag  referred  to  is  in  the  hands 
of  Mrs.  Hays,  who  is  the  widow  of  the  Gen'l  H.  T.  Hays, 
referred  to,  and  she  is  desirous  of  returning  the  flag  to 
the  survivors  of  the  regiment  it  belonged  to,  if  they  can 
be  found. 

There  seems  to  be  a  doubt  as  to  the  number  of  the 
regiment  and  the  state  to  which  it  belonged,  but  a  letter 
from  you  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  Pennsylvania  and  of 
Ohio  would  draw  out  the  information,  or  perhaps  a  better 
plan  still  would  be  to  enclose  papers  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  have  him  read  them  to  the 
Encampment  in  August^  as  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
some  one  on  the  floor  may  have  knowledge  of  the  capture 
of  the  flag  at  that  time  and  place.  I  have  seen  the  flag. 
It  is  a  silk,  Regimental  or  Company  U.  S.  flag.

Ohio  color-bearer — that  of  the  57th  Ohio,  I  believe. 

I  regret  that  a  want  of  judgment,  if  not  sense,  led  a 
few  men  to  tear  off  fragments  as  trophies,  but  the  greater 
portion  remains  and  that  1  offer  you  in  inadequate  return 
for  your  kindness  in  giving  your  staff  flag.  The  gift,  I 
trust  you  will  appreciate,  not  so  much  for  its  intrinsic 
value,  as  for  the  recollections  it  must  recall.

Memoranda  accompanying  the  letter  of  Comrade 
Graham. 

"Report  says  that  75th  Ohio  was  there  and  57th 
Pennsylvania  was  also  there,  and  that  57th  Ohio  was  not 
there." 

Mrs.  Hays  who  is  in  possession  of  the  flag  is  anxious 
to  return  it  in  person  to  the  Regiment  who  carried 
it  at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg. 

If  there  is  any  member  of  the  57th  Ohio  or  of  the  57th 
Pennsylvania  present  who  knows  about  this  flag  or  its  cap- 
ture, we  would  like  to  hear  from  him. 

Comrade  Vandekslice,  of  Pennsylvania :  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Gettysburg  Battlefield  Memorial  Association,  I 
am  somewhat  familiar  with  the  details  of  that  engagement 
and  know  something  of  its  incidents.  I  was  in  the  57th 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  along  that  wall.  This  flag,  how- 
ever, belongs  to  an  Ohio  regiment,  and  the  adjutant  of 
that  regiment  killed  the  color-bearer  of  the  8th  Louisiana 
who  himself  had  hold  of  their  flag,  when  he  himself  was 
shot  beyond  the  wall.  I  have  no  doubt  if  a  communica- 
tion was  sent  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  Ohio,  that  the 
flag  may  be  returned.  It  was  an  Ohio  regiment  that  oc- 
cupied that  position  by  the  wall  at  the  Baltimore  road. 

Comrade   Compton,  of  Minnesota:     I  move  that  the 
thanks  of  this  Encampment  be  tendered  to  Mrs.  Hays  for 
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her  kindness  in  endeavoring  to   find  the  owner  of  this 
flag. 

Carried  unanimously. 

Junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief  Lovett:  I  wish 
to  offer  a  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Eacampmcnt  be  tendered  to  the 
Department  of  Massachusetts,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  for  the  sumptuous 
lunch  served  during  the  Encampment,  and  to  Past  Department  Com- 
mander Evans  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  he  has  arranged  for 
the  comfort  of  the  delegates  at  said  lunches. 

Adopted  unanimously. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  :  The  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions are  now  ready  to  report. 

Comrade  Palmer,  of  New  York:  Your  Committee 
on  Resolutions  concluded  their  labors  in  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning.  I  will  say  in  explanation  that  there  were 
a  number  of  resolutions  touching  upon  the  same  subject, 
and  we  have  tried  to  condense  those  matters  into  one 
resolution.     The  first  is  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  submit  a  suitable  bjidge 
for  post  officers. 

Offered  by  Comrade  J.  W.  Tilton,  Post  113,  Depart- 
ment of  Ohio. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  this  matter  is  pro- 
vided for  in  Sec.  4,  page  31,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  P^ncampment  do  not  adopt 
this. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred 
in. 

Offered  by  the  Department  of  Ohio  : 

Resolced,  That  in  the  selection  or  appointment  of  Governor,  Super- 
intendent, or  Manager  of  National  or  State  Soldiers'  Homes,  none 
but  men  who  have  done  service  in  the  army  or  navy  should  be  selected. 
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The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  that 
resolution. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Urell,  Department  of  the  Poto- 
mac : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Encampment  tliat  the  remains 
of  our  late  Comrade  U.  S.  Grant  should  be  removed  to  Arlington  Cem- 
etery, Virginia. 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  if  this  is  in  ac- 
cord with  the  sentiments  of  Mrs.  Grant,  this  resolution  be 
adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  unani- 
mously concurred  in. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Langley,  of  South  Dakota : 

Whereas,  The  Department  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  has  been  di- 
vided, and  the  two  Departments  are  now  formed;  and 

WiiEREAS,  The  new  Department  of  North  Dakota  is  now  organized 
under  that  name;  and 

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Soutli  Dakota  is  now  sailing  under 
an  assumed  name — that  the  word  "South*' is  only  prefixed  by  eommon 
consent.     Therefore,  be  it 

Rejoiced:     1.  That  the  name  of   the   Department  now  known  as 
Dakota,  which  embraces  the  State  of  South  Dakota,  be  changed  so  as  to 
Jjecome  the  Department  of  South  Dakota,  and  that  the  Assistant  Adju 
tant-General  of  South  Dakota  be  authorized  to  insert  in  her  charter  the 
word  "South"  preceding  the  word  "Dakota." 

2.  That  the  date  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
Dakota,  viz  :  March  20,  1888,  and  she  shall  rank  as  of  such  date  of  or 
j^anization. 

3.  That  the  Past  Department  Commanders  of  th(!  Department  of 
Dakota  be  and  shall  be  Pa.st  Department  Commanders  of  the  respective 
Departments  in  which  they  reside,  viz:  Harrison  Allen,  of  Fargo. 
North  Dakota,  who  is  now  a  Past  Department  Commander  of  the  De 
partment  of  Dakota,  and  who  is  a  resident  of  North  Dakota,  shall  be  a 
Past  Commander  of  North  Dakota;  and  that  W.  V.  Lucas,  S.  F.  Ham- 
mond, and  Geo.  A.  Silsby,  all  Past  Department  Commanders  of  Dakota, 
and  residents  of  South  Dakota,  be  recorded   as  Past  Department  Co?n- 
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manders  of  the  Department  of  South  Dakota;  and  that  each  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  Past  Commander. 

This  matter  has  been  agreed  upon  amicably  between 
the  comrades  living  in  these  Departments,  and  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee  is  that  the  preamble  and 
resolutions  be  adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  unani- 
mously concurred  in,  and  the  preamble  and  resolutions 
adopted. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Conger,  of  Ohio: 

Hrmlted,  That  w6  earnestly  ask  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
to  enlarge  the  provisions  of  Revised  Statutes  Xos.  1754-1755,  which  now 
give  preference  to  honorably  discliarged  Union  veterans  who  were  dis- 
abled in  tlie  service  by  wounds  or  disease,  so  as  to  include  in  these  pro- 
visions all  lionorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines,  whether  so 
disabled  or  not,  when  qualified  to  properly  jierfonn  the  duties  of  such 
positions. 

Jiesolved,  That  we  earnestly  j\sk  the  Pn»sident  of  the  United  States 
to  prefer  in  appointments  and  to  direct  all  heads  of  departments  to  give 
preference  in  appointments,  to  honorably  discharged  veterans  who 
possess  the  necessary  (jualifications  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
any  positions  for  which  they  may  Ik'  aj^plicants. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  these  res- 
olutions. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  unani- 
mously concurred  in. 

Offered  by  the  Department  of  Ohio  : 

IUs(tir€(i,  That  the  National  Encampment  of  the  Grjind  Army  of  the 
Hepublic  does  most  heartily  endorse  and  approve  of  the  movement  of 
the  Union  IMsonei*s  of  War  National  Memorial  Association  for  the 
erection  of  a  Memorial  Hall  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C,  in  mem- 
orv  of  the  thousands  of  our  mart  vred  comrades  who  dieil  in  the  Rebel 
prison  pens,  as  well  as  a  tribute  to  and  a  recognition  of  that  spirit  of 
loyalty  which  gave  triumph  to  the  cause  of  right,  ]>reserved  the  Union, 
and  defendetl  the  honor  of  the  tlair. 

The  committee  recoiumend  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lution.

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The  report  of  the  committee  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Palmer,  of  New  York  : 

Be9olf)ed,  That  we  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  for  the  most  liberal  system  of  pension  laws  ever  enacted;  that  we 
earnestly  desire  that  suitable  provision  be  made  for  the  prompt  and 
efficient  administration  of  these  laws,  so  that  the  deserving  shall  receive 
the  pensions  intended  for  them  without  imnecessary  delay. 

Betolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Encampment  are  due,  and  are 
hereby  tendered,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for  the  evidence 
given  of  his  sympathy  with  his  comrades,  by  his  prompt  action  in  giv- 
ing his  cheerful  approval  to  the  disability  bill,  which  has  lately  become 
a  law. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lutions. 

Resolutions  adopted  unanimously. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Corbus,  of  Illinois: 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  Administration  be,  and  it  is  hereby^ 
directed  to  procure  and  cause  to  be  patented,  a  design  for  a  Grand  Army 
lappcl  button,  which  shall  be  distinctive  and  not  readily  imitated. 

There  are  400,000  comrades.  It  would  cost  845,000  if 
we  undertook  to  change  the  badge,  or  change  the  lappel 
button.  And  the  probabilities  are  we  would  simply 
keep  on  making  a  change,  and  then  not  accomplish  any- 
thing. The  committee  recommend  that  this  Encamp- 
ment be  relieved  from  the  further  consideration  of  this 
subject.

at  Dayton,  Ohio. 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  this  matter  be 

referred  to  the  Council  of  Administration,

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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Goldsborough,  Department  of 
Maryland: 

Wherkak,  In  certain  parts  of  our  country  no  opportunity  is*  allowed 
to  pass  when  those  who  sympathized  with  the  rebellion  can  insult  the 
Union  soldiers  because  of  their  part  in  suppressing  the  rebellion;  and 
because  of  the  resemblance  of  the  uniform  that  was  worn  by  the  soldiers 
of  the  rebel  army  and  the  gray  uniform  now  worn  by  the  letter  carriers 
in  the  United  States  postal  service,  many  of  whom  were  faithful  soldiers 
in  the  army  that  saved  the  Union,  are  made  objects  of  ridicule  and 
laughed  at  for  being  compelled  at  last  to  wear  the  rebel  uniform,  and 
similar  jeers.    Therefore — 

Eeaolmd,  That  we,  the  delegates  and  representatives  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  in  National  Encampment  assembled,  earnestly 
protest  against  every  such  species  of  humiliation  and  insult  to 
our  comrades,  and  that  we  earnestly  request  the  Postmaster 
General  to  abolish  the  gray  uniform  of  the  postal  service  and 
adopt  in  its  place  the  regular  army  blue,  so  that  the  uni- 
form of  his  department  shall  correspond  with  that  of  the  other 
departments  of  the  government,  and  protect  our  comrades  from  the 
insults  above  referred  to;  and  if  not  in  his  pK)wer  to  do  so,  that  he  will 
do  all  he  c;an  to  bring  about  the  desired  change. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  Encampment  be 
relieved  from  the  further  consideration  of  this  resolution. 

Recommendation  adopted. 

From  Kilpatrick  Post,  No.  71,  Department  of  Massa- 
chusetts: 

Itesolred,  First — That  the  frequent  display  in  i)ublic  places  and 
upon  public  occasions  of  the  "Confederate"  flag,  which  was  the  chosen 
emblem  of  rebellion,  is  an  affront  to  patriotism,  encourages  disloyalty, 
and  lessens  respect  for  our  government  and  the  stars  and  stripes,  which 
is  the  flag  of  the  Union. 

Second — That  such  display  should  l)e  forbidden  by  United  States 
law. 

The  committee  move  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions. 

Comrade  Murkell,  of  New  Jersey:  I  arise  to  second 
the  adoption  of  that  resolution.  I  want  to  state  that  I  am 
from  the  South;  that  I  was  born  and  raised  in  Louisiana. 


I  have  seen  tiio  much  of  the  rebel  fla{j  displayed  in  New 
Orleans  since  the  w;ir.  I  remember,  standing  in  sight  of 
tlie  capitol  of  the  nation,  in  Alexandria,  seeing  the  flag  of 
rcbcUion  erected  and  carried  through  the  streets  at  the 
head  of  »  parade,  right  under  the  dome  of  the  capitol  of 
the  Nation,  and  defenders  of  this  Union  who  wore  this 
button,  stood  back  in  the  alley,  and  they  dare  not  open 
their  mouths.  In  New  Orleans,  in  the  town  that  I  lived 
in.  on  the  day  of  Jeff,  Davis'  funeral,  there  wasn't  a  single 
L'nion  flag  to  be  seen.  I  left  New  Orleans  in  '6i  as  a 
slave  boy.  and  left  with  <jen.  Loniax,  who  was  killed  at 
ihe  first  battle  of  Bull  Knn.  There  sits  the  man  who  was 
a  lieutenant  that  commanded  a  company  that  walked  into 
his  tent  and  captured  me  one  morning,  and  I  didn't  refuse 
to  surrender,  either.  I  feel  very  thankful,  as  a  slave,  to 
have  been  captured  by  the  loyal  man  that  sits  there,  who 
gave  me  the  hope  that  I  was  a  free  man.  I  am  glad  that 
I  can  be  a  comrade,  and  sit  here  in  the  loyal  North. 
Jflow  I  am  living  "'  In  the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home 
of  the  brave."  I  have  heard  some  of  the  comrades  say 
here  on  this  floor,  '"Voii  should  practice  charity;"  but  if 
they  know  what  I  do  he  would  say  differently.  I  thank 
the  comrades  for  allowing  me  to  raise  my  voice  to  make 
the  motion  that  this  resolution  be  adopted.  We  some- 
times read  about  some  rebel  pulling  down  the  stars  and 
stripes  in  this  day  and  time.  Let  me  speak  about  those 
comrades  who  lock  arms  and  shake  hands  with  the  men 
who  wore  the  gray— I  want  to  say  for  the  survivors  of  the 
1/8,000  comrades  who  went  down,  and  fell  dying  for  the 
(.-terna!  riRht— 1  want  to  say.  there  are  comrades  in  this 
country  who  never  .'shake  hands  with  the  gray,  who  always 
declare  that  their  touch  is  pollution.  I  remember  a  few 
years  aiju,  I  remember  as  colonel  of  the  Fourth  Regiment 
of  Louisiana  State  Troops,  marching  by  permission  with- 
out arms,  after  getting  permission  to  do  it.  and  never  a 
white  comrade  was  near,  to  drop  a  flower  on  the  graves 
of  our  comrades  on  Decoration  day.  I  thank  you  kindly, 
and  move  the  adoption  of  these  resolutions. 
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The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions  was  resumed. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Burst,  of  Illinois: 

Remlted,  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  appoint  a  committee  of  five 
to  secure  such  amendment  to  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Law  as  will 
enable  the  railroads  of  the  United  States  and  their  Canadian  connections 
to  make  special  rales  for  soldiers  and  their  families  to  G.  A.  R.  encamp- 
ments and  reunions. 

The  committee  don't  deem  it  expedient  to  offer  such 
a  recommendation  to  Congress,  and  recommend  that  the 
Encampment  be  relieved  from  the  further  consideration 
of  this  subject. 

Recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

From  the  Department  of  the  Potomac: 

Whereas.  In  considenition  of  their  long  and  faithful  services  in 
defense  of  their  country  in  its  darkest  hour,  we  ask  this  as  a  simple  act 
of  justice  to  a  meritorious  and  deserving  class; 

Be  it  Resolced,  That  the  Delegates  to  the  National  Encampment  be 
instructed  to  bring  the  following  bill  before  the  Encampment,  with  the 
request  that  it  be  present<.'d  to  Congress,  viz: 

Be  it  Enacted,  efr.^  That  any  enlisted  man  now  in  the  service,  who 
served  either  as  a  commissioned  officer  or  as  an  enlisted  man  in  the 
armies  of  the  United  States,  for  a  period  of  three  months  or  more, 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  who  has  served  thirty  years  or  more 
in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps,  including  the  service  during  the  war, 
shall,  upon  making  application  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be 
placed  upon  the  retired  list,  and  thereafter  shall  receive  the  same  pay 
and  allowances  as  now  paid  to  enlisted  men  who  have  been  retired  after 
thirty  years'  service. 

You  will  understand  that  a  Comrade  who  served  in  the 
volunteer  service,  who  is  now  in  the  regular  service,  that 
the  time  that  he  serv^ed  in  the  volunteer  service  shall  be 
counted  together  with  the  time  in  the  regular  service. 
The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

The  resolution  was  adopted.

pcopli!  in  our  Country  lo  say  of  the  men  who  lileep  in  these  (cemeteries, 
th-)l  thfy  died  for  the  eaiinf  Ihul  Kut  right.

J{t»rlTed,  Thai  the  Cotmcil  of  Admiuisiralion  be  Instructod  to 
adopt  some  plan  tor  Ihp  oliscrvonce  of  Meumriid  Day  aervici«  in  our 
National  Cemeteries,  which  plan  shall  l>e  carried  out  under  ihodlrrcttiin 
ft  the  Commauder-iii-riiler. 
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Besoiwd,  That  there  shall  be  assessed  a  special  per  capita  tax  on 
each  Department,  the  rate  to  be  fixed  by  the  National  Council  of  Ad- 
ministration, but  not  to  exceed  five  cents  on  each  and  every  member  in 
good  standing  therein,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  incident 
to  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  services  in  the  National  Cemeteries. 
Such  tax  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Department  Commander  to  the 
Quartermaster-General,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  January,  pre- 
ceding Memorial  Day. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Van  Der  Voort,  of  Nebraska : 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  derived  great 
comfort  and  assistance  from  the  loyal  women  of  the  Union,  in  war  and 
in  peace,  and 

Whereas,  They  have  officially  conferred  upon  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  all  rights  and  titles  to  use  the  words  "Auxiliary  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,'*  or  any  official  sanction  to  carry  forward  patri- 
otic and  charitable  work  in  its  name;  and 

Whereas,  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  has,  in  the  seven  years  of  its 
existence,  surpassed  all  expectations  in  the  amount  of  relief  work  per- 
formed, not  only  for  local  posts,  but  for  state  homes  for  the  disabled 
veterans  and  educational  homes  for  his  helpless  orphans. 

Therefore,  in  onler  to  unite  all  patriotic  associations  of  women 
under  the  banners  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  be  it 

Jiesolved,  That  this  Encampment  urge  upon  all  societies  and  associ- 
ations of  women,  desiring  to  jvssist  the  Grand  Army,  to  unite  their 
forces  under  the  banner  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

CoMKADK  Williams,  of  Maine  :  There  is  a  large  body 
of  very  respectable  and  intelligent  ladies  banded  together 
under  three  different  organizations  beside  the  National 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  they  are  working  according 
to  their  ritual.  They  are  doing  a  noble  work.  All  four 
of  these  organizations  are  laboring  for  the  .same  object. 
They  are  all  doing  a  glorious  work  in  their  own  way. 
That  body  extends  to  this  Encampment  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  their  hearty  greetings.  Now  they 
have  undertaken  to  say  to  all  three  of  the  other  organiza- 
tions, *'You  unite  with  the  Woman's  National  Relief 
Corps,  and  then  we  will  recognize  you."  It  looks  to  me  as 
though  we  were  hurling  an  insult  toward  all  those  other 
ladies.  Don't  say  to  them,  "Join  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps."     We   as  an   Encampment  don't  want  to  say  any 
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such  thing  as  "You  must  join  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps." 
I  understand  this  resolution  to  say  that  we  advise  them 
that  it  would  be  agreeable  to  us  to  have  them  join  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  I  object  to  it.  As  a  member  of 
the  Department  of  Maine,  I  object  to  it. 

Comrade  Clark,  of  Ohio  :  I  wish  to  inquire  what  the 
effect  of  this  resolution  would  be  upon  my  own  post,  for 
example.  We  have  an  independent  ladies'  society  not 
connected  with  any  of  these  organizations,  which  has  been 
in  existence  for  many  years,  long  before  there  were  any 
other  organizations.  We  want  to  know  whether  that 
would  in  any  way  affect  that,  or  affect  us,  in  recognizing 
them.     That  is  all  I  want  to  know. 

Comrade  Hazzard,  of  Pennsylvania:  I  would  like  to 
say  in  one  minute  what  is  in  my  heart  to  say  on  this  sub- 
ject. I  don't  want  to  be  jeered  if  in  an  imperfect  way  I 
shall  endeavor  to  present  those  thoughts  to  you.  There 
are  in  this  loyal  country  several  organizations  of  women. 
We  have  said  to  them  in  our  several  departments,  **God 
bless  you."  We  have  received  from  them  thousands  in 
money,  and  prayers  without  number.  They  have  helped 
us,  and  we  have  enjoyed  it.  There  is  one  organization 
which  is  great  and  strong.  There  arc  others  which  are 
just  as  loyal,  just  as  good,  and  nearer  to  our  hearts  than 
this  one.  We  have  sent  a  committee  to  one  of  the  other 
organizations,  and  that  committee  has  gone  and  said  for 
us,  **We  bid  you  speed,  and  God's  blessing  on  what  you 
have  done."  That  association  is  in  encampment  here. 
They  prefer  no  requests,  they  make  no  boasts,  they  make 
no  parade;  they  go  about  their  business  c|uietly.  This 
resolution  is  of  a  very  peculiar  character.  It  says,  "Re- 
solved, that  this  Kncampment  urge  upon  all  societies  and 
associations  of  women  desiring  to  assist  the  (irand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  U)  unite  their  forces  under  the  banner  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps."  Why,  why  should  we  go 
into  this  dispute?  VV4iat  have  we  to  do  with  it?  When 
the  Sons  of  Veterans  came  here  we  said  to  them,  *'If  vou 
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want  to  come  here,  and  you  can  come  united,  do  so;  we 
haven't  anything  to  do  with  you.  We  will  not  recognize 
you  until  you  come  here  as  one."  We  didn't  say  which 
one;  we  said  "as  one." 

Comrade  Wagner  :  I  happened  to  have  been  chair- 
man of  the  committee  that  reported  the  action  stated  by 
Comrade  Hazzard.  We  said  that  very  thing.  They  came 
to  us  united.  It  would  have  been  better  if  we  hadn't  rec- 
ognized any  women  or  children. 

Comrade  Hazzard  :  I  still  assert,  we  said  to  the  Sons 
of  Veterans,  "When  you  come  united,  we  will  talk  to  you.*' 
Properly  we  said  to  those  people,  "Settle  your  own  differ- 
ences among  yourselves."  But  some  of  you  want  to  say 
to  these  ladies,  "If  you  want  to  come  here,  you  must  come 
with  the  Relief  Corps."  We  say  that  to  the  women  of 
Pennsylvania  who  have  banded  together,  and  who  have 
pleaded  and  cared  for  the  widows  of  soldiers — women 
that  we  love,  and  women  that  are  of  kin  to  us;  women 
that  we  have  folded  in  our  arms  in  ties  of  kinship.  Those 
are  the  women  to  whom  you  say,  "You  can't  come  here 
except  as  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps."  They 
won't  do  it.  I  know  this  body  is  strong.  I  know  they 
are  women  who  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  interest  in 
you.  I  say  to  you,  don't  say  this  thing.  If  they  have  any 
differences,  let  them  settle  them  themselves.  Because,  in 
saying  this,  you  almost  slap  in  the  face  the  loyal  women 
of  the  other  organization. 

Comrade  Van  Der  Voort  :  I  do  not  believe  that  this 
resolution  in  any  sense  interferes  with  any  organization. 
All  that  this  resolution  contemplates  is  an  honest,  earnest, 
,  and  sincere  endeavor  to  bring  about  a  fraternal  union  of 
all  organizations.  I  believe  that  this  Encampment,  which 
has  for  seven  years  stood  up  and  seen  the  grand  work  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  whose  posts  have  received 
at  their  hands  8375,000  during  the  last  seven  years,  will 
not  object  to  this  resolution,  when  it  does  not  in  any 
sense  interfere  with  any  other  organization — an  organiza- 
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tion  of  women,  our  wives  and  sisters,  and  our  loved  ones, 
who  have  stood  by  us.  who  have  been  faithful  to  us,  and 
built  homes,  and  filled  up  posts  for  us;  lunched  us  and 
dined  us,  and  taken  care  of  us  for  seven  years.  Let  us 
favor  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  without  any  more  re- 
marks, and  adopt  this  resolution  without  interfering  with 
anybody  else. 

Comrade  Williams  :  It  does  interfere  with  any 
other  organization  of  these  women. 

Comrade  Starr,  of  Indiana:  If  this  resolution  does 
not  say  to  all  of  the  women  who  belong  to  other  organi- 
zations, Tio  matter  how  much  good  they  may  have  done, 
"You  can  be  as  nothing  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, unless  you  join  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,"  then 
it  means  nothing.  I  say,  Commander-in-Chief,  that  the 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  who  are  in- 
tended to  be  shut  out  and  thrust  to  the  wall,  who  are  the 
wives,  the  sisters,  the  relatives  of  the  Grand  Army, 
they  are  the  first  organization  that  gave  the  first  start  and 
the  first  example  of  what  organized  women  can  do.  And, 
Commander-in-Chief,  they  are  composed  of  the  wives  and 
sisters  of  the  rank  and  file-  -of  the  private  soldiers — be- 
cause they  don't  walk  in  the  high  stations  of  life.  I  move 
you  that  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  tabic. 

The  resolution  was  tabled  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  tlic  committee  was 
then  resumed. 

Offered  by  the  Department  of  the  Potomac: 

Whereas,  Our  comrades  of  the  Doi)artmcnt  of  the  Potonmc,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Kepublic,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Department 
Encampment  at  its  session  in  February,  1890,  have  under  the  laws  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  incorponited  and  organized  an  association  to  be 
known  as  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Memorial  Hall  Association,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing,  through  Congressional  action,  the  custody  by 
lease,  for  the  period  of  twenty  years,  of  the  building  and  premises 
known  as  Ford's  Theatre,  on  Tenth  street,  in  the  city  of  Washington. 
District  of  Columbia,  the  sjmie  being  the  building  in  which  Abraham 
Lincoln  met  his  death  at  the  hands  of  nn  asstissiu;  and 
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Whereas,  The  object  sought  to  be  attained  in  securing  the  custody 
of  said  building  and  premises  is  the  establishment  of  a  Memorial  Hall  at 
the  National  Capital  therein  shall  be  gathered  and  safely  kept  memen- 
toes of  the  martyred  President  and  of  the  soldiers  of  the  Union;  also  a 
public  library  and  museum  in  which  shall  be  collected  and  preserved 
historical  manuscripts,  books,  records,  and  relics  relating  to  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion,  and  also  a  place  of  rendezvous  for  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  and  all  Union  Veterans  of  the  late  war,  and  for  all  pur- 
lK)ses  pertaining  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  therefore. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we,  the  duly  authorized  rcpresentativesof  over 
forty  (40)  Departments,  seven  thousand  (7,000)  Grand  Army  Posts,  and 
more  than  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  (425,000)  ex-soldiers 
and  sailors,  commdes  of  the  late  war,  in  National  Encampij^ent  assem- 
bled at  Boston,  Mass.,  this  month  of  August,  1890,  recognizing  the  very 
i^reat  desirability  of  the  establishment,  at  the  Capital  of  the  Nation,  of 
such  Memorial  Hall  as  mentioned,  in  which  our  comrades  in  everv 
portion  of  our  country  will  feel  and  take  a  deep '  interest,  and  fully  ap- 
preciating the  pre-eminent  fitness  of  our  comrades  at  the  Capital  having 
the  custody  of  that  spot  so  sacred  to  us  all,  where  Lincoln  fell,  most 
heartily  endorse  and  approve  the  action  of  the  Dapartmea  t  in  authoriz- 
ing, and  our  comrades  of  that  Department  in  organizing,  the  said 
Memorial  Hall  Association,  and  earnestly  urge  our  representatives  in 
Congress  to  leave  no  proper  effort  untried  to  secure  a  full  and  early 
compliance  with  the  rt'quest  of  our  comrades  as  set  forth  in  the  Memo- 
rial address  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Congi*ess 
nssemble<l,  and  dated  at  Washington,  D.  C,  25th  July,  1890. 

Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  concurred   in. 

Offered  by  Comrade  Distin,  of  Illinois: 

WiiEKKAs,  In  twenty -four  years  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
has  not  established  any  permanent  rei)ository  for  its  records,  trophies, 
and  mementoes,  nor  taken  any  steps  to  perpetuate  its  memory  or  pre- 
serve its  history,  and 

W HEUE AS,  The  organization  cjinnot  e.xist  longer  than  the  lives  of 
the  soldiers  of  the  Union. 

Therefore,  by  the  representatives  and  delegates  assembled  in  the 
Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, be  it 

JUsolred,  That  theie  shall  be  established  by  the  Order  a  Soldiers' 
Njitional  Memorial   Hall,  in  whieh  there  shall  be  stored  and  preserved 


the  official  records  of  the  Encampments,  Departments  and  Posts,  and 
the  tropbies  ol  the  war  wliicli  belong  to  organizations  and  individuals, 

lUnblBfd,  TIjat  in  order  to  create  a  fund  for  the  erection  and  pndon- 
dienl  of  siicli  a  aiructiire  ilio  anniuil  dues  of  tlio  members  of  tlie  Grand 
Artny  of  ihc  Republic  to  each  Post  shall  be  increased  twenty -five  ceals 
per  annum  for  three  years,  and  the  money  rained  by  such  Increase  of 
dues  l>e  placed  by  each  Post  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  appololcd  by  tlie 
Qrand  Encampment  for  the  purpose  aforesaid:  and 

Retolcfd.  That  as  Ihe  orgnnixatlon  of  Uie  Grand  Army  of  the 
Kepubllc  had  its  origin  at  the  city  of  DeCBlur,  In  the  Slate  of  Illinois. 
11  wnuld  appear  proper  and  appropriate  to  erect  such  Memorial  Hall  at 
that  place,  it  being  near  the  centra  of  population  and  easy  of  access 
fniin  all  poinie;  and 

Brinlt<d.  That  the  CommandcT' in-Chief  of  the  Qrand  Army  of  the 
Republic  be.  and  is  herehy,  inatrucled  to  appoint  a  Commtllee  on 
iteinorial  Hall,  whose  duty  il  shall  lie  M  complete  the  orgauiziilioij  of 
the  proper  corporation  under  Ihi'  laws  of  Illinois,  and  to  report  the 
plans  for  the  erection,  management  and  permnncnt  mainteuimce  of  such 
Memorial  Hall. 

Comrade  Palmek;  This  resolution  is  to  provide  for  a 
Memorial  Hall  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  the  birth-place  of  the 
Grand  Army  ;  but  it  also  asks  that  an  assessment  be  made 
upon  the  Posts  throughout  the  nation  to  raise  this  money. 
The  committee  are  opposed  to  that,  because  we  have  no 
power  to  make  those  assessments ;  but  we  have  recom- 
mended— the  committee  recommend — the  projected  erec- 
tion of  a  Memorial  Hall  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  the  birth- 
place of  the  Order,  and  suggest  voluntary  subscriptions 
for  the  erection  of  the  same.  I  want  to  say.  Commander, 
that  in  connection  with  this  resolution. there  are  seven 
Comrades  present  who  were  charter  members  of  the  first 
Post  of  the  Grand  Army  in  the  United  States. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred 
in.  and  Comrades  M.  F.  Kanan,  the  first  Post  Commander 
of  the  first  G.  A.  R.  Post  organized  in  the  United  States, 
and  G.  R.  Steele,  its  first  Adjutant,  were  called  to  the 
st^e.  and  greeted  with  cheers. 

Comrade  Blue,  of  Kansas :  Commander-in-Chief, 
there  wixy.  a  resolution   ijitrnduced  by  Comrade  Kiirst,  of 
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Illinois,  that  was  acted  upon  by  the  committee  in  my 
absence.  The  resolution  was  to  this  effect :  That  we  re- 
quest Congress  to  so  amend  the  Inter-State  Commerce 
law  as  to  permit  railroads  to  make  a  special  rate  for 
soldiers,  their  wives,  and  others  desiring  to  attend  En- 
campments, without  extending  that  rate  to  the  public  in 
general.  I  ask  to  have  the  resolution  re-read,  because  it 
seems  to  me  it  ought  to  be  adopted.  (The  resolution  was 
re-read.)  I  want  to  say  to  this  Encampment  that  we  did 
all  we  could  last  year  to  get  this  bill  passed.  Our  present 
honored  Commander-in-Chief  took  the  matter  in  hand, 
but  we  didn't  get  it  through.  I  asked  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners if  it  was  entirely  legal,  that  clause.  He  made 
an  examination,  and  informed  me  that  it  was.  I  move 
that  it  be  taken  from  the  table. 

Carried. 

Comrade  Palmer  :  Comrades,  I  said  in  that  connec- 
tion there  were  two  resolutions  of  the  same  tenor.  The 
one  was  that  we  should  request  our  members  in  Congress 
to  introduce  a  bill  permitting  the  carrying  of  comrades 
and  their  wives  and  children  to  state  and  national  en- 
campments at  any  rate  that  may  be  made,  without  the 
same  being  open  to  the  public.     The  other  one  was  : 

Renolved,  That  the  Commander  in-Chief  appoint  a  special  committee 
of  five  to  secure  such  amendments  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  law  as 
will  enable  the  railroads  of  the  United  States  and  their  Canadian  con- 
nections to  make  special  rates  for  soldiers  and  their  families  to  G.  A.  li. 
Encampments  and  return. 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  that  the  Encampment 
be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  :  I  wish  to  say  that  the  bill 
which  was  introduced  in  Congress  was  to  permit  railroads 
to  give  special  rates  to  Grand  Army  men  and  their  families 
to  attend  Encampments.     This  is  in  the  same  line. 

Comrade  O'Neall,  of  Ohio:  I  move  the  adoption 
of  the  last  resolution  read. 

Comrade  Brooks  seconded  the  motion. 
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Comrade  Wagner  :  Having  been  a  member  of  a 
committee  of  this  National  Encampment  for  many  years, 
whose  business  it  was  to  go  to  Washington,  I  know  what 
this  thing  costs  ;  and  having  just  elected  a  Commander- 
in-Chief  who  is  a  member  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce 
Commission,  I  think  we  might  as  well  authorize  the  offi- 
cers-elect to  do  this,  and  that  will  be  sufficient,  without 
putting  this  Encampment  to  hundreds  of  dollars  of 
expense.     I  move  to  amend  accordingly. 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Comrade  O'Neall. 

Comrade  Keifer  :  You  ought  to  go  farther,  and  say 
that  when  these  rates  are  extended,  they  shall  be  a  prohi- 
bition against  the  railroads  allowing  the  public  to  go  on 
those  rates  otherwise  you  will  have  just  what  we  have 
this  year,  and  just  what  we  ought  to  have.  There  will  be 
a  great  many  people  belonging  to  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  and  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army — all  these  people 
that  like  to  go — they  will  be  left  out  under  such  a  pro- 
vision as  your  resolution  seems  to  cover. 

CoMKADK  Brooks  :  No  doubt,  as  Comrade  Keifer 
has  suggested,  the  resolution  is  as  it  should  be.  If  the 
law  is  amended  so  that  the  railroads  may  make  their 
rates  for  Grand  Army  people  alone,  we  will  get  no  such 
rate  as  we  got  this  year  :  instead  of  getting  a  benefit,  wc 
will  get  a  damage.  Allow  them  the  privilege  of  includ- 
ing others,  and  don't  put  a  prohibition  on  their  saying 
that.  If  such  an  amendment  as  that  is  made  to  stand,  wc 
would  simply  have  to  pay  double  the  rate  we  got  this  year. 

Comrade  Miller,  of  New  York,  moved  that  the  entire 
subject  be  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  Encampment 
and  the  Council  of  Administration,  with  power  to  act. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Comrade  Collins,  of  Kansas,  appointed  upon  the  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  the  ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  was  relieved 
at  his  own  request. 
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The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions  was  resumed. 

Comrade  Palmer  :  There  is  a  bill  now  before  Con- 
gress, presented  by  Mr.  DeLano,  which  reads  as  follows. 
The  same  bill  was  also  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Sena- 
tor Hiscock: 

A  BILL 

To  exempt  vetenms  from  competitive  examinations  for  the  classified 

civil  service  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  erMcted  by  the  Semite  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  persons  who  are  in  the 
classified  civil  cervice  of  the  United  States,  and  who  are  honorably  dis- 
charged from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  promoted  in  such  service  without  being  subjected 
to  the  compulsory  competitive  examination  now  required  of  applicants 
for  promotion,  except  such  examination  as  may  be  required  by  the  ap- 
pointing power  to  test  the  fitness  of  the  applicant  for  promotion. 

The  committe  recommended  its  approval. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  unanimously  con- 
curred in. 

The  following  telegram  was  referred  to  the  committee: 

Birmingham,  Ala.,  Aug.  7,  1890. 
(ien.  W.  11.  Hunter,  Dep't  Commander,  G.  A.  li.  Alabama: 

The  Alabama  State  Troops,  three  regiments,  send  their  fraternal 
greetings  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  liepublic.  A  company  in  gray 
would  have  been  there  to  fraternize  with  the  blue,  had  we  had  notice  in 
time.

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Comrade  Reynolds,  of  Kentucky :  I  will  simply 
state  to  the  comrades  that  I  have  taken  a  great  deal  of 
pains  to  find  out  whether  this  comrade  was  ever  a  depart- 
ment commander.  I  have  had  the  records  of  the  National 
Encampment  at  my  disposal,  and  have  examined  them 
through  all  the  years,  and  his  name  does  not  appear  there 
as  ever  having  been  a  department  commander.  At  the 
time  he  claims  to  have  been  a  department  commander, 
had  he  presented  himself  here,  you  could  not  have  admit- 
ted him  to  your  floor,  because  the  department  was  not  in 
good  standing,  having  paid  no  dues  for  at  least  two  years, 
according  to  the  report  of  Comrade  Bcath.  The  gentle- 
man he  claims  was  his  QuarterM aster-General,  says  he 
never  was  his  Quarter-M aster-General:  he  was  Quarter- 
Master-General  for  two  years  under  H.  H,  Johnson.

Comrade  Reynolds  :  I  state  that  I  did  make  it  in  the 
state  encampment,  and  I  said  that  I  should  bring  the 
matter  up  here,  and  I  voted  against  it;  and  whoever  says 
it  was  passed  unanimously — 

Comrade  Erdman  :     Did  you  object  to  it  ? 

Comrade  Reynolds  ;     I  did,  and  voted  against  it. 

Comrade  Mack:  These  two  comrades  from  Kentucky 
disagree;  therefore  I  think  my  motion  is  proper,  to  refer 
it  to  the  incoming  Council  of  Administration,  with  power 
to  act. 

Comrade  Collins  :  May  I  be  heard  a  moment  ?  I 
am  the  party  most  interested  in  the  controversy.  I  will 
state  in  the  Department  of  Kentucky  at  that  time  we  had 
a  great  many  things  to  contend  with.  It  was  considered 
a  disgrace  to  be  a  Grand  Army  man.  The  man  who  came 
here  and  surreptitiously  filed  a  protest  this  morning  or 
last  night  against  me,  did  it  out  of  personal  enmity.  I 
will  say  this.  This  is  my  last  appearance  at  a  National 
Encampment  in  any  event.  I  ask  justice  at  your  hands. 
I  can  live  without  it;  but  as  a  soldier  having  a  clean 
record,  as  a  Grand  Army  man  at  a  time  when  it  took  a 
man  to  be  a  Grand  Army  man  in  Kentucky,  at  a  time 
when  you  lost  credit,  I  stood  out  for  my  comrades.  I 
have  only  this  one  thing  to  say:  that  all  the  requirements 
of  the  law  at  the  time  for  one  year  and  five  months  during 
my  incumbency,  were  strictly  complied  with.  That  the 
records  do  not  exist  is  not  my  fault;  it  is  merely  my  mis- 
fortune to-day.  We  could  not  keep  our  records,  we  could 
not  report  as  often  as  you  from  Pennsylvania  or  you  from 
New  York,  but  we  did  the  best  we  could  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. I  would  ask  that  justice,  and  only  justice  be 
done. 

Comrade  Bennett,  of  Illinois:  At  the  Denver  En- 
<:ampment  in  1883,  ^  committee  composed  of  some  of  the 


lest  men  in  this  encampment,  of  which  Comrade  Wagner 
was  chairman  and  John  A.  Logan  was  a  member,  reported 
a  set  of  rules  to  govern  comrades  applying  for  re-instate- 
ment.  Those  rules  have  not  been  complied  with  in  this 
case.  The  comrade  should  have  stated  where  he  had 
been  during  the  time  he  was  not  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  He  does  not  state  that  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  from  iS^t* 
until  1890,  when  he  makes  this  application.  He  does  not 
state  where  he  was,  whether  thtre  was  a  post  in  his 
vicinity. 

CoMKADE  Collins.  I  beg  your  pardon.  He  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  as  long  as  there  was  a  post 
—as  long  as  there  was  a  post  in  mj'  immediate  vicinity, 
within  ten  miles. 

Comrade,  Bennett:  There  were  posts  in  1881  in  the 
state  of  Kentucky,  which  were  attached  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Illinois. 

CoMKADE  Collins:  They  were  colored  posts.  At 
that  time  we  never  had  white  posts. 

Comrade  Bennett:  Why  didn't  you  organize  one? 
Why  didn't  you  go  somewhere  and  join  a  post?  And 
more  than  that,  why  did  you  not,  in  your  application,  state 
where  you  were  living  and  the  nearest  post,  as  required 
by  the  rules  of  the  Encampment? 

CoMKADE  Collins:  I  have  been  !ivin'„'  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  for  41  years. 

Comrade  Bennett:  We  have  adopted  a  set  of  rules, 
Thiisc  rules  are  plainly  published  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  encampment,  and  they  are  easily  complied  with.  If 
'he  comrade  can  bring  himself  within  their  provisions, 
why  does  he  not  do  so?  It  has  not  been  done  in  this 
case. 

Comrade  Mickii;,  of  Kentucky:  If  it  can  be  shown 
thw  he  was  a  Past  Commander  of  the  Department  of 
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Kentucky,  we  will  withdraw  all  objection.  There  never 
was  a  Department  of  Kentucky  in  '76;  that  is  the  reason 
we  object.  There  never  was  any  record  showing  that  fact. 

The  motion  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  inconiing  Coun- 
cil of  Administration,  with  power  to  act,  prevailed. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  were 
tabled : 

Whereas,  This  republic  has,  ever  since  its  foundation,  been  grateful 
to  its  defenders,  and  has  shown  that  gratitude  by  making  provisions  for 
t  lie  disabled  soldier,  the  widow  and  the  orphan. 

And  Whereas,  It  has  always  redeemed  its  obligations  to  those  who 
furnished  the  sinews  of  war,  in  the  shape  of  money  and  supplies  and 
pensions, 

Therefore,  We  respectfully  ask  Congress  to  remember  the  soldier 
was  promised  $13  (thirteen  dollars)  per  month  from  the  time  of  his  en- 
listment. He  was  paid  in  greenbacks  at  a  time  when  gold  was  the  cur- 
rency of  the  day,  and  was  at  a  premium. 

Tlierefore,  It  would  be  but  an  act  of  simple  justice  to  make  his  pay 
('(jual  to  thirteen  dollars  in  gold  at  that  time.  This  measure  should 
commond  itself  to  every  honorable,  fair-minded  American  citizen. 

It  would  bring  joy  to  many  a  poor  disabled  soldier  who  bared  his 
bosom  to  the  leaden  hail,  or  perhaps  to  his  widow  and  orphans. 

Nine,  ihcrafore.  Be  it  Resolced,  That  we  instruct  the  Committee  on 
Petitions  to  prepare  a  suitable  resolution  to  the  adjourned  session  of  the 
olst  Congress,  praying  for  such  an  enactment  as  will  bring  an  equaliza- 
tion of  their  pay  equal  to  the  gold  standard  of  each  pay  day. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  announced  that  it  had 
a  minority  and  a  majority  report  on  the  question  of  pen- 
sions; whereupon  it  was  moved  and  carried,  that  after  the 
reading  of  the  two  reports,  each  side  should  have  thirty 
minutes  in  which  to  disciuss  the  question  of  the  adoption 
of  one  or  the  other,  and  that  the  time  should  be  dis- 
tributed by  Comrades  Palmer  and  Hovey,  respectively. 

Comrade  Palmer  read  the  report  of  a  majority  of  the 
Committee,  which  was  as  follows:

Httnltt,  That  while  we  wilt  carefully  n'iiU:h  and  diligentty  urge  that 
nil  proper  pruvision  sliall  be  made  and  continued  for  ciur  wounded,  dis- 
aliM  and  helpless  comnLdes,  it  is  nut  couHtsteni  wilb  the  dignity  of  tliis 
tirgitniuiiion,  or  ils  high  and  pntriotic  aims,  tn  tnke  part  in  asking  for 
Icgislatiou  looking  to  the  graDiing  of  a  pension,  by  wliieb  every  mcin- 
ber  afthis  orgimixation  slinll  l)u  pliuxxl  upon  the  pension  rollforservue 
merely. 

Comrade   Hovey.  of  Indiana,  read  tin:  report   nf  ihc  ' 
minority  of  the  committee,  which  was  as  follows  ; 

CaiiMAKDKn'iN'CiiiKP; — The  undersigned  minority  of  ibe  Com- 
mitlee  on  Resolutions  beg  leave  lu  mnke  tlie  following.repori 

Jiaalwd,  That  wbile  we  are  IbankfTit  for  l.lic  aid  given  to  our  Uelp 
leM  comrades  and  llieir  widows  by  the  prvHent  Congress,  in  the  |>asBngu 
of  what  is  cnlk'd  the  Uieikbilily  Pension  Bill,  they  Imve  failed  lo  eomply 
»ilb  the  request  of  tbe  Grand  Army  or  the  Kepuhlie.  at  Ibcir  Twenty- 
Aeeond  National  Bocnmpment.  iit  Cotumbus,  O..  and  re-alHrined  nt  the 
Twenty -Third  Nalional  Encampment  nt  llilwniikee.  Wis.,  anil  also 
liavc  failed  to  comply  with  ibo  resolutions  of  Oraixl  Army  Posts,  and 
Jietllions  representing  thousands  of  vclenuis  in  every  loyal  sliilo  of  the 
Union,  asking  for  tbe  passage  of  n  Hervie<^  (tension  bill,  and  wc  Ihen'- 
taiv  re-atHnn  and  endorse  the  resolutions  passed  ut  the  National  Eii- 
enDpntents  ui  Columbus  and  Alitwuukec.  anil  the  ivelitlons  of  Post*  ask- 
ing for  tbe  passage  of  a  service  pension  bill. 
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Third :  Because  such  a  bill  was  passed  in  behalf  of  the  soldiers  of 
the  Mexican  and  Indian  wars. 

Fourth :  Because  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  declared  for  the 
passage  of  such  a  bill  at  the  National  Encampment  held  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  in  1888. 

Fifth :  Because  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  declared  for  the 
passage  of  such  a  bill  at  the  National  Encampment  held  at  Milwaukee, 
Wis.,  in  1889. 

Sixth :  Because  the  Grand  Army  Posts  of  %very  loyal  state  and 
territory  of  the  Union  have  petitioned  the  present  Congress  for  the 
passage  of  such  a  measure. 

Seventh :  Because  the  Government,  with  her  immense  revenue,  is 
now  amply  able  to  pay  such  pensions  without  hurt  or  injury  to  our 
tinancial  affairs. 

Eighth :  Because  the  payment  of  such  pensions  will  relieve  the 
present  tinancial  depression  of  the  country  and  awaken  a  patriotism  and 
I)rosperity  such  as  no  other  means  can  bring  forth. 

Ninth :  Because  the  soldiers  were  paid  for  their  services  in  a  de- 
preciated money,  while  the  bond-holders  were  paid  in  money  good  as 


gold. 


TenUi :  Because  only  by  the  passage  of  such  a  measure  can  justice 
be  done  the  saviors  of  our  Republic. 

Eleventh :  Because  160  acres  of  land  has  heretofore  been  promised 
every  soldier  of  the  Union,  and  this  promise  has  not  been  fulfilled. 

Twelfth :  Bepause  this  promise,  with  the  promise  of  payment  in 
money  good  as  gold,  and  the  pensioning  of  all  soldiers  has  been  made 
from  the  beginning  of  the  war  to  its  close,  by  the  orator  in  the  pulpit 
and  the  forum. 

Thirteenth  :  Because  the  United  States  is  now  the  greatest  country 
on  the  globe  in  her  financial  ability  and  resources,  and  it  is  no  time  to 
assert  that  she  is  unable  to  meet  expenditures  which  would  not  now  be 
felt. 

Fourteenth :  We  declare  that  the  simple  taxation  heretofore  made 
on  whiskey  and  tobacco  would  be  more  than  suflftcient  now  to  pay  every 
demand  of  a  service  pension. 

fifteenth:  And  lastly,  because  no  government  Ci\n  afford  to 
violate  directly  or  indirectly  any  promise  that  it  has  made  to  men  who

CoMKADE  Gibson,  of  Ohio:  Conintander-m-Chief  and 
Comrades:— \X.  is  but  little  over  twenty-nme  years 
since  conspirators  in  the  National  capitol  were 
casting  lots  upon  the  seamless  garment  of  the 
Republic;  a  little  over  twenty-nine  years  since  the 
bombardment  of  Sumter  called  the  Nation  to  arms;  but 
tittle  over  twenty-nine  years  since  this  Republic  was 
divided  by  force,  and  stars  were  pulled  from  the  national 
escutcheon.  It  is  but  little  over  twenty-nine  years  since 
this  nation  had  neither  government,  nor  credit,  nor  money. 
To-day  she  has  forty-four  stars  upon  her  banner;  she  has 
better  credit  than  any  nation  on  the  face  of  earth;  she 
has  more  money.  Who  docs  she  owe  for  this  jjrand  tri- 
umph? (Voice:  "The  soldier".)  I  say  so;  she  owes  it 
to  the  men  who  fought.  We  took  this  nation  without 
money,  without  credit  and  divided.  We  fought  the  battle 
on  a  promissory  note,  and  shed  our  blood  to  endorse  that 
note  and  make  it  good.

1 
Now,  in  God's  name,  shan't  we  put  them  upon  the  roll  of  I 
honor?  It  isn't  a  disgrace  to  be  a  pensioner;  it  is  an  hono 
it  is  the  proudest  honor  a  man  can  possess,  to  say  that  he 
followed  the  old  flag;  that  he  tendered  his  life  and  shed 
his  blood  that  this  nation  might  live — live  through   the 
ages.     1  want  every  soldier  that  carried  the  musket  for 
one  hundred  days  put  upon  the  pension  roll;  and  unless 
it  is  done,  this  government  will  fail  in  doing  what  is  right. 
Now  comrades,  I  am  opposed  to  backing  down.     That  i: 
my  idea,  and  let  us  stick  to  it.  and  fight  it  through  to  thel 
death— as  we  have  in  two  preceding  encampments. 

Comrade  HANtiAtK,  of  Kansas  :  I  am  from  Kansas,  | 
where  we  have  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousj 
men,  coming  from  every  state  of  this  Union,  black  and'| 
white,  who  followed  the  flag  of  their  country  to  victory. 
They  are  men  who  carried  arms,  and  battled  for  these  \ 
rights.  1  but  voice  the  sentiment  of  that  great  strong  J 
loyal  body  of  men,  when  I  say  that  it  is  with  pleasured 
that  I  speak  for  them,  and  ask  you,  my  comrades,  to  votei 
for  the  report  submitted  by  the  minority.  I  say  to  youtij 
it  is  not  a  question  of  dignity;  it  is  a  question  of  recogni-' 
tion.  1  want  that  certificate  of  pension  hanging  upon  thel 
wall  of  my  house.  I  want  it  as  an  evidence  of  my  patriotic  .1 
endeavor;  and  I  say  that  this  Encampment  will  not  rise  up  ' 
lo  the  full  majesty  of  its  duty  to  those  dead  and  gone;  to   i 


bononng  t 
living,  broken  though  they  may  be  in  health,  until  the  gov- 
icnt  shall  give  to  every  man  who  with  uplifted  hand 
swore  to  protect  the  flag,  and  with  his  life-blood  did  pro- 
tect it,  or  with  his  life  or  by  his  valor  led  it  to  heights  of 
victory,  a  pension  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  land,  So  I 
appeal  to  you.  my  comrades,  ip  the  siame  of  the  associa- 
tions of  the  past,  by  that  spirit  of  comradeship  that 
dwells  within  all  our  hearts— in  yours  and  all  of  us--toward 
those  that  followed  the  flag^I  appeal  to  you  tu  give  to 
Congress  your  testimonial  in  favor  of  a  service  pension, 
or  of  a  pension  directed  to  every  man  who  loyally  an<l 
faithfully  followed  the  flag. 

CoMK.M>E     Stormont.    of     Indiana  : 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  of  tfit  Nntiotial  Eti- 
i-ampmtut:-  After  all  that  has  been  said  and  all  that 
has  been  written  upon  this  question  of  service  pen- 
sions, about  which  we  are  discussing  now  by  this  resolu- 
tion, it  seems  hardly  necessary  that  I  should  attempt  in 
the  few  minutes  allotted  me  to  try  to  say  anything  t<i 
strengthen  the  argument  that  has  been  advanced  in  favor 
this  just  measure.  Hut  I  want  to  comt.  here  to  voice  the 
sentiment  of  the  department  that  I  have  the  honor  this 
year  to  stand  at  the  head  of — the  Department  of  Indiana. 
I  desire  to  say  on  behalf  of  the  comrades — seventy-five 
thousand  soldiers  who  arc  left  remaining  of  that  grand  ' 
army  that  came  at  the  call  of  that  grand  war  governor, 
Oliver  P.  Morton— I  merely  want  to  voice  the  sentiment 
of  thOHe  soldiers  when  I  say  that  they  are  as  near  united 
upon  that  as  is  possible  for  that  many  comrades  or  that 
many  men  to  be  united  on  any  subject.  We  have  for  A 
several  years  had  this  matter  before  us  in  our  department 
uncampmcnts.  Hvery  year  we  have  had  a  growing  senti- 
ment that  is  now  practically  unanimous.  Our  position 
ia  not  so  much  in  favor  of  any  one  bill,  but  it  is  in  favor  1 
o(  this  measure;  that  cver>'  man's  honorable  discharge 
sball  be  his  pension  certificate.     We  don't  want  our  com- 


rades  to  go  and  ask  for  it  in  the  name  of  charity;  we  don't 
want  this  to  be  given  to  them  in  the  name  of  charity;  but 
we  want  it  because  it  is  their  just  right,  and  we  want  it 
because  they  have  earned  it,  and  because  the  countrj' 
owes  it  to  them.  Wc  hear  sometimes  the  discussion  of 
the  question,  how  much  will  it  cost?  and  I  want  to  say.  so 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  it  is  not  that  question,  it  is  not  a 
question  of  what  we  can  afford  to  do,  but  it  is  a  question 
of  what  we  ought  to  do  for  those  who  wore  the  blue,  and' 
who  stood  up  ill  defense  of  the  country  when  her  life  was 
in  danger.  Taking  the  precedents  that  have  been  set  for 
us  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  between  that  and  the  war 
of  1S12  1  believe  there  was  a  lapse  of  about  fifty-six  years. 
and  after  that  probably  about  forty  years;  and  using  that 
same  ratio,  and  the  shortened  interval  between  them,  and 
the  time  has  now  fully  come  when  Congress  ought  to  see 
that  every  man  who  served  in  the  army  of  the  Union,  and 
who  received  an  honorable  discharge,  should  be  put  upon 
the  pension  rolls  for  life.  And  then  there  is  another 
question,  another  point,  I  want  to  make.  We  had  some- 
thing said  here  this  morning  about  the  matter  of  Past  De- 
partment Commanders.  It  was  objected  to  them  frerj- 
largely  by  those  who  are  in  favor  of  eliminating  them 
from  our  Encampment,  that  they  didn't  represent  the  De- 
partments from  which  they  came;  and  one  of  the  reasons 
that  might  be  urged  is,  that  sometimes  they  come  here 
and  expres.";  sentiments  of  their  own.  But  I  want  to  say 
that  I  know  what  is  the  sentiment  of  our  state,  and  I  think 
1  know  what  is  the  sentiment  of  every  part  of  the  state — 
of  those  soldiers  who  live  in  it;  and,  as  I  said  a  while  ago,  it 
is  as  nearly  practically  unanimous  in  favor  ofthis  as  it  is  pos- 
sible to  be.  At  Columbus  we  passed  a  resolution  in  favor 
of  granting  to  every  soldier  a  service  pension.  At  Mil- 
waukee that  resolution  was  endorsed;  and  now  it  is  asked 
by  the  committee  who  bring  in  this  majority  report  that 
this  grand  National  Encampment  shall  make  a  retreat. 
So  far  as  we  in  the  Department  of  Indiana  are  concerned. 
while  it  was  said  in  one  of  the  wars  some  time  ago  that 
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one  Indiana  regiment  did  retreat,  yet  in  the  war  for  the 
Union,  the  war  that  we  stand  here  as  survivors  of  and  the 
representatives  of  those  who  took  part  in  it.  Indiana  didn't 
know  what  the  word  retreat  meant.  And  on  this  question 
of  service  pension,  we  stand  here  in  favor  of  holding  our 
ground  instead  of  retreating.  We  want  to  make  an  ad- 
vance and  go  forward  in  the  interest  of  our  comrades  who 
are  needing  and  ought  to  have  this  pension.  I  thank 
comrades,  for  your  attention. 

CoMKADE  Clark,  of  Illinois: 

Comrades — As  a  member  of  this  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions 1  signed  in  my  individual  capacity  as  such  member  the 
minority  report.  We  have  had  no  conference  in 
Illinoi-i  on  the  subject,  and  what  I  say,  I  say  upon  my 
own  responsibility  as  an  individual  membet  of  this  En- 
campment, I  come  from  Illinois,  the  birth-place  of  this, 
the  grandest  organization  that  has  been  known  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  I  come  from  the  home  of  our 
martyred  president,  Abraham  Lincoln;  from  the  home  of 
the  great  and  silent  soldier,  Ulysses  S.  Grant;  and  from 
the  Rome  of  our  eloquent  and  beloved  black  eagle,  John 
A.  Lojjan.  whose  eloquent  voice  upon  the  field  of  battle 
was  a  cry  to  victory,  as  he  led  his  troops  into  the 
line  of  the  enemy  with  a  cry.  "  Follow  me!  "  And  whose 
voice  in  the  United  States  Senate  was  always  upon  the 
side  of  the  private  soldier  of  the  Union  army.  I  feel  not  ] 
for  the  officers  of  the  army;  they  received  pay:  they  re- 
ceived emoluments,  and  monuments  have  been  erected 
to  them.  While  I  would  not  take  one  grain  from  any 
monument  erecied  to  the  heroism  of  any  general  or  com- 
missioned officer,  but  I  would  above  the  highest  pinnacle, 
rear  one  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  private  soldier  of  ' 
the  Union  army.  It  is  said  that  we  ask  this  in  charity. 
Never  !  It  is  a  matter  of  right  and  of  justice,  based  upon 
the  precedents  of  every  civilized  nation;  based,  as  has 
been  read  to  you,  upon  the  precedent  established  in  our 
i>wii   country,   from   the  Revolutionary  War  down   until  ^ 
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1861,  there  has  been  a  general  pension  law.  Lands  have 
been  given  to  soldiers.  The  pay  has  been  made  in  gold. 
We  have. placed  this  upon  the  ground  of  charity;  and  until 
we  take  the  stand  that  it  is  right,  that  it  is  just,  that  it  is 
honest,  we  cannot  expect  to  succeed.  It  is  said  that  we 
are  unable  to  pay  it.  This  government  of  ours,  that  could, 
after  the  war  was  over,  call  upon  Great  Britain  to  load 
into  her  own  steamers  and  bring  over  to  this  country  fif- 
teen and  a  half  millions  of  British  gold  for  depredations 
made  by  privateers  constructed  in  British  waters,  and 
pour  it  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  has  the 
power  to  do  justice  by  the  soldiers  of  the  country.  It  is 
a  sad  thing  to  be  poor.  A  man  can  stop  and  say,  **  I 
pity,"  but  that  don't  pay  any  debts  of  gratitude.  It  is  the 
helping  hand  that  gives  a  pity.  It  is  the  poor  nlan  in  his 
struggle  for  Jife  that  asks  us  now  that  we  should  recollect 
him.  And  he  is  entitled  to  it.  As  a  private  soldier  who 
carried  a  knapsack  1,400  miles,  and  laid  21  days  upon  a 
battle  field,  and  that  for  my  country,  I  ask  in  the  name  of 
the  private  soldier  and  the  poor  man,  that  this  justice 
shall  be  done.  While  in  the  armies  spending  our  days, 
the  day  of  prosperity  was  everywhere,  and  everybody  w  as 
making  money  except  the  poor  soldier.  And  it  is  no 
wonder  that  we  say  the  "poor  soldier"  to-day.  They  are 
our  wards.  This  National  Encampment  has  taken  this 
subject  up,  and  it  should  either  stand  by  it  or  back  down; 
but  for  one,  I  propose  to  stand  by  the  propositions  we  have 
always  demanded. 

Comrade  Ketcham,  of  Indiana: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — From  1861  to  1865 
there  was  a  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  engaged  in 
writing  history.  It  wrote  history  every  hour  of  the  day 
and  every  hour  of  the  night.  And  that  history  that  it 
wrote  in  blood;  that  history  that  it  wrote  in  story;  that 
history  that  it  wrote  in  suffering,  will  go  sownding  down 
the  ages.  It  will  live  in  song  and  story;  and  our  children 
and  our  children's  children  to  the  remotest  generation,  will 


read  how  well  they  kept  the  faith  in  the  brave  days  of  old. 
But   it  is  not  alone  upon  the  battle  fields;  not  in  loss  of  1 
blood  with  lines  of  fire  that  the  history  of  the  nation  is  1 
written.     Vou  read  the  history  in  a  nation's  life,  in  its 
times  of  peace,  in  times  of  prosperity.     A  nation  makes  J 
history  that  lives  jast  as  long,  and  just  as  much  history,  as 
the  history  that  is  written  upon  the  battle  field.     And  for  | 
24  years,  and  to-day,  this  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
writing  a  history  that  will  live  so  long  as  time  shall  1 
The    future   historian   cannot    write   the   history   of   1 
country  and  leave  out  the  Grand  Army  of  the   Republic  I 
as  it  exists  to-day.     1  beg  you.  my  comrades,  to  lay  along 
sidi;  the  history  of  the  old  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
going  out  to  fight,  going  out  to  die,  going  out   without 
promise,  going  out  without  hope  of  reward,  except  that 
the  nation  might  live,  and  that  the  stars  should  remain 
upon  t(ic  banner  and  the  stripes  be  not  taken  out  of  the 
history  of  the  nation — ^and  lay  it  alongside  that  of  an  or- 
gani^tation   that   is    demanding   recognition,   and    to   be  ' 
placed  upon  a  roll  of  honor  that  consists  of  dollars  and   ' 
cents:  and  in  a  hundred  years  from  now,  think  you  that  | 
the  decendants  of  those  who  fell  at  Gettysburg,  and  in  the   , 
Wilderness,  and  at  Chickamauga,  will  not  think  more  of 
that  history  than  of  the  htstorj-  tnat  is  altempled  to  be  ] 
written  to-day,

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to-day  is  that  giant. 
Following  the   lead  of  of  the   450.000   members  of   the  '] 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  .S00.000  members  of  the 
old  army  will  demand  it  at  the  hands  of  this  government; 
and  between  the  parties  they  can,  if  they  so  demand,  get  ! 
whatever  they   want.     But  a  gift  tliat  is  the   result  of  a  j 
hand  upon  the  throat  or  of  a  revolver  in  the  face,  or  the  I 
united  demand  of  twelve  hundred  thousand  men,  is  not  a.  \ 
credit  to  the  receiver,  and   it  is  a  disgrace  to  the  giver. 
My  friend  says. "  We  want  not  dignity;  we  want  recog-  J 


nition. "  In  a  library  in  Indiana  there 
charge  from  the  old  army.  There  is  hung  up  the  musket 
and  the  sword:  and  I  want  my  boy  to  grow  up  and  love 
that  musket,  and  love  that  sword,  and  love  that  discharge, 
and  honor  the  father  to  whom  they  belonged.  The  man 
or  the  boy  whose  lips  in  '6i  were  touched  with  the  glow 
of  self-sacrifice  and  courage  from  the  altar  of  patriotism, 
and  whose  heart,  responding  to  that  contact,  tlamed  into 
life  and  offered  all  he  had  to  give  to  the  nation,  and  re- 
turned home  sound  in  limb,  sound  in  body,  is  to-day  a 
better  man  than  if  he  had  denied  the  call  and  stayed  at 
home.  And  he  has  his  reward.  Gen.  Gibson  wants  to 
know  who  got  the  benefit  of  it.  I  answer  him  that  Gen. 
Gibson  got  the  benefit  of  it:  I  got  the  benefit  of  it; 
every  member  of  this  Encampment  got  the  benefit  of  it; 
and  every  member  of  this  Encampment  thanks  God  that 
he  had  the  opportunity  to  give  to  the  country  what  service 
he  had  the  chance  to  give.  And  there  is  no  power  upon 
earth  that  could  induce  any  man  in  this  Encampment  to 
surrender,  to  forego,  to  obliterate  the  memory  of  the  acts 
that  we  have,  under  God's  grace,  been  permitted  to  ac- 
complish upon  the  battle  field.  Comrades,  don't  let  us 
tarnish  the  record  of  our  past  lives.  Let  us  lift  high  the 
banner  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  so  that  our 
children,  and  other  children,  and  strangers  will  rect^uize 
that  the  spirit  of  patriotism  that  existed  in  '6i  is  still 
abroad  in  the  land:  that  it  was  not  for  self-seeking  then, 
nor  is  it  aught  of  self-seeking  now;  but  that  the  patriot- 
ism that  was  awakened  then  still  flows  in  the  blood  of; 
every  member  of  the  Grand  Army. 

Comrade  Bennett,  of  Illinois: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  : — I  quarrel  v 
comrade,  I  quarrel  with  no  veteran  soldier,  as  to  his  I 
opinion  upon  this  service  pension  question.  I  will  let] 
every  man  in  his  individual  capacity,  be  he  citizen  orj 
soldier,  have  any  opinion  that  he  chooses,  and  express  'tt\ 
at  any  time  that  he  chooses,  if  the  time  selected  is  one  ii^

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which  he  expresses  only  his  individual  opinion,  or  the 
time  selected  and  the  place  selected  are  where  he  has  | 
been  sent  to  express  an  opinion  for  others.  This  U 
Grand  Army  Encampment.  Whatever  expression  goes 
from  this  Encampment,  goes  as  the  expression  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  We  sit  here  as  members 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  our  action  is  as  | 
members  of  the  Grand  Army.  The  question  is,  is  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  such  a  body  as  ought  to  * 
express  any  opinion  at  all  upon  this  question?  What  is  | 
it?    What  was  it  organized  for?     Now  let  me  read  :

Not  one  word  in  regard  to  anything  farther.  The  ad- 
vocacy of  the  Dependent  Pension  Bill,  or  of  the  Disa- 
bility Pension  Hill,  was  justified  by  the  words  which  I 
have  just  read :  "To  a.ssist  such  former  comrades  in  arms  ' 
as  need  help."  Beyond  that,  I  say,  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  as  a  body  cannot  and  should  not  go.  There 
are  men  in  this  Order  who  joined  it  long  before 
it  commenced  to  discnss  the  question  of  pensions. 
Thej'  joined  it  with  the  understanding  that  they 
were  joining  it  to  carry  out  the  objects  as  I  have  just 
read  them,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  comrade  who 
has  preceded  me  has  shown  you  the  evil  effects  of  going 
any  farther;  he  has  shown  you  the  odium  which  possibly 
may  come  upon  the  veteran  .soldier,  if  he  goes  farther 
than  that,  and  turns  himself,  and  turns  the  organization 
lo  which  he  belong-s,  into  a  club  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pelling the  people  of  the  United  States  to  grant  him  that 
for  which  as  an  organization  he  ought  not  to  ask.  Now, 
comrades,  I  know,  I  know  personally,  that  there  many 
comrades  who  are  on  the  point  of  withdrawing  from  the  ] 
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Order  for  this  ver>-  reason,  that  they  think  it  is  becoraing^ 
obnoxious  to  a  great  portion  of  the  people  of  this  country 
by  reason  of  its  advocacy  of  a  ser\ice  pension.  ( Voice : 
'*Let  them  go." )  No,  sir;  we  don't  want  to  let  them  go, 
because  they  are  the  best  men  in  the  Order — the  ver>'  best 
men.  I  tell  you,  comrades,  that  your  reputation  is  made 
by  your  enemies,  if  it  is  not  a  good  one;  and  any  com- 
rade in  this  Encampment,  or  any  man  in  this  community, 
or  any  other,  who  has  a  bad  reputation  in  the  communit>% 
it  was  not  made  bv  his  friends.  The  enemies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  are  many,  and  they  are  powerful 
and  strong,  and  if  you  give  them  a  chance,  they  i^ill  make 
for  you  a  bad  reputation.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  to  be  an  order  with  which  the 
whole  people  are  in  sympathy.  And  we  can  just  as  well 
be  as  not,  comrades. 

Comrade  Dowling,  of  Ohio:  Ninet\'  per  cent,  of 
them  are  now. 

CoMR.\DE  Bexxett:  Let  us  exercise  a  little  policy 
about  this  matter.  We  shall  find  that  we  are  manifestlv 
stronger  before  the  whole  f>eople  of  the  United  States,  by 
not  advocating  the  service  pension,  than  we  will  be  if  we 
do  advocate  it. 

Another  point:  This  matter  is  in  politics;  there  isn't 
any  question  about  it.  There  was  a  plank  in  the  platform 
of  the  National  Republican  Convention  of  1884  on  this 
subject  of  the  countn's  obligation  to  the  soldier.  It  was 
put  there  in  my  language  exactly,  by  the  Hon.  Clark  E. 
Carr,  a  member  of  the  committee  on  platform.  The  pension 
question  was  in  the  Republican  platform  of  1S88.  It  has 
been  in  almost  ever\-  state  platform  for  several  years,  and 
it  was  stated  to  be  one  of  the  prominent  political  ques- 
tions before  the  people  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Carlisle,  in  an 
article  in  the  North  American  Review.  I  tell  vou,  com- 
rades.  it  is  an  cxceedinirlv  danj::[^erou>  thini]^  to  introduce 
into  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  and  more  than 
that.  1  don't  think  it  is  at  all  necessarx*.    There  are  plenty 


Commander-in-Chief:  I  echo  the  sentiment  of  our 
comrade  who  just  sat  down,  in  the  feeling  that 
he  quarreled  with  no  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  for  any  opinion  he  might  hold  on  this  entire 
question.  1  stand  before  you,  however  with  some  diffi- 
dence, because  I  am  a  pensioner  myself.  I  stand  before 
you  as  a  member  of  this  organization  since  1866;  and  I 
believe  I  have  done  what  laid  within  my  power  for  the  ben- 
efit of  my  comrades.  I  would  notarise  now,  did  I  not  feel 
impelled  to  do  so  because  of  my  love  for  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  for  the  reputation  that  it  has.  I  be- 
fieve  the  loyal  people,  my  comrades,  do  appreciate  the 
valor  and  endurance  of  the  old  army  of  the  Union.  They 
did  love  the  memory  of  the  dead,  and  they  now  love  the 
living.  The  old  Union  soldier  sits  in  the  warmest  corner 
of  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the  United  States.  But  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  my  good  friends,  know  that 
money  cannot  pay  you  nor  pay  any  soldier  for  any  service 
at  the  front.  The  people  of  the  United  States  for  15  or 
20  years,  since  these  pension  questions  have  been  before 
them,  have  been  a  unit  upon  this  one  platform.  When- 
ever any  soldier  of  the  Union  army  shall  fall  into  disability 
and  need,  then  the  public  treasury  shall  give  him'  help. 
And  lo-day,  Mr.  Commander,  we  stand  before  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  grateful  to  them  for  the  legislation 
which  has  just  been  enacted  into  law  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States.  Now,  my  good  friends  and  comrades,  if 
there  is  a  man  who  was  a  Union  soldier  living  lo-day,  wHofJ 
by  any  possibility  shall  be  disabled,  or  by  any  possibilit/i 
shall  become  infirm,  or  fail,  or  be  stricken  down  with  any 
sort  of  disease  that  necessarily  results  Jn  disabling  him'] 


I 
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from  manual  labor,  that  man  can  walk  up  to  the  pension 
office  and  put  in  his  claim,  and  he  will  be  aided  by  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  To  all  men  who  need 
help,  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  now  granted 
help.  And  I  tell  you,  my  friends — and  I  tell  you  it  because 
I  know  it — that  the  very  extreme  of  liberality  has  been 
reached  that  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  one  man  in  a 
hundred  in  the  United  States  of  America — not  the  ones 
that  don't  love  you  and  the  ones  against  whom  you  fought, 
not  a  bit  of  it;  but  public  opinion  everywhere — and  I  as- 
sert it  confidently — everywhere  among  our  friends— not 
our  enemies^friends  of  the  cause  for  which  you  fought; 
friends  of  yours,  and  your  friends  for  the  last  25  years — 
public  opinion  everywhere  is  almost  unanimously  opposed 
to  granting  a  pension  to  an  able-bodied  man  as  a  service 
pension.  But  public  opinion  everywhere  says  that  any 
man  who  falls  into  disability  shall  be  aided,  and  ought  to 
be  aided,  by  the  United  States  government.  I  ask  you 
here,  comrades,  is  it  right,  or  policy,  or  proper,  or  wise  to 
go  one  single  step  farther  now? 

Comrade  Dowling,  of  Ohio:  We  think  it  is.  Two 
National  Encampments  have  said  so.  Let  us  have  this  or 
none  at  all. 

Comrade  Fairchild:  We  are  not  talking  in  bad 
temper  here,  any  one  of  us.  Is  it  wise  for  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  speaking  for  the  veterans  every- 
where— 800,000  outside  the  members  of  this  order — to 
ask  the  people  of  the  United  States,  upon  the  heels  of  the 
passage  of  that  liberal  disability  bill,  to  go  now  any 
farther?  My  comrades,  as  an  older  man  than  most  of 
you,  as  old  a  Grand  Army  man  as  any  of  you,  I  give  you 
my  advice,  whether  it  does  any  good  or  not.  Let  us  see 
what  this  bill  will  do;  let  us  seethe  effect  of  this  disability 
bill.  It  will  put  upon  the  rolls  of  the  nation  every  single 
soldier  that  needs  help.  Let  us  see  how  far  that  goes. 
We  are  wise  to  stop  right  here  and  wait — (Here  the 
hammer  fell. )

Comrade  Rea,  of  Minnesota:      1  just  wish  to  speak  foi 
three  minutes  only;  and  I  want  in  the  outset  to  say,  being^ 
one  of  the  young  men  of  the  Grand  Army,  1  hope  to  live  tcri 
have  a  pension  certificate^a  service  pension  certificatea 
but  1  expect  to  have  it  as  the   free  gift  of  the  Americaifi 
people,  and  not  as  any  result  of  any  demand  I  make  myA 
self.      I   want   to-day   to   go   on   record   as   against   theT 
minority  report.     1   want   to  do  so,   comrades,   because  1 
believe  the  great  loyal  heart  of  America  beats  to-day  ill 
living  sympathy  with  you;  and  I  believe,  comrades,  that 
the  passage  of  that  resolution  puts  you  in  direct  antag- 
onism with  those  people.     You  go  out  before  the  world 
demanding  something  that  by  the  very  terms  of  the  de- J 
mand   you    indicate   that   the    people    of    this    countr/ifl 
are  not  willing  to  give  you.     This  Congress  has  passed) 
an  act  which   will    put  400.000   of  your  comrades  upool 
the   pension  rolls.

I  say  to  you.  stand-J 
ing  here   to-day,   by   the   memoiy  of  the  hundreds 
thousands  of  your  comrades  that  died  in  battle,  whenyoi 
stand  here  under  the  shadow  of  Bunker  Hill  monument^ 
and  say  that  you    have  earned  in  addition  to  what  youl 
got,  the  pitiful  sum  of  Si  2  a  month,  you  belittle  yourself, 
and  you  put  a  crown  of  thorns  on  the  brows  of  the  mar- 
tyred comrades  that  fell  in  the  fight.     Let  us  act  with  de- 
liberation, remembering  this,  that  a  position  which  you  a 
fiiimc  deliberately,  after  due  consideration,  is  one  by  whichi 
you  can  stand  and  one  which  you  can  defend.     And  don'ffl 
you  for  one  moment  entertain  the  idea  that  the  loyal  pco^ 
pie  of  this  country  are  not  disposed  to  be  just  to  the  .soldierJ 
I  tell  you  they  arc.    And  the  day  will  come  just  as  earljq 
as  it  did  for  the  Revolutionary  soldiers— and  earlier,  to( 
^when  every  man  who  wore  the  blue  will  have  his 
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sion  certificate .  And  it  will  come,  not  as  the  result  of  a 
threat,  not  as  the  result  of  an  organized  demand;  but  it 
will  come  as  the  spontaneous  gift  of  this  grand  republic, 
and  then  you  can  feel  proud  of  it  Your  children  and 
your  children's  children  can  point  to  it  as  a  certificate  of 
your  serv'ice,  and  of  the  fact  that  your  services  were 
recognized  by  the  people  of  this  country,  because  they 
appreciated  your  services,  not  because  you  demanded  it. 

Comrade  Burdett,  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac: 

Coviniafider  afid  Comrades: — About  everything  has  been 
said  that  there  is  in  this  question,  and  I  guess  the  only 
assistance  I  can  be  to  you  in  its  further  elucidation  will 
be  to  endeavor  in  some  short  way  to  get  myself  and  your- 
self to  the  facts — to  the  actual  question.  I  have  never 
yet  been  in  an  assembly  of  old  soldiers,  who,  when  they 
understood  the  facts  as  they  were,  their  own  rights  as  they 
are,  and  the  duties  which  are  imposed  upon  them  by 
patriotism,  didn't  go  the  right  way.  Beyond  all  question, 
there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  among  a  good  many  of  us 
upon  this  question.  That  on  each  side  there  is  the  utmost 
honesty  of  purpose  no  man  ought  to  permit  himself  to 
doubt  for  one  moment.  But  one  side  is  right,  the  other 
side  is  wrong,  and  if  we  can  and  will  fix  the  question  as 
it  is,  we  can  find  out  who  is  wrong  and  who  is  right. 
Now,  comrades,  to  state  the  situation  as  it  is.  Most 
happily  for  us  at  this  time,  this  question  is  divorced  of 
all  side  issues  whatsoever.  Heretofore,  comrades  who 
have  pleaded  for  service  pension  have  been  able  to  say 
that  there  were  tens  of  thousands  of  their  fellows  who 
were  in  sickness,  and  weakness,  and  in  want,  and  who 
could  not  make  the  proofs  required  under  the  invalid 
pension  laws;  and  on  their  behalf  you  pleaded  with  us 
who  were  against  the  service  pension  to  let  you  have  your 
way,  not  that  you  strong,  hearty,  lusty  men  needed  or 
wanted  it  for  your  own,  but  in  order  that  in  the  rush  of 
your  strength  and  power  you  might  drag  to  the  front  and 
fill  the  pockets  of  those  of  your  comrades  who  were    in 


need.     Forty  days  ago  a  pension  bill  was  passed   vvhicii 
gives  to  every  man  who  served  his  country  faithfully  th« 
maximum  of  S12  a  month,  if  for  any  cause  save  his 
bad  habits;  if  by  the  approach  of  old  age  in  its   ordinary" 
form — no  matter  what  the  cause  may  be.  if  he  can  show  a 
little  proof  that  he  is  not  the  strong  man  he  was  20  years 
ago.     So  that  to-day  we  face  the  question  as  it  is.     It    is  , 
the  strong,  hearty,  htaty.  full  blooded  men  who  are  stand- 
ing up  and  demanding  a  service  pension.     Now,  comrades,  J 
on  what  ground?     Come,  face   the   question.     On    what* 
ground    are    you    to    have  it?     You  say,    "No,  not  forj 
gratitude — not  out  of  the  goodness  of   our   people;  butff 
because  we  are  entitled  to  it>'     Pray,  state   the   grounda-B 
on  which  you  are  entitled  to  it.

I  have  been  searching  for  a  number  of  years  to  find   the* 
missing  link  between  us  and  the  treasury  of  the   Unitedll 
States.

minority  Iriends  and  comrades  here,  the  Fast  Department 
Commanders  and  the  Past  National  Commanders-in-Chief 
-  and  if  you  will  stay  with  me  we  fellows  will  beat  them— 
saj-  now  we  make  a  great  mistake,  and  two  years  ago  we 
made  a  great  mistake,  in  demanding  what  we  were  not 
entitled  to.  Well,  shali  we  then  confess  by  resolution 
to-day  that  we  made  a  blunder  two  years  ago;  that  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  with  such  men  as  Warner 
Miller  on  its  Committee  on  Resolutions  blundered  when 
it  demanded  SS  a  month  for  every  boy  who  wore  the 
blue?  Shall  we  admit  that  one  year  later,  in  Milwaukee, 
wc  blundered  again,  and  demanded  what  wc  had  no  right 
to?

Every  pension  bill  that 
we  have  asked  for  has  been  denounced  as  some  pauper 
measure.  Every  effort  that  we  make  to  get  justice  from 
the  government    of  tlic   United  States  is  denounced    by  I 


ihis  people.     Shall  wc  now  back  riglit  down,  after   two| 
years  of  square  contest  on  this  question,   and   say 
have  made  a  blunder;  you  gentlemen  in  Wall  street  were3 
"ght,  you  Mugwumps  of  New  England  are   right,   youa 
gentlemen  along  the  border  line  are  right;  you  have 
us.  and  we  will  be  satisfied  with  this?"     This  is  not  a  new 
question.     My  comrades  on  the  other  side  treat  it  : 
new  question;  as  though  we  had  been  starting  something  ] 
fresh.     Why,  for  two  straight  years  this   has   been   our  I 
platform.     They   all  accepted    it   two   years  ago— not  a.l 
man  ever  raised  his  voice  against  it  in  Columbus,    not  a  4 
man  raised  his  voice  against  it  in  Milwaukee.

ThejrB 
were  not  seeking  for  plunder,  but  without  asking  or  de-~ 
manding  anything  for   their   services,   they   went   forth  i 
simply  to  maintain  the  dignit}'  and   the  liberty  of  thisa 
nation   and    save   this  government  and  its  principles  to  1 
posterity,   They  came  from  the  farms  and  the  workshops;?

It  has  been  said  here  by  a  comrade  whom  I  love,  that 
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every  man  is  now  provided  for  who  needs  provision.  I 
say  to  you,  my  comrades,  that  every  man  of  you  knows  at 
this  moment  comrades  who  have  not  received  a  pension, 
who  can  shdw  no  disability,  who  had  no  sickness,  who 
were  always  present  for  duty,  who  touched  elbows  on 
every  battle  line  in  which  their  regiment  or  company 
stood,  and  who  to-day  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  while 
their  neighbors  were  learning  to  transact  business  they 
were  put  out  of  the  race,  are  unable  to  make  a  living  be- 
cause they  don't  understand  how  to  make  it;  and  I  say  to 
you  that  class  is  not  provided  for.  But  we  say  that  eternal 
justice  to  each  and  every  one  of  you  demands  that  you 
shall  place  opon  the  records  of  this  Encampment  a  reso- 
lution that  you  do  not  intend  to  recede  from  the  position 
already  taken.  You  are  not  threatening  anybody.  You 
are  not  demanding  anything;  you  are  simply  expressing 
an  opinion  that  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Encampment 
that  the  time  has  come  for  an  equitable  per  diem  pension. 
Do  not  recede  from  the  position  that  you  have  already 
taken,  if  you  have  any  desire  to  succeed  in  this  direction. 
My  comrades,  I  don't  believe  that  you  will  recede  from 
that  position.  I  want  to  say  now,  in  the  limited  time 
that  I  have,  that  it  resolves  itself  at  last  to  a  mere  ques- 
tion of  expediency.  Comrades  may  talk  on  this  subject 
as  they  please;  they  may  argue  as  they  please;  it  is  simply 
a  plain,  naked  question  of  expediency.  Is  the  govern- 
ment too  poor  to  provide  for  the  men  who  saved  it? 
(Here  the  hammer  fell.) 

Comrade  O'Neal,  of  Ohio,  and  Comrade  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  were  appointed  as  tellers;  and  on  a  rising  vote 
being  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  minority  report,  they 
reported  that  for  the  adoption  of  the  minority  report 
there  were  174  votes,  and  against  its  adoption,  160.  The 
Commander-in-Chief  declared  the  minority  report  to  have 
been  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions  was  continued. 
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By  Comrade  Palmer,  of  New  York : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Encampment  be,  and  are,  hereby 
tendered  to  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  our  comrades  of  the 
Department  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  municipal  government  and  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  as  a  body,  for  the  cordiality  of  our  reception,  the 
grand  provisions  made  for  our  entertainment  while  here,  and  the  open 
hands  and  flowing  hearts  with  which  they  have  united  to  fill  the  cup  of 
our  enjoyment. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  with  three 
cheers  for  Boston  and  three  cheers  for  Massachusetts. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral's  Report  was  presented,    accepted  and  adopted.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Adjutant- 
General  submit  the  following  report : 

AVe  believe  the  thanks  of  this  Encampment  are  due  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral Hopkins  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  the 
business  of  the  office. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  change  of  method  of 
making  reports,  from  quarterly  to  semi-annual,  as  recommended  by  the 
Adjutant-General,  is  a  desirable  one  and  should  be  made,  thereby  sav- 
ing considerable  expense  and  labor,  such  change  to  be  made  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  January  1,  1891. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Adjutant-General  that  Departments 
print  their  journals  of  proceedings  in  as  nearly  uniform  style  as  possi- 
ble, is  a  desirable  one  and  should  be  adopted. 
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We  would  commeDd  the  report  to  the  careful  coDsideration  of  the 
members  of  this  Encampment,  as  the  tables  of  statistics  are  very 
comprehensive  and  valuable.

To  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Repiemtitatites  to  the   Ticehty-Fontth 
National  Encampm^tnt  G.  A .  R, : 

Your  Committee  upon  the  report  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following,  and  to  recommend  its  adoption. 

First:  That  the  recommendations  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General 
that  the  "Blue  Book"  be  revised  and  a  new  addition  be  printed,  and  that 
a  concise  and  uniform  code  of  procedure  for  the  government  of  courts 
martial  be,  and  the  sjime  hereby  are,  approved.  Your  Committee 
recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  to  prepare  a  complete  digest  of  the  decisions  of  the  National 
Encampment,  and  that  when  the  same  have  been  approved  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, that  the  Council  of  Administration  have  the  same 
published  as  the  *'Blue  Book."  That  a  like  committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  a  code  for  the  government  of  courts  martial,  to  be  published  in 
connection  with  "The  Blue  Book." 

Second:  That  opinions  number  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  12,  13,  14. 
15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  21,  22,  and  23,  as  found  in  the  report  of  the  Judge 
Advocate-General,  approvcni  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  are  approved  and  confirmed.  That  decision  No.  X,  from 
the  Department  of  Louisana  be  modified  to  read  jus  follows: 

"  Yes,  by  its  Post  (>)mmander  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Senior  or 
Junior  Vice-Commander,  but  not  by  an  elected  delegate  or  delegates." 
The  basis  for  elected  representatives  is  fixed  by  Section  4,  Article  2,  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  provides  as  follows:

The  reasons  set  fortli  by  the  Jud^  Advocate-General— 
ia  liis  publislicd  opinions — being  sulHcient  Co  justify  the  (inclusion  1 
reached  by  liim.  your  committee  believe  the  law  as  stated  by  him  to 
in  accordiiDce  with  tho  Rules  and  Regulations.  As  to  opinion 
XXIV..  your  cximmiileeboiievetJmt  wlien  uretsirdia  made  and  approved  i 
hy  the  Department  Encampment  it  is  a  Duality,  and  if  published,  must  I 
bean  exact  Iranscript  of  the  original  record,  and  that  neither  inconi 
nur  out-going  olGcerB  and  councils  of  iidministralion  have  any  authoriry  I 
to  make  any  cliange  in  Mid  record. 

In  conclusion,  you  committee  beg  leave  [o  state  that  a  careful  J 
cxHtnlnation  of  the  opinions  embraced  in  the  report  of  Judge  1 
Axlvocate-Qcnerai  Austin,  evince  grent  care  and  patient  labor  in 
investigation  of  the  facts  and  circumalauces  surrounding  eacii  cose,  and  1 
tlui  his  decisions  arc  coucluajve  as  to  these  iiuestioneand  bis  ability  a 
lawyer  lo  compreliend,  construe  and  apply  the  law.  Tliis  report  on  I 
pan  of  (lie  Judge  Advocate  aenunil  has  placed  tlie  National  Enciuup-  J 
mem  under  deep  and  lasting  obligations,  for  which  they  will  cheerfully  1 
join  us  in  this  expression  of  gratitude.

It  is  n  question,  as  1 1 
understand  it,  relating  to  the  color  line.     Comrades,  hear  I 
nic  for  my  cause — for  the  cause  of  the  black  troops.     Wei

w  held  ID  Dtuvmber.  notipt  Id  cu!ir<i  of  vacancy,  a*  provide  ti;  Ciiapti^r  i.  Arlii 
Ralrsant  Rrgulatlcme. 
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have  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  375  white  comrades 
representing  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi, 
who  have  been  unable  to  muster  one  man  outside  of  that 
number  since  the  war  up  to  date.  Under  the  decision  of 
our  National  Commander,  Gen.  Alger,  we  have  organized 
colored  posts  since  January,  and  we  have  now  747  colored 
comrades.  We  have  in  the  state  of  Louisiana  oyer  50,000 
black  men  who  wore  the  blue,  and  many  of  them  have 
battle  scars  upon  their  bodies.  There  has  been  decision 
after  decision  Those  who  love  to  shake  hands  with  the 
gray  refused  to  decorate  at  Chalemette  on  Memorial  Day, 
and  we  did  it  while  they  stood  around,  and  the  rebels 
said  to  us,  "You  boys  have  our  sympathies.  Don't  you 
see  how  your  old  friends  treat  you?"  I  want  to  bring 
this  thing  squarely  to  the  Encampment.  I  want  to  say 
there  are  some  loyal  white  men  there  whom  I  love, 
because  there  sits  a  man  on  that  platform  who  has  in  his 
pocket  now  the  very  first  commission  signed  by  Benjamin 
Butler,  making  him  a  captain  in  the  army  of  black  men. 
There  sits  a  man  who  was  commissioned  to  organize  the 
first  black  men — the  Louisiana  Native  Corps.  The  native 
corps  was  organized  in  '61  as  the  first  brigade  of  rebels. 
They  organized  two  brigades  of  "  niggers,"  but  they 
abandoned  the  rebels  and  went  into  the  Union  army,  and 
stood  by  the  stars  and  stripes.  Why  is  it  that  you  shut 
out  black  comrades?  Why  is  it  that  you  shut  out  three 
delegates  that  were  sent  here  by  the  Department  of 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi? 

Comrade  Beath:  I  want  to  ask  the  comrade  if  he 
will  kindly  state  what  the  point  is  he  is  raising  against 
the  decision  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General? 

Comrade  Murrell:  The  point  is  just  this:  I  want 
to  know  what  the  returns  are  from  Louisiana.  What  are 
the  returns  from  Louisiana? 

Comrade  O'Neall:  You  are  making  your  speech  in 
the  wrong  place. 
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Comrade  Murrell:  I  will  stand  corrected,  if  you 
twill  correct  me. 

Comrade  O'Neall:  The  committee  simply  approved 
of  the  decision  made  by  the  Judge  Advocate-General  as 
to  the  ruling  of  the  court  in  the  state  of  Louisiana.  This 
record  does  not  say  that  a  colored  man  was  affected  by 
this  ruling,  and  we  have  decided  upon  the  record  as  pre- 
sented here.  Now  whether  it  was  a  colored  post  or  whether 
it  was  a  white  post,  or  whether  colored  posts  or  white 
posts  that  by  the  ruling  of  the  Department  Commander 
of  your  Department  were  excluded  from  the  meeting  of 
that  Department,  I  am  unable  to  say.  I  simply  want  to 
say  that  this  record  as  it  stands  here  to-day  discriminates 
against  no  man,  and  no  man  can  tell  by  the  record 
whether  it  was  a  white  post  or  a  colored  that  was 
excluded.  It  is  decided  that  certain  posts  were  not 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  Department  Encamp- 
ment because  they  had  not  been  organized  in  time.  We 
agree  with  that  opinion,  and  nothing  more.  God  knows, 
my  comrade,  that  nothing  on  God's  earth  would  induce 
me  to  do  an  injury  or  wrong  to  a  man  whose  skin  is  black. 

Comrade  Murrell:     I  know  that  from  your  record. 

Comrade  O'Neall:  I  don't  think  that  this  question 
arises  at  this  time. 

Comrade  Murrell:  I  will  suspend  my  remarks  un- 
til it  properly  comes  before  the  Encampment. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Inspector 
General's  Report  was  presented,  accepted  and  adopted. 

To  the  Titeniy- Fourth  National  Encar/qiment: 

You  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  made  a  careful 
examination  of  tlie  report  of  the  Inspector-General  and  tiud  that  this 
officer  has  made  a  conscientious  and  determined  effort  to  make  a  satis- 
factory  showing  of  the  condition  of  the  organization,  but,  owing  to  de- 
fects in  the  present  system  of  inspection,  and  a  failure  of  subordinate 
officers  to  perform  their  duties,  the  report  is  unsatisfactory. 
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Rules  and  liegulations,  Chap.  5,  Art.  5,  Sec.  I.,  require  that  "There 
shall  be  a  thorough  inspection  of  each  Post  every  year,"  and  yet  the  re- 
port of  the  Inspector-General  shows  that  there  were  one  thousand  and 
fifty -one  Posts  not  inspected  at  all  during  the  last  3'ear.  Some  of  the 
Departments  have  failed  to  make  any  report  whatever  of  inspection, 
showing  a  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  Department  Officers  which  is 
inexcusable. 

Your  committee  begs  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following^ 
regulations,  as  tending  to  cure  the  difficulties : 

First :  The  time  of  making  the  inspections  should  be  just  prior  to 
the  close  of  the  official  year  of  the  Posts,  to  wit :  on  or  about  the  15th 
day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Second :  The  inspection  should  be  made  by  a  comrade  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Post  inspected. 

Third :  The  form  of  the  report  of  inspection  should  be  simplified  by 
leaving  out  of  it  all  questions  calculated  to  obtain  information  which 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  or  from  the  As- 
sistant Quartermaster-General,  the  same  having  been  reported  to  them 
in  the  quarterly  returns  of  the  Posts. 

Fourth :  Whenever  it  shall  appear  that  any  Post  or  Posts  of  a  De- 
partment have  not  been  inspected  within  30  days  from  the  date  ap- 
pointed for  such  inspection,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department 
Commander  to  issue  a  special  order  directing  Assistant  Inspectors  by 
name  to  forthwith  inspect  such  Posts,  and  report  sjmie  to  the  De- 
partment Inspector. 

Fifth:  Department  Commanders  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  day 
of  September  in  each  and  every  year,  divide  their  Departments  into 
such  number  of  inspection  districts  as  shall  be  necessary  for  a  thorough 
inspection  of  the  Posts  of  the  Departments,  and  niiike  such  other  pro- 
visions as  shall  insure  a  prompt  inspection  and  report.

The  Adjutant-General:  Under  a  Resolution  adopted 
by  the  Twenty-third  National  Encampment,  in  reference 
to  changing  the  law  in  regard  to  the  retirement  of  enlisted 
men,  action  was  taken  to  bring  about  the  change  asked 
for,  with  results  as  shown  by  the  following  communica- 
tions, which  are  herewith  submitted:

rpon  the  request  of  our  comrade,  Chas.  Hiilebrand.  Hospita! 
fitrward,  L'.  S.  A.,  a  war  veteran  of  tour  and  a  half  years'  service, 
noble  ComnuLnder' in -Chief,  Qeii.  Alger,  through  his  AdjuInnl'Oene 
>fHjor  Hopkins,  requested  the  chair  man  of  ibe  military  committee  of  U 
Ilouae  to  introduce  to  Iliut  honorable  Iwdy  a  bill  in  compliance  with  U 
jibovc  nienlbned  resoUilion. 
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The  Chairman,  General  Cutcheon,  of  Michigan,  immediately 
accedM  and  with  an  energy  characteristic  of  that  gentleman  introduced 
a  bill  March  25,  1890,  which  passed  the  House  April  3,  1890. 

In  the  Senate,  Mr.  Mandcrson,  of  Nebraska,,  took  charge  of  the  bill 
and  although  he  was  unwell  for  several  weeks  he  reported  the  bill 
favorably  slightly  amended,  it  was  then  referred  back  and  placed  on  the 
calendar  June  18,  1890.  AVe  therefore  hope  that  the  bill  will  be  reached 
soon  and  passed  by  that  honorable  body.  That  the  President  will  cer- 
tainly approve  it,  we  have  not  the  least  doubt. 

Comrades,  we  shall  never  forget  the  many  tokens  of  kindness  and 
sympathy  received  from  you  and  shall  always  remember  the  gentlemen 
who  assisted  us,  namely  our 'Commander-in-Chief,  Gen.  Alger,  our 
Adjutant-Gtenend,  Major  Hopkins,  General  Cutcheon,  Memoer  of  the 
House  and  Senators  Hawley  and  Manderson.  We  further  thank  all  the 
gentlemen  of  the  House  who  voted  for  the  bill  and  those  senators  who 
promised  us  to  support  the  bill,  among  the  latter  two  senators,  who 
were  generals  in  the  Confederate  Army. 

It  was  for  the  first  time  that  enlisted  men  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
requested  their  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for  the 
support  of  a  legislation  beneficial  only  to  the  former.  It  was  granted 
with  the  true  spirit  of  comradeship. 

Hoping  that  we  can  thank  you  next  year  for  the  final  passage  of 
the  bill  which  will  give  us  a  home  after  28  or  29  years  of  faithful  service 
to  our  common  country.

The  Committee  on  the  Grant  Memorial  Fund  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

""' -^  ^'omraittec  on  the  Grant  Memorial  Fund  beg  leave  to  report 

'     i««t  National  Encampment  subscriptions  to  the 
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fuiid  were  closed.  Tliat  the  sum  collected  and  now  ou  bimd,  as  reported 
bj  the  Quartermastor-GeuerfLl,  is  eleven  tLousHnd  one  hundred  and 
Fourteen  dollars  and  fifty-live  cents.  Tlie  original  purpose,  aa  an- 
iiouDced  in  general  orders,  baviug  been  tu  procure  and  cause  1o  be 
erected  in  Uie  capitol  at  Wasliiugton  a  suitable  statue  to  our  deceased 
comrade,  it  seemed  to  be  the  duty  of  your  committee  to  procure  from 
Congress  ttie  requisite  authority  to  that  end.  They  tJieretore  caused  to 
be  introduced  a  joint  resolution,  which  is  in  words  following : 

"Joint  Resolution  lo  accept  from  the  National  Encampment  of  Ihe 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  a  statue  and  pedestal  of  the  hile  General 
UlyBEcs  S.  Urant : 

"WnKitEAe.  The  memlwre  of  the  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  desirous  of  lestifyhig  tlieir  affectionate  and  patriotic  regard 
for  (heir  late  comrade.  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  have  contributtd  & 
sum  of  money  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  statue  to  his  memory:  and 

"Whereas,  it  ia  their  wish  and  purpose  to  present  eaeh  statue  to 
the  Congress  of  tlie  United  States,  to  be  placed  among  others  of  the 
nation's  distinguished  dead  in  the  capitol  at  Washington;  therefore 

"BttudcKi.  By  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  that  a  statue  in  mar- 
ble, with  a  proper  pedeslal,  of  the  late  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  ten- 
dered by  the  Kntionnl  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic, shall  lie  received  and  erected  in  the  Capitol  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall  thereupon  become  the  property  of  the  United  Slates:  Provided, 
y\al  the  design  of  such  statue  and  pedestal  shiill  first  be  submitted  to 
and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library." 

This  ri'sululiou  has  already  passed  tlie  Senate  and  Las  hum  favor- 
ably reported  to  the  House.  There  ia  no  doubt  of  its  final  passage  at  an 
early  day.  So  soon  as  this  is  accomplished  the  delicate  and  important 
duty  will  devpfve  on  such  committee  as  may  be  selected  for  that  pur- 
pose of  selecting  u  di'sign.  employing  the  service?  of  an  artist  of  thelirst- 
class  for  its  execution,  and  making  proper  arrangements  for  Its  presen-- 
tKliOD  to  Congress  and  its  placing  in  some  place  of  honor  under  the  dome 
of  the  Capitol.  Thitl  these  matters  may  have  due  attention,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Command er-ln- Chief  be  uuthorized  to  continue  a  com- 
mittee of  his  own  selection  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends.

His  bronze  medal  and  his  empty  sleeve  fill  us  with* 
pride  and  affection,  and  on  his  annual  celebration  the  union  veleran 
awakens,    and  teaches    the  loftiest    patriotism."    ♦    ♦    ♦    "You    can 
measure  the  liberties  of  a  nation  by  the  readiness  of  the  common  people 
for  attack  or  defence."    *    *    *    ** For  the  self-respect  of  the  generation 
that  witnessed  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  for  the  perpetuation  of  high 
principles  of  patriotism  among  the  people,   for  the  patriotic  education 
of  our  youth,  for  the  honor  of  America  and  the  glory  of  humanity,    we 
are  bound  to  honor  and  cherish  the  brave  men  who  offered  their  lives  to- 
save  and  keep  united  the  republic." 

Whereas,  at  the  zenith  of  his  power  and  usefulness,

Whereas,  this  National  Encampment,  now  being  held 
in  this  patriotic  city  of  his  adopted  home,  being  keenly 
alive  to  the  great  value  of  his  public  services   and   the 
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irreparable    loss  his  death   has   brought  to  the  cause  of 
liberty,  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  express 
their  deep  sorrow  for  the  too  early  death  of  John  Boyle 
O'Reilly — poet,  orator,  soldier  and  patriot — and  that  this 
expression  of  their  grief  and  sorrow  be  certified  to  the 
bereaved  family  of  the  deceased.

There  being  no  choice,  a  second  ballot  was  ordered,, 
pending  the  counting  of  which  the  regular  business  was 
continued. 

Comrade  Bennett,  of  Illinois:  I  have  a  matter  which 
I  wish  to  enter  on  the  records  of  the  Encampment.  I 
desire  to  raise  an  objection,  under  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, to  the  action  of  this  Encampment  upon  the  pension 
question.  I  don't  desire  to  have  it  acted  upon,  but  I 
think  I  am  entitled  to  have  my  objection  go  upon  the 
records  of  this  Encampment.  I  object  to  the  action  of 
the  Encampment,  first,  under  Article  2,  Chapter  I.,  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations,  which  states  the  object  of  this 
Order,  and  I  protest  against  the  vote.  And  I  also  object 
to  it  under  Article  XII.,  of  Chapter  V.,  which  prohibits 
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the  discussion  of  any  partisan  question   in  any   Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  body. 

A  Comrade:  I  raise  the  question  of  order  as  to  his 
right  to  enter  any  objection  now.  The  time  has  passed 
on  that. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Except  by  unanimous 
consent,  it  can't  be  entertained. 

Comrade  Bennett  :  I  think  I  have  a  right  to  put  my 
protest  on  record.  I  have  done  it  in  time;  I  can  do  it  at 
any  time. 

Comrade  Burdett,  of  the  Potomac  :  I  have  attended 
these  National  Encampments  for  a  great  many  years. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  had  presiding  over 
us  at  this  time  a  comrade  who  knew  nothing  whatever,  he 
informed  us,  about  parliamentary  law,  I  am  here  to  say 
we  have  had  the  most  orderly,  and  genteel,  aod  dignified, 
and  pleasant  Encampment  that  I  have  ever  attended. 
This  gavel,  which  our  beloved  Commander  has  wielded 
so  gracefully  and  well,  I  know  from  my  own  experience 
he  would  rather  have  than  any  gift  you  can  give  him.  I 
move  you,  therefore,  that  this  Encampment  now  present 
to  our  retiring  Commander-inChief  the  gavel  with  which 
he  has  so  gently  exercised  his  authority. 

The  motion  having  been  seconded,  it  was  put  to  the 
Encampment  by  Comrade  Burdett,  and  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  :  I  thank  you  very  much. 
As  the  comrade  has  well  said,  I  prize  this  more  than 
money — more  than  any  offering  you  could  make,  except 
your  approval.  I  am  aware  that  I  have  disappointed  a 
gojd  many;  that  a  good  many  good  comrades  have  been 
perhaps  cut  off  in  debate,  and  I  have  perhaps  shut  up 
some  fence  that  should  have  been  left  open;  but  I  have 
done  the  best  I  could.  I  believe  by  your  giving  me  this 
gavel  that  I  have  with  it  your  approval.     I  thank  you.

lx»en  what  it  is:  one  of  the  most  successful — yea,  perhaps  the  most  suc- 
cessful— of  any  of  those  preceding. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Comrades  I  never  had 
my  note  endorsed  twice  by  the  same  name  before;  but  I 
thank  you  just  the  same  for  it. 

The  Encampment  then  proceeded  to  the  installation 
of  the  officers  elect. 

Commander-in-Chief-elect  Veazey  announced  the 
appointment  of  Comrade  Joseph  H.  Goulding,  of  Rutland, 
Vermont,  as  his  Adjutant-General,  and  of  Comrade  John

And  while  you 
will  find  it  laborious  in  the  extreme,  you  will  find  with 
it,  mingled  the  greatest  pleasure  that  you  have  ever 
experienced  outside  of  your  own  sacred  home  circle. 
And  as  you  go  forward  in  your  work,  I  assure  you  that 
you  have  the  good  wishes  of  every  Grand  Army  man  in 
this  country.  As  I  transmit  this  pennant  to  you  which  I 
have  guarded  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  urge  upon  you 
that  you  shall  always  reniember,  that  standing  under  this, 
flag,  and  guarding  it,  you  have  the  greatest  and  most 
sacred  duty  you  ever  performed  on  earth.  Take  it,  guard 
it,  and  may  it  come  out  at  the  end  of  your  administration 
unsullied,  and  loved  by  every  member  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic. 

Comrade:  I  beg  to  present  to  you  your  commission 
as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic. In  this  last  official  act,  I  can  only  express  what  I 
have  said  before,  that  you  have  my  best  wishes,  and  the 
best  wishes  of  all  comrades.     God  bless  you  in  your  wWk. 

Commander-in-Chief  Veazey: 

Commander-in-Chief : — Allow  me  first  to  express  to  you 
the  gratitude  for  the  feeling,  the  complimentary,  the 
encouraging  words  with  which  you  pass  over  to  me  these 
grand  and  noble  symbols.  You  have  enjoined  upon  me 
to  protect  this  banner — the  banner  that  to  the  heart  of 
every  Grand  Army  man  in  our  country  is  more  precious 
than  any  other  banner  that  ever  floated  in  the  breeze 
throughout    the    wide    world — to    protect    this    banner 
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unsullied  as  I  receive  it  from  your  hands.  Sir,  if  it  depend 
upon  my  weak  arm  to  do  that  great  work  which  you  thus 
enjoin,  I  might  well  feel  that  I  should  be'  unequal  to  the 
task;  but  when  I  remember  that  every  member  of  this 
Encampment,  every  member  of  the  gi:eat  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  throughout  our  whole  country  stands  at  my 
side  to  protect  that  banner,  I  feel  that  there  is  no  power 
in  the  world  that  can  possibly  bring  it  to  disgrace  or  dis- 
iionor.

You  know  how 
deep  is  the  feeling  of  thanksgiving  in  my  heart  for  the 
responsibility  and  the  honor  that  you  have  conferred  upon 
me.  I  simply  ask  you  to  wait,  and  "  may  the  end  prove 
the  gain." 

Three  cheers  were  given  for  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
and  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Alger. 

Past  Commander-in-Chief  Alger:  I  cannot  thank 
you.  Words  of  mine  can  never  express  my  gratitude  and 
my  love  for  you  and  the  order.  I  now  resume  my  place 
where  I  belong,  in  the  ranks.  I  hope  to  be  always  found 
there,  your  comrade,  and  that  we  shall  march  along  life's 
journey  as  we  have  done,  patriotic,  loyal.  Grand  Army 
men. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  announced  a  meeting  of  the 
National  Council  of  Administration  to  be  held  immedi- 
ately. There  being  no  further  business  the  Twenty-fourth 
annual  session  of  the  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  then  closed.

The  Commanderin-Chief  announces  the  death  of  Comrade  John  F. 
Hartranft,  for  two  years  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  at  his  residence  at  Norristown,  Pennsylvania,  onthelTthinst. 
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Comrade  Hartranft  was  born  in  New  Hanover,  Pennsylvania, 
December  16th,  1830. 

He  was  one  of  the  first  to  respond  to  the  President's  call  for  troops 
in  April,  1861,  and  from  the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  to  the  final  glorious 
victory  before  Petersburgh,  which  earned  for  him  the  title  of  "  The 
Hero  of  Fort  Steadman,"  and  a  Major  General's  rank,  his  career  was 
an  honorable  and  brilliant  one. 

In  civil  life  the  people  of  his  State  twice  elected  him  to  the  highest 
honor  within  their  gift — Governor  of  the  great  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania. At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Major  General,  in  command 
of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  filled  every  position  confided  to  him,  civic  and  military,  with 
commendable  care  and  fidelity  and  with  signal  ability. 

As  a  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory,  officers  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  while  on  duty,  will  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for 
the  period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order.

II.  The  Twenty-third  National  Encampment,  held  at  Milwaukee, 
adopted  the  following  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations: 
Amend  Sec.  3,  of  Article  5,  of  Chap.  2,  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  3. — Eight  members  qualified  to  transact  business  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Post,  excepting  in  Posts  of  less 
than  fifty,  when  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum." 
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Sec.  4,  Art.  1,  of  Chap.  5,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  "Sec. 
4. — Charters  of  Posts  may  be  suspended  or  annulled,  by  the  Department 
Commander,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion; provided  said  Posts  shall  have  been  notified  in  writing  of  said  pro- 
posed action,  and  given  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  Council  of 
Administration  by  representatives,  and  purge  themselves  of  offense,  if 
any  has  been  committed,  and  be  heard  in  their  defense;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  of  suspension  of  said  Post,  or  annulment  of  its 
charter  upon  such  hearing,  all  the  papers  in  the  case,  together,  with  the 
order  of  suspension  or  annulment,  shall  be  forwarded  to  National 
Headquarters  for  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief." 

Sec.  4,  of  Art.  4,  of  Chap.  5,  is  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
"  Sec.  4. — If  a  member  of  a  Post  shall  be  one  year  in  arrears  for  dues, 
he  shall  be  notified  thereof  in  writing  by  the  Post  Quartermaster,  and  on 
failure  for  two  months  thereafter  to  pay  such  duces,  he  may  by  a  vote 
of  the  Post  be  dropped  from  the  rolls,  unless  relieved  from  such  jMiy- 
ment,  and  can  be  reinstated  in  any  Post  upon  application  duly  made, 
referred  and  reported  upon,  and  on  payment  of  the  amount  due  his 
former  Post  at  the  date  of  his  being  dropped,  which  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  Post  receiving  him.  If  the  Post  of  such  dropped  member  has 
been  disbanded,  the  amount  of  such  arrearages  shall  be  retained  by  the 
Post  electing  him." 

III.  The  appointment  of  Comrade  William  Cogswell,  Post  34,  of 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  is  hereby  announced  as  Senior  Aid  and  Chief  of 
Staff. 

IV.  Comrade  Geo.  W.  Sanders  is  the  member  of  the  Council  of 
Administration  for  the  Department  of  Arizona.

Again  Memorial  Day  will  call  us  to  assemble  to  pay  our  tribute  of 
respect,  love  and  veneration  for  the  heroic  dead.  No  sight  so  quickens 
the  heart  of  the  veteran  as  to  see  the  children  with  their  baskets  of 
flowers  at  the  graves  of  his  comrades.  Why  is  it  that  we  observe 
Memorial  Day  after  the  lapse  of  these  many  years  ?  No  legislature 
ordered  it ;  no  governor  directed  it,  yet  in  every  state  in  this  Union,  it 
is  religiously  and  reverently  observed.  It  is  a  custom  no  other  nation 
or  people  ever  followed.  All  nations  have  honored  their  soldiery  ;  they 
have  welcomed  home  their  victorious  armies  with  many  demonstrations 
of  love  and  affection.  Monuments  have  been  reared  to  perpetuate  their 
memories.  It  has  been  left  to  the  American  volunteer  soldiery  to 
inaugurate  Memorial  Day. 

Better  than  all  monuments,  better  than  all  triumphal  arches,  better 
than  all  statues,  is  this  beautiful  tribute. 

Better  by  far  that  this  country  have  no  granite  shafts  than  to  forget 
this  sacred  day.  It  is  a  living,  breathing  patriotism,  renewed  each  year. 
It  is  a  monument  rebuilt  annually  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  Granite 
or  bronze  monuments  are  erected  but  once.  It  is  by  far  the  best  lesson 
of  loyalty  that  could  be  taught  to  the  children  who  are  so  soon  to  be 
the  men  and  women  of  the  nation. 

Better  for  the  Nation  that  its  children  and  youth  remember  this  day 
than  that  it  have  armies  as  large  as  those  of  all  Europe. 
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No  war  of  disunion  will  come  to  this  country  so  long  as  it  observes 
Memorial  Day,  which,  securely  intrenched  in  the  hearts  of  the  people, 
will  make  the  government  safer  than  a  myriad  of  forts  bristling  with 
cannon. 

It  matters  little  how  large  or  small  may  be  our  standing  army,  if 
we  give  to  the  people  the  education  this  day  teaches.  It  is  a  day  which 
the  people  themselves  created.  It  is  founded  upon  the  best  and  holiest 
sentiments  of  our  nature. 

At  Getty sburci:  Lincoln  said:  **  We  have  come  to  dedicate  a 
portion  of  that  field  as  a  final  resting  place  for  those  who  gave  up  their 
lives  that  the  nation  might  live.  It  is  altogether  fitting  and  proper  that 
we  should  do  this.  But  in  a  larger  sense  we  cannot  dedicate,  we  can- 
not consecrate,  we  cannot  hallow  this  ground."  And  so  each  year,  on 
the  30th  of  May,  as  we  gather  to  dedicate  anew  the  hallowed  ground, 
where  rest  the  brave — we,  in  a  higher  sense,  cannot  dedicate,  we  cannot 
consecrete,  we  cannot  hallow  the  ground — the  brave  men  who  on  a 
hundred  battle  fields  gave  their  lives  that  the  nation  might  survive,  have 
consecrated  it  far  beyond  our  power  to  add  or  detract. 

It  is  for  us  to  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  work  of  perpetuating  the 
Union  they  preserved — the  country  they  saved — to  the  end  that  their 
devotion,  which  ended  with  their  lives,  shall  not  have  been  in  vain. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  such  posts  as  cannot  jointly 
attend  Memorial  Services  at  the  cemeteries,  or  other  appropriate  places, 
hold  such  services  in  their  post  halls  or  other  convenient  places,  and 
invite  all  patriotic  citizens  to  join  them.

The  headquarters  of  the  Commandcr-in  Chief  will  be  cjitablished 
at  the  Hotel  Veudome,  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  at  9  a.  m.,  at  which 
hour  all  Departnienis  will  form  in  their  designate*!  positions,  and  the 
column  will  move  at  10:80  a.  m.  over  the  following  route:  Common- 
wealth avenue  (south  side)  to  Arlington  street,  thence  via  Boylston 
street,  Huntington  avenue,  Dartmouth  street,  Columbus  avenue, 
Westchester  Park  and  Square  (south  side),  Washington  street,  Hanover 
street,  and  be  dismissed  corner  Washington  and  Hanover  streets. 

III.  The  formation  of  the  line  will  be  in  the  Park  on  Common- 
wealth avenue,  the  right  resting  at  the  corner  of  Westchester  Park

VII.  All  Naval  Associations  will  form  on  ^Jewberry  street,  right 
resting  on  Arlington  street  and  extending  south.

Sons  of  Veterans  will  form  on  Marlboro  street,  right  resting  on  Arling- 
ton street  and  extending  south.

I.  Iloadquarters  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  are  hereby  estab- 
lished at  the  Hotel  Vendomc,  Room  20,  where  all  Department  Com- 
manders will  report,  either  in  person  or  by  a  staff  officer,  immediately 
on  arrival  in  Boston. 

II.  Department  Commanders  will  obtain,  at  these  Headquarters,  a 
map  showing  the  position  of  each  Department  in  the  formation  of  a 
column  for  parade  on  Commonwealth  Avenue.  Coming  into  position 
on  Commonwealth  Avenue,  they  will  move  on  streets  parallel  to  it, 

txVs  Department  of  the  Gulf;  changed  to  Louisiana  and  Mississippi. 
June  13.  1888. 
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until  nearly  opposite  their  proper  places.  They  will  have  their  respective 
ooromands  in  position  ut  9:30  a.  m.,  Aug.  12th,  without  further 
instructions.  In  order  to  do  this  without  friction  or  blockade,  Depart- 
ment Commanders  siiould  at  once  make  themselves  familiar  with  the 
formation  of  column  and  personally  visit  the  location  designated  and 
the  approaches  to  the  same. 

III.  All  Departments  will  take  their  position  from  the  North  side 
of  Commonwealth  Avenue,  which  will  be  indicated  by  a  while  flag, 
bearing  the  name  of  the  Department,  and  be  posted  where  the  left  of 
the  Department  will  rest.  The  right  of  each  Department  will  be 
indicated  by  a  red  flag,  similarly  inscribed,  and  will  be  posted  on  the 
South  side  of  Commonweath  Avenue. 

IV.  Platoons  when  forming  previous  to  the  march  will  be  closed 
en  moMe  on  the  lawn  facing  South. 

V.  The  following  distances  will  be  observed  :  between  Departments 
sixty  feet ;  between  Posts  20  feet.  Comrades  will  march  in  platoons  of 
twelve,  single  rank,  with  intervals  of  eight  feet. 

VI.  The  column  will  march  guide  left,  except  when  approaching 
the  reviewing  stands,  the  guide  will  be  changed  to  right,  and  when 
within  six  paces  thereof,  the  Commanding  ofiicers  of  Posts  and  Depart- 
ments will  salute. 

VII.  The  Presidential  reviewing  stand  will  be  located  at  Copley 
Square,  and  will  be  designated  by  the  National  Colors,  and  President's 
flag. 

VIII.  The  Commander-in-Chief  will  review  the  column  at  Adams 
Square. 

IX.  After  passing  the  Commander  in  Chief  in  review,  Departments 
will  march  under  the  Grant  Arch,  and  be  dismissed,  taking  streets  which 
will  enable  them  so  to  do  the  most  expeditiously,  and  without  blocking 
the  column  in  rear.

PROPOSED    alterations    AND    AMENDMENTS    TO    THE    RULES  AND 

REGULATIONS  AND  RITUAL. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  National  Encamp- 
ment, June  18th,  1879.  the  following  proposed  Amendments  to  the  Rules 
and  Regulations,  which  have  been  received  to  date,  are  bi  ought  to  the 
attention  of  the  members  of  the  Twenty-fourth  National  Encampment, 
to  be  held  at  Boston,  Mass.,  August  13th,  1890: 

I.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  the  Potomac. 

Strike  out  the  word  "Northern"  on  line  22,  page  37,  of  the  Service 
Book,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "National, "so  that  as  amended 
it  will  read  *  *  "whereby  to-day  our  National  homes  are 
secure,"  etc. 

II.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Kansas. 

1.  That  Art.  4,  Chapter  5,  Rules  and  liegulations,  be  amended  so 
as  to  provide  for  that  class  of  Comrades  created  by  Section  three  of  said 
Article,  to  be  known  as  "retired  members." 

2.  That  Sec.  3  of  Art.  4  be  amended  to  read  as  foUows  : 

"Section  3.  Any  member  of  a  post  who  is  six  months  in  arrears  in 
the  payment  of  his  dues  shall  be  notifled  thereof  in  writing  by  the  Post 
Quartermaster,  and  if  the  same  are  not  paid  within  two  months  there- 
after he  may  be  suspended  from  all  privileges  of  membership  by  vote  of 
the  post,  and  be  then  so  reported  in  the  Quarterly  reports  of  Department 
Headquarters  until  such  dues  are  paid.  While  so  suspended  the  post 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  per  capita  tax  of  such  member,  and  he  shall 
not  be  counted  in  the  representation  of  the  Post  in  the  Encampment  of 
the  Department,  nor  of  the  Department  in  the  National  Encampment." 

3.  That  the  following  be  adopted  as  a  part  of  Article  4,  of  Chapter 
5,  Rules  and  Regulations:. 

"4.  That  hereafter  when  any  Comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  shall  become  unable  to  pay  his  annual  dues  to  his  Post,  and 
shall  ask  to  have  the  same  remitted,  he  may  be  placed  upon  the  retired 
list  of  sjud  Post  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present." 

"  o.  The  retired  list  shall  include  all  members  who  voluntarily  ask 
to  have  their  dues  remitted  because  of  their  inability  to  pay  the  same  ; 
and  all  such  comrades  shall  have  and  retain  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
accorded  to  other  members  of  the  Order." 

"  6.  Whenever  a  Comrade  is  in  arrears  for  dues  for  six  months,  he 
shall  be  so  reported  by  the  Post  Quartermaster,  and  shall  be  notified  by 
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printed  or  written  notice,  and  shall  have  sixty  days  thereafter  in  which 
to  pay  said  dues  before  he  shall  be  considered  as  eligible  to  be  placed  on 
the  retired  list,  or  suspended  under  provisions  of  Section  3,  Art.  4, 
Chapter  5,  Rules  and  Regulations,  as  the  Post  may  elect." 

"7.  Before  any  Comrade  may  be  placed  on  the  retired  list,  as 
provided  in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  he  shall  make  application  in 
person,  by  letter  or  through  a  comrade  of  the  Post  in  good  standings 
stating  that  he  is  unable  to  pay  his  dues." 

*'8.  Whenever  a  Comrade  desires  to  be  transferred  from  the  retired 
to  active  membership  in  the  Post,  he  will  be  so  transferred  upon  pay- 
ment of  dues  for  six  months  in  advance,  and  the  Quartermaster  shall  so 
report  him  to  the  post,  and  infonn  the  Adjutant  that  such  Comrade  has 
been  reinstated." 

"9.  The  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  shall  keep  a  Roster  of  all 
Comrades  on  the  retired  list,  separate  from  those  on  the  active  list,  and 
all  transfers  from  the  retired  list  shall  be  made  by  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present,  and  voting  at  any  regular  meeting." 

*'  10.  Returns  and  reports  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  and 
the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  shall  include  the  enumeration  of 
each  class  separately,  and  the  post  shall  pay  per  capita  tax  to  the 
Department,  and  the  Department  to  the  National  Encampment,  only 
upon  the  active  membership,  as  shown  by  such  reports." 

"11.  Members  of  the  retired  list  shall  be  entitled  to  the  Post  and 
National  Countersign,  and  may  be  transferred  or  discharged,  the  same 
as  active  members,  and  when  transferred  or  discharged,  or  when  a 
traveling  card  is  issued,  the  following  shall  be  written  on  the  margin 
thereof,  'Retired.'" 

"12.  The  Commander-in-Chief  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
adoption  of  these  amendments,  issue  a  General  Order  containing  a  full 
text  thereof;  and  he  shall  also  issue  an  amnesty  order  declaring  all 
members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  heretofore^  suspended  or 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  to  be  eligible  to  reinstatement  upon 
the  retired  list  of  the  post  of  which  they  were  members  when  so  sus- 
pended or  dropped  by  making  formal  applications  for  that  purpose; 
provided,  that  no  suspended  or  dropped  members  shall  be  reinstated  t(» 
the  active  list  of  his  former  or  any  other  post,  except  Jis  provided  in 
Section  13,  and  provided  further,  that  reinstatement  to  the  active  list 
shall  be  by  ball  ballot  the  same  as  for  a  recruit." 

"13.  Whenever  a  dropped  or  suspended  member  of  any  post  has 
removed  to  another  locality  or  Department,  or  in  case  the  post  of  which 
he  was  a  member  when  dropped  or  suspended  has  ceased  to  exist,  he 
may  become  a  member  of  the  retired  list  of  any  other  Post,  upon 
satisfactory  proof  that  no  charges  were  pending  against  him  in  his 
former  Post,  and  that  his  Post  luis  ceased  to  exist;  provided,  that  in   all

fluch  cases  a  sum  not  less  than  the  regular  fee  shall  accompany  the 
application." 

**14.  That  Section  4  of  Art.  5  be  amended  so  as  to  read  :  'Section 
14.  If  a  member  of  a  Post  shall  be  one  year  in  arrears  for  dues,  he 
shall  be  notified  thereof  in  writing  by  the  Post  Quartermaster,  and  on 
failure  for  two  months  thereafter  to  pay  such  dues,  he  may,  by  vote  of 
the  Post,  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  unless  relieved  from  such  payment, 
as  provided  in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  and  can  be  reinstated  to  member- 
ship on  the  retired  list  as  provided  in  Section  6,  and  from  that  to  the 
iictive  list  as  provided  in  Section  8  of  this  Article.' " 

III.  The  Department  of  Kansas  at  their  last  Annual  Encampment 
adopted  a  resolution,  recommending  that  Post  Surgeons  who  are 
physicians  be  admitted  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  at  Department  Encamp- 
ments, and  that  Medical  Directors  be  admitted  to  seits  in  the  National 
Encampment. 

IV.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Georgia. 

1.  "  Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Comrades  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Georgia,  the  changes  made  in  the  Ritual  by  the  Committee, 
which  reported  at  the  National  Encampment  of  18b8  were,  in  many 
instances,  for  the  worse,  and  that  much  of  the  beauty  and  impressive- 
ness  of  the  previous  ceremony,  particularly  in  the  charge,  have  been 
taken  away  and  nothing  added." 

2.  '*  Resolved,  That  the  National  Encampment  be  requested  at  its 
next  meeting  to  appoint  a  new  Committee  on  Ritual,  who  shall  endeavor 
from  the  old  and  new  Rituals  to  devise  a  still  newer  one,  which  shall 
meet  with  more  general  approval." 

V.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

1.  In  Sec.  5,  Art.  2,  Chap.  2,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  there 
is  a  clau?e  which  reads  as  follows:  "He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  member- 
ship in  any  other  Post  without  the  consent,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  of  the 
Post  rejecting  him."  A  proposiiion  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  to 
amend  said  clause  by  striking  out  the  words  "not"  and  "by  a  two-thirds 
vote,"  also  the  word  "rejecting,"  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"which  rejected,"  and  when  so  amended,  said  clause  to  read  as  follows: 
"He  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  any  other  Post,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Post  which  rejected  him." 

VI.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Massachusetts. 

1.  Resolred,  That  the  delegates  and  representatives  from  this 
Department  to  the  next  Nat  onal  Encampment  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed  to  vote  to  eliminate  Par.  3,  Sec.  1,  Art.  H,  Chap.  IV,  of  the 
Rules  and  Rogulaiions,  and  that  hereafter  no  Comra<ie  shall  have  voice 
nor  vot.;  in  the  National  Encampment  without  corresponding  responsi- 
bility to  the  Department  in  which  he  holds  membership. 

2.  Resolr-cd,  Tliat  the  Ritual  of  the  G.  A.  R.  be  restored  as  it  was 
before  the  lust  Amendments. 
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VII.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Minnesota. 

1.  In  Article  8,  Chap.  3,  prefix  the  words  "Ex-offlcio  members  of 
the  Department  Encampment  cannot  be  represented  by  proxies,  but  any 
elected  representative  of  a  Post  may,  in  the  absence  of  alternate,  be 
represented  in  such  Encampment  by  a  proxy  in  the  hands  of  any 
representative  of  his  Post  who  is  present." 

VIII.  Presented  by  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  Rob't  B.  Beath. 

1.  To  amend  Sec.  1,  Art.  7,  Chap.  2,  by  adding  after  the  title  **  Q. 
M.  Sergeant;**  in  2d  paragraph  "and  may  remove  the  officers  so 
appointed,  at  his  pleasure." 

2.  To  amend  Sec.  3,  Art.  VI,  Chap.  5,  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
words  "their  respective  jurisdictions*'  and  insert  ** Provided,  That 
Department  officers  designated  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  Chap.  3,  other  than 
the  Commander,  shall  only  be  tried  by  courts  ordered  by  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  or  Commander-in-Chief,  and  the  Department  Com- 
mander and  the  National  Officers  designated  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  Chap. 
IV,  other  than  the  Commander-in-Chief,  shall  only  be  tried  by  courts 
ordered  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.** 

IX.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Illinois. 

Amend  Sec.  5,  Art.  II.  Chap.  II,  to  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  6.  If  an  applicant  be  rejected,  his  admission  fee  shall  be 
returned,  and  he  shall  not  be  eligible  to  admission  to  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  until  six  months  after  such  rejection.  A  second,  and  all 
subsequent  applications  shall  be  in  the  same  form,  and  subject  to  the 
same  conditions  as  the  first.*' 

X.  From  the  Department  of  New  York. 

A  request  that  the  present  Ritual  be  changed  to  the  form  as  it 
<*xisted  prior  to  January  1, 1889.

Thk  Commander-in-Chief:  Comrades,  the  hour  has  arrived 
for  the  convening  of  the  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Encampment 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  *  You  will  now  come  to 
order. 

I  desire  to  extend  an  invitation  to  Comrade  Hayes  of  Ohio, 
Comrade  Oglesby  of  Illinois,  Comrade  Hovey  of  Indiana, 
Comrade  Thayer  of  Nebraska  and  the  Past  Commanders-in- 
Chi  ^f,  to  take  seats  on  the  platform. 
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In  the  absence  of  the  Chaplain-in-Chief,  the  Encampment 
was  opened  with  prayer  by  Comrade  T.  J.  Ferrill,  Past  Chap- 
laiti  of  the  Department  of  Missouri.

Comrade  Clarkson  of  Nebraska:  Commander-in-Chief — A 
year  ago  when,  with  others  from  my  adopted  State,  repre- 
senting eighty  thousand  old  soldiers  in  the  State  of  Nebraska, 
I  deposited  my  ballot  for  Wheelock  G.  Veazey  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  one  of 
the  grandest  positions  that  can  be  bestowed  upon  any  man  in 
this  country,  I  felt  that  we  were  honoring  you,  sir.  After  a 
year's  experience  I  have  found  that  you  were  honoring  us. 
One  of  the  first,  and  I  believe  the  very  first,  of  your  official 
duties  was  performed  at  my  most  urgent  solicitation  when  I 
invited  you  to  come  out  to  Nebraska  and  see  the  boys  who 
could  not  come  to  Boston  to  see  you.  And  your  very  first 
official  visit  was  to  Nebraska;  and  you  expected,  as  you  told 
me,  to  see  four  or  five  hundred  of  the  old  boys  gathering 
together  on  that  broad  prairie.  But  as  you  stood  upon  the 
platform  and  saw  chem  around  you,  I  remember  well  your 
words.  **Why,"  you  said,  **this  is  astonishing.  You  have 
have  got  them  here  by  the  acre;"  and  they  were  there  to  greet 
you,  sir.  And  in  the  fullness  of  their  hearts,  in  their  great 
love  for  the  organization,  they  have  deputed  me  to  hand  you 
this  little  emblem  of  your  office.  (An  ivory  gavel.)  Comrade 
Veazey,  the  purity  and  the  solidity  of  the  ivory  of  which 
it  is  made  is  indicative  of  the  purity  and  singleness  of  pur- 
pose with  which  you  have  administered  the  affairs  of  your 
office  for  the  past  year.  The  ring  of  the  silver  with  which  it 
it  is  banded  is  indicative  of  the  ring  of  that  magnificent  voice 
of  yours  in  upholding  the  justice  of  the  cause  in  which  we  are 
enlisted.  My  Comrade,  wield  it  and  let  its  every  touch  be  to 
you  an  inspiration  to  more  and  more  faithfulness  in  our  great 
cause.     Take  it. 

To  you,  my  Comrades  of  the  Encampment,  in  the  fullness 
of  their  hearts   they  have  sent  this  little  token  right  here. 
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(Picture  of  Lincoln  framed  with  flowers.)  And  they  have 
asked  me  to  say  to  you  that  while  they  cannot  be  here  with 
you  in  person,  they  are  here  in  spirit;  their  hearts  are  with 
you,  and  they  send  you  this  simple  little  token  of  their  love 
and  affection. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Comrade,  I  know  you  will  allow 
me  to  be  brief  in  my  reply,  and  I  will  simply  say  to  you,  and 
I  wish  to  extend  it  also  to  all  the  Comrades  of  the  Depart- 
ment, that  I  thank  you  and  them  for  this  emblem  which  you 
have  put  in  my  hands  as  a  token  of  hearty  good  will,  and  I 
promise  you,  as  I  promise  the  comrades  here,  that  I  will  use 
it  with  fairness  and  endeavor  to  do  so  with  justice.  In  behalf 
of  this  Encampment,  also,  I  will  return  thanks  for  this  other 
present  to  us. 

Comrade  Duffield  of  Michigan:  Commander-in-Chief — 
You,  sir,  as  the  representative  of  this  Encampment,  have 
been  presented  with  a  very  ornamental  gavel  in  a  very  orna- 
mental speech.  I  present  you,  sir,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens 
of  Detroit,  with  a  business  gavel. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  years  ago  what  is  now  this  city 
was  an  Indian  settlement.  Nearly  all  that  was  Detroit  is 
embraced  in  the  excavation  that  you  see  on  Fort  street  for 
the  new  public  building.  This  gavel  is  cut  from  the  flag- 
staff of  the  old  fort,  the  old  stockade,  the  stockade  which 
Pontiac  attempted  to  capture,  and  out  of  which  he  was  kept 
by  our  ancestors. 

I  know,  sir,  that  you  need  use  with  this  Encampment  no 
authority.  We  all  love  you,  sir.  We  will  all  obey  you.  We 
all  love  the  Order  and  the  rules  of  the  Order ;  but  if  any  out- 
sider should  come  in,  use  the  Pontiac  gavel  for  business. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Comrade,  I  return  my  sincere 
thanks  for  this  token  that  you  have  presented  me  for  use  on 
this  occasion.  After  what  we  have  seen  for  the  past  two 
days  here,  wc  should  know  that  anything  that  comes  from 
Detroit  is  for  business  purposes. 

The  roll  of  ofificers  was  called  by  the  Adjutant  General  and 
all  were  found  present.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 
Comrades : — 

This  is  the  siher  ajiniversary  of  a  birth,  not  of  a  wed-' 
ding.  The  wedding  occurred  when  the^bridegrooms,  the  1 
TOUth  of  the  land,  enlisted  in  its  defence.  Abraham  1 
Lincoln  celebrated  the  marriage  nuptials.  Columbia  I 
was  the  bride.  Her  vesture  was  the  nation's  flag.  The  I 
pledge  to  re-establish  that  flag  over  the  domain  of  Secessia  J 
was  the  price  of  her  hand.  When  the  pledge  was  grand-  1 
ly  redeemed  through  bloody  strife,  through  suffering  and  I 
death,  and  after  the  victors  had  placed  on  the  brow  of  the  I 
bride  a  new  diadem  whose  gems  were  honor,  valor,  fame, . 
liberty  untainted  with  slavery,  a  country  reunited  and  I 
free,  the  fruit  of  that  marriage  was  the  Grand  Army  of  j 
the  Republic,  an  offspring  worthy  of  its  roj'al  parentage.  J 
The  date  of  the  birth  was  April  6th,  i866.  The  ob-  1 
serv'ance  of  this  silver  anniversary  began  on  the  sixth  day  \ 
of  April  of  this  year.  In  every  town  and  city  in  all  this  1 
broad  country  where  Posts  existed,  the  Comrades  assembled  ] 
in  open  meetings  which  the  public  attended  in  throngs  I 
beyond  the  capacity  of  the  largest  halls,  and  all  at  the  I 
same  hour  united  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  , 
God  for  the  great  blessings  Me  had  vouchsafed  to  our  1 
country  and  to  the  men  who  had  fought  its  battles,  and  I 
had  since  labored  faithfully  on  the  lines  of  good  citizenship  J 
and  had  cultivated  the  Christian  and  Patriotic  principlei 
of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty. 

The  Pulpit  and  Preas  of  the  country,  attracted  by  thi* 
unique,  widespread,  solemn  service,  were  eloquent  in  re- 
■cognition  of  the  veterans  not  only  as  preservers  of  : 
Republic  in  battli-  but  as  conservators  of  It  in  peace;  notfl 
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only  as  servants  of  the  public  in  every  grade  of  official 
position,  but  as  builders  of  cities  and  States ;  not  only  as 
cultivators  of  the  soil  but  as  directors  of  the  colossal 
enterprises  which  now  fill  the  country. 

The  man  must  be  blind  indeed  who  has  failed 
to  see  in  recent  years,  as  time  has  impelled  our  col- 
umn towards  the  river  which  all  mankind  must  cross, 
that  the  G.  A.  R.,  as  it  has  become  better  known,  has 
been  constantly  marching  to  a  higher  plane  in  the  estima- 
tion of  the  people  generally,  as  well  as'of  the  veterans  of  the 
war;  that  the  latter  are  seeking  membership  in  greater 
numbers ;  that  the  spirit  of  true  comradeship  is  continually 
taking  a  deeper  hold  in  the  hearts  of  Comrades  and  that 
time  has  not  diminished  but  quickened  their  pride  of  their 
service,  not  quenched  but  intensified  the  ardor  of  their 
love  of  the  flag  and  all  it  represents,  not  dulled  but 
enlivened  the  soldierly  spirit  which  they  exhibited  in  the 
old  heroic  days.  Any  charge  to  the  contrary  is  an  insult 
to  the  veterans  as  a  class  and  as  individuals. 

The  year  now  coming  to  a  close  has  been  one  of 
marked  prosperity  in  our  order,  but  we  have  been  sad- 
dened often  by  the  roll  of  the  muffled  drum.  A  bril- 
liant eulogist  of  one  of  our  recently  deceased  comrades 
said:  "  The  soldiers  of  the  Union  are  falling  now,  under 
the  dread  artillery  of  Time  almost  as  fast  as  they  fell  in 
1862  and  '63  and  '64.  To  that  fatal  fire  we  are  power- 
less to  reply.  Against  that  foe  our  once  trusty  muskets 
are  dumb.  The  sharpest  sword  is  without  point  or  edge 
to  the  viewless  forms  which  beset  us  in  front  and  flank 
and  rear.  Over  those  grim  barricades  we  well  know  we 
shall  never  carry  one  solitary  bayonet.  On  them  no 
hand  shall  ever  plant  a  hostile  flag.  The  soldiers  of  these 
once  victorious    hosts  must  advance  and  still  advance, 
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without  pause  or  possibility  of  retreat,  until  the  last  sur. 
vivor  shall  throw  up  his  arms  in  mortal  agony  and  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Union  shall  have  perished  from  the 
earth." 

In  our  official  circle,  Richard  F.  Tobin,  the  Senior 
Vice  Commander-in-Chief,  the  bright,  cheery,  genial, 
gentle  Comrade,  the  favprite  in  Grand  Army  circles, 
the  ideal  sailor-soldier,  was  the  first  to  answer  the  sum- 
mons to  join  the  advance  guard  on  the  other  shore. 

Then  quickly  followed  the  Past  Commander-in-Chief, 
Charles  Devens,  who  installed  the  present  National  offi. 
cers  at  the  24th  Encampment  at  Boston.  While  he 
lived  he  was  easily  the  foremost  Comrade  in  eloquence. 
Now  that  death  has  sealed  his  lips,  his  noble  utterances 
seem  like  inspiration.  In  them  he  will  live  not  only  in 
our  hearts  but  throughout  the  ages  to  come  in  the  hearts 
of  all  men  who  love  liberty  and  seek  to  lift  themselves  to 
the  loftiest  manhood  and  who  are  ready,  as  he  was,  to 
make  the  last  sacrifice  for  the  preservation  and  main- 
tenance of  good  government.  The  inspired  orator  never 
dies. 

The  period  for  the  display  of  colors  draped  with  the  badges 
of  mourning  in  honor  of  Comrade  Devens  had  scarcely 
passed  before  both  the  retired  General  of  the  army  and  Ad. 
miralof  the  navy,  Sherman  and  Porter,  died  on  succeeding 
days.  Both  were  Comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R.  They  had 
been  through  their  long  careers  in  their  country's  service 
even  to  the  end  of  life  as  close  in  their  friendship  as  they 
had  been  devoted  as  patriots  and  distinguished  as  com. 
manders.  The- great  Admiral  had  often  said,  '*  I  love  the 
G.  A.  R.  and  all  its  Comrades  next  to  my  country."  The 
great  General  had  testified  his  appreciation  of  our  order 
by  his  never-failing  presence  at  every  National  Encamp- 
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ment  for  many  years.  His  vacant  seat  should  never  be 
occupied.  It  cannot  be  filled.  He  was  the  first  Comrade 
in  whose  honor  every  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  between 
the  place  of  his  death  and  the  place  of  his  burial  stood  in 
line  to  salute  the  sacred  remains  as  they  were  trans- 
ported across  the  country  for  more  than  a  thousand  miles. 

Now  within  the  month  another,  ex- Vice-President 
Hamlin,  whom  the  Republic  trusted  and  honored,  whom 
the  comrades  loved,  and  who  faithfully  stood  at  the  great 
Lincoln's  elbow  through  the  four  fierce  years  of  his  ad- 
ministration, has  joined  his  chief  on  the  battlements  of 
heaven.  These  splendid  leaders  have  not  gone  alone  ; 
a  numerous  guard  of  comrades  (soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines)  of  every  grade  have  gone  with  them. 

As  their  death  is  a  reminder  of  the  brevity  of  time  left 
to  us  to  complete  life's  work,  so  their  noble  lives  will  be 
our  inspiration  to  emulate  their  bright  example. 

Comrades  whom  the  world  calls  dead  !  We  say  not 
farewell,  but  we  hail  and  salute  you,  not  as  fallen,  but  as 
risen  Comrades. 

.     CO-OPERATION     OF    WOMEN. 

The  female  support  of  our  order,  both  in  character  and 
magnitude,  is  too  familiar  to  require  explanation.  They 
bring  supplies  to  the  relief  fund,  and  aid  most  effectuallj' 
in  bringing  recruits  into  the  Post  ;  they  greatly  assist 
the  Posts  in  their  entertainments;  they  sustain  them 
nobly  in  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day;  they  are  in 
valuable  when  sickness  and  death  invade  the  household 
of  the  comrade.  They  are  indeed  our  auxiliary  and  are 
entitled  to  our  gratitude. 
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SONS    OF    VETERANS. 

This  organization  received  special  recognition  at  the 
23d  National  Encampment.  I  have  endeavored  to  give 
it  cordial  support  on  this  account,  and  also  because  I  be- 
lieve in  its  present  and  prospective  usefulness.  It  has  had 
a  rapid  growth  within  the  past  year ;  more  than  30,000 
have  been  mustered  since  June  30,  1890.  Thirtj'-two 
States  and  Territories  have  been  organized  as  Divisions, 
with  more  than  twenty -five  hundred  subordinate  Camps. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  claim  no  rights,  privileges  or 
benefits  for  themselves  except  the  privilege  of  assisting 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  all  its  work.  Surely 
no  one  ought  to  withhold  support  of  an  organization 
of  this  character,  much  less  the  veterans  themselves. 
In  the  Department  of  Georgia  alone,  this  year,  ten  thou- 
sand graves  of  our  dead  comrades  were  decorated  with 
flags  and  flowers  purchased  by  the  Sons  of  Veterans, 
and  they  assisted  in  observing  Memorial  Day  throughout 
the  length   and  breadth  of  the  land. 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  are  now  united  and  harmonious, 
having  but  one  organization,  one  banner  and  one  deter. 
mination,  and  that  is  to  prove  themselves  worthy  of  their 
sires  and  to  become  worthy  citizens  of  a  common  coun- 
try,  saved  and  preserved  by  their  fathers.  Remember, 
"they  are  our  boys,  and  to  them  we  must  soon  commit 
our  trust." 

I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  for  their  assistance  of 
the  G.  A.  R.  the  past  year,  and  for  their  courtesies  to 
myself  and  the  other  Comrades  of  the  National  Staff.

5©  TWENTY-FIFTH    NATIONAL    ENCAMPMENT 

LOUISIANA    AND    MISSISSIPPI. 

The  present  administration  encountered  the  same  dis- 
turbances in  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi 
that  had  troubled  my  predecessors.  The  difficulties  there 
had  existed  ever  since  Posts  9  to  17,  inclusive,  of  that 
Department  were  chartered  and  organized.  This  was  in 
1889.  The  charge  has  always  been  from  different  sources 
that  the  organization  of  these  Posts  was  so  tainted  with 
irregularities  as  to  be  utterly  destructive  of  their  legal 
existence.  Our  Rules  and  Regulations  provide  a  plain 
procedure  for  a  Department  to  pursue  in  order  to  test  the 
validity  of  such  charges.  As  the  Department  of  Louis- 
iana and  Mississippi  has  never,  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
resorted  to  that  procedure,  I  have  held,  in  dealing  with 
those  Posts,  that  they  must  be  regarded  as  having  a  legal 
existence  until  otherwise  regularly  adjudicated. 

Prior  to  1889  the  Comrades  of  the  then  existing  Posts 
were  nearly  all,  and  perhaps  wholly,  composed  of  white 
men.  The  Comrades  of  the  new  Posts  were  wholly,  or 
nearly  so,  colored  men.  The  Department  of  Louisiana 
and  Mississippi,  prior  to  its  last  Department  Encamp- 
ment, acting  through  its  Council  of  Administration,  took 
action  which  practically  set  those  Posts  out  of  the  order, 
I  held  and  announced  that  such  action  was  unwarranted 
by  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  the  same  has  since 
been  rescinded,  but  I  understand  that  the  Department 
still  refuses  to  recognize  those  Posts.  An  application  was 
made  to  National  Headquarters,  nearly  a  year  ago, 
from  that  Department  to  create  a  second  one  cov- 
ering the  same  territory  as  the  present  department. 
There  being  no  authority  conferred  on  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  to  do    this,   the  application  was  denied 
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on  the  legal  point,  without  passing  on  the  merits,  the 
Judge  Advocate-General  and  Executive  Committee 
of  the  National  Council  concurring  therein.  Other  com- 
munications continued  to  reach  Headquarters  from 
various  sources  to  the  effect  that  the  condition  of  our 
Order  in  the  Department  was  in  bad  plight,  and  that  its 
utter  destruction  was  imminent,  I  therefore  ordered  a 
careful  inspection  by  the  Inspector-General.  This  was 
done;  but  further  charges  and  countercharges  and  facts 
continued  to  reach  me,  and  I  ordered  a  second  inspection, 
and  detailed  Comrade  Austin  of  Ohio  to  accompany  and 
assist  the  Inspector-General  therein.  This  second  inspec- 
tion was  made  early  in  June  of  this  year  and  a  report 
thereof  is  on  file. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  Comrades  Burst  and  Aus- 
tin made  a  most  careful  investigation  of  all  matters  in 
that  Department.  Their  recommendation  in  brief  is  that 
this  Encampment  authorize  the  creation  of  a  separate 
Department,  covering  the  same  territory  as  several  of  the 
existing  Departments  in  the  South.  This  is  supported  by 
memorials  addressed  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  by 
Posts  9,  12,  13,  14,  16  and  17,  being  six  of  the  Posts  in 
the  Department  whose  membership  is  composed  of  col- 
ored Comrades.  Protests  against  such  action  have  come 
from  comrades  of  several  Posts  and  these  arc  on  file. 

From  various  sources  of  information  that  have  been 
accessible  to  me,  I  believe  that  a  large  majority  of  both 
white  and  colored  Comrades  in  the  Department  of  Lou- 
isiana and  Mississippi  arc  strong  in  the  conviction  that 
it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  all  individually 
and  of  their  Posts  and  of  the  Order  to  have  a  sepa- 
rate Department  in  Louisiana  and  some  of  the  other  Gulf 
States,   made  up  of  such  Posts   as  may    apply  to    come 
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into  it,  and  having  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  De- 
partments already  established  in  such  States;  concurrent 
in  respect  to  the  chartering  and  mustering  of  Posts,  but 
each  Department  having  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the 
Posts  which  it  may   receive. 

My  best  judgment,  after  a  year  of  painstaking  investi- 
gation, is  that  it  would  be  wise  to  confer  the  authority  upon 
my  successor  to  create  such  a  department.  He  may 
neither  find  it  necessary  nor  think  it  best  to  exercise  the 
power,  if  conferred.  I  am  sure  he  will  see  objections  to 
it,  but  he  may  also  find  it  the  best  and  perhaps  the  only 
shield  for  the  full  protection  of  the  colored  Comrades.  I 
trust  I  need  not  say  that  no  difference  has  obtained  at 
National  Headquarters  in  recognition  and  treatment  of 
Posts  or  Comrades,  whether  white  or  colored. 

When  the  Department  refused  to  receive  reports  or 
dues  from  any  of  these  Posts,  I  have  allowed  them  to  be 
sent  directly  to  the  Adjutant-General,  to  be  held  until  op- 
portunity was  afforded  for  full  investigation  upon  hearing 
and  adjustment  of  the  differences^  in  the  Department.  I 
think  those  Posts  should  have  the  full  benefit  of  such 
reports  and  dues  as  though  they  had  been  received  regu- 
larly by  the  Department. 

This  presentation  of  the  situation  in  that  Department 
is  meagre,  and  is  intended  to  be  only  sufficient  to  bring 
the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  Encampment. 

I  have  no  policy  to  urge  other  than  such  as  will  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Order  and  at  the  same  time  pro- 
tect the  rights  of  all  Comrades.  It  cannot  be  expected 
that  any  plan  will  meet  the  approval  of  all  the  Comrades 
directly  interested.  I  regard  the  subject  as  one  of  first 
importance,  and  invoke  your  deliberate  consideration 
and  best  judgment  in  its  disposition. 


The  official  reports  show  that  our  Order,  during  thft 
year  now  closing,  has  liberally  met  the  demand  upon  the! 
relief  fund.  The  amount  paid  from  the  fund  alone  is  1 
$234,169.69.  It  is  estimated  that  nearly  or  quite  as  ' 
much  more  has  been  paid  by  individual  Comrades,  and 
not  appearing  in  official  reports.  In  addition,  the  amount 
paid  for  the  relief  of  distressed  Comrades  by  the  Wom- 
an's Relief  Corps,  during  the  same  period,  as  officiallyJ 
reported,  and  not  including  cases  of  personal  aid  not  so¥ 
appearing,  is  $!  52,7 10.80.  Reports  have  not  reached  me^ 
from  other  auxiliary  organizations,  such  as  Sons  of  J 
Veterans.  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R,,  etc.  The  figures  given  1 
above  show  a  large  increase  over  the  amount  of  any  pre-T 
vious  year. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  Adjutant-General's  report  that  thitM 
total  amount  of  relief  paid  out  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  J 
Republic,  not  including  payments  by  auxiliary  bodies,! 
since  1S70,  is  more  than  $2,200,000.  If  these  figures! 
were  doubled  I  doubt  if  they  would  exceed  the  totall 
amount  of  charitable  contributions  from  sources  abovefl 
alluded  to,  to  ex-soldiers  and  their  families,  while  in  tern-  ^ 
porary  need  and  distress.  I  do  not  think  this  was  the  \ 
work  of  a  band  of  mercenaries. 

These  figures  suggest  what  may  be  the  demands  upon  I 
the  order  in  the  future;  and  in  this  connection  it  must  be  | 
kept  in  mind  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
made  up  mainly  of  those  who  constituted  the  rank  and  I 
tile  of  our  armies:  men  of  moderate  means,  manual  labor- 
ers, the  same  class  that  has  always  been  the  chief  depend-  j 
ancc  of  nations  In  great  national  crises.  The  years  of  J 
their  service  were  practically  a  total  loss  of  so  much  time,J 
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and  of  the  opportunity  which  the  business  prosperity  of 
those  years  afforded  to  others  to  better  their  condition. 
Their  dependence  for  livelihood  since  has  been  labor,  and 
this  under  the  disadvantages  which  the  business  depres- 
sions that  our  country  has  encountered  and  which  invari- 
ably follow  the  enormous  waste  and  destruction  of  great 
wars.  Under  these  circumstances  life  has  been  a  hard  struff- 
gle  for  the  great  mass  of  these  most  worthy  men.  While 
they  cheerfully  divide  the  loaf  with  a  suffering  Comrade, 
our  organization  should  be  careful  to  make  the  burden  of 
it  the  lightest  possible.  The  exaction  of  dues  should  be 
limited  to  actual  necessities,  and,  if  possible,  to  the  ability 
of  that  class  least  able  to  pay.  Their  number  is  large- 
They  were  as  good  soldiers  as  those  who  have  been  more 
prosperous.  The  Post  room  is  about  their  only  social 
opportunity.  To  deprive  them  of  it  would  be,  indeed,  a 
bitter  disappointment.  Our  Rules  and  Regulations  wisely 
prohibit  enforced  contributions  for  purposes  outside  the 
expressed  objects  of  the  Order.  But  an  impression  largely 
prevails  that  it  is  proper  to  ask  the  Comrades,  through 
the  official  channels  of  the  Order,  for  voluntary  contribu- 
tions for  worthy  objects,  such  as  building  monumental 
structures,  purchasing  historic  grounds  and  buildings,  es- 
tablishment of  elemosynary  institutions,  supporting  those 
already  in  existence,  etc.  I  think  not  a  month,  scarcely 
a  week,  has  passed  during  the  year  that  applications  of 
this  nature  have  not  come  to  me,  and,  I  have  no  doubt, 
with  the  sincere  belief,  as  expressed  in  the  application, 
that  to  carry  out  the  project  would  be  the  glory  of  my 
administration.  If  I  have  lost  the  glory,  I  feel  that  I  have 
been  just  to  the  Comrades  by  declining  every  such  appli- 
cation, except  in  the  case  of  the  Decatur  Memorial  Hall, 
wherein  I  acted  pursuant  to  instructions  of  the  last  Na- 
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tional  Encampment,  and  the  project  stands  on  exceptional 
grounds  in  all  respects.  The  inquiry  may  be,  What  is 
the  harm  to  ask  for  a  voluntary  contribution?  None,  if 
the  Comrade  is  approached,  not  as  a  Comrade  of  the 
Order,  through  its  official  sources,  but  as  an  individual 
and  outside  of  these  sources.  The  official  approval  at 
National,  Department  and  Post  Headquarters  in  a  meas- 
ure destroys  the  voluntary  element.  The  man  who  had 
that  spirit  which  impelled  him  to  be  a  soldier  is  embar- 
rassed to  say  no  to  an  appeal  for  a  cause,  good  in  itself, 
thus  indorsed. 

Comrades,  let  us  tenaciously  keep  this  grand  Order 
within  the  strict  limits  of  its  objects,  and  thus  within  the 
ability  of  those  worthy  Comrades  who  >yould  have  to 
leave  it  if  allowed  to  be  used,  directly  or  indirectly,  for 
other  ends. 

MOUNT  MC  GREGOR  COTTAGE. 

There  seems  to  have  been  some  misapprehension  in 
respect  to  the  nature  of  the  conveyance  of  Mount  Mc- 
Gregor cottage,  which  was  occupied  by  General  Grant 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  property  was  never  con- 
veyed to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  The  con- 
veyance was  to  a  corporation  chartered  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  it  was  ex- 
pressed in  the  deed  to  be  ''  in  trust  in  behalf  of  the  sur- 
viving comrades  in  arms  of  General  Grant  and  the  whole 
American  people." 

The  design  was  to  have  the  cottage  and  its  contents 
preserved  forever  in  precisely  the  condition  it  was  in  at 
the  decease  of  our  great  Comrade,  and  be  made  accessi- 
ble to  the  public  under  proper  regulations.     Two  of  the 
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five  corporators  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation  were 
the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Department  Commander 
of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office.     Unfortu- 
nately no  provision  was  made  by  the  donors  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  the  property.     This  burden  has  fallen 
upon  our  organization  for  no  reason  whatever,  except 
that  there  seemed  to  be  nobody  else  to  assume  it.     It  is 
plainly  an  unjust  burden.     The  expense  is,  including  a 
keeper,  about  $800  per  year.     The  gift  was  practically 
to  the  nation,  and  the  country  should  assume  the  burden 
of  it.     I  therefore  drew  a  bill  to  provide  for  its  main- 
tenance by  the  government  and  had  it  introduced  in  Con- 
gress at  the  last  session  and  endeavored  to  get  our  Com- 
rades in  that  body  to  assist  in  procuring  its  passage,  but 
with  some  exceptions,  among  whom  Comrade  Cogswell 
was  conspicuous,  they  saw  insurmountable  obstacles,  and 
the  bill  was  never  even  reported.     All  agreed,  however, 
that  the  Grand  Army  ought  not  to  pay  this  expense. 
The  time  will  soon  come  when  we  cannot  pay  it;  aye, 
when    there  will  be  no  Grand  Army  of  the   Republic. 
I  think  we  should  now  take  action  looking  to  a  provision 
for  the  care  of  this  cottage  from  other  sources  than  our 
treasury,  either  by  Congress,  or,  that  again  failing,   by 
obtaining    a    subscription  fund    adequate  from    men  of 
wealth,  or^  by  charging  a  fee  to  visitors,  who  number 
yearly  many  thousands. 

I  still  believe  relief  can  be  obtained  from  the  govern- 
ment, because  you  will  find  that  a  resolution  of  this  body, 
seconded  by  Department  Encampments,  will  make  the 
obstacles  look  smaller  to  Senators  and  Representatives, 
than  they  appeared  when  the  appeal  came  from  me  indi- 
vidually and  unaided.  I  recommend  that  action  be  taken 
in  the  premises  by  this  Encampment. 
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DECATUR    MEMORIAL    HALL. 

At  the  24th  National  Encampment  a  proposition  to 
erect  a  Memorial  Hall  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  the  birthplace 
of  our  order,  was  approved  and  the  Commander-in-Chief 
was  directed  to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  action  pur- 
suant to  the  resolutions  then  adopted.  This  committee, 
consisting  of  Comrades  Richard  J.  Oglesby  of  Illinois, 
George  A.  Marden  of  Massachusetts  and  Josepfi  W. 
O'Nedll  of  Ohio,  has  rendered  no  report  to  me,  but  will 
report,  as  I  understand,  to  this  Encampment,  and  therein 
present  at  length  what  has  been  done  by  them  and  the 
Comrades  and  people  of  Decatur.  I  stated  in  Circular 
Letter  No.  6  the  great  necessity  that  a  depository  for  the 
records  and  all  the  material  which  constitutes  the  history 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  should  be  speedily 
provided.  The  silver  anniversary  of  the  Order  was 
splendidly  observed  at  Decatur,  and  the  committee  and 
people  of  that  city  have  pressed  upon  the  Comrades  the 
great  propriety  of  testifying  their  appreciation  and  love  of 
the  Order  by  contributions  for  the  erection  of  the  pro- 
posed hall.  I  advise  that  the  subject  be  taken  up  by 
this  Encampment  and  action  be  taken  in  respect  to  this 
project  already  so  well  started  and  so  far  advanced. 

• 

PENSIONS. 

The  subject  of  pensions  was  taken  up  by  the  5Lst  Con- 
gress at  its  first  session  and,  after  patient  investigation  by 
the  Pension  Committees  of  both  Houses,  a  bill  was  agreed 
upon,  passed,  and  finally  approved  by  the  President  on 
the  27th  day  of  June,  1890.  It  is  known  as  the  disability 
bill.     It  repealed  none  of  the   previous   enactments,  but 
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was  supplementary  thereto.  The  last  National  Encamp- 
ment passed  resolutions  thanking  Congress  and  the  Presi- 
dent for  this  law,  but  favoring  service  pension  legislation^ 

Before  the  assembling  of  the  second  session  of  the  same 
Congress  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  1890,  I  ap- 
pointed the  usual  pension  committee  of  five  Comrades  to 
present  to  Congress  and  the  President  the  views  of  the 
National  Encampment  as  expressed  in  said  resolutions 
upon  the  policy  of  legislation  that  should  be  adopted. 
They  consisted  of  Comrades  R.  W.  Blue  of  Kansas^ 
L.  T.  Dickason  of  Illinois,  Alvin  P.  Hovey  of  Indiana, 
Warner  Miller  of  New  York  and  Selden  Connor  of 
Maine.  The  Chairman,  Comrade  Blue,  came  to  Wash- 
ington during  the  second  session  of  the  last  Congress  and, 
upon  his  invitation,  I  went  with  him  to  see  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Pensions  and  the  President  to  advise  with  them 
generally  upon  the  subject  of  pension  legislation.  We 
also  appeared  before  the  joint  committees  of  the  House 
and  Senate,  and  Comrade  Blue  vigorously  presented  to 
them  the  arguments  in  favor  of  a  service  pension.  The 
committee  listened  patiently,  but  said  that  the  whole 
subject  had  been  exhaustively  considered  at  the  pre- 
vious session  with  the  result  above  stated,  and  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  obtain  a  reconsideration  before 
the  efficacy  and  operation  of  the  last  enactment  had 
been  tested.  Under  it,  for  some  months  past,  pensions 
have  been  allowed  at  the  rate  of  more  than  1000  per 
day,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  average  will  be  main- 
tained until  the  docket  of  applications  is  substantially 
cleared . 

It  would  be  out  of  place  here  for  me  to  enter  upon  a 
discussion  of  the  controverted  question  as  to  whether  the 
policy  of  legislation  adopted   is  the  wisest  and  best.     I 
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think  that  all  agree  that  if  the  present  enactment  is 
not  the  wisest,  it  is  liberal,  and  that  the  number  who  at 
first  thought  it  too  extravagant  is  rapidly  diminishing  as 
the  provisions  of  the  act  become  better  Understood,  The 
comparative  statement  made  by  Comrade  Tracy,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  a  recent  address,  showing  the 
amount  paid  for  pensions  and  for  interest  on  the  bonded 
debt  of  the  government  between  1863  and  1892,  and  that 
the  interest  account  exceeds  the  pension  account,  has  been 
a  great  revelation. 

I  think  that  he,  in  that  address,  grandly  expressed  the 
general  sense  of  the  people  when  he  said  :  ''  While  I 
believe  that  we  should  not  be  carried  away,  even  by  a 
generous  sentiment,  to  a  liberality  beyond  our  means,  I 
for  one  cannot  refuse  my  assent  to  the  principle  which 
our  pension  legislation  has  enacted  into  law,  that  no  man 
who  risked  his  life  in  defense  of  the  Union  should  ever 
want  for  bread," 

APPOINTMENTS    IN    GOVERNMENT    SERVICE. 

The  Federal  law,  Revised   Statutes,   Sec.  1754,  limits 
preference  to  appointments  to  civil   office,  in   the  case  of 
Union  veterans,  "to  persons  discharged  from  the  military 
or   naval    service   by  reason    of  disabilty    resulting  from 
wounds  or  sickness  incurred  in  the  line  of    duty."     This 
utterly  ignores  the  idea  oi  service  constituting  any  ground  of 
preference.    The  statute,  in  letter  and  spirit,  in  this  respect 
violates  all  public  utterance  and  pledge  from   '61   to  '65, 
and  is  contrary  to  the  resolutions  of  all  political  parties 
since  then.     It  is  belie \*ed  to  be  contrary  to  the  under- 
standing and  intention  ot  the  Congress  that  passed  it.     It 
is  an  offense  to  the   conscience  of  the  American  people.

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It  is  wrong  or  else  the  people  have  been  wrong  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century. 

I  advise  that  this  Encampment   renew  the  effort  of  a 
year  ago  to  procure  an  amendment  of  the  Statutes  to  the ' 
effect  that  honorable  service  shall  count  for  something  in 
appointments,  when  all  other  things  are  equal, 

DECISIONS. 

The  most  important  rulings  made  during  the  year  are 
epitomized  in  the  Adjutant-General's  report;  and  the 
opinions  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General,  upon  which 
those  rulings  were  based,  are  found  in  full  in  his  able 
report. 

NEW    DEPARTMENT. 

The  only  Department  chartered  the  past  year  is  that 
of  the  Indian  Territory,  in  respect  to  which  the  facts  are 
fully  stated  in  the  Adjutant-General's  report. 

MONUMENTS. 

The  facts  in  respect  to  the  Grant,  Sheridan  and  Logan 
monuments  will  appear  in  the  reports  of  the  several 
committees  to  whom  the  subject  of  these  structures  Was 
referred. 

NATIONAL    CEMETERIES. 

The  National  Cemeteries  are  by  law  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  War  Department,  and  a  Veteran  Sol- 
dier has  been  appointed  the  Superintendent  at  each  Cem- 
etery. Many  of  the  Cemeteries  are  situated  in  the  South, 
where  there  are  comparatively  few  Posts  or  Comrades  of

Grand  Army.  The  observance  of  Memorial  Day  at 
e  Cemeteries  had  heretofore  been  left  to  Comrades 
d  the  people  generally  who  lived  in  the  respective  neigh- 
■hoods,  but  having  no  official  functions. 
At  the  last  National  Encampment  resolutions  were 
reduced  bearing  on  the  subject  of  Memorial  Day  ob- 
ances  at  National  Cemeteries,  These  were  referred 
the  Council  of  Administration,  and  upon  investigation 
the  Executive  Committee  thereof,  it  was  found  that 
B  Quartermaster-Genenil  had,  from  year  to  year,  paid 
nt  increasing  amounts  for  flags,  flowers,  etc..  for  the  dec- 
^tion  of  the  honored  graves  in  those  Cemeteries.  There 
\o  reason  to  suppose  that  the  money  thus  sent  was  not 
[►ropriated  as  designed,  but  there  were  no  reports  or 
Eords  to  show  the  fact,  and  it  appeared  that  the  drafts 
on  the  treasury  for  this  purpose,  judging  from  past  ex- 
rience.  would  soon  get  beyond  its  capacit)-  to  respond. 
le  Committee,  therefore,  decided  that  it  was  unwise  to 
ike  further  appropriations  for  this  object.  Thereupon. 
It  the  decoration  of  these  graves  might  not  anywhere- 
neglected,  and  to  insure  an  annual  memorial  obser- 
oce  in  the  cemeteries,  I  obtained  an  order  from  the 
irtermaster-General  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  directing  the  - 
perintendents,  wherever  Grand  Army  Posts  or  other 
jjanizations  in  the  viclnitj-  omitted  to  seasonably  pro- 
I'ide  for  such  decorations  and  observance,  to  assume 
:harge  thereof,  solicit  flowers  and  invite  Comrades  and 
igious  societies  and  other  organizations  in  the  lo- 
riy  to  participate  in  such  ceremonies.  This  is  a  con- 
ling  order.  The  result  this  year  was  a  universal 
iervance  at  these  cemeteries  on  a  .scale  generally 
jer  and  more  complete  than  has  heretofore  obtained. 
1  this  without  expense  to  our  Order,  except  as  some 
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individual  Posts  voluntarily  contributed  funds  as  they 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  doing.  The  War  Department 
has  no  authority  to  expend  any  part  of  the  government 
appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  cemeteries  to  this 
particular  purpose,  but  I  think  Congress  could  be  induced 
to  confer  such  authority  and  provide  the  money,  if  solicited 
by  this  body.  This,  like  the  support  of  the  McGregor 
Cottage,  should  be  a  burden  of  all  the  people  and  not  of 
a  part,  and  especially  not  of  the  soldier  element  alone. 

MEMORIAL    DAY. 

The  interest  taken  in  the  impressive  ceremonies  of 
Memorial  Day,  not  only  by  Comrades  but  by  all  classes 
of  people,  increases  from  year  to  year. 

There  is  no  day  so  sacred,  no  observance  so  beautiful. 
It  has  of  late  changed  somewhat  in  form  of  service.  It 
is  now  the  old  soldier  and  the  little  child  who  bear  the 
floral  wreath  to  the  grassy  mound.  The  Veteran's  son, 
in  the  strength  of  early  manhood,  is  thrilled  by  the  touch- 
ing scene.  All  listen  to  the  music  that  is  both  mournful 
and  martial,  to  the  inspiring  words  of  the  orator,  the  lofty 
thought  of  the  poet ;  and  all  have  taken  a  step  upward.  If 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  had  never  accomplished 
any  other  result  than  the  establishment  of  Memorial  Day, 
the  people  ought  to  be  eternally-  grateful  to  the  order. 

Comrades,  our  Order  has  reached  its  high-water  mark 
neither  in  numbers  nor  in  glory  and  power.  It  often 
receives  a  stab,  but  every  man  who  has  attempted  to 
stigmatize  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  only 
succeeded  in  belittling  himself.  In  cultivating  Frater- 
nity and  Charity  it  works  on  the  same  lines  with  some 
other  organizations.     But  there  is  another  basic  princi- 
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pie  of  our  Order  which  is,  in  a  sense  at  least,  peculiar  to 
it.  It  is  that  which  impelled  us  to  be  soldiers.  It  is  that 
to  which  the  noblest  ruler,  the  grandest  man  of  all  the 
Christian  era,  the  martyred  Lincoln,  appealed  when  he 
confidently  called  for  75,000 — 300,000 — 500,000  more. 
It  is  that  upon  which  true  liberty  and  free  government 
can  only  rest ;  it  is  the  broad  principle  of  loyalty. 

Here  we  provoke  criticism,  and  on  the  ground  that 
there  is  no  disloyalty  now.  True,  no  class  or  section  is 
engaged  in  disloyal  acts;  but,  as  is  well  known,  there  are 
men  here  and  there  throughout  the  land  who  adhere  to 
the  pernicious  doctrine  that  secession  by  a  State  is  a  right ; 
and  therefore  resistance  to  attempted  coercion  is  not  dis- 
loyalty or  rebellion.  It  is  in  this  view  that  the  Southern 
soldier   calls    himself   a    Confederate    and  not    a    rebel. 

The  iron  heel  of  Andrew  Jackson  crushed  the  first 
threats  of  overt  action  based  on  this  doctrine. 

When,  in  the  next  ifistance,  the  threat  was  carried  into 
effect  it  required  the  scourge  of  war  and  rivers  of  blood 
to  suppress  it.  A  third  effort  is  not  likely  to  appear 
again  in  the  South,  because  it  is  not  conceivable  how  the 
interests  of  that  section  can  be  so  advantageously  situated 
as  they  are  within  the  Union.  But  the  doctrine  perme- 
ates the  political  literature  of  the  country.  The  seed 
took  deep  root  in  the  disciples  of  Calhoun  and  others, 
who  labored  to  plant  it.  As  our  country  extends  its  bor- 
Jers  and  sections  become  antagonistic  in  interest,  who 
;an  say  that  another  effort  may  not  be  made  somewhere. 
>o  long  as  this  danger  exists,  however  remotely,  the 
.vork  of  the  G.  A.  R.  is  not  finished. 

We  mean  by  loyalty  that  loyalty  which  denies  the  right 
)f  secession  and  recognizes  the  right  of  coercion  to  sup- 
press secession.     This  was  the  solid  ground  upon  which 
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the  government  stood,  and  the  only  one  upon  which  i  1 
could  stand,  in  the  war;  but  at  what  a  cost  of  sorrow  anc3 
suffering,  of  treasure  and  blood.  It  is  by  united,  organ- 
ized power  that  great  results  are  accomplished.  No 
organization  since  the  war  has  done  so  much  for  th^ 
country,  especially  in  laying  deep  the  foundations  o:i 
future  security,  as  the  G.  A.  R.  It  appeals  to  ever}'" 
loyal  hand  that  drew  a  blade  or  carried  a  muskets 
Therefore  no  Union  soldier  has  done  his  full  duty  as  a- 
citizen  unless  he  has  given  the  Order  the  benefit  of  hi^ 
comradeship  in  it. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  renew  the  expression  of  grati- 
tude  which  I  made  a  year  ago,  for  the  great  honor  that 
you  then  conferred  upon  me.  No  one  can  know  as  welt 
as  I  how  far  short  I  have  fallen  in  the  proper  discharge 
of  the  great  duties  that  belong  to  the  Executive  head  of 
our  Order.  Whatever  of  success  the  administration  has 
had  is  due  to  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the  Na- 
tional Staff.  This  is  shown  to  some  extent,  but  not 
wholly,  in  their  excellent  reports.  The  Aides-de-Camp 
have  been  utilized  and  made  constant  workers,  and  their 
reports,  which  would  rrfake  volumes,  contain  a  mass  of 
fact  and  information  that  has  been  most  useful  already 
and  will  be  valuable  in  the  future.  I  am  glad  to  ac- 
knowledge my  great  obligations  to  each  and  all  of  the 
officers  associated  with  me  in  the  administration.  The 
courtesies  from  Department  and  Post  officers  and  Com- 
rades generally,  all  over  the  country,  have  made  my 
visitations  a  delight  and  the  official  term  a  pleasure. 

Having  intended  to  wrong  no  one,  and  having  received 
no  affront  from  any,  I  say  to  one  and  all,  from  the 
deepest  recesses  of  my  heart,  I  thank  you  and  God  bless 
vou.

Comrade  :  .  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Adjutant  General's  Department,  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  for  the  year  of  your  administration,  as  follows : 
When  you  assumed  command  at  Boston,  August  14,  1890, 
there  were  borne  upon  the  rolls  of  the  order,  44  Departments 
with  7,185  Posts  and  397,941  Comrades  in  good  standing.    The 
consolidated  Report  of  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  period 
ending  June  30,  1 891,  as  far  as  the  returns  have  been  received, 
not  all  yet  being  in,  shows  in  good  standing :  45  Departments 
with  7,219   Posts  and   398,270   Comrades   in  good  standing. 
The  sum  expended  in  charity   as   reported  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,    1890,    was   $217,957.54,    relieving   21,634   per- 
sons;   for    the    year    ending    June    30,     1891,    $234,169.69, 
a  gain  of  $16,212. 15.  The  total  number  of  deaths  reported  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  was  5,479,  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1891,  was  5,965,  a  gain  of  486. 

The  following  tables  give  detailed  summaries  of  the  re- 
ports for  the  successive  quarters  as  specified  therein,  up  to 
the  31st  of  December,  1890,  when  the  semi-annual  system 
took  effect,  the  period  ending  June  30,  1891,  being  the  first 
one  so  reported.

♦This  is  the  membership  appearing  in  the  reports  as  ren- 
dered, but  it  is  not  the  full  membership  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  the  Reports  for  the  six  months  ending  June  30th, 
are  not  yet  all  received.  It  is  expected  that  they  will, 
however  be  received  in  time  for  correction  of  these  tables  in 
the  printed   Journal  of  the  Encampment. 

The  reports  for  the  period  ending  December  31st,  being  the 
basis  of  representation  in  the  National  Encampment,  will 
show  more  accurately  the  total  membership. 

There  should  be  at  that  time  not  far  from  425,000  members 
reported  .in  good  standing,  and  possibly  a  much  larger 
number. 

♦Note. — So  far  as  received,  the  corrected  reports  have  been  used  in  read- 
j  usting  the  tables. 
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The  Order  showed  a  steady,  healthy  growth  and  increase 
up  to  and  including  December  31,  1890,  the  net  gains  to  that 
time  for  the  two  remaining  quarters  of  1890  being  11,548 
members. 

The  returns  for  the  period  received  at  the  time  of  print- 
ing this  report  for  June  30,  1891,  exhibit  an  apparent  net 
loss  of  11,422,  which  is  manifestly  not  a  correct  showing. 
Indeed,  many  of  the  Departments  claim  large  gains,  but  the 
time  has  been  too  limited  to  get  the  reports  from  all  Posts 
since  the  close  of  the  semi-annual  period. 

The  result  of  the  working  of  the  semi-annual  system  of 
reports  adopted  at  Boston  at  the  24th  National  Encampment 
and  going  into  effect  December,  31st,  1890,  has  thus  far  in 
my  judgment  been  demoralizing  and  has  not  in  any  way  re- 
sulted in  good  to  the  order. 

The  advantage  claimed  for  it  was  the  lessening  of  the 
number  of  reports  to  be  made.  This  in  practice  has  not  yet 
proved  an  advantage.  The  very  fact  of  reporting  once  in 
three  months  keeps  up  the  interest  on  the  part  of  officers 
reporting,  while  the  small  sums  required  as  per  capita  dues 
quarterly  are  very  much  more  easily  paid  than  are  the 
semi-annual  payments  which  of  course  are  double  in  amount. 

The  disadvantage  of  not  having  the  March  reports  for 
reference  is  felt  by  the  present  administration  with  peculiar 
force,  as  so  much  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  to  get.  in 
the  reports  to  June  30th  for  publication  for  this  encampment, 
held  ten  days  earlier  than  the  24th  and  about  four  weeks  earlier 
than  the  23d,  that  they  are  not  in  many  cases  probably  a  cor- 
rect index  of  the  true  condition  of  the  Posts  and  Departments-

This  is  the  number  as  reported,  the  actual  number  being 
doubtless  much  greater. 
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The  Department  of  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma, 
npon  request  of  the  Posts  therein,  was  divided  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief by  Special  Orders  No,  to.  dated  Headquar- 
ters G.  A.  R,,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  Rutland,  Vt,,  June 
aid,  1891,  into  the  Department  of  Oklahoma  and  the  Pro- 
visional Department  of  Indian  Territory,  the  same  to  take 
effect  July  ist,  1891,  and  Comrade  E.  Calkins  of  So.  McAles- 
ter,  I.  T,,  was  appointed  Provisional  Commander  of  said  Pro- 
visional Department.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Posts  of  said  Pro- 
visional Department  duly  ordered  and  held  at  So.  McAlester, 
I.  T.,  July  3d,  1891,  a  permanent  departmental  organization 
was  effected  and  Comrade  Edward  Calkins  was  elected  De- 
partment Commander. 
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The  Adjutants  and  Quartermasters  of  Posts  should  be  tTie 
best  men  possible  to  be  obtained,  fitness  and  ability  to  be 
the  standard.  Once  broken  in  and  doing  well  they  should 
remain  year  after  year.  The  Sergeant-Major  and  Quartermas- 
ter Sergeant  respectively  should  be  in  training  by  assisting 
the  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster,  so  as  to  succeed  to  the  offices 
if  capable,  or  serve  in  the  absence  of  either.  The  delin- 
quencies from  which  the  whole  Order  suffers  and  which  cut 
such  a  figure  in  the  periodical  statements  and  returns  can 
almost  invariably  be  traced  to  the  failure  on  the  part  of  Post 
Quartermasters  to  collect  the  dues  each  and  every  period, 
while  the  amount  is  small  and  easily  paid  by  almost  every 
Comrade.  Once  allowed  to  pass,  it  is  soon  impossible  to  col- 
lect what  has  become  a  comparatively  large  sura,  and  the 
worthy  Comrade  who  never  intended  to  forfeit  his  membersltj 
is  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  lost  to  the  Order; 
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Departments  do  the  besc  which  have  fixed  Headquarters 
and  the  same  Assistant  Adjiitant-General  for  a  term  of  years. 
The  responsibility  of  the  condition  of  a  Department  rests 
largely  on  this  officer.  The  growth  and  stability  of  the 
Order  would  be  greatly  promoted  by  permanent  location  of 
the  office  and  longer  tenure  of  the  officer.  Many  large  De- 
partments have  adopted  thi.i  policy  and  it  will  help  the 
smaller  ones  even  more  in  proportion.  The  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's office  and  that  of  each  Assistant  Adjutant-General 
should  be  fixed  like  that  of  the  Post  Adjutant  if  the  best 
results  are  to  be  obtained. 

It  maybe  out  of  place  in  a  mere  summary  of  official  work. 
but  permit  me  to  state  that  in  some  Departments,  the 
change  in  location  of  Assistant  Adjutant-General  and  the 
resumption  of  business  and  communication  with  this  office 
took  about  four  weeks.  This  occurring  all  along  from  January 
to  May  causes  gaps  in  correspondence  hard  to  fill  and  suspen- 
sion of  the  receipt  of  orders  from   the  Commander-in-Chief 
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by  the  Posts,  no  matter  how  vita)  or  important  they  may 
be,  and  works  harm  of  all  sorts. 

This  Order  is  not  at  its  summit  in  point  of  members  if  some 
of  the  evils  I  have  hinted  at  areremedied.  It  can  and  should 
be  made  to  reach  a  membership  of  600,000  or  700,000,  but 
this  must  be  done  within  five  years  if  ever;  before  the 
death  rate  shall  exceed  any  possible  gains.  I  believe  with 
work  and  proper  organization  it  is  quite  possible,  there  bein^ 
over  1,300,000  old  soldiers  now  living. 

The  Department  Encampments  being  held  in  so  many 
different  months  from  January  to  May  makes  the  work  and 
care  much  greater  at  Headquarters  than  if  these  Encamp- 
ments were  held  say,  all  within  two  months  and  the  changes 
incident  thereto  occurring  at  about  the  same  time.

The  labor  attending  the  administration  of  the  Adjutant- 
General's  office  cannot  be  expressed  by  giving  the  number  of 
letters  received  or  answered  or  the  number  of  pieces  of  mail 
matter  handled.  From  one  cause  or  another,  notably  the 
death  of  a  large  number  of  our  distinguished  Comrades  and 
other  special  matters  voted  and  entailed  upon  us  by  preced- 
ing Encampments,  the  number  of  orders  has  increased,  and 
as  you  held  that  all  members  of  the  National  Encampment 
were  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  all  publications  direct  from 
this  office,  the  number  of  each  i.ssue  has  also  been  somewhat 
increased  over  that  of  former  years.  This  matter  if  properly 
distributed  by  all  the  Departments  and  carefully  read  by 
Post  officers  to  the  Comrades  cannot  but  have  made  some  im- 
pression for  good  upon  them.  I  am  led  to  believe,  however, 
that  in  some  Departments  and  many  Posts,  more  or  less 
negligence  attends  the  distribution  of  matter  from  Head- 
quarters.    It  is  needless  to  say  it  is  prepared  with  some  care 
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and  cost  and  should  be  promptly  sent  so  as  to  reach  in  the 
end  all  the  Comrades  so  they  will  know  that  this  office  is 
doing  effectually  the  work  for  which  it  is  maintained, 

Needless  expense  sometimes  results  from  hasty  tegisla- 
lation.  For  instance,  two  years  ago  a  new  Ritual  was  voted. 
The  next  year  the  old  Ritual  was  restored.  This  cost  the 
Order  in  round  numbers  about  three  thousand  dollars. 

The  legitimate  needs  of  the  Order  are  many  and  must  be 
wisely  and  fully  met  for  its  highest  success.  The  suggestion 
has  come  from  many  sources  that  the  Order  should  soon  be- 
gin to  provide  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  old 
age  with  its  diminishing  membership  and  dues.  This  is  wor- 
thy of  consideration. 

The  migratorycharacterof  this  office  is  necessarily  fatal  to 
any  permanent  accumulation  of  valuable  books  of  reference, 
etc.  I  have,  however,  the  present  year  secured  a  full  set  of 
the  Volunteer  Army  Register,  giving  the  muster-out  roll  of 
the  commissioned  officers  of  every  Volunteer  Regiment 
serving  during  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  and  have  had 
them  bound  for  preservation.  I  have  also  secured  and  had 
bound  nearly  all  the  Journals  of  the  Department  Encamp- 
ments for  1888,  1889  and  1890,  and  have  many  of  the  paper 
copies  of  1891.  It  has  required  not  a  little  correspondence  to 
effect  this,  and  from  several  Departments  no  copies  of  their 
General  Orders  or  other  printed  matter  were  received  here 
until  after  repeated  requests. 

By  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  I  have  arranged 
all  the  matter  coming  into  my  hands  with  a  view  to  its  being 
more  easily  transported,  boxing  each  year's  papers  separately 
and  labeling  and  numbering  the  boxes  so  that  those  not 
needed  daily  may  be  stored.  I  have  also  exchanged  an  old 
desk  and  typewriter  for  a  new  one  upon  very  advantageous 
terms;  have  also  purchased  a  mimeograph  which  has  saved 
more  than  its  cost  in  printing,  and  also  enables  the  office  to 
issue  circular  letters,  etc.,  that  it  is  sometimes  not  desin 
to  print.

In  this  list  all  deceased  members  are  noted  and  the  date  ] 
of  decease  of  all  Past  National  Officers  given. 

As  above  intimated  the  short  time  intervening  between  I 
the  close  of  the  semi-annual  period.  June  30th,  and  this  En- 
campment, renders  it  a  work  of  great  difficulty,  practically  j 
impossible,  to  arrive  at  any  exact  knowledge  of  the  true  con- 
dition of  the  Order.  Posts  take  a  few  days,  sometimes  weeks, 
and  the  Department  officers  must  verify  and  consolidate  the 
returns,  taking  at  least  a  few  days  more,  then  the  Adjutant 
General  has  to  codify  and  print,  so  that  as  I  have  said  the 
time  is  too  short  in  which  to  accomplish  what  the  Encamp- 
ment has  a  right  to  expect.  I  would  therefore  suggest  aa  I 
one  recommendation  that  the  National  Encampment  be  held  1 
not  earlier  than  the  20th  of  August  lo  enable  this  work  to  be  J 
more  perfectly  done. 

But  during  this  official  year  we  have  had  other  means  of  1 
information  than  the  periodical  reports  of  Posts  and  Depart- 
ment officers,   as  called   for  by  the   Rules  and  Regulations. 
Early  in  your  administration  an  order  was  prepared  callin};  | 
for  monthly  reports  from  all  Aides  appointed  upon  the  staff,  ■ 
and  specifying  methods  for  the  observations  desired  to  bna 
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made  by  them.  That  feature  has  given  these  Headquarters 
a  large  amount  of  valuable  information,  grievances  have 
been  remedied,  faults  corrected,  uniformity  in  work  aided, 
weak  Posts  encouraged  and  a  great  amount  of  good  done. 
Many  of  these  staff  officers  have  shown  themselves  indus- 
trious and  z.ealous  Comrades,  willing  to  work  for  the  Order 
and  its  interests,  and  these  reports,  coming  as  they  have  from 
all  Departments,  large  and  small,  and  being  largely  unbi- 
ased and  impartial,  as  they  were  confidential  in  nature,  have 
led  metobelievethat  theOrder  is  in  a  very  vigorous  state  and 
may  easily  continue  to  be  so  if  its  members  continue  look- 
ing to  the  front  and  .moving  on  in  harmony. 

Through  the  same  media  also  we  have  been  made  aware 
of  the  great  extent  and  enthusiasm  attending  the  observance 
of  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  this  Order  and  also 
of  Memorial  Day.  Many  of  the  former  were  very  large  in 
point  of  numbers  attending,  only  limited  by  the  capacity  of 
the  largest  halls  and  churches  in  the  country,  and  the  exer- 
cises as  reported  fully  rose  to  the  dignity  of  the  occasion. 
Your  suggestion  as  to  historical  statements  was  heeded  and  a 
large  amount  of  valuable  matter  has  thereby  been  rescued 
from  oblivion  and  will  be  preserved  for  others  yet  to  come  after 
us.  The  effect  of  the  two  anniversaries  so  closely  following 
each  other  has  been  to  put  the  whole  people  in  very  much 
closer  touch  with  the  Order,  in  my  judgment,  than  ever  before. 
At  your  suggestion  I  also  procured  and  sent  each  Post  a  foi- 
simile  copy  of  the  original  Charter  given  the  first  Post  by 
Comrade  Stephenson,  and  I  believe  I  am  iustified  in  saying 
that  no  Order  has  a  more  striking  relic  of  the  period  of  Hg 
formation.  ^| 


DECISIONS.  ~ 

The   following   decisions,    based   upon   opinions   of  the 
Judge  Advocate- General,  have  been  made  the  current  year, 


I.     Plurality  of  Departments.     Under  present  regulations, 
several  Departments  cannot  be  formed  having  jurisdid 
over  the  same  State  or  Territory, 
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fr.     Honorable  discharge  removes  the  apparent  stain  of  re-  | 
;":ied  desertion. 

I       Department  Council  of  Administration  may,  for  suf- 
nt  cause,    change  the   place  designated  for  the  meeting  1 
he  next  Department  Encampment.  ' 

■V  Department  Commander  may  establish  new  Posts, 
.n  his  discretion.  Adjoining  Posts  cannot  question  his  exer- 
cise of  this  discretion. 

V.  Members   of  companies  called   into    service  by  U.  S. 
General  Officers,    on   emergency,    and   dismissed   when   the  j 
emergency  has  passed,  are  not  eligible. 

VI.  On  Memorial  Day,  a  Post  may,  in  its  discretion,  halt  I 
OO  its  way  to  or  from  a  cemetery  and  attend  a  flag-raising  or  j 
other  ceremony  of  patriotic  character. 

VII.  Honorable  discharge  removes  the  apparent  stain  of  I 
desertion. 

VIII.  Member  of  State  Regiment  is  eligible,  if  the  or- 
ganization was  called  into  active  service  and  subject  to  or- 
ders of  any  U.   S.  General  Officer. 

IX.  Compulsory  muster  into  the  Confederate  army  will  not, 
alone,  render  one  ineligible,  if,  before  having  performed  mil- 
itary service  of  any  kind,  he  escaped  and  joined  the  Union 
Army.  But  military  service  of  any  kind  as  a  Confederate 
soldier,  though  compulsory,   will  disqualify. 

X.  A  Past  Post  Commander,  removing  to  another  Depart-  | 
ment  and  joining  Post  there  by  transfer  card,  on  removing  I 
bark  to  his  former  Department  and  again  joining  Post  there  ■ 
by  transfer  card,  retaining  at  all  times  good  standing  in  the  | 
order,  does  not  lose  his  honors  as  Past  Post  Commander, 

XI.  A  Chaplain,  duly  commissioned  and  serving  with  his  I 
regiment,  but  never  mustered  into  nor  discharged  from  the  I 
U.  S.  service,  is  not  eligible. 

XII.  Members  of  companies  called  into  service  by  U.  S. 
General    OfEcers  on  emergency,    and   dismissed    when   the| 
emergency  baa  passed,  are  not  eligible. 
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XIII.  Reinstatement  of  one  dropped  from  the  rolls  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  must,  under  the  amended  Regulation, 
be  by  ballot  election,  as  in  case  of  a  recruit. 

XIV.  If  a  Comrade,  on  transfer  card,  is  fully  admitted  by 
a  Post  without  payment  of  admission  fee,  he  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Post,  and  his  name  cannot  be  stricken  from 
its  rolls  because  of  such  omission. 

XV.  Election  by  single  ballot  of  several  persons  for  various 
offices.  The  ballots  must  designate  for  what  office  each  per- 
son is  voted  for. 

XVI.  The  Executive  Committee,  during  the  recess,  prop- 
erly exercises  all  the  4>ower  of  the  National  Council  of  Ad- 
ministration. 

XVII.  The  Department  of  Kentucky  was  in  a  disorgan- 
ized condition  from  1874  to  1878;  and  a  Comrade  who  in  this 
interim  made  slight  but  futile  attempts  to  organize  it,  with 
himself  as  Department  Commander,  is  not  entitled  to  rank 
as  Past  Department  Commander. 

XVIII.  One  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of 
dues  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  order.  To  be  reinstated 
he  must,  under  the  amended  Regulation,  pay  the  arrear- 
ages due  his  former  Post ;  and  be  elected  and  pay  admis- 
sion fee  as  a  recruit.  But  the  admission  fee  is  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  Post ;  and  if  it  admits  him  on  payment  of  a  less 
fee,  the  admission  is  valid. 

XIX.  One  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of 
dues  is  outside  the  order.  If  he  applies  for  reinstatement, 
pays  arrearages  and  admission  fee,  and  is  elected,  he  must 
present  himself  for  obligation  and  muster  within  three  months 
after  notice  of  his  election.  Decision  24,  Blue  Book,  Ed. 
1891,  page  76,  21-4,  is  overruled. 

XX.  A  Chaplain  duly  commissioned  and  serving  with  his 
regiment,  but  never  mustered  into  nor  discharged  from  the 
U.  S.  service,  is  not  eligible. 
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XXI.  Sentence  by  court  martial  maybe  remitted  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  on  application,  approved  by  interme- 
diate authorities. 

XXII.  A  Lieutenant  of  the   U,  S.    Revenue  Marine  ser- 
vice is  not  eligible.     The  Regulation  as  to  Eligibility  admits  ' 
of  no  constructive  or  equivalent  service. 

XXIII.  Department  Encampment  may  rescind  vote  en- 
titling Past  Post  Commanders  to  seats, 

XXIV.  A  Hospital  Nurse  is  not  eligible. 

XXV.  I. — While  the  Commander-in-Chief  will  not,  upon 
appeal,  review  the  evidence,  or  revise  the  Sentence  of  a  De- 
partment Court-Martial,  he  will  examine  its  proceedings  so 
far  as  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  legal  or  void,  and  if  void 
will  annul  them. 

. — A  charge  is  futile,  unless  sustained  by  the  facts  and 
circumstances  set  forth  in  the  specifications. 


In  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  return  of  the  flag  of  the 
75th  Ohio  Infantry,  which  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Adju- 
tant General  to  look  after,  I  have  corresponded  through  the 
Comrades  at  New  Orleans  with  Mrs,  Gen'l,  H.  T.  Hays,  who 
has  had  possession  of  the  flag  ever  since  it  was  captured  at 
Gettysburg,  and  it  has  finally  been  turned  over  to  Comrade 
Graham,  Aide-de-Camp  upon  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  to  be  brought  to  Detroit  and  delivered  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  regiment  alluded  to. 

The  Headquarters  flag,  which  has  been  in  use  so  many  ' 
years,  having  been  substantially  worn  out  in  the  service,  a 
new  flag  has  been  procured,  pursuant  to  vote  of  the  National 
Council,  which  is  made  in  conformity  with  the  regulations 
now  existing,  and  will  be  used  for  the  first  time  at  the  Silver 
Anniversary  Encampment  at  Detroit. 

Many  Posts  of  the  country  are  engaged  in  procuring  a 
biographical  sketch  of  each   of   their  respective   Comrades, 
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Such  sketches  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition,  and  the  example 
which  some  Posts  have  set  in  this  regard  should  become  the 
rule  throughout  the  Order. 

To  the  Department  officers,  especially  my  brethren  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  Department,  I  wish  to  make  the  fullest 
acknowledgment  for  countless  courtesies  extended  and  for 
overlooking  all  faults  of  this  office,  but  too  well  realized  by 
me,  though  sometimes  unavoidable.  Few  others  can  conceive 
of  the  Order  as  it  is,  or  as  it  might  be  made  to  be,  but  to  you, 
Comrades,  one  and  all,  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  great 
assistance  you  have  rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
official  duty. 

Quartermaster  General  John  Taylor,  with  whom  I  have 
have  been  in  almost  daily  communication,  I  have  ever  found 
alive  to  the  needs  of  the  Order.  Judge  Advocate  General 
Lochren  and  Inspector  General  Burst  have  been  prompt  and 
ready  in  matters  referred  to  them  by  this  office. 

To  you,  Commander-in-Chief,  with  whom  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  serve  as  Adjutant,  as  Asst.  Adjutant  General, 
as  well  as  in  this  office,  I  can  only  say  that  each  recurring 
period  of  service  has  made  me  the  more  sensible  of  the  honor 
conferred  upon  me  and  of  your  high  qualities  as  a  Comman- 
der, Comrade  and  friend.

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INSPECTOR-GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


Office  of  the  Inspector-General, 

Gi?AND  Army  of  the  Republic, 

Chicago,  III.,  August  i,  1891.

Adjutant'Gefural  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 

Comrade:  I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  Gen- 
eral to  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  25th  National  En- 
campment. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  Inspection  of 
Departments  during  the  past  three  years  has  not  only  failed 
to  furnish  us  with  reliable  information  regarding  their  con- 
dition, but  has  resulted  in  disappointment  to  all  interested  in 
thorough  and  efficient  work.  The  cause  for  such  unsatisfac- 
tory results  may  be  attributed  to  the  seemingly  unnecessary 
changes  of  dates  upon  which  inspections  are  ordered  closed 
by  the  National  Encampment. 

For  the  year  1888,  the  annual  inspection  closed  on  the  31st 
day  of  December.  Comrade  Ira  M.  Hedges,  then  Inspector- 
General,  recommended  that  the  time  for  closing  the  annual 
inspection  be  June  30.     The  change  was  made. 

Comrade  Evans,  Inspector-General,  in  1889,  said:  **This 
change  caused  considerable  friction  in  many  Departments 
from  the  fact  that  they  had  been  through  a  thorough  inspec- 
tion in  the  closing  months  of  the  previous  year  and  that 
another  inspection  following  so  soon  after  the  one  just  made, 
would  incur  unnecessary  expense,  while  there  would  be  no 
perceptible  difference  in  the  condition  of  Posts  in  so  short  a 
time." 

The  committee  on  report  of  Comrade  Griffith,  Inspector- 
General  in  1890,   recommended  as  follows:      **The  time  of 
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aking  the  inspections  should  be  just  prior  to  the  close  of 
e  official  year  of  the  Posts,  to  wit:  on  or  about  the  15th  day 
:  December  in  each  year."  Recommendation  adopted. 
Realizing  the  impossibility  of  securing  inspections  and 
iports  from  Departments  that  had  completed  one  inspection 
uring  the  year,  I  conferred  with  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
^ho  issued  the  following  order  for  inspection  [see  general 
rder  No.  5]: 

I.  An  inspection  will  at  once  be  made  in  all  Departments 
f  all  Posts  that  were  not  inspected  previous  to  the  last  Na- 
ional  Encampment,  so  that  Department  Inspectors  who  have 
ot  done  so  may  make  a  full  report  of  every  Post  in  their 
espective  Departments  to  the  Inspector-General. 

II.  Departments  which  rendered  a  full  report,  leaving  no 
ost  uninspected,  will  not  be  required  to  again  inspect  this 
ear  unless  they  have  Posts  in  arrears  for  returns  or  dues. 

This  order  was  so  plain  and  direct  that  neither  Department 
•  Post  officers  can  find  a  reasonable  excuse  for  failure  to 
ake  such  inspections  and  reports.  I  am  compelled  to  say, 
lat  of  the  hundreds  of  officers  affected  by  this  order,  but  a 
nail  number  have  found  it  convenient  to  comply — conse- 
lently  the  standing  of  their  Departments  will  not  bt 
langed  by  this  report. 

Experience  should  teach  us  that  it  is  not  well  to  change  the 
ite  for  completing  annual  inspections,  unless  it  can  be  shown 
at  conditions  have  so  changed  as  to  make  the  duty  impera- 
7e.  December  being  the  last  month  of  the  fourth  quarter, 
iring  which  the  business  of  all  Departments  is  closed, 
apartment  and  Post  Inspectors  having  completed  their  work 
r  the  year  and  reported  to  the  proper  officers  the  result  of 
eir  labors,  ought  to  be  accepted  by  the  National  Kncanip- 
ent  as  the  correct  time  to  close  the  inspection  of  Depart - 
ents,  and  as  the  new  Department  officers  are  elected  during 
e  first  months  of  each  year,  each  administration  standing 
)on  its  own  record,  I  see  no  good  reason  why  the  work  of 
epartment  and  Post  Inspections  should  not  be  completed  at 
e  close  of  the  official  life  of  each  department  adminis- 
ation. 
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As'quite  a  number  of  Inspectors  have  asked  that  the  dale 
for  closing  the  yearly  inspection  be  changed  again  to  June.  I 
present  the  reasons  given  in  favor  of  retaining  permanenlly 
the  date  fixed  by  the  Z4th  Annual  Encampment,  namely, 
"on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  December  of  each  year." 

Where  Assistant  In  spec  tors- General  have  been,  diligent 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties  (as  defined  in  special  order 
No.  7),  making  creditable  and  satisfactory  reports,  in  many 
instances  giving  of  their  time  and  means  more  than  they  could 
well  afford  in  order  that  the  condition  of  their  Departmenls 
may  be  known  to  all  interested,  I  shall  embody  as  near  as  I 
practicable  the  complete  report,  as  merited  recognition  of  I 
duty  well  performed.  '

ARIZONA. 

An  inspection  of  Headquarters,  Department  of  Arizona,  by  " 
Assistant  Inspector-General  W.  J.  R.  Schindler,  shows  the 
Department  to  be  in  first-class  condition.  The  report  states 
all  the  officers  to  be  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  and 
the  Department  managed  with  strict  regard  to  economy. 
The  books  and  accounts  are  neatly  and  properly  kept  in  a 
comprehensive  manner.  All  orders  received  and  issued  are 
properly  filed  complete  and  handy  for  reference.  Orders 
issued  are  sent  regularly  to  National  Headquarters  and  to 
other  Departments. 

A  complete  file  of  minutes  of  Department  proceedings  and 
of  Annual  Encampments  is  kept. 

The  rules  pertaining  to  inspection  of  Posts  are  fully  com- 
plied with.  The  Department  officers  render  their  services 
gratuitotisly.  the  Department  being  as  yet  too  small  to  allow 
payment  of  salaries.  The  Department  has  no  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  or  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  within  the  limits  of  its 
jnrisdiction.  Total  number  of  Posts,  9;  membership,  308; 
amount  expended  for  relief,  $150.40. 
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ARKANSAS. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Arkansas  is  furnished  by 
A.  G.  Cunning^ham,  Department  Inspector.  The  Inspector 
states  his  inability  to  prepare  a  full  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  Department  before  the  Encampment  meets,  but  ventures 
to  say,  after  a  very  careful  examination  of  the  report  last 
submitted,  that  the  Department  still  lives  and  is  progressing 
admirably,  considering  the  circumstances  and  difi&culties 
under  which  it  labors.  The  Department  is  surely  deserving 
of  a  high  degree  of  credit  for  the  noble  effort  it  has  made 
toward  securing  a  firm  foothold  in  a  state  where  the  **  ex- 
rebel  element  so  largely  prevails,**  presenting  a  bitter  and 
almost  overwhelming  opposition.  Furthermore,  the  Posts  of 
the  Department  are  widely  separated  and  the  means  of  com- 
munication exceedingly  bad.  The  Inspector  states  the  pros- 
pects of  future  prosperity  to  be  all  that  can  be  desired. 

Total  number  of  Posts  in  Department,  84 ;  number  in  good 
standing,  78;  total  amount  reported  as  expended  for  charity, 
$258.25;  total  membership,  2,166. 

CALIFORNIA. 

T.  C.  Masteller,  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  writes  under 
date  of  July  7  : 

Our  inspection  report  wiU  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  completed.  Our 
Department  is  not  easily  inspected,  for  the  reason  that  Posts  are  so  widely 
scattered,  many  of  them  in  mountainous  and  almost  inaccessible  places.  As 
soon  as  quarterly  reports  are  received  from  Post  Adjutants,  I  will  forward 
synopsis.  We  have  made  some  gain  during  the  year.  Inspector's  report  for 
1890  gave  155  Posts,  with  a  total  membership  of  6,163  ;  expended  for  charity, 
$2,857.75  ;  prospects  good  ;  membership  in  Posts  inspected  to  June  30,  5,9^' 

I  regret  my  inability  to  present  a  complete  report  of  the  present  condition 
of  this  most  excellent  Department. 

COLORADO. 

Membership,  2,830;  expended  for  charity,  $3,779-o5- 
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grounds,  consisting  of  the  main  building,  new  brick  hospital,  new  chapel,  a 
reading  room,  smoking  room,  a  large  and  commodious  laundry,  a  building  for 
the  heating  apparatus  of  the  institution,  and  one  building  where  the  more 
infirm  and  aged  comrades  are  cared  for.  It  will  accommodate  from  275  10  800. 
The  average  number  present  during  the  year  ending  March  80,  1891,  was  231. 
The  average  for  the  same  period  of  all  names  on  the  roll,  present  and  absent, 
was  266.  The  average  in  April  this  year,  present  228  ;  present  and  absent  294. 
The  number  increases  during  the  winter  months,  but  falls  off  in  the  summer 
season.  The  Home  was  originally  vested  in  trustees  by  Mr.  Fitch,  the  origi- 
nal owner.  When  turned  over  to  them  by  the  will  of  the  donor,  the  place  was 
in  bad  condition.  A  few  years  since  the  trustees  turned  over  the  property  to 
the  State,  since  which  time  various  amounts  have  been  voted  by  the  legisla- 
ture for  its  improvement.    Amounts  appropriated  are  as  follows  : 

For  additions  to  and  improvement  of  the  main  building $15,000  00 

For  new  brick  hospital  and  new  chapel,  about 28,000  00 

For  sewerage  improvement,  about 20,000  00 

For  new  house  for  th^  superintendent 6,500  00 

$69,500  00 
It  cost  the  State  to  feed  the  inmates  for  the  year  ending  March  81,  1891, 
$58,761.70,  or  an  average  cost  per  capita  each  day  of  from  25  to  80  cents.  The 
food  is  in  every  respect  good  and  plenty  of  it.  They  are  also  furnished  with 
clothing,  sufficient  tobacco  and  all  other  necessaries,  in  fact  everything  they 
want  but  liquors.  The  superintendent.  Dr.  Byron  W.  Munson,  is  a  Comrade 
and  seems  to  be  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  He  is  firm,  but  courteous 
and  kind.  His  staff  of  assistants  are  all  persons  who  take  great  interest  in  the 
wants  and  needs  of  the  old  soldiers  and  are  all  with  one  or  two  exceptions  old 
veterans  themselves. 

DELAWARE. 

Assistant  Inspector-General  Righter  reports  the  Depart- 
ment much  stronger  and  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than 
at  time  of  making  last  report.  Headquarters  thoroughly- 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  order  as  required  by  the  rules 
and  regulations.  The  new  officers  thoroughly  understand 
their  duties  and  will  strive  to  secure  the  best  possible  results 
from  their  efforts  during  the  year.  Last  report  shows  22 
Posts,  with  a  membership  of  1,187.  Expended  for  charity, 
$887.25.     Amount  in  relief  fund,  $260.70.     Prospects  good. 

FLORIDA. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Florida  states  the  total 
number   of    Posts   to    be    14,    with   a   membership    of    350.

There  are  in  many  liicalitiex  many  of  ilie  old  soldiers  who  do  not  alllliatf- 
with  the  G.  A.  R.,  because  they  live  remote,  Oftenciwes  to  attend  would  cost 
them  three  days  weary  travel,  iiesides  an  outlay  of  several  dollars  which  they 
feel  they  can  ill  afford.  Yet  I  am  glad  to  report  that  every  year  adds  a  f** 
more  to  our  roster,  who  unite  and  attend  as  often  as  (hey  can.  Csually 
Memorial  day  brings  many,  if  not  all.     In  the  matter  of 
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Nothing  of  permanent  nature  has  been  done.  The  attenlioD  of  the  last  ]eg'a- 
lature  was  called  to  the  matter  They,  from  prudential  reasons — »s  I  under* 
Htand — deferred  action  and  left  it  to  be  brought  up  at  the  session  two  year* 
hence,  when  we  trust  something  may  be  done  in  this  line  also. 

The  work  of  uniforming  and  equipping  the  membersliip  is  progreesiag 
steadily.

r>D(l  satisfactory  condition  ;  all  or  the  work  being  Ihoronghly  and  well  admin- 

1  istered.     I  find  that  no  record  of  Past  Department  Commanders  exists  in  this 

f  «nce,  the  administration  of  each   Department  Commander  being  completed 

idaring  its  term,  and  no  record,  data,  or  anything  on  which  to  base  the  actions 

■of  the  past  Departments  remains  in  the  otflce.     I  trust  I  may  be  allowed  to 

fuake  the  suggestion  that  these  records  should  lie  kept,  and  at  the  completion  at 

term  of  eai'h  Department  Commander  they  should  remain  as  records  and  a 

guide  tor  the  sacceediug  Department  Commander.     This  would  materially  idd 

(he  ofHcers  of  the  Department,  and,  to  me,  seems  quite  desirable.

The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  reports  the  financial  condition  as  healthy, 
showing  a  cash  balance  on  hand  of  |1 ,738,40.  Loaned  on  real  estate  Beeurlty, 
^,000,  at  6^  per  cent,  with  accumulateil  interest,  |195,  making  a  grand  total 
at  t4.0<13.40.  The  system  of  inspection  adopted  by  this  Department  is  so 
iiearly  perfect  that  no  change  can  be  desired,  tt  is  something  bejond  a  mere 
ter  of  form.  To  the  Assistant  Adjutant  (Jeneral.  Dr.  P,  L.  McKinnie, 
;joDr  Inspector  is  indebted  for  courtesies. 

The  Soldiers' and  Sailors' Home  in  Quincy  I  visited  In  the  month  of  Hay, 
and  the  comrades  at  this  time  in  large  numbers  were  seeking  their  homes  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  employment  during  the  summer  months  at  Bueli 
work  as  they  could  accomplish,  and  the  attendance  was  somewhat  less  than  the 
average  at  this  time  of  rear,  only  a  trifle  over  eight  hundred  comrades  betn^ 
at  the  Home.  I  can  onl}'  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  Past  Assistant  Inspeetora- 
Oeneral,  and  say  that  everything  at  the  Home  is  in  a  thoroughly  prosperoos 
and  satisfactory  condition.  I  find  very  little  complaint  f ronk  tlie  comrades ; 
in  fact,  I  may  say,  no  complaint.  Out  of  the  number  of  comrades  at  the 
Home  who  receive  a  pension,  the  average  is  about  eight  dollars  per  month  ; 
lb e  average  age  of  the  comrades  is  58.77;  as  the  years  roll  by  these  flgurea 
increase,  naturally,  and  in  all  probability  the  InspectorQeneral  of  the  suc- 
ceeding Commander- In-Chk'f  will  report  his  average  above  60.  The  State  ap- 
propriation to  this  inslitulion  tor  the  past  two  years  has  been  io  the  neighbor- 
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liood  o(  $180,000.  To  Maj.  J.  G,  Ronlaod,  tlie  Snperinlemlenl,  and  Mnj.  F. 
F.  Peata,  Adjutant,  yoar  Inspector  is  indebted  for  llie  rnnny  courtesies  eitend- 
ed  duTing  bin  brief  but  pleaaaot  Bojourn  at  the  Huute. 

I  mingled  with  Ihe  comrades,  and  find  bat  one  eiprBSHion,  and  that  la  one 
of  pRFfect  sal iE^ faction  with  tha  sianagement  and  all  tbe  officers  connected 
vritli  tiie  Home.  ^^^H 

I  next  viaited  tbe  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  at  Normal.  TU* 
institntion  is  one  witli  cvhicb  I  am  somewhat  familiar,  lisviag  been  for  tbe 
past  two  jeara  a  member  of  Ibe  committee  on  llic  slaff  of  the  Department 
Commander  for  visiting  this  iDStitution  ;  and  1  will  here  remark,  it  is  one  I 
have  taken  a  great  interest  in.  Through  tbe  coariesy  of  Mr.  Clark  L.  Gill,  the 
clerk  of  the  institution.  I  am  able  to  give  jna  figures  of  interest :  This  iaati- 
tQlion  was  started  in  the  year  1887 ;  dedicated  June  14.  I86S  ;  all  bulldioKS 
and  grounds  completed  in  1671.  Since  1867,  up  to  and  including  the  year 
1891.  the  State  baa  appropriated  $1,572,538.  At  the  time  ot  my  visit.  Ihers 
were  481  cbildten  iu  the  Home— 353  boys  and  179  girls.  Applicatiooa  for  ad- 
misaioD  45,  which  at  tbis  tirne  were  not  accepted  on  account  of  knaufficieat 
room  for  their  accommodation.  During  the  life  of  this  iastitutiinn  there  httve 
been  a, 380  orphan  children  admitled,  and  at  tbe  time  of  my  visit  the  average 
attendance  for  tbe  year  up  to  that  time  was  360.  The  lowest  cost  per  capita 
for  the  care  of  these  cliildren  was,  iu  the  year  1886,  when  it  reBchpd  the  low- 
sum  of  1108,10;  the  highest  price  per  capita  was  in  the  year  1890,  (I1S3,47; 
the  estimated  cost  per  capita  for  the  present  year,  $150.  There  are  90  acres 
of  ground,  35  acres  of  which  are  occupied  by  buildings  and  play  ground^t.  iho 
remaininfT  71  acres  used  as  farm  and  garden.  The  buildings  are  all  of  a  sub- 
stantial nature  and  arclittecturally  very  Hne.  The  average  age  of  the  children 
in  this  Institution  is  about  nine  years.

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Assistant  Inspector-General  Stoey,  on  July  15th,  reports 
that  he  has  inspected  Department  Headquarters  and  finds  the 
business  of  the  various  offices  well  conducted,  boolcs  properly 
kept  and  copies  of  all  orders  issued  and  received  carefully 
filed. 

The  Soldiers"  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  situated  not 
far  from  Knightstown.  The  Home  has  a  productive  and  well 
cultivated  farm  and  Is  greatly  in  need  of  more  land  for  pas- 
tnrage.  The  number  of  buildings  occupied  at  present  i& 
fifteen,  with  four  more  in  process  of  construction.  The 
buildings  consist  of  a  large  dormitory  surrounded  by  double 
cottages,  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity.  The 
number  of  children  at  present  enrolled  is  570,  which  number 
will  be  largely  increased  on  the  completion  of  the  new  cot- 
tages. The  educational  feature  of  the  home  is  deserving  of 
special  mention,  the  system  being  so  nearly  perfect  as  to 
show  that  a  considerable  amount  of  careful  and  competent 
attention  has  been  given  it,  It  is,  in  fact,  an  institution 
which  the  State  of  Indiana  greatly  needs  and  of  which  she 
may  feel  justly  proud. 

THE    soldiers'    AND    SAII.ORS'    HOME. 

The  Marion  branch  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  is  situated  on  a  farm  of  207  acres,  about 
three  miles  south  of  Marion. 

The  purchase  of  grounds  and  erection  of  buildings  was 
authorized  by  act  of  Congress,  July  13,  1888. 

Work  on  the  buildings  was  commenced  in  March,  i88g,  and 
tip  to  date  six  brick  and  stone  barracks  have  reached  comple- 
tion, with  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  men  each. 

Other  buildings,  consisting  of  a  kitchen,  dining  room  and 
two  barrack.s,  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy.  When  com- 
pleted the  Home  will  be  capable  of  accommodating  one 
thousand  men,  and  in  the  course  of  lime  will  probably  be  en- 
larged to  double  its  present  capacity.  There  are  at  present 
844  inmates  ;  such  of  whom  as  arc  able  to  do  light  work 
about  the  grounds  and  buildings  receive  from  30  to  jo  ccnt.i 
per  day. 
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Religious  services  take  place  twice  each  week,  a  Catholic 
and  Protestant  clergyman  officiating  alternately. 

The  iniAates  as  a  rule  express  themselves  contented,  and 
are  amply  provided  with  wholesome  food  and  necessary 
cl  othing.     The  health  of  the  inmates  is  exceedingly  good.

1.  W.  Muffly,  Assistant  Inspector-General  G.  A.  R.,  proves 
the  wisdom  of  his  appointment  by  presenting  the  following 
excellent  report: 

Complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  and  with  special  orders  No.  7, 
C.  S.  Xational  Headquarters,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report 
as  Assistant  Inspector-General,  Department  of  Iowa,  G.  A.  R. 

The  strength  of  the  Department  as  shown  by  reports  for  December,  1890, 
is  Posts  485,  members  in  good  standing  20,324  ;  to  this  the  suspended  list  would 
add  1,000. 

The  Post  inspections  for  several  years  past  have  been  quite  thorough  and 
have  been  of  much  benefit  to  the  standing  and  the  discipline  of  the  Depart- 
ment. Last  year  373  out  of  the  435  Posts  were  regularly  inspected  by  com- 
rad  es  especially  detailed  for  that  work. 

The  reports  of  inspection  show  an  expenditure  for  relief  during  the  year, 
amounting  to  $7,125.61-,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  in  this  connection  (a) — that  the 
State  of  Iowa  has  a  special  relief  law  for  indigent  soldiers,  the  provisions  of 
which  have  largely  reduced  the  demands  upon  Posts  in  this  behalf,  and  (b) — 
that  the  reports  of  relief  granted  are  always  much  below  the  actual  amount 
expended.     There  are  2,173  muskets  owned  by  the  Posts. 

The  cash  receipts  of  the  Department  for  the  year  amounts  to $5,229  08-

Resources  including  property 2,650  00 

The  records  and  accounts  of  the  Department  Headquarters  are  in  most 
excellent  condition,  showing  a  most  commendable  spirit  of  industry,  devotion 
and  skill  on  the  part  of  the  executive  and  clerical  officers  for  a  number  of 
years  past.  They  have  not  been  content  to  follow  a  rut  and  get  along  with 
the  least  possible  amount  of  labor,  but  on  the  contrary  they  have,  with  mea- 
ner facilities  and  insufficient  compensation,  sought  to  devise  new  and  im- 
proved forms  and  methods  of  records  and  accounts,  so  that  now  the  Depart- 
ment is  probably  in  advance  of  most  others  in  this  respect. 

The  report  book  combines  a  ruling  for  ten  years'  reports  and  a  roster  of 
oflicers  and  representation  in  the  Department  Encampment  for  a  like  period, 
so  that  the  essential  history  of  any  given  Post  will  be  found  in  one  opening  or 
folio  for  ten  yearii.

The 
Department  officers  are  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  the<F 
duties  are  pertonned.

skill  and  efficiency  of  Col.  C.  W.  Keating,  the  oocupant  of  the  office.  Th» 
AsslBlant  Quartermaster.  Comrade  C.  P.  Frink,  has  kept  his  cash  account  cor- 
rectly, and  his  Ijook  sUons  care  and  painstaking  indnatry 

The  DepaTlment  Medical  Director  livps  in  the  country  and  there  is  nothing 
on  6te  at  Headquarters  to  show  that  suuh  an  officer  exists,  thongh,  if 
opportunity  should  oITer,  1  know  he  would  be  on  hand  to  fulfil  every  require- 
ment of  his  office.  The  Department' Inspector  baa  made  no  report  for  this- 
year,  but  is  now  about  making  some  Post  inspections  and  will,  no  doubt,  be 
heard  trom  in  due  season.  There  are  no  reports  from  Chief  Mustering  officer 
or   AdToeateUeneral,  owing  to  there  having  t)een  no  official  service  for  them 

In  connection  with  this  report  permit  me  to  add  some  information  that 
may  be  of  some  importance  to  yon,  but  is  not  strictly  in  the  line  of  my 
official  duly. 

The  Deparlmeot  is  composHl  of  eight  Posts,  comprising  some  845  mem- 
bers, most  of  whom  live  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  ;  the  three  Posts  at  Vlcks- 
burg,  Miss.,  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  and  Hammond,  La.,  not  being  very  strong  in 
mt-inber^hip,  yet  are  enthoslastic  in  their  devotion  to  the  principles  of  the 
tr.  .'..

opinion  cannot  be  improved  upon  without  larger  appropria- 
tions. 

The  organization  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  Maine  was  never  in 
better  or  more  prosperous  condition. 

MARYLAND, 

Assistant  Inspector-General  Edward  Schilling  and  Dt- 
partmeni  Inspector  Clinton  S.  Birch  report  that  in  the  De- 
partment of  Maryland  there  has  been  no  general  inspection 
since  May,  1890,  it  being  the  desire  of  the  department  Com- 
mander to  comply  with  the  change  of  dates  of  inspection  lo 
the  fall  of  the  year.  The  report  submitted  is  made  up  from 
■data  gleaned  from  conversation  with  comrades  throughout 
the  state,  and  the  regular  inspection  of  Headquarters. 

The  report  states  the  order  to  be  still  on  the  increase,  as 
regards  membership,  which  will  aggregate  on  receipt  of  the 
first  semi-annual  returns  aboqt  i,6oo.  The  total  number  of 
Posts  is  48,  an  increase  of  four  over  1B90. 

That  the  comrades  in  the  Department  are  almost  unani- 
mously opposed  to  semi-annual  returns,  and  hope  for  an  early 
departure  to  quarterly  reports.  That  Posts  assisted  by  corps 
of  the  W.  R.  C. ,  appear  to  have  more  actual  life  among  the 
members  and  from  their  returns  the  principles  of  charitj' 
are  more  fully  carried  out.  That  orders  are  issued  by  the 
Department  as  needed,  and  that  National  and  Department 
orders  are  filed  numerically  for  easy  reference.  The  Journals 
of  the  Department  are  complete,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
in  its  early  history. 

The  State  is  reported  to  be  without  a  Home  for  Union  Vet- 
erans, although  one  is  supported  by  the  State  in  the  interest 
of  ex-Confederates.

These  uudprlined  sentences  would  lead  to  the  supposition  that  the  duty  of

ancb  ia  not  the  case  in  fact.  There  is  no  such  pledge  in  the  obligatiou  taken  | 
by  cmnrades  upon  entering  the  order.  It  seems  to  me  lliat  this  should  b»  I 
corT«cta<l,  and  the  obligation  of  the  recruit  amended  to  correspond  with  tha  1 
obUgatloD  of  the  officers,  so  as  to  pledge  him  tu  obey  the  lawful  orders  of  hU  \ 
superior  ofHcers.  How  can  an  officer  be  eipei'ted  or  requited  to  "eis 
4teiice,"  when  lltere  exists  no  pledge  or  promise  of  obedience  on  the  part  at 
him  Cnini  whom  obedience  ia  to  he  eiacted  ?

The  De- 
partment is  well  officered  and  prosperous,  and  its  prospects  are  good. 

NEW  BAMP8H1BK  SOLDIERS'  BOMB. 

During  the  year  1800,  bj  the  muniHcence  of  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
ehire,  through  its  Legislature,  a  Home  was  erected  and  opened  for  the  support 
of  New  Hampshire's  soldiers  and  sailors,  irlio  have  served  in,  and  been  hon- 
orably discharged  from  the  army  or  navy  of  Lhe  United  Slates,  who  are  dis- 
abled by  reason  of  wounds,  diseat.e,  old  age,  or  other  inHrmitieit,  are  unable  u> 
earn  a  livelihood,  and  haw  no  adequate  meaaa  of  support. 

The  site  chosen  by  the  board  of  managers  npan  which  to  erect  the  Home 
consists  of  a  farm  of  about  40  acres  In  the  town  of  Tilton,  on  a  beauUFul  ele- 
vation of  land,  and  comminds  a  wide  and  lore!/  prospect  of  mountain  and 
valley,  forest,  field  and  stream.  I'he  properly  was  generously  conveyed  (o  the 
State,  for  this  purpose,  without  cost,  by  the  Hon.  Chas.  E.  Tilton.  by  a  deed 
vesting  it  in  the  Slate  of  New  Uampahire  forever,  by  an  Indefeasible  title. 
The  Home  was  dedicated  December  3d,  1300,  by  Comrade  Thomas  Cogswell, 
Commander  of  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire,  O.  A.  R.,  and  was  form, 
ally  opened  for  the  reception  of  inmaies  December  Bth.  Since  then  there  has 
been  73  comrades  received  into  the  Home,  of  which  there  now,  June  M,  re- 
main S4,  Their  condition  is  good,  ample  provision  being  made  for  their  com- 
fort, every  inmate  having  a  steam  heated  room  in  winter.  The  Home  is  sop- 
plied  with  a  ehapel,  hospital,  library,  reading  room,  smoking  room,  and  oppor- 
tuniiies  for  various  kinds  of  Bmusementa,  so  that  the  old  veterans  have  not 
only  all  the  neoes.'w.ries  of  lite,  but  are  provided  with  many  luxuries.  The 
cost  of  maintenance  is  about  $200  a  year  per  capita.  For  the  present,  at 
least,  the  Home  has  sulBcient  capacity  and  ability  to  receive  and  car^  for  all 
applicants.  It  is  proper  to  state  here  that  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  of  the 
State  have  contributed  so  generously  and  liberally,  and  have  labored  and  co- 
operated with  the  board  of  managers  to  such  purpose,  as  to  almost  entirely 
relieve  the  State  of  the  expense  of  furnishing  and  fitting  up  the  Home. 

I  find  the  New  Hanipsliire  Soldiers'  Home  is  managed  and  controlled  by  a 
State  Board,  coDBiBling  of  the  Governor,  the  Commander  of  the  Department 
ot  New  Hampshire  Q,  A.  R..  and  Bve  citizens  of  the  State,  four  of  whom 
served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  Doited  States  in  the  war  oC  the  Rebellion  i 
that  the  Home  is  cuminodioua,  well  appointed,  well  managed,  with  ampli  d 
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piicil;  fur  present  or  prospeetive  needs,  for  all  Bach  disabled  nnd  homelets 
T«tenuis  as  will  be  likelj  to  eeek  ftod  rei^ive  tlie  refuge  provided  for  them  hj    , 
tfaB  grnletal  *od  loving  care  of  tbeic  SUiu.

The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  at  Newark,  is  reported  by 
Assistant  I  aspect  or- General  Cotey  as  a  model  in  construction 
and  management.  The  total  number  of  inmates  at  the  close 
of  the  last  fiscal  year  was  431 ;  number  admitted  during  the 
year,  428;  making  a  total  membership  of  859.  Of  this  num- 
ber there  were  regularly  discharged  during  the  past  year, 
J33;  summarily  discharged  or  expelled,  14;  died,  49.

Twenty-three  members  are  in 
the  State  insane  asylums,  supported  from  appropriations 
made  to  the  Home,  at  an  expense  during  the  past  year  of

The  amount  expended  for  maintenance  during  the  past  j 
year  was  $149,880.91,  one-half  of  which  is  repaid  to  the  State  1 
by  the  general  government. 

The  cost  of  the  purchased  ration  was  13)6  cents  per  day. 
Cost  of  clothing  was  $i8.33>3  per  year  for  each  member. 
The  total  cost  per  man,  including  members  in  insane  asy- 
lums, for  food,  clothing,  medical  attendance  and  superinten- 
dence, was  8143.56  for  the  year. 

We  respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $150,000  for 
maintenance  for  the  year  ending  October  i,  i8ga.  and  $50,000 
for  building  a  new  mess  hall  and  the  purchase  of  necessary 
furniture  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  and  repair- 
ing damages  done  by  the  storm  in  September  last.  We  re- 
gard the  erection  of  the  new  mess  hall  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  seat  all  the  members  as  a  prime  necessity.  At  present  we 
are  compelled  to  set  our  tables  three  times  at  ea;:h  meal.

This  Home  was  built 
and  operated  by  the  State,  the  National  Home  being  so  crowded  that  many  ef 
OTir  comrades  were  compelled  to  go  to  the  poor  house.  The  Home  is  built  on 
the  cottage  plan,  two  stories  high,  each  cottage  contains  fifty  comrades,  and 
can  easily  be  made  to  accommodate  from  sixty-five  to  seventy  ;  each  cottage 
has  a  reading  and  smoking  room,  and  they  are  built  of  limestone  which  Is 
quarried  on  the  grounds.  The  Home  is  still  incomplete,  as  some  cottajres  are 
not  finished.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  there  were  prwont,  611  ;  out  on  leave  of 
absence,  270.  making  a  total  of  886,  of  which  there  were  69  on  the  sick  liat. 
The  number  of  deaths  for  the  past  year  was  S7.  The  cost  per  i^upita  was 
$184.81.  There  were  no  appiicaiions  on  file  for  admission.  A  comrade  to 
gain  admission  in  this  Home  must  have  been  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in 
1886,  when  the  act  was  passed  creating  the  Home.

It  aSords  me  great  pleasure  to  refer  brielly  to  the  conditiooH  and  work  of 
g  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Temporary  Home  located  wiihiu  this  Department, 
le  need  of  an  institution  of  this  kind  became  apparent  several  years  ago, 
Uongh  the  experience  of  the  relief  committee  of  the  Department,  to  whlob 
pplic«lians  were  made  daily  for  the  temporary  relief  of  worthy  veterans,  who 
noghl  the  capital  city  of  tLe  nation,  many  of  them  loolcing  after  their  elaius, 
ibich  had  been  pending  for  many  years  before  the  several  Eiecutire  Deparl- 
IBDtB  of  the  goveromeut,  and  who  had  exhausted  all  of  their  maana  in  trav- 
ttsg  expenaes,  and  who  on  Iheir  arrival  were  entirely  without  means.  This 
pmand  npon  our  charity  became  greater  and  greater,  until  it  was  determined 
o  establish  a  Home  where  these  veterans  could  obtain  temporary  relief.

K.  coin- 
d«a,  the  Home  was  established  September  1,  1887,  with  a  capacity  for  the 
commodalion  of  thirty  or  forty  persona  with  lodgings  and  meals.  For  the 
St  two  years  tbis  Home  has  been  partly  supported  by  a  congressional  appro- 
Ution  of  t2,S00.  which,  with  the  assiataDce  given  by  its  board  of  managers, 
e  members  of  which  are  all  members  of  our  Order  and  who  serve  without 
ropensatlon,  it  baa  proved  a  succesa  greater  than  our  anticipations. 

Since  July  1,  1800,  It  baa  extended  its  hoaplulities  to  795  different  oom- 
dee  by  way  of  meals  and  lodgings  without  cost  to  them,  averaging  twenty- 
kree  lodgings  per  day,  and  doable  that  number  of  meals,  aggregating  sinen

Since  ita  opening  in  March  the  total  num- 
ber admitted  has  been  100,  37  having  been  discharged  (or  noD-cotn  pi  lance 
with  rules  and  regulations.  As  to  the  condition  of  the  inmates  physically,  all 
invalids  or  cripples.  Many  are  incapable  of  attending  to  even  personal 
wants,  while  others  are  able  to  perform  light  fatigue  duty  by  working  at  In- 
tervals o(  an  hour  or  so  at  a  time.  They  appear  to  be  satisfied  with  their  sur- 
roundings and  are  suitably  provided  with  the  requisites  of  life,  The  total 
cost  of  maintenance  per  annum  is  $337  per  capita.  The  capacity  of  the  Home 
so  far  as  room  is  concerned  is  adectuale  thus  far  to  accommodate  all  applicants 
seeking  admission.  The  Home's  utmost  capacity  [a  estimated  at  350.  Tlie 
Home  is  in  great  need  of  a  hospital  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  sick. 
Comrade  Lucas  and  stalf  are  doing  all  in  their  power  with  the  means  available 
to  properly  provide  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  and 
lo  make  it  all  that  the  world  implies.

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every  size  and  variety,  stand  nearly  forty  baildings  of  brick  or  wood  and  of 
varying  dimensions,  from  one  story  temporary  barrack  to  the  magnificeDl

The  total  member^ip  at  this  date  shows  3,443,  of  which  number  2,428  K» 
preaeutaod  1,014  are  absent,  of  which  latter  number  about  two -thirds  are 
living  at  their  homes  on  furlough,  and  keep  up  their  membership  by  report- 
ing for  renewal  of  their  furloughs  at  the  expiration  of  each  stated  period. 
This  gives  the  niembsr  the  right  to  return  to  the  Home  at  any  lima  without 
the  formality  of  applying  for  re-admiasiou.  While  not  over-crowded  to  such 
an  eiteot  as  was  the  case  last  winter,  when  there  were  3,700  men  packed  into 
all  the  corners  and  passage  wajs  of  barracks  and  buildings  totally  unsuited  lo 
the  purpose,  besides  Laving  one  hundred  men  sheltered  in  tenia,  the  branches, 
atilhe  present  moment,  are  practically  filled,  and  when  the  25Q  or  300  mem- 
bers  who  are  temporarily  absent,  say  on  furlough  for  15  days  M  30  daji, 
return,  the  overcrowded  condition  will  again  prevail.  Of  the  members  pres- 
ent, about  500  are  provided  for  in  hospital,  besides  100  to  135  who  attend  sick 
call,  or  are  looked   after  daily   in   tbeir   barracks  by  the  surgeon   and  bis

Eauh  member  is  allowed,  without  cost  to  himself,  t 
years,  one  dress  coat  in  three  years,   aod  a  yearly  allowi 
Mouse,  one  vest,  two  trousers,  two  pairs  shoes,  four  knit  wool  shifts,  three 
canton  Sannel  drawers,  four  pairs  socks,  and  suspenders. 

Tbe  most  substantial  food,  witU  the  greatest  variety  obtainable,  accord- 
ing 10  seasons,  is  provided  by  the  commissary  of  subsistence.  Only  provis- 
ions of  the  best  grade  are  purchased,  and  by  quarterly  contracts  awarded  after 
due  advert! seme Dt.  The  annual  average  cost  of  the  ration  is  about  twenty 
cents  daily  for  each  member.  The  annual  cost  per  capita  is  about  tl21.  This 
includes  the  salaries  of  nil  officers,  non- commissioned  officers  and  eniployeM, 
theco.-tand  cooking  and  serving  of  subsistence,  the  coat  of  clothing,  of  all  com- 
pany and  boQsebold  property,  as  beds  and  bedding,  and  all  medical  auppliu 
and  special  diet  for  the  sick.  In  short  it  includes  every  expense  of  tbe  Home 
except  the  construction  of  buildings.  The  total  expense  of  operating  tlllt 
branch  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  I89I,  has  been  about  |i355.000.

these  Homes,  I  believe  it  to  be  our  duty  to  make  annual 
inspection  of  the  same,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  visit 
to  Department  and  National  Encampments.  To  the  people 
who  so  generously  bear  the  expense  necessarily  incurred  in 
the  successful  management  of  these  Homes,  we  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  that  can  only  be  measured  by  their  love  for  the  men 
whose  devotion  to  their  country  during  its  hour  of  peril  was 
tested  on  the  field  of  battle.  These  Homes  will  stand  as 
monuments  of  their  gratitude  when  the  last  old  soldier  has 
fallen  out  of  the  great  procession  of  life  and  has  joined  the 
army  of  the  immortals. 

Conforming  to  orders  from  National  Headquarters  I  have 
made  two  official  visits  to  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  trying  to  har- 
monize the  differences  now  agitating  the  comrades  in  that 
Department,  complete  reports  of  which  are  on  file  in  the 
oflSce  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

I  was  also  instructed  to  visit  the  Departments  of  Texas, 
Arkansas,  Missouri  and  Michigan,  as  a  representative  of  the

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The  duties  of  Inspectors  and  Assistant  Inspectors  shouldj 
be  more  clearly  defined.  Post  inspections  are  a  failure  where 
the  officer  making  the  inspection  sits  at  the  desk  of  eithei 
Adjutant  or  Quartermaster  and  asks  him  the  questions  con.'1 
tained  in  "  Form  H."  Information  obtained  in  this  mannel 
makes  a  better  showing  than  a  careful  or  rigid  inspectioi 
would  warrant. 

I  herewith  present  a  form  for  inspection,  trusting  the  com- 
mittee on  my  report  will  either  recommend  its  adoption,  or 
so  amend  the  form  now  in  use  as  to  secure  better  results.

♦FORM  OF  INSPECTION. 

On  occasions  of  a  regular  inspection  of  a  Post,  the  foUo' 
ing  form  will  be  used: 

The  inspecting  officer,  having  previous  to  the  opening 
the  Post  notified  the  Post  Commander  of  his  intentions  to  in-' 
spect  the  Post,  will,  upon  calling  the  Post  to  order,  take  his 
seat  in  the  body  of  the  Post  room,  the  better  to  observe  the 
opening  ceremony  and  the  working  of  the  Post. 

The  regular  order  of  business  as  provided  in  the  ritual  will 
be  attended  to,  and  after  muster  (and  a  muster  shall  be  had 
on  the  night  of  inspection),  then,  when  the  order  of  business 
has  reached  that  portion  "new  business,"  the  inspecting  offi- 
cer will  proceed  to  the  rear  of  altar,  salute  and  retire  to  the 
ante-room. 

The  Post  Commander  will  then  rise,  announce  to  the  P< 

that  by  Special  (or  General)  Order  No. from  Departmi 

Headquarters,  Comrade will  now  proceed  to  in- 
spect the  Post,  and  caution  the  comrades  that  during  the  cer- 
emony strict  attention  should  be  given ;  he  will  then  proceed 
to  explain  the  form  that  will  be  used  during  inspection.

When  the  Commander  has  concluded  these  remarks  he 
demand:  "  Adjutant,  are  your  books  and  papers  in  form  for 
inspection,  orders  properly  filed  and  papers  in  order  ?"

The  Post  Coi 
mander  will  then  demand:  "Quartermaster,  are  your  books 
all  posted,  and  vouchers  properly  filed  and  ready  for  inspec- 
tion ?"  [It  is  supposed  that  Quartermaster  will  have  his  re- 
port ready  for  inspection]. 

The  Post  Commander  will  then  inquire  in  like  manner; 
"Officer  of  the  Guard,  are  the  arms  and  accoutrements  of 
this  Post  prepared  for  inspection?"  [Answer.]  Upon  the 
completion  of  these  inquiries,  the  Post  Commander  will  say: 
"  Officer  of  the  Day  (who  rises  and  salutes),  you  will  act  as 
escort  to  the  inspecting  officer. "  The  Inside  Sentinel  will 
then  gives  one  rap  on  the  door  to  indicate  readiness,  where- 
upon the  inspecting  officer  will  rap  for  admittance.  The 
Sentinel  on  opening  the  door  will  demand:  "Who  goes 
there  ?"  The  inspecting  officer  will  announce  his  name,  and 
state  by  order  of  the  Department  Commander  he  is  directed 
to  inspect  the  Post,  [at  the  same  time  giving  Department 
countersign  to  the  Sentinel.]     The  Sentinel  will  announce: 

"  Officer  of  the  Guard,  Comrade — is  pres- 
ent to  inspect  the  Post."'  The  O.  G.  wit!  salute  the  Post 
Commander  and  announce  the  fact  that  the  inspecting  officer 
is  in  waiting. 

The  Post  Commander,  giving  three  raps,  will  say:  "O. 
D.  [who  salutes],  you  will  proceed  to  the  outpost  and  escort 
the  inspecting  officer."  The  O.  D.  will  advance  to  rear  of 
altar,  salute  and  proceed  to  inner  door  and  command  Senti- 
nel: "  You  will  admit  the  inspecting  offiL-er." 

The  O.  D,  \¥ill  then  advance  to  the  open  door  and  attend 
the  inspecting  officer  to  the  rear  of  the  altar. 

The  O.  D,  will  say:  "Commander.  I  have  the  honor  to  pre^ 

sent  Comrade [Department  or  Assistant]  Inspector,^ 

who  is  here  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  this  Post."  (In  act- 
ing as  escort,  the  O.  D.  will  be  on  the  right).  The  Post  Com- 
mander will  order:  "Post  salute, "at  which  the  inspecting 
officer   wJU  reply   by  saluting.     The  Post   Commander  will  ■, 


then  order:  "  Post,  carry  arms."  and  say,  "Comrade,  the 
is  ready  for  inspection  and  we  await  your  orders."  The 
inspecting  officer  will  request  the  Commander  to  seat  the 
comrades,  which  done,  he  will  proceed  to  the  Adjutant's 
desk,  inspect  the  books  and  orders,  see  that  the  orders  are 
correctly  filed,  and  ascertain  if  any  are  missing.  After  pro- 
curing such  information  as  he  desires  from  the  Adjutant,  he 
will  (under  escort  of  the  O.  D. )  proceed  to  the  Quartermas- 
ter's desk  (passing  in  rear  of  the  altar,  and  saluting),  and 
ascertain  from  the  Quartermaster  the  financial  standing  of 
the  Post,  the  amount  expended  in  charity  during  the  year, 
the  number  of  Comrades  in  good  standing,  and  those  sus- 
pended, after  which  the  inspecting  officer  will  (if  there  be 
an  armory)  proceed  to  inspect  the  arms  and  armory  of  the 
Post.

After  which  the  inspecting  officer  will  announce  (saluting 
Commander),  the  inspection  is  closed. 

The  Post  Commander  will  now  call  up  the  Post.  Order, 
"Post,  salute."  The  inspecting  officer  will  acknowledge 
salute. 

The  Post  Commander,  after  seating  the  comrades,  will 
invite  the  inspecting  officer  to  the  platform  and  request  him 
to  address  the  comrades. 

The  inspecting  officer  shall  then  offer  such  suggestions  as 
may  seem  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Post  and  of  the 
Order. 

When,  if  he  wishes  to  retire,  he  will  signify  his  intention 
to  the  Post  Commander,  who  will  call  up  the  Post,  inspecting 
officer  takinjf  his  position  in  rear  of  the  altar,  and  Post  Com- 
mander shall  say: 

"Comrade  (name)  (Assistant  or  Department)  Inspector,  we 
thank  you  for  your  kind  advice  and  hope  to  profit  thereby. 
You  will  assure  the  Department  Commander  of  our  intention 
to  do  all  in  our  power  for  the  good  of  the  Order." 

The  Officer  of  the  Day  will  escort  the  inspecting  officer  to 
the  outpost.     Post,  "present  arms. " 

The  salute  having  been  returned,  the  P.  C.  will  say,  "carry 
arms,"  and  the  I.  O.  will  be  escorted  by  the  Officer  of  the 
Day  to  the  outpost. 


As  the  rules  and  regulations  directs  the  Inspector-Geiierall 
to  prescribe  the  form  of  blanks  to  be  used  in  Post  inspections  I 
{see  Sec.  4,  Art.  5).  I  have  made  the  following  changes 
form  "H,"  by  striking  out  questions  15  and  16,  which  were: 
"Are  bene£ts  paid  in  case  of  sickness?"  "If  so,  how  much 
per  week?"  As  these  expenditures  are  made  for  charitable 
purposes,  they  should  be  reported  under  the  head  of  ' '  Amount  J 
expended  for  charity." 

I  have  added   the  following  questions  not  contained  in  old  1 
form:

19.  Value  of  other  property  owned  by  the  Post? 

10.     Is  there  a  Corps  of  the  W.  R.  C.  connected  with  th»|

the  Post,  and  do  you  encourage  the  organization  of  same  ? 

You  will  at  once  see  my  object  in  making  the  above 
changes,  and,  I  believe,  will  not  withhold  your  approval. 

As  nearly  all  Departments  are  reported  to  be  in  a  healthy 
and  prosperous  condition,  we  should  feel  encouraged  to  press 
on  recruiting  and  building  up  our  grand  organization  until 
the  last  comrade  eligible  to  admission  as  a  member  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  has  his  name  inscribed  on  the  rolls  of  some  Post. 
We  should  endeavor  to  be  systematical  and  thorough  in  the 
performance  of  every  duty,  and  follow  as  near  as  possible  all 
requirements  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  having  constantly 
in  mind  the  obligation  we  assumed  when  admitted  to  mem- 
bership. 

Our  comrades  in  the  stronger  and  more  prosperous  Depart- 
ments should  not  be  forgetful  of  the  necessities  of  those  in 
weaker  and  less  favored  territories  and  should  assist  and  en- 
courage them  in  the  good  work  whenever  opportunity  offers. 
We  should  be  espet-ially  interested  in  sustaining  our  sister 
Departments  in  the  South,  as  thuir  membership  is  largely 
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composed  of  comrades  who  for  reason  of  failing  health  have 
been  compelled  to  secure  homes  in  a  warmer  and  more  con- 
genial climate.  As  their  numbers  are  not  large,  their  Posts 
and  Departments  are  necessarily  small  and  recruiting  diffi- 
cult. They  should  be  encouraged  by  all  and  especially  by 
our  National  Officers,  who  should  not  fait  to  pay  them  an  an- 
nual visit,  even  if  it  must  he  done  at  the  expense  of  failure 
to  visit  many  of  the  stronger  Departments  in  the  North. 

As  the  report  of  the  Adjutant -General  will  show  the  amount 
expended  in  charity,  I  will  refer  you  to  Department  reports 
for  detailed  information.  Yon  will  find  that  many  of  them 
present  an  excellent  showing,  one  worthy  of  imitation.  Year 
by  year  the  expenditures  for  relief  are  increasing  and  are  be- 
ing more  generally  confined  to  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  departed  comrades. 

I  find  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is 
growing  in  all  Departments.  It  would  be  diflScult  to  say  too 
much  in  their  favor,  as  they  have  rendered  such  valuable  as- 
sistance in  our  charitable  work,  having  taken  position  far  in 
advance  of  our  line  in  blue,  in  raising  money  to  swell  the  re- 
lief fund  which  is  so  honestly  devoted  to  the  alleviation  of 
the  wants  of  those  depending  upon  us  for  assistance.  In  the 
great  work  of  charity  we  cannot  do  better  than  to  imitate 
their  example  and  follow  where  they  lead. 

I  also  find  many  Departments  reporting  a  rapid  and  perma- 
nent growth  in  the  organization  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans, 
who  are  taking  a  deep  interest  in  our  charitable  work,  and 
rendering  valuable  service  on  Memorial  day.  If  it  be  possi- 
ble, they  should  be  drawn  closer  to  us.  They  are  our  sons; 
our  cause  is  their  cause,  and  they  are  justly  proud  of  the  rec- 
ord of  their  fathers.  Are  they  not  entitled  to  a  position 
where  they  can  render  to  us  a  greater  service  ? 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the 
Adjutant-General  and  members  of  the  National  staff  for  many 
courtesies  extended  to  me  during  the  year.  To  the  Assistant 
Inspectors -General,  who  have  so  promptly  responded  to  ever>- 
call  for  service,  and  presented  so  many  excellent  and  inter- 
esting reports,  I  am  under  lasting  obligatic 
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Referring  to  the  line  of  duty  assigned  to  myself,  I  desire  to 
say,  that  while  those  duties  have  been  attended  with  some 
labor,  and  demanded  much  time  and  attention,  **  it  has  been 
an  enjoyable  service,"  and  should  it  appear  that,  through  my 
efforts,  a  substantial  good  to  the  Order  has  been  accomplished, 
I  will  be  more  than  satisfied.

J.  H.  GouLDiNG,  Adjutant-General^  G.  A.  R.: 

Dear  Comrade — The  opinions  submitted  embrace  every- 
thing worthy  of  mention  that  h'as  come  within  the  scope  of 
my  duties  during  the  past  year.  They  contain,  perhaps,  lit- 
tle that  is  new;,  relating  in  the  main  to  questions  which  have 
arisen  before,  but  with  differences  in  respect  to  circumstances 
and  details.  Questions  touching  the  eligibility  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  Order  have  been  most  frequent ;  and,  fol- 
lowing the  rulings  of  my  predecessors,  I  have  felt  bound  to 
give  a  fairly  strict  construction  to  the  article  which  declares 
who  are  eligible.  Any  looseness  of  interpretation  of  this 
article  will  leave  us  adrift  upon  the  uncertainties  of  analogies 
involved  with  arguments  respecting  what  will  be  claimed  as 
equivalent  or  constructive  service.  It  is  better  to  adhere  to 
the  plain  language  of  the  article,  leaving  to  the  National 
Encampment  its  extension,  when  it  shall  appear  that  classes 
worthy  of  admission  have  not  been  included.  The  govern- 
ing body  will,  in  this  way,  control  the  subject  in  its  details, 
as  well  as  in  general. 

A  few  questions  have  been  sent  to  me  directly,  asking  for 
opinions,  and  returned  for  want  of  authority  to  consider 
them.  Under  our  Regulations  the  Commander-in-Chief 
decides  all  questions  of  law  or  usage,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
National  Encampment ;  and  all  matters  for  his  consideration 
should  be  sent  to  the  Adjutant-General.  The  Judge  Advo- 
cate-General is  but  one  of  the  staff   of  the  Commander-in- 


ief,  and  should  not  usurp  his  functions  nor  assume  to  give 
■Euiy  opinion  save  on  matters  submitted  to  him  by  his  superior; 
and  then  his  opinions  are  but  advisory,  and  without  force. 
except  so  far  as  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Coramander-in 

;niief. 

The  new  edition  of  the  Blue  Book,  compiled  in  the  system- 
Itic  manner  which  marks  everything  passing  through  the 
lands  of  Comrade  Beath,  by  intelligently  grouping  all  decis- 
Dus  on  each  subject,  has  greatly  facilitated  the  examination 
►f  authorities.  All  Posts  and  officers  should  have  copies  of 
bis  edition. 

My  thanks  and  gratitude  are  due  to  the  Commander-in- 
phief,  not  more  for  the  honor  conferred  by  his  appointment 
than  for  his  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  during  our  inter- 
Uurse.  And  I  feel  the  greater  confidence  in  the  opinions 
rnbinitted  from  their  favorable  reception  by  one  so  well  able 
o  comprehend  the  subjects  at  a  glance. 

From  you,  also,  with  whom  my  duties  have  brought  me  in 
ilosest  relations,  I  have  received  continual  kindness  and 
kssistance.

Prom  the  numerous  papers  coDBtltuting  the  record  upoD  nliicU  tliis  caM  li 
presented,  it  is  gathered  that  in  January,  1889,  upon  a  written  application 
signed  by  twenty  persons,  olaiming  to  be  eligible  to  niembershlp  In  this 
Order,  tiie  Department  Commander  of  Illinois  chartered,  formed  and  caused 
to  be  mastered,  Morgan  L.  Smith  Post  No,  666,  located  at  Yates  City,  Illi- 
nois.  On  complaint  of  Dan  MeCook  Post  No.  53.  located  nt  Elmwood,  two 
and  one  half  miles  distant  from  Tates  City,  that  many  of  the  Comrades  miu- 
tered  into  the  new  Post  were  still  members  of  Post  No.  B3,  and  that  there 
were  less  than  ten  eligible  charter  members  of  the  new  Post,  and  that  ilA 
formation  was  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Order,  an  Inspector  was 
detailed  to  investigate  and  report.  He  Tisited  Post  No.  B3,  and  made  his  re- 
port to  the  Deportment  Council  of  Administration,  which,  disregarding  his 
reoommendations.  siistaiued  the  action  of  the  Department  Commander,  and

Of  the  twenty  applicants  for  the  new  charter,  ten  held  transfer  cards  from 
Post  No.  03.  Without  considering  the  case  of  J.  B.  Reed,  who  had  not  ap- 
plied lor  his  transfer  card  at  a  meeting  of  Post  No.  fi3,  nor  the  esses  of  two 
others  who  are  claimed  to  have  been  owing  dues  to  that  Post  when  they  got 
transfer  cards,  there  remain  seven  to  be  considered.  The  allegation  that  no 
verbal  or  written  applications  had  been  made  by  them  (or  their  transfer 
cards,  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence  presented.  The  statement  of  Orange 
Daniels  is  that  only  three  of  them  were  present.  Which  three,  is  not  8pe<d- 
fied.  The  Post  record  of  the  meeting  of  Dec.  22,  1S68,  shows :  "The  following 
Comrades prosm^frf  applications  for  transfercards  for  the  date  of  Dec.  31,  1888," 
<heTe  follow  sixteen  names,  including  the  seven  under  consideration)  "and 
they  were  ordered  to  be  prepared."  The  Adjutant  was  one  of  thera  and  was 
certainly  present,  and  it  docs  not  appear  that  he  had  not  in  his  hands  writ- 
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ten  appltoations  from  the  otiiers  when  he  read  tlie  list  of  applicants.  With 
such  a  number  of  applications,  all  of  like  tenor,  his  statement  of  the  fact  tbftt 
the  applications  were  made,  and  the  nnmeH  of  the  applicants,  would  ba 
enough,  unless  the  reailingof  the  written  applications  naa  called  for.  The 
order  to  prepare  the  transfers  as  asked  for,  dating  them  Dec.  31, 1888,  though 
unosual  would  not  affect  their  validity.  The  only  object  of  bringing  the  ap- 
plication before  the  Post  at  all,  being  to  allow  the  question  as  to  whether 
the  applicant  waa  in  good  standing  with  dues  all  paid  to  be  inquired  into.  It 
does  not  appear  that  an;  ('.uea  would  accrue  between  Dec.  22  and  Dec.  31,  or 
that  the  etandlng  of  any  of  the  applicants  in  the  Order  changed  in  that  brief' 
interval.  Theordermade  at  the  same  meetiogforprocurine  thirty  blank 
tiansfer  cards,  may  indicate  one  reason  for  assenting  to  the  delay.  The  Ad- 
jutant could  attest  his  own  transfer  card.  (Blue  Book,  pa^e  27,  2S-T.)  And 
any  officer  could  obtain  transfer  card  without  reeiguInK,  previously.  Th* 
transfer  would  terminate  bis  tenure  of  oftioe.  As  to  the  charge  that  the 
closing  proceedings  were  hurried  on  so  as  to  give  no  sufficient  time  to  object 
to  the  issue  of  these  transfer  cards,  it  is  enough  to  say  tbat  it  does  not  ap- 
pear that  any  one  attempted  or  desired  to  object,  and  that  even  yet  no  valid 
ground  of  objection  to  the  seven  under  consideration  is  suggested. 

Tbe  allegation,  much  urged,  that  the  transfer  cards  were  applied  for  and 
taken  witb  unworthy  motives  is  irrelevant.  It  hosalways  been  held  that  the 
right  of  a  member  in  good  standing  and  clear  of  dues,  to  a  transfer  card,  la 
an  absolute  right.  His  motive  for  the  exercise  of  such  a  right  cannot  there- 
fore be  questioned. 

I  see  no  ground  for  holding  that  tbe  Department  Commander  erred  in 
mustering  the  seven,  holding  such  transfer  cards,  into  the  new  Post.  But 
there  were  ten  applicants  who  did  not  hold  such  transfer  cards.  Of  these, 
six  are  admitted  ti  have  been  eligible :  aod  there  is  no  showing  against  any 
of   the  ten.  except  M.  W.  P.    Tlie  appeal  should  therefore   be  dismlBsed. 

As  the  appeal  relates  only  to  the  validity  of  Morgan  L.  Smith  Post  No.  686, 
1  purposely  refrain  from  passiog  on  tbe  eligibility  of  certain  Comrades,  as 
not  necessaiy  to  the  determination  of  that  question.  It  is  much  to  be  re- 
gretted that  Comrades  should  allow  personal  animosities  and  ill  will  to  Impel 
tbem  to  file  a  record  like  this,  with  the  impertinent,  scandalous  and  irrels- 
vant  matters  with  which  tbe  papers,  on  both  sides,  are  crowded  in  this  case. 
Billingsgate  has  no  place  Id  such  a  contention,  and  can  never  aid,  but  may 
tend  to  Injure  the  cause  of  a  party  making  use  of  it. 

DECISION  V. 

Members  of  companies  called  into  service  by  U.  S.  General 
Officers,  on  emergency,  and  dismissed  when  the  emergency 
has  passed,  are  not  eligible.

Tbe  papers  submitted  sliow  that  the  applicant,  on  Sept.  IT,  IS6I,  enlisted 
a  private,  for  teu  days,  in  the  iBlaad  Home  Guards,  a  company  which  was 
on  that  day,  by  Gen.  Robert  Anderson,  called  into  the  United  States  aervios, 
supplied  with  U.  S.  arms  and  employed  in  protecting  transportation  routes  in 
Kentucky;  and  that  it  was  discharged  or  dismissed  Sept.  '27,  IMIl. 

The  statement  that  this  company  was  lautlereii  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  I  assume  to  be  a  mistake.  If  so  muBt«red,  a  duplicate  muster 
roll  would  have  been  sent  to  the  Adjutant- General's  oltice  at  WashinKtun, 
and  there  is  no  suggestion  of  the  existence  of  such  muster  roll.  If  there  bad 
been  a  regular  muster-in  there  would  also  have  been  a  formal  muster-out 
and  discharge  papera.  Besides,  there  was  no  authority  tlien  existing  to 
mutter  troops  for  any  sach  period  as  ten  days. 

The  applicant  seems  to  rest  his  case  on  that  clause  of  Article  IV.  Chap.  1 
of  the  ReKulntions,  which  makes  eligible  soldiers  of  "  Such  State  Regiments 
as  were  called  into  active  service,  and  subject  to  the  orders  of  United  States 
General  Officers."  This  applies  to  members  of  State  Militia  Regimente  raised 
under  and  of  course  subject  to  State  authority ;  anil  does  not  cover  the  case 
of  members  of  a  Company  or  Regiment  organized  without  color  of  State 
authority,  but  Whose  service  was  accepted  by  u  General  Oflloer  of  the  United 
States  Army. 

I  think  the  evidence  submitted,  fairly  considered,  fails  to  shoiv  that  the 
Company  of  Island  Home  Guards  was  part  of  any  Kentucky  State  Regiment, 
or  was  raised  pursuant  to  any  State  authority.  Although  there  is  now  in  the 
Adjutant-General's  OUioe  of  that  State  what  is  called  a  muster  roll  of  that 
Company,  it  would  seem  from  tbe  certificate  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-Qen- 
eral  that  nothing  appears  on  it  but  the  names  of  the  members,  and  that 
"  this  Company  was  called  into  United  States  service  by  Brigadier-General 
Anderson.  Period  of  service  from  the  )7th  of  September,  iSiii.  to  the  37th 
day  of  September,  laKI,'"  As  this  corresponds  with  applicant's  statement 
of  his  enlistment,  the  iuference  is  irresistable  that  this  Corapan.v  was  called 
into  existence  and  armed  by  General  Anderson  to  meet  a  temporary  emer- 
gency, and  that  its  existence  censed  with  the  emergency,  and  that  it  was 
never  subject  to  the  State  Executive,  whose  intlneuce  was  then  opposed  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  States.  The  case  does  not  materially  differ 
from  the  one  reported  in  Blue  Book,  page  HI,  1<>-£1,  and  although  the 
service  in  this  case,  as  in  that,  indicated  loyalty,  and  was  a  meritorious  mili- 
tary service,  I  think  as  our  Regulation  stands  the  applicant  is  not  elig[l 
to  membership.

that  day,  I  cannot  perceive  tliai  such  action  involves  any  violation  of  the 
ruJes  or  usages  of  the  Order.

He  was  a  soldier,  and  served  within  the  presoi-ibed 
l«te«  and  has  an  honorable  disohante.  The  syllabus  of  opinion  to  the  oon- 
trary  on  page  33  of  Blue  Book,  holding  that,  "Ou*  teho  lUterU  fam  bitCompatij/or 
fimtnl  and  joins  aiuither.  and  from  the  latlrr  oi  gani:atio»  riu.-eivtii  uii  haaorahlii  dii- 
thargi  i»  not  ib^ibte  to  memberMp,"  is  not  supported  by  the  opinion  which  fol- 
lows It.  and  upoD  which  it  purports  to  be  based.  That  opinion  siiows  olearljr

The  certiG.ca.te  of  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  of  Indiana  shows  thwC' 
it  appears  from  the  records  of  his  office,  that  the  applicant  naa  a  member  of 
an  Indiana  State  Regiment,  from  Jnl;  1, 18G2,  to  Dot.  30,  1864,  and  was  in 
service  one  hundred  days  of  tliat  time,  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  the 
date  laat  named.  If  it  shall  be  shown  by  further  evidence  (not  submitted  to 
me)  that  he,  with  his  Regiment  or  Company,  during  any  part  of  that  time 
was  called  into  active  service,  and  subject  t«  the  orders  of  any  United  StAtes 
General  Officer,  he  is  eligible  to  membership.  If  he  was  not  so  called  into 
active  service  and  subject  to  such  orders,  he  is  not  eligible.  (Kules  and  Keg- 
ulationa.  Art.  IV,  Uhap-  1.  See  also  Blue  Book,  page  39,  10-20,  and  page  3a,

DECISION    IX. 

Compulsory  muster  into  the  Confederate  army  will  not, 
alone,  render  one  ineligible,  if,  before  having  performed  mil- 
iiary  service  of  any  kind,  he  escaped  and  joined  the  Union 
Army.

Article  IV,  Chap.  1.  Rules aod  Regalationa,  provides:  "No  penon  shall

Stales."  DiscuuioD  as  to  the  proper  constructiou  of  this  clause  is  closed 
(be  refusal  of  the  National  Eucampmeut  to  modify  it,  after  it  bad  beeO. 
repeated]]-  held  to  include  cases  of  forced  and  involuntary  service  io  the  rebel 
army.  The  provision  quoted,  therefore,  makes  the  bearing  of  arms  agunst 
the  United  States,  whether  voluntarj-  or  enforced,  an  absolute  dieqaaliftcM- 
tion.  But  nothinK  sliort  of  liavlng  "  bortie  arms  "  has  that  effect.  The  earn- 
pulaor;  muster,  which  would  include  the  oath  of  service,  would  be  but  pre- 
liminary to  the  bearing  of  arms;  and  if  the  applicant's  connectioD  with  the 
rebel  army  ceased  just  there,  he  is  not  ineligible. 

Bat  in  order  that  this  answer  to  the  question,  as  presented,  may  not  mis- 
lead in  the  particular  case,  or  in  some  other,  it  is  proper  to  add  that  the 
statement  that  the  applicant  escaped  from  the  rebel  service  before  being 
srmed  and  equipped,  does  not  completely  negative  the  idea  that  he  may  have 
"borne  arms  against  the  United  States."  The  meaniag  of  this  phrase  wae 
considered  by  one  of  my  predecessorft,  iu  tbe  case  of  the  slave  (lilue  Book, 
page  43,  10-2T)  who  held,  and  I  tbinli  correctly,  that  the  phrase  oovera 
more  than  the  mere  carrying  or  using  of  weapons,  and  extends  to  any  service, 
military  in  ite  nature. 

In  this  case,  the  applicant,  without  having  been  armed  or  equipped,  ma/ 
have  been  put  at  work  upon  fortifications,  or  construction  of  military  roadl,

I  think  he  retains  ibe  honors,  and  that  his  right  to  exercise  the  privileges 
were  only  in  abeyance  while  he  was  a  member  ol  a  Post  in  another  Depart- 
ment, And  revived  on  his  joining  a  Post  in  the  Department  in  which  be  was 
Pa«t  Post  Commander. 

By  the  Rules  and  Kexulat ions  of  the  order,  certain  honors  and  privileges 
appertain  to  Fast  oEBcers.  who  have  held  specified  offices  for  full  lerms;  or 
have  filled  vacancies  to  tlie  end  of  terms.  Thus,  Past  Com manders-in- Chief, 
Past  Vice-Commanders-ln-Chief,  and  Pant  Department  Commanders,  eon- 
tinue  to  be  members  of  the  National  Encampment.  Past  Department  Com- 
manders continue  to  he  members  of  their  Department  Encampments,  and  in 
sucb  Departments  as  have  so  decided  by  a  two^thirds  vote,  at  ftn  annual 
meeting,  all  Past  Post  Commanders  continue  to  be  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment Encampments. 

B;  express  language,  in  all  these  cases,  such  honors  and  privileKes continue 
10  long,  and  so  long  only,  as  the  persons  remain  in  good  standing  in  their 
several  Posts.  Whatever  severs  the  connection  of  such  person  with  the 
Order  "uia  all  honors  then  existing,  and  they  are  not  revived  if  tlie  person 
again  becomes  a  member  of  the  Order,  (Blue  Book,  page  vn,  4H-2,  paye  133, 
49-I«.  page  VM.  VJ-IS,  page  154,  49-lH.) 

But  the  phrase  :  "So  long  as  they  remain  in  good  standing  in  their  several 
Posts"  does  not  limit  the  honors  to  the  time  a  person  continues  his  member- 
ship Id  tlte  particular  Post  to  which  he  belonged  while  he  held  the  oOice 
from  which  the  honor  is  derived.  Tlie  standing  of  a  Past  Post  Commander 
is  not  affected  hy  his  transfer  to  another  Post  in  the  same  Department. 
(Btiu  Book,  page  133.  49-10.)  A  Past  Department  Commander  does  not  lose  his 
standing  Id  the  National  Encampment  by  joining  a  Post  in  anotlier  Depart- 
ment; iBlae  Book,  poye  12P.  4M)  although  lie  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Enoarapment  of  the  Department  to  which  he  removes.  {Bhie  Book,  page  yjo. 
49-9.  41)-10.)  He  does  not /oif  his  honors  and  privileges  as  Pant  Department 
Commander  hy  joining  a  Post  in  another  Department,  because  he  may  do 
that  and  still  "remain  in  good  standing"  in  his  Post;  the  lack  of  which  can 
alone  end  his  honors.  The  decision  that  his  membership  in  the  National  En- 
campment continues  after  such  removal  to  another  Department  necessarily 
decides  that  his  honors  are  not  lost  by  such  removal.  And  if  not  lost  by  the 
removal,  then,  upon  his  return  to,  and  joining  a  Post  in  the  Department  of 
which  he  had  been  Commander,  he  would  be  in  the  same  condition  as  If  he 
had  never  left  it.

The  First  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Volunteera  wag  raiaed  in  April,  1361. 
In  response  to  the  Arst  call  of  President  Lincoln  for  75.000  volunteers;  aiwl 
was  mnstered  into  the  military  serriL-e  of  the  TTnlted  States  for  the  term  of 
three  months.  On  April  30,  18«1,  ths  Governor  of  that  State  comro<BgloDed 
liev.  S.  G.  A.,  Chaplain  of  that  Regiment.  The  Regiment  was  called  into 
active  service,  snbject  to  the  orders  of  United  States  tieneral  Officers ;  and 
S,  G.  A.  actually  served  aa  ita  Chaplain,  during  its  full  term  of  service—*^ 
few  days  more  than  three  months.  ■ 

He  was  never  mustered  into  Che  service  of  the  United  .States,  and  thei^  ^

The  clause  making  eligible  soldiers  of  such  State  Regiments  as  were  called 
into  active  service,  etc.,  does  not  apply.  Such  Volunteer  Regiments  as  were 
raised  in  response  to  proclamations  of  the  President,  though  raised  by  tbe 
aid  ofState  authorities,  and  designated  by  the  names  of  the  States,  and  hav- 
ing olHcers  commissioned  by  the  Governors  of  the  States,  became,  upon  their 
muster,  soldiers  of  the  United  States  Army,  within  the  always  accepted 
meaning  of  Art,  IV,  Chap. ).  of  theRulesand  Regulations.  The  clause  refer- 
ring to  State  Regiments  called  into  active  service,  refers  to  Regiments  of 
State  Militia  never  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  but  called 
!nt«  active  servicei  subject  to  the  orders  of  United  States  General  Oflicet^. 
upon  emergencies,  as  were  several  Regiments  of  Pennsylvania  Militia, 
perhaps  of  other  States,  during  the  invasion  of  Lee,  which  ended  at  Uett^K 
burg.    The  applicant  was  not  in  a  Regiment  of  that  kind. 

Even  in  case  of  a  Regiment  of  State  Militia  I  do  not  understand  how 
bersbip  could  eKlst  without  some   form  of  muster,  which  would  bind 
members  and  render  thera  amenable  to  the  State  authorities. 

It  may  be  that  tbe  Regulations  should  be  amended  to  cover  a  case  lite  thlf. 
But  the  fairly  plain  meaning  of  tlie  language  used  in  tlie  Article  referred  to 
Is  so  llrmly  established  by  numerous  decisions,  that  no  lai  interpretation  is 
now  permissible.

It  a  Comrade,  on  transfer  card,  is  fnlly  admitted  by  a  Post

kecause  of  such  omission. 


Ki'om  llie  papers  presented,  I  gatlier  the  following  statement  of  facta:  il. 
M.,  a  member  of  the  Order  holding  an  uoespired  transfer  card,  applied  in 
November  last  for  admission  to  Upton  Poat  No.  8,  Pueblo,  Colo.,  aud  was 
upon  regular  proceedjob-s  duly  elected  and  admitted  to  the  Post,  and  signed 
its  by-laws,  without  paying  the  admission  fee,  bnt  upon  bis  promise  to  pay 
the  fee  at  the  next  meetiug.  Although  since  that  time  attending  most  of 
the  Post  meetings  he  has  not  paid  the  fee;  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Post 
about  February  lat  last,  tlie  Department  Commander  being  present,  the 
question  of  the  membership  of  J.  M.  was  raised,  and  the  Department  Com- 
mander held  ttj;kt  because  of  the  non-payment  of  such  admission  fee  J.  M. 
never  became  a  member  of  that  Post;  and  ordered  that  bisname  bo  stricken 
from  its  rolls ;  which  was  done ;  and  from  this  order  J.  M.  appeals. 

The  Rules  and  Begulations,  Chap.  2,  Art.  II,  Sec,  S,  provides  that  reoruits 
shall  before  enlistment  and  muster  pay  an  admission  fee  of  not  less  than  one 
dollar.  Whether  this  should  be  construed  as  a  condition  precedent  to  right- 
ful admission  into  the  Order,  or  as  a  provision  for  tlie  benefit  of  the  Post,  and 
which  may  be  waived  by  it,  need  not  now  be  considered. 

The  provisions  for  admitting  to  Post  membership  Comradesin  good  stand- 
ing in  the  Order  holding  transfer  cards,  Chap.  2,  Art.  Ill,  !4eca,  I  and  2,  are 
plainly  different  from  those  applicable  to  recruits  seeking  admission  into  the 
Order.    The  provision  as  to  admission  fees  is  as  follows: 

"Bach  Post  may  establish  snob  admissiou  fees  to  be  paid  by  Comrades  join- 
ing by  trauHfer  as  May  fAinipro/in-,  not  exceeding  the  amouat  required  from 
recruits." 

There  is  no  ca»/IUion  iu  the  Kulea  and  Regulations  requiring  any  payment 
(if  fees  by  members  of  the  Order  joining  Posts  by  transfer.  The  matter  Is 
left  entirely  with  each  Post,  except  as  to  the  prohibition  against  requiring 
larger  fees  than  from  recruits.  Within  that  exception  tlie  Postilhiay  fix  the 
admission  fee :  and  may  properly  require  it  to  be  sent  with  the  application, 
or  to  be  paid  at  or  before  admission,  and  in  such  case  may  refuse  to  admit 
before  such  payment  -,  or  it  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  fee  at  or  be- 
fore a  later  date;  or  waive  it  altogether.  If  its  by-laws  require  the  payment 
of  such  fee  before  admission,  and  it  nevertheless  proceeds  and  elects  an  ap- 
plicant for  admission  on  transfer  card,  aud  admits  him  t<)  tbe  Post,  and  to 
signing  its  by-laws,  this  is  a  waiver  of  the  by-law  regulation,  and  the  Com- 
rade so  admitted  becomes  a  member  of  the  Post.  This  whole  matter  is  so 
completely  covered  by  Decision  No.  3  of  Commander-in-Chief  Kea,  and  the 
exhaustive  opinion  of  his  Judge  Advocate  General,  our  present  Commander- 
iu-Cbiet,  {Blua  Book,  page  84,  25^)  that  nothing  further  need  be  said. 

I  think  the  appeal  .should  be  sustained,  and  the  order  of  the  Department 
Commander  reversed,  and  the  Post  directed  to  replace  appellant's  name 
upon  its  roll,

For  eiample ;  If,  at  an  election  of  the  offlcers  of  a  Post,  it  were  deter- 
mined to  elect  all  on  one  ballot,  and  that  in  voting  each  member  should  have 
tbe  right  to  place  on  his  ballot  eiRht  names,  without  designation  ~ 

and  that  the  person  receivinjc  the  highest  number  of  votes  should  bo  Officer 
of  tbe  (Juard;  the  next  highest,  Chaplain;  the  next,  Quartermaster;  the 
next  Surgeon;  the  nest  Post  Commander;  and  so  on.  or  in  an?  other  order. 
it  would  be  farcical  to  claim  that  these  ofQcers  were  elected  by  ballot.  It 
would  be  plainly  matter  of  chanct,  whether  so  voting  for  a  person  would  be 
voting  for  him  for  one  ofllce  or  for  another — for  an  office  for  which  all  would 
admit  he  was  well  fitted,  or  tor  another  office,  for  w  hich  everj'  one  would 
concede  that  he  was  unfit, 

This  was  the  serious  fault  of  the  election  ot  Dec  ist.  The  Regulations 
rtjiuVe  that  the  delegates  be  selected  by  baItot;and  that  the  alternates  be  aiaa 
selected  by  ballot.  This  means  that  each  should  be  selected  for  the  particu- 
lar office  by  ballot.  Each  voter  would  he  presumed  to  select  for  delegates 
those  whom  he  thought  beat  qualified;  and  those  neit  best  qualified,  in  his 
jndRment,  for  altornate.t.  But  in  the  mode  of  voting  adopted  the  voter 
would  not  know  when  he  placed  a  name  on  his  ballot  and  put  it  in  the  box 
whether  he  was  aiding  In  selecting  the  person  named  for  the  one  place  or  the 
other.  The  election  was  therefore  void  as  not  conforming  to  the  Gides  and 
Regulations. 

It  will  not  do  to  say  that  because  ballois  of  some  kind  were  iu  a  peculiar 
way  used  in  the  elettion  of  Dec.  1st,  therefore  tbe  Regulations  were  com- 
plied with.  Where  the  Regulations  use  terms  and  phrases  well  understood, 
it  does  not  deline  them;  bnt  tUey  must  be  taken  as  ordinarily  understood. 
And  an  election  or  selection  by  ballot  has  a  perfectly  well  understood  signifi- 
cation, as  I  have  indicated. 

Let  us  suppose  that  at  a  Post  election  of  all  tlie  officers,  on  a  single  ballot, 
after  all  the  members  bad  voted,  instead  of  canvassing  the  vote,  the  Poet 
should  order  that  some  one  should  draw  from  the  ballot  bos  a  single  ballot, 
and  that  all  the  persona  named  thereon  should  be  declared  elected  to  the 
offices  thereon  designated  as  to  each;  that  would  not  be  claimed  to  be  a 
selection  by  ballot,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Regulation. 

I  think  the  appeal  should  be  sustained,  the  decision  of  the  Departmeot 
Encampment  reversed,  and  order  made  that  appellants  are  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Encampment  as  the  delegates  of  said  Post.

AnnBer.—lt  has  such  power.  The  Rules  ami  Regulations.  Chap.  4.  Art,  V, 
Sec>  3,  vests  that  power  in  the  Council  of  AdmiuistralioD.  The  National 
Encampment  of  IKTT,  by  reaolation  empowered  the  Council  of  AdministrO' 
IJOn  to  select  a  "smaller  number  to  act  for  the  Council  in  the  interim" ;  cod' 
tempi ating  such  selection  at  the  dnt  meeting  of  the  Council,  directed  to  be 
held  immediately  after  the  adjourDment  of  the  Encampment.  This  smaller 
namber  so  selected  has  become  known  by  the  apt  designation  of  the  Ex- 
eoQtive  Committee.  It  is  to  "act  for  the  Couatil";  that  is,  in  the  place  and 
sMad  of  the  Council,  with  no  limit  on  its  power  save  the  limit  of  the  power 
of  the  Council  Itself.  The  Committee  Is  not  expressly  limited  to  any  class 
of  duties,  and  the  powers  of  the  Council  itself  belong  only  to  one  olaae — 
administrative— words  meaning  the  same  thing.  There  Is  there- 
fore no  room  for  any  implied  limit. — no  logical  basis  for  drawing  a  line 
where  the  power  of  the  Committee  to  act  for  the  Council  shall  stop,  within 
the  limits  of  the  Council's  own  powers. 
A  Department  Council  of  Administration  baa  in  respect  to  one  matter 
jore  than  executive  power.  Under  the  construction  given  to  the  words 
nejtt  highest  authority,"  in  Chap.  3,  Art.  Vlf,  Rules  and  Regulations,  it  has 
«n  appellate  judicial  power  to  review  decisions  of  tlio  Department  Coui- 
inander.  But  the  language  of  the  same  ^Vj'ticle.  as  well  as  that  of  Chap.  4. 
Art.  VI,  Sec.  1,  excludes  the  National  Council  of  I  Administration  from  any 
cncb  power,  leaving  its  functions  purely  executive. 

The  National  Encampment  is  supreme  in  the  Order,  and  its  will  expressed 
Id  the  form  of  a  resolution  is  as  valid  and  forceful  as  in  any  other  form.  I 

DECISION  XVII. 

The  Department  of  Kentucky  was  in  a  disorganized  condi- 
tion from  1874  to  1S78;  .ind  a  Comrade  who  in  this  interim 
made  slight  but  futile  attempts  to  organize  it,  with  himself 
as  Department  Commander,  is  not  entitled  to  rank  as  Past 
Department  Commander.

Also  a  communication  from  Com- 
cade  Minton.  Department  Commander,  stating  that  from  ohildiiood  he  has 
lived  in  Louisville— that  his  position  for  the  last  twenty  years  has  been  such 
that  a  bepartment  Encamprntint  could  not  have  been  holden  there  without 
his  knowledge;  that  he  never  knew  of  such  Encampments  as  are  mentioned 
iby  Comrade  Collins ;  that  one  of  the  Posts  named  by  Comrade  Collins  as  rep- 
resented did  not  then  nor  for  some  years  afterwards  exist ;  that  be  has 
searched  the  daily  papers  from  lK7.*i  to  187y  without  flndinft  any  notice  or 
report  of  any  Encampment ;  and  that  the  persons  named  by  Uomrade  Collins 
aa  his  Adjutant-General  and  Quartermaster-General  deny  Uiatthey  nereaucb 
officers.  Also  astatemeot  by  Comrade  HiUis  tliat  he  was  not  present  at  the 
Boston  Encampment,  and  that  the  speech  credited  to  him  on  page  231  of  the 
Journal  was  made  by  some  unknown  person.  The  notation  on  page  111  of  the 
Journal  indicates  that  Comrade  Hillls  was  not  present  at  the  Encampment. 
Comrade  Collins'  petition  to  August  Willich  Post  is  dated  April  -iSd,  1890. 
The  request  to  the  Department  Encampment,  signed  by  the  Post  Commander 
nnd  Adjutant,  has  the  same  date,  and  on  its  face  appears  l«  be  only  the 
request  of  those  ofhcers,  without  indicating  any  action  of  the  Post  in  the 
matter.  The  resolution  of  the  Department  Encampment  favoring  the  peti- 
tion is  dated  the  day  following.  No  time  seems  to  have  been  taken  to  exam- 
ine or  consider  the  matter.  The  protest  signed  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander and  four  Paat  Department  Commanders  is  dated  two  and  a  half 
months  later - 

The  case  has  gone  so  far  that  I  think  it  should  not  be  disposed  of  on  any 
technical  objection  to  the  form  of  the  application.  The  merits  depend  upon 
-questions  of  fact  rather  than  of  law  or  usage,  therefore  my  impressions 
should  have  little  weight  with  the  Council  of  Administration  or  Executive 
Committee  in  disposing  of  the  case,  from  the  whole  showing  and  giving 
due  regard  to  what  was  stated  in  the  discussion  in  tlie  Encampment,  without 
contradiction,  and  to  what  appears  from  the  records  of  National  Encamp- 
ments at  the  time,  I  think  the  Department  of  Kentucky  passed  out  of 
a  organized  body  as  early  as  1S74,  and  that  In  Una  Comrade 
Collins  made  some  irregular  attempt  to  reorganize  it  and  place  himself  at  its 
bead,  with  the  aid  of  some  Comrades  wlio  voluntarily  met  with  him.

The  Post  Commander  Uolding,  against  the  objeation  of  appellants,  that  he' 
a  en  tilled  to  be  mustered  on  payment  of  the  fee  fixed  for  members  joiniog 
by  transfer  card.  The  Post  sustained  the  ruling  of  the  Commander,  and 
from  the  decision  of  the  Department  Commander,  dismissing  au  appeal  to- 
him.  this  appeal  is  taiten. 

A  member  holding  an  unexpired  transfer  Oard  is  still  a  member  of  the 
Order,  entitled  to  most  of  the  privileges  ot  membership,  and  presumably  in. 
good  standing,  with  the  riglil  to  ask  for  membership  iu  any  Post  willing  to 
receive  him.  It  in  customary  to  place'  the  fee  for  the  admission  of  such  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  to  Post  membei'sliip  below  the  amount  fixed  to  be  paid  by 
recruits ;  and  Chap.

He  is  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Order,  (8lvt 
hooi,  pp.  IBI,  111-3— ins,  Ill-T).  He  may  be  reinstated  i.B.  ts  R.,  Chap.  5,  Ari. 
IV,  Sec.  4.)  iu  any  Post,  on  application  duly  madu,  referred  and  reported 
Dpon.  and  on  payment  of  the  amount  due  his  former  Post,  at  the  date  of  hia 
being  dropped.  As  the  Uulea  and  Regulations  neither  provide  for  nor  ap- 
tUtretilJy  contemplate  any  other  admission  fee  thau  in  case  of  a  recruit,  I 
tliiuk  that  is  the  admission  fee  that  should  be  paid,  tiuch  person  is  not  a 
Joining  by  transfer;  nor  is  there  any  analogy  between  the  coses.

Beyond  Ihia  njuirtmrnt,  the  power  of  the  Post  to  fix  a  higher  fee  is  for  the 
beneftt  o(  the  Post ;  and  the  Post  may  waive  the  excess  in  a,  particular  case 
without  luvalidallne  the  muster.  As  matter  of  even  justice,  and  to  prevent 
favoritism,  or  efforts  in  that  direction,  this  should  never  he  done.  But  the 
raieer  of  the  Post  to  waive  admission  fees,  at  least  beyond  the  amount  named 
in  the  Rules  and  Kegulations,  seems  not  only  clear  upon  principle,  but  is 
settled  by  the  decision  of  Commander-lD-Chief  itea,  and  opinion  of  Judge 
Advocate  GeaerBi  VeaKey— B'ue  Book,  DecUion  3,  pp.  R4,  85, 86.

OPINION,  JUMK  ;w,  isil. 

Although  this  question  has  been  expressly  ruled  in  the  negative  (it/ue  Book, 
pane  49,  10-38,  10-ao,  papi  m,  iO-JO),  it  Is  submitted  for  re-examination, 
and  appellaDt'a  argument  la  ao  able  and  persuasive,  that  I  should  be  glad  to 
find  some  tenable  Kroiind  for  sustaining  it,  and  for   his  udminslon.    I  nm 
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forced  to  the  coocluslou  that  the  former  decinions  are  correct,  and  tbat 
who  has  served  only  in  the  Revenue  Marine  is  not  eligible  under  i 
Hules  and  Kegalations. 

The  Orand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  n  voluiitnry  asBocintlon.  and  admits  la 
tta  membership  auch  clsBses  of  person,'^,  mid  such  only,  aa  it  deems  proper  In 
furtherance  of  its  purposes  and  objects.  l!y  its  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chap. 
I,  Art-  IV.  it  prescribes  the  classes  tobeodmitteil  and  the  conditions  of  ellKi- 
bility.    No  ons  can  complain  of  not  being  admitted  who  does  not  belong  to 

e  of  the  (leaiflnated  classeii.  or  who  is  not  within  the  prescribed  conditions. 
The  languoeo  of  tlie  Artic'e  referred  to  is  plain  and  concisP,  and  by  it  all 
applications  for  membership  must  be  tested.    No  power  is  given  to  a  Post,  or 

0  any  officer  of  the  Order,  to  admit  to  raembenihip  any  one  nut  within  ths 
proriaioDS  of  that  Article  on  account  of  any  service  supposed  to  be  equiva- 
lent, and  any  attempt  to  exercise  such  power  would  lead  to  confusion,  uncer- 
tainty and  dissatisfaction.  When  It  is  found  that  a  deserving  claas  lias  been 
omitUd,  it  is  safer  to  leave  the  matter  for  correction  by  amendment  of  the 
RegoJations,  than  to  obscure  their  plaiu  language  by  forced  constructions 

ie  to  fit  Individual  cases.  Hitherto,  the  interpretation  of  this  Article  has 
n  strict,  and  with  advantage  to  the  Order,  as  questions  of  eligibility  are 
thOB  left  to  the  governing  body,  and  in  no  way  dependant  on  the  views  of 
ofOoers  for  the  time  tieinK- 

Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  United  States  Array,  Xavy  or  Marlue  Corps, 
aerrtiiB  between  April  l:i,  ISfil.  and  April  n,  ISB,  in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion, 
and  honorably  discliarged.  are  eligible.  Appellant  does  not  claim  that  the 
Revenue  Marine  are  included  in  the  term  "  Marine  Corps"  as  used  In  the 
Hegulatiou.  The  Marine  Corps  is  a  dfchtingorKanizatlon  drilled  and  adapted 
for  service  with  the  flavy,  but  also  capable  of  service  with  the  Army,  and 
regularly  enlist«d  and  mustered.  The  Revenue  Slarine  is  not  orzaniEed  tor 
either  service,  bat  is  an  armed  force  of  the  Treasury  employed  on  the  coasts 
»nd  lakes  In  collecting  the  customs,  and  in  bringing  to  justice  violators  of 
the  Revenue  laws. 

This  view,  if  correct,  disposes  of  the  case.  But  appellant  argues  that  his 
service  in  connection  with  the  Navy,  In  the  Burnside  expedition,  and  at 
other  times,  and  the  order  of  the  President  of  June  14,  tA63,  directing  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  co-operate  by  the  Revenue  cutters  with  the 
Navy  In  arresting  rebel  depredations  on  American  commerce  and  transpor- 
tation, and  in  capturing  rebeht  engaged  therein,  makes  his  service  equivalent 
to  service  in  the  Xavy,  or  constructively  naval  service. 

fiat  the  Regulations,  while  admitting  those  who  have  served  in  the  Navy, 
do  not  provide  for  any  cases  of  equivalent  or  constructive  service.  Numer- 
Mof  military  service  without  enlistment  or  without  muster  have  been 
on  and  rejected,  not  from  any  lack  of  merit  in  the  service,  nor  because 
lot  military  in  its  character,  but  simply  because  it  did  not  bring  the 
person  within  the  language  of  the  Regulations.    Aside  from  the  many  cases 

01  this  kind  published  in  the  Blue  Book  I  have  felt  constrained  for  this  res^ 
•on,  within  the  current  year,  to  advise  against  the  eligibility  of  members  of 
Companies  called  out  by  order  of  Oeneral  Robert  Anderson,  in  18Gi,anil 
employed  tor  short  periods  in  guarding  railroads  in  Eeutucky,  and  of  Army 
Chaplaies  regularly  commissioned,  and  who  served  with  their  Regiment 
bat  without  having  been  mustered,    If  actnal  servioe,  military  in  iU  obarac-

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ter.  and  performed  in  connection  nitli  the  Army  and  its  operations  makes 
the  person  renUerins  such  service  "  conatructWely  "  a  soldier  in  the  Army. 
-within  our  EeguIationH,  then  tliis  advice,  and  all  previous  decisions  on  the 
subject  have  been  erroneous.  I  thiok  the  decisions  are  right  and  apply  to 
the  Navy  as  well,  and  that  no  "  oo  a  struct!  ve"  service,  either  in  the  Army  or 
Navy,  vrill  satisfy  our  Regulations. 

The  casts  cited  in  appellant's  arf^ment,  as  of  constructive  service,  are  not 
such,  but  are  cases  where  members  of  State  Regimenta  called  into  active 
Kervloe  and  subject  to  the  orders  of  United  l^tates  Ueneral  Officers  have  been 
declared  el iidble  under  a  special  clause  of  the  Article  referred  to.  This 
clause  bus  also  received  very  strict  construction,  excluding  all  who  did  not 
come  Cully  witliin  its  terms. 

Appellant's  argument,  that  the  service  of  the  Kevenue  Marine,  after  the 
order  of  the  President  referred  to,  requiring  its  co-operation  witli  the  Navy 
for  stated  purposes,  was  as  meritorious  as  that  of  Regiments  of  State  Uiiitia 
called  into  active  service,  and  subjected  to  orders  of  United  States  General 
Officers,  may  be  admitted.  If  true,  it  is  a  proper  matter  to  be  presented  to 
the  National  Encampment  with  a  view  to  having  tbe  Regulation  amended  so 
as  to  admit  the  Revenue  Marines,  Al  present  it  is  unavailing.  I  respect- 
fully advise  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed.

Qucslion.—Wheie  a  Department  Encampment  baa.  at  an  annual  meeting,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  decided  to  admit  Past  Post  Commanders  to  seats  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Encampments  of  the  Department,  can  asubHeiiuent  Encampment 
rescind  that  vote,  and  thus  exclude  Past  Poat  Commanders  who  have  held 
seats  under  that  vote  ?

I  think  that  can  be  done.  A  Past  Post  (Jommander  has  not,  as  sucb,  any 
right  to  a  seat  or  voice  in  the  Department  Encampment.  Under  the  Uegula- 
tions  that  is  an  exceptional  privilege,  which  ttie  Department  Encampment 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  grant,  or  may  withhold  altogether.  Tbe  privilege 
rests,  therefore,  upon  the  vote,  audis  notincident  to  tJie  honors.  U  the  vote  be 
rescinded  the  privilege  its  at  an  end ;  while  the  honors,  and  everything  prop- 
erly incident  to  them,  remain  untouched.  Moreover,  the  object  of  the  pro- 
vision is  not  for  the  advantage  of  the  individuals,  else  it  would  have  admitted 
all  Past  Post  Commanders  in  every  Department.  It  is  solely  for  tbe  advan- 
tage of  the  Department,  giving  ea<:h  the  option  of  having  the  experience  of 
Past  Poat  Commanders  in  its  CoudcIIs,  while  it  deems  that  for  ita  beat 
intprests.

whether  thoy  are  loijal,  or  wholly  vuld.    If  on  the  face  of  Ihc  proceediuss  lb  J 


appears  that  they  are  fatally  defective,  from  disregard  of  the  Rules  anil 
RegulalioDs,  and  of  the  prescribed  mode  of  procedure;  or  if  IhecliarKes.  not 
being  supported  b;  the  facts  apeci&ed,  set  forth  no  ofFense,  I  have  no  doubt 
that  the  Comniander-iD-C'liief  liaa  tlie  power,  and  should  so  declare :  and 
taalce  auch  order  as  shall  prevent  wrong  and  injustice. 

2.  In  lliia  case  examination  oF  the  original  records  shows  that  the  pro- 
ceedings were  regular,  and  in  substantial  conformily  with  the  code  of  proce- 
dure for  the  government  of  courls-mariial. 

X.  But  the  charges  an<I  ^peclfioations  cannot  be  us  readily  endorsed.  A 
charge  is  futile  unless  supported  by  the  faeii  set  forth  in  the  specifications- 
Every  offense  consists  of  an  act  or  acts  done  or  omitted,  and  ordinarily  under 
circunjstancBs  which  determine  Its  nature  and  character:  and  every  fact 
and  circumstance  raicniial  to  constitute  the  olfense  charged  must  appear  on 
the  face  of  the  Kpecitioation.  The  technical  certainty  of  statement,  nece«- 
aary  in  criminal  pleading  is  not  required,  but  enough  should,  in  some  nay, 
be  stated  la  the  specilication  to  constitute  the  offense  charged. 

i.  The  lirst  charge  in  this  case  Is,  "Violation  of  the  pledge  given  at  the 
time  of  muster."  The  specification  states  that  on  January  28, 1S91,  the  ae- 
cuseil  refused  to  obey  the  order  of  Department  Commander  Minton.  appoint- 
ini:  Afst.  Adj't-Uen.  Albert  Scott  instalUug  officer  to  complete  the  installa- 
tion of  olBoers  nf  accused's  Post;  and  that  when  the  order  was  read,  the 
accused  thanked  his  Comrades  for  electing  him  Commander,  and  violently 
asserted  "that  he  never  would  be  installed  by  Minton  or  So()tt<,"  which  is 
alleged  to  be  a  refusal  to  obey  the  legal  command  ot  bis  superior  officer. 
There  Is  no  statement  that  Scott  was  present,  or  in  readiness  to  install  the 
accused;  or  of  nny  fact  showing  that  obedience  bo  the  order  was  then  re- 
quired, or  was  practicable.  Mis  statement  that  he  would  not  obey  the  order, 
did  not  amount  to  disobedience  till  he  was  called  on,  or  had  an  oppoTtunlty 
to  obey  it.  He  miKht  change  his  mind.  The  charge  can  only  be  supported 
by  an  act  of  disobedience;  not  by  the  mere  expression  of  an  insubordinate 
purpose. 

n.  The  second  charge  is  "Disobedience  t«  lawful  orders."  The  specifica- 
tion states  that  the  accused  disobeyed  the  order  above  referred  to,  by  allow- 
ing himself  to  be  "mustered"  by  Comrade  John  Hebsler,  "who  under  tlie 
circumstances  had  no  legal  right  to  do  so."  No  circumacances  save  the  en- 
isteuco  of  the  order  are  referred  to  or  stated  as  disqualifying  Hebsler  from 
installing  the  accused.  But  there  is  also  lack,  of  any  statement  that  Scott, 
though  appointed,  ever  appeared,  oi  ~  ' 
It  he  failed  to  appear  at  the  proper  I 
stalled  by  auother- 

H.  The  third  charge  is  "Unbecoming  conduct."  The  specilication  Is  that 
while  ootlne  an  Commander  of  his  Post  he  spoke  of  tlie  .Vssistant  Adjatant 
Ueneral  of  Kentucky,  as  an  "Eastern  Corporal,"  and  declared  that  he.  the  ac- 
cused, being  an  officer  of  the  late  war,  of  Centuoky  spunk  and  pride,  would 
not  let  this  man  Albert  Scott  "muster"  him.  That  such  a  speech.  It  made 
by  the  accused,  was  silly  and  ridiculous,  cannot  well  be  disputed.  Bat  I  am 
not  prepared  to  admit  that  the  term  "Corporal,"  or  even  "Eastern  Corporal," 
is,  in  the  Grand  Array,  a  term  of  obloquy  or  reproach.  A  Corpoial  or  Pri- 
vate wlio  did  his  duty  stands  in  the  Grand  Army  on  equal  footing  \»ith  Com- 
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r»dee  who  held  tiie  highest  commiBsioim  from  whatever  SUM.  In  the  absence 
of  allegation  that  Scott  naa  present  in  readinesH  to  "muBter"  the  accused, 
the  rest  of  the  statement,  though  savoHng  of  bombast,  is  too  tiiDlnit  and 
silly  U>  rank  as  an  ofTense. 

T.  Tbe  fourth  charge  Is  "Co mluct  prejudicial  to  Kood  order  and  diacipliue;'' 
and  is  attempted  to  be  sustained  by  specifying  that  while  actiogCommander 
of  his  Poet,  the  accused  said  he  did  not  "oonsider  or  recognize  eitlier  Mike 
Sllnton  or  Albert  Scott,  as  be  considered  Altnton  got  the  olHce  of  Depart- 
meot  Commander  by  fraudulent  means  and  was  not  legally  elected." 

Such  pxpressions,  if  made  by  the  accused,  were  indiscreet  and  in  bad  taste, 
but  BO  impotent  that  I  cimnot  think  tbey  conxtltiite  tlie  offense  charged.  To 
bold  that  a  Comrade  whose  friends  or  faction  have  been  beaten  at  an  eleo- 
tion,  muHt  not  vent  and  ease  his  feeling  of  disappointment  by  a  reasonable 
amount  of  abuse  of  his  suocessf  ul  opponents,  somewhat  as  is  usually  done 
after  our  public  elections,  and  without  being  liable  to  punixhment  therefor 
by  court-martial,  would  seem  to  bo  an  unreasonable  abridgment  of  tie  tlme- 
bonored  privileges  of  American  citizens.  Grumbling,  mixed  with  abuse  and 
Buggestions  of  fraud,  affords  the  customary  and  indeed  the  only  relief  and 
ntisfaction  left  to  the  defeated  in  such  cases.  What  tlie  accused  could  have 
meant  by  sayiug  that  he  did  not  "aoosider  or  recognize"  these  gentlemen 
the  specification  leaves  me  unable  to  conjecture. 

Xoae  of  the  specifications  set  forth  facts  sufficient  under  any  construction 
to  constitute  the  offenses  charged.  The  charges  therefore  fail.  No  court 
ahould  have  been  convened  upon  such  charges  and  the  conviction  and  sen- 
tence cannot  be  su.stained. 

I  therefore  respectfully  advise  that  the  Endings  and  sentence  be  annulled 
And  declared  void  and  of  no  effect.

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SURGEON-GENERAL'S  REPORT.

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : 

Allow  me  first  of  all  to  make  most  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments for  the  honor  conferred  on  me  in  electing  me  to  the 
responsible  position  of  Surgeon-General  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  It  is  the  highest  honor,  in  the  line  of  my 
service  in  the  army,  in  your  power  to  bestow.  Coming  as  it 
did  from  the  grandest,  the  most  widespread  and  all-embrac- 
ing voluntary  organization  known  in  modern  times,  it  chal- 
lenges and  demands  my  profoundest  thanks.  You  might 
have  selected  a  man  better  qualified  to  discharge  its  duties; 
you  could  not  have  selected  one  more  willing  to  discharge 
them  as  he  understood  them. 

The  Medical  Bureau  and  Staff  of  the  G.  A.  R.  is  modeled 
after  that  of  the  army  of  the  General  Government,  with  the 
patent  difference  that  the  latter  is  based  on  law  with  penal- 
ties for  the  enforcement  of  their  provisions,  and  which  are 
rigidly  enforced ;  the  former  is  based  on  voluntary  assent, 
and  is  without  penalties  for  the  neglect  of  duties,  however 
flagrant  they  may  be.  It  is  a  dogma  of  the  courts  of  the  land 
that  a  law  without  penalty  is  a  dead  letter  law. 

With  a  body  thus  organized  it  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise 
that  there  should  be  delinquency.  Medical  Directors  gen- 
erally manifested  great  solicitude  to  comply  with  all  the  re- 
quisitions attached  to  their  positions. 

The  almost  universal  complaint  has  been  from  the  Post 
Surgeons,  many  of  whom  had  never  seen  a  (Form  F)  blank.

There  should  be  stringent  measures  resorted  to  to  correct  thia 
glaring  evil,  if  the  Order  hopes  to  have  its  sanitary  and  mor- 1 
tuary  statistics  regarded  as  of  any  worth. 

The  change  made  at  the  last  National  Encampment — held"! 
at  Boston — from  quarterly  to  semi-annual   reports  from  Postl 
Surgeons,  had,  1  think,  a  disturbing  effect  on  Post  Surgeons, 
who  were  generally  ignorant  ot  the  change,   and  were  not  | 
supplied  with  the  proper  blanks  until  it  was  too  late  to  get  i 
returns  at  the  June  recurrence  of  the  period.     During  the  cur-  I 
rent  year  I  have  ordered  four  thousand  blanks  (Form  F)  from 
Quartermaster  General  Taylor.   Most  of  them  were  sent  direct 
to  Medical    Directors,   because  in   my  judgment  there  should 
be  more  intimate  relations  between  the  Surgeon-General  and 
the  Medical  Directors  of  Departments  than  has  heretofore  e 
isted.     Blanks  forwarded  to  Assistant  Adjutants-General  have  I 
rarely  been  acknowledged   by  them,  whilst  those  forwarded  | 
direct  to  Medical  Directors  have  rarely  failed  to  be  acknowl-  j 
edged. 

Half  of  the  current  year  of   my  incumbency  of  the  office  1 
of    Surgeon -General  had  passed  before  I  learned  the  names 
and  P.  O,  address  of  the  Medical  Directors  of  Departments. 
This  cause  of  delay  and  irregularity  in  receiving  reports,  I 
Tiave   attempted   to  remove  by  making   out  a  Roster  of  the  j 
Medical  Directors  of  Departments  in  duplicate;  one  to  be  re- 
tained by  the  incoming  Commander-in-Chief  for  preservation   ' 
among  the  archives  of  the  order,   and  the  other  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  incoming  Surp'eon-General  on  his  induction  into 
office.     I  make  the  further  suggestion  that  said  officer  shall 
be  required  to  make  out  and  file  with  his  annual  report  a  like   , 
Roster  of  Medical  Directors  in  duplicate, 

I  have  in  hand  the  Journals  of  proceedings  of  fifteen  De- 
jiartraenls  for  the  current  year,  and  I  have  also  partial  re- 
ports from  Medical  Directors  of  fourteen  Departments,  most  I 
of  them  from  Departments  that  forward  Jouroats.  This  state- 
ment will  show  that   in   a   statistical  sense  the  reports  are  J 
worthless,  but  it  also  shows  that  the  feeling  of    fraternity  [ 
still  burned  bright.

The  most  reliable  cotton  statistics  give  the  number  of 
bales  for  1890  at  8,300,000,  which,  at  ten  cents  per  pound — a 
low  rate — would  produce  $413,500,000.

1  this  quarter-centenary  year  of  the  Grand  Army,  when  the 
order  has  been  issued  to  erect  a  temple  near  the  last  resting 
place  of  the  founder  and  organizer  of  the  body,  it  is  meet 
and  proper  that  I  should  say  something. 

I  did  not  have  the  pleasure  of  a  personal  acquaintance  with  I 
Surgeon  B,  F.  Stephenson.  It  is  a  coincidence  worthy  of  1 
mention  that  both  of  us  bearing  the  same  name  and  initials, 
held  the  same  rank  in  the  service.  He  being  Surgeon  to  the 
t4th  Illinois  Infantry,  and  I  being  Surgeon  to  the  jad 
Kentucky  Infantry.  Our  Regiments  were  both  engaged  in 
all  the  operations  around  Vicksburg  and  in  the  siege  and 
capture  of  that  stronghold;  and  once  during  the  siege  an 
order  intended  for  him  reached  me.  The  mure  noteworthy 
coincidence  connecting  us  is  that  our  names  should  be  dupli- 
cated on  the  rolls  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  the 
year  that  a  temple  to  perpetuate  his  memory  and  to  preserve 
the  archives  of  the  order  has  issued.  In  August,  1871,  when 
the  measure  of  his  fame  was  full,  he  was  called  from  labor 
to  rest. 

Let  it  go  up;  let  its  foundation  be  laid  broad,  deep  and  J 
enduring.  May  its  walls  resist  the  ravage  of  time;  may  i:s  1 
corridors,  its  halls,  its  rooms  all  be  redolent  of  the  odor  and  I 
frAprance  of  loyalty  to  State,  to  Nation,  to  God  and  human-!^ 
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ity.  We  were  brothers  in  name,  in  thought,  in  feeling  and 
in  arms ;  could  I  but  be  his  twin  brother  in  fame,  the  highest 
aspirations  of  my  heart  would  be  more  than  realized. 

We  are  charged  with  selfishness  as  pension  grabbers.  The 
charge  is  slanderous.  We  meet  to  renew  old  associations,  to 
bid  God-speed  to  all  who  have  battled  for  the  right ;  to  all 
who  have  marched  and  fought  and  slept  beside  us  and  who 
have  exchanged  canteens  with  us.  We  meet  to  join  hands 
with  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  whose  connection  with  us 
should  shield  all  from  censure ;  because  what  woman  approves 
should  be  sacred  and  holy. 

We  meet  to  inculcate  sentiments  of  loyalty  to  law,  to  con- 
stitution, to  God  and  to  humanity.  We  meet  to  teach  by  pre- 
cept and  example  devotion  to  the  flag,  emblem  and  symbol  of 
beauty  and  power,  of  greatness  and  glory,  of  majesty  and 
mighty  of  law  and  liberty.  May  the  nations  of  the  world 
grow  greater,  better,  and  wiser  under  its  folds,  till  in  the 
long,  long,  long  distant  future,  when  under  the  providence 
of  Grod  **wars  are  all  stilled,  their  mission  fulfilled ;  then  may 
the  flag  ot  the  free,  with  all  its  beauty  and  grandeur  and 
glory,  be  calmly  furled  and  laid  to  rest  in  the  grave  of

Dear  Comrade; — As Chaplain-in-Chief  of  iheG.  A.  R. , 
I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work- 
ings of  that  part  of  our  order  which  properly  tomes 
under  my  charge  I  am  sorry  that  compelled  absence 
from  home  and  country  for  some  months  has  made  it 
impossibie  for  me  to  look  over  and  revise  the  reports 
of  Post  and  Department  Chaplains,  but  during  the  year 
that  has  passed  while  at  home  t  have  done  what  I  could 
to  advance  the  interests  and  the  welfare  of  the  G.  A.  R.

Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Idaho,  Washington  Territory. 
Colorado,  California.  Kentucky.  Tennessee,  Georgia, 
Texas.  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Missouri  and  Arkansas, 
Also  from  some  twenty  different  Posts  scattered  through- 
out the  United  States.  From  the  reports  received  I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  Memorial  day  is  generally 
observed  by  the  people  all  over  this  country.  The  peo' 
pie  are  rapidly  learning  that  although    the  day  is  set 
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apart  as  a  holiday  it  is  not  intended  as  a  day  of  recreation 
and  junketing,  but  as  a  day  to  commemorate  the  deeds 
and  deaths  of  our  heroic  comrades,  who  laid  down  their 
lives  for  the  defense  of  the  flag,  and  to  instill  in  the 
hearts  of  the  children  of  the  land  a  lesson  of  patriotism. 
Massachusetts  reports  the  number  of  sermons  preached 
on  the  Sunday  prior  to  Memorial  day  by  clergymen  who 
are  veterans  as  thirty-five;  by  those  not  veterans,  169. 
Veterans  present  at  these  Sunday  services,  11,473. 
Massachusetts  Posts  reporting  observance  of  Memorial 
day,  1 98  out  of  jo6.  Camps  of  Sons  of  Veterans  partici- 
pating. 125.  Public  schools  participating,  101.  Other 
organizations  participating,  171.  Orations  by  veterans, 
96.  Orations  by  non-veterans,  84.  Massachusetts  vet- 
erans in  line  on  Memorial  day,  13,632.  Graves  decor- 
ated with  flowers  and  flags,  23,834.  City  and  town  offi- 
cials generally  took  part  in  the  exercises.  Business 
generally  suspended.  In  many  schools  the  Friday  before 
Memorial  day  was  devoted  to  patriotic  exercises,  each 
school  being  attended  by  G,  A.  R.  officials  especially 
detailed  for  the  service. 

This  last  feature  I  cannot  commend  in  too  high  terms 
and  trust  that  this  encampment  will  take  the  proper 
steps  to  make  this  custom  universal.  Reports  from  the 
other  Departments  in  the  United  States  are  not  up  to 
the  standard  of  Massachusetts. 

The  G.  A.  R.  Departments  of  some  of  the  southern 
States  are  especially  to  be  commended  for  their  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  day.  In  Missouri,  some  of  the  Posts. 
asked  the  ex-Confederates  to  accompany  them  on  Deco- 
ration day.  In  East  Tennessee  the  G.  A,  R.  commands 
the  respect  of  the  people.  In  this  Department  of  East 
Tennessee  about  sixty  thousand  Union  soldiers  sleep 
in  our  National  cemeteries,  all  of  whose  graves  received 
marked  attention,  with  no  lack  of  loving  hands  to  scat- 
ter flowers  over  them,  especially  among  the  rising 
generation,  who  are  beginning  to  read  the  history  of 
those  white  headstones. 
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In  Texas,  ex-Union  soldiers  and  ex-Confederates 
united  in  observing  the  day.  Kentucky  reports  that 
only  14  Posts  of  i8o  observed  Memorial  Day.  The 
Department  Chaplain  says:  "Living  here  we  have  a 
great  deal  to  overcome;  some  will  not  have  anything 
to  do  with  anything  connected  with  the  G.  A.  R. "  The 
Department  especially  worthy  of  commendation  is  that 
of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi.  The  services  at  Chalmette 
cemetery  at  New  Orleans  would  have  done  credit  to  the 
Department  of  Massachusetts.  The  Chaplain-in-Chief, 
by  word  and  deed,  has  done  what  he  could  to  prevent 
the  further  desecration  of  the  flag  in  the  use  of  it  to 
advertise  real  estate  and  to  decorate  soap  boxes.  He 
has  done  what  he  could  that  the  flag  of  the  Union  might 
be  the  property  of  every  common  school,  not  for  every 
day  use,  but  to  float  over  the  children  on  the  great 
days  of  the  year,  Memorial  Day,  lad  of  February,  and 
4th  of  July. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  mistake  made  by 
individual  Posts  in  sending  their  reports  direct  to  the 
Chaplain-in-Chief  instead  of  to  their  Department  Chap- 
lain, and  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  proper 
order  be  issued  correcting  this  error. 

In  retiring  from  the  office  of  Chaplain-in-Chief  for 
the  second  time,  permit  me  to  thank  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  of  the  United  States  for  the  great  honor 
conferred  upon,  although  unsought  by,  me.  And  again 
I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  have  not  been  able  on 
account  of  absence  from  the  country 'to  set  in  order  the 
valuable  facts  gathered  by  Department  and  Post  Chap- 
lains,

The 
amount  expended  in  '-reliefand  "  turned  over  to  Posts" 
during  the  year  Is  $150,740.30,  The  amount  expended 
for  these  objects  during  the  eight  years  of  our  auxiliary- 
ship  is $526,027.80,  '■  Balance  on  hand  "  in  National  and 
local  treasuries,  $168,870.13,  with  which  to  begin  the 
work  of  the  new  year.  This  statement  does  not  include 
the  balance  on  hand  in  Department  treasuries  or  the 
property  occupied  by  the  "National  Woman's  Relie' 
Corps  Home,"  to  which  has  been  added  this  year  $25,* 
000,  a  gift  from  the  Ohio  legislature  by  a  unanimomi 
vote  of  that  body  at  its  last  session.

Comrade  Pipeis: 

Comma nder-in-ChieJ  and  Comrades  of  the  Eneampment : — It 
is  with  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you. 
as  I  will  presently,  the  committee,  through  one  of  its 
representatives,  to  explain  more  fully  to  you  why  we  ask 
you  to  come  to  Washington  in  1892.  I  may  here  say,  that 
we  have  a  committee  representing'  every  branch  of  busi- 
ness, and  the  District  Commissioners,  very  able,  compe- 
tent men  that  we  had  hoped  would  be  permitted  to  come 
in  here,  but  we  find  the  will  of  the  Encampment  other- 
;  and  we  are  perfectly  willing  to  abide  always  by  the 
decision  of  an  Encampment  such  as  the  Grand  Army 
always  has.     We  belie

OH 
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time  in  our  history  when  the  great  business  interests  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  the  city  of  WashingtoD,  the 
street  railways,  and  the  steam  car  railways  and  the  steam- 
boats, and  the  hotels,  and  all  the  business  interests  have 
unanimously  agreed  that  in  rSgi  is  the  time  when  they 
want  this  Encampment.  After  our  Department  En- 
campment was  held  the  question  of  holding  the  National 
Encampment  at  Washington  was  discussed,  and  it  was 
but  a  short  time  until  there  was  a  guarantee  fund  suffi- 
cient in  the  minds  of  the  comrades  who  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  attending  these  Encampments  every  year  to 
insure  a  proper  entertainment  to  the  Encampment,  such 
as  the  dignity  of  the  body  demands  and  the  capital  of  the 
country  should  give.  The  enthusiasm  has  become  so 
jtreat  ior  the  Encampment,  that  they  are  ready  to  double 
that  guarantee  at  any  lime  if  necessary. 

I  need  not  occupy  much  of  your  time,  and  do  not  intend 
to,  but  if  you  will  glance  at  that  map  you  will  see  what 
surrounds  your  capital.  Within  a  small  radius  you  can 
find  there  the  marks  of  the  great  historic  battle-fields. 
There  are  fifty  odd  of  them  that  can  be  reached  within 
a  few  hours,  a  very  short  time,  by  rail  and  steamboat 
and  otherwise.  I  should  say  further  that  behind  every 
comrade  in  my  presence  to-day  there  are  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  comrades  who  have  never  been  permitted 
In  visit  that  capital  of  our  country  since  the  war,  and 
many  of  them  never  have  been  there;  and  I  claim  that 
we  as  ci)mrades  owe  it  to  those  comrades  as  well  as  to 
ourselves,  that  we  give  them  one  more  opportunity  to 
come  to  your  capital  as  well  as  our  capital,  and  have  one 
more  grand  rc-union  there.  Why.  comrades,  wc  have  in 
ihecity  of  Washington  to-day  hotel  accommodations  for 
sixty-five  or  seventy  thousand  people.  We  have  accoro- 
modations  of  other  private  houses  there,  which  will  be 
opened  up  for  you,  for  over  a  hundred  thousand.  We 
believe  wc  arc  fully  justified  in  saying  that  we  can  accom- 
modate 100,000  old  soldiers  there.  Your  Government  a* 
well  as  ours  is  there,  and  have  tendered  to  us  all  the  tents 
that  wc  need  on  that  occasion. 
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I  need  not  refer  to  the  history  connected  with  the  capM 
tal.  You  know  that  as  well  as  I  do.  You  are  int£ 
in  it  as  much  as  we  are.  It  is  your  capital  and  it  is 
capital,  and  I  say  to  you,  comrades,  that  there  are  a  g 
many  reasons  why  you  should  come  to  Washington, 
1  will  leave  many  of  them  for  Comrade  Burdett,  our  Pastd 
Commander-in-Chief,  who  has  the  invitation  to  present" 
on  the  part  of  the  citizens'  committee,  and  I  will  now 
introduce  to  you  Comrade  S.  S.  Burdett,  assuring  you 
that  you  will  have  a  royal  welcome  there  if  the  comrades 
can  give  it  to  you.  ^m 

Comrade  Bukdett:  ^H 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — The  good  people  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  within  which,  as  you  know,  is 
the  city  of  Washington,  have  taken  a  very  great  interest 
in  the  matter  of  bringing  the  National  Encampment 
within  their  gates.  We  can  recall  the  circumstances  of 
1 860-61,  and  remember  that  on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac 
there  was  a  town  which  was  named  for  the  Father  of  his 
country,  and  which  by  the  designation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  of  the  statute  law  was  the  capital  of  these 
United  States ;  that  beyond  the  fact,  however,  that  it  wa^ 
by  law  the  capital  of  the  United  States,  it  was  a  city  iM 
which  no  proud  American  took  any  delight.  It  had  beefnl 
described  fitly  by  a  great  foreign  writer  as  a  city  of 
magnificent  distances  and  sandy  spaces.  Those  of  you 
who  went  to  its  rescue  in  1861  and  marched  through  its 
streets  from  time  to  time  during  the  four  eventful  fol*, 
lowing  years,  will  remember  it  as  a  place  upon  who! 
chief  street,  upon  whose  great  avenue,  the  wagons  carry- 
ing supplies  to  the  army  were  stalled  in  its  mud  and  the 
ancient  rail  had  to  be  brought  forth  to  dig  them  out.  I 
meet  you,  comrades  and  fellow-citizens,  with  the  proud 
assurance  that  there  sits  to-day  upon  that  desert  spot  of 
thirty  years  ago  the  second  grandest  city  in  beaaty  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth. 
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Now,  shall  I  tell  yoii  why  our  citizens  have  prepared 
this  beautiful  silver  testimonial  upon  which  there  is  en- 
graved their  heartfelt  invitation,  why  they  have  made 
here  a  golden  key  to  its  gate  and  offered  you  its  free- 
dom? It  is  because  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  from 
the  greatest  to  the  humblest,  every  human  heart  and 
intelligence  in  the  city  of  Washington  understands,  be- 
lieves and  appreciates  that  it  is  because  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  wiped  out  slavery  and  made  a 
free  nation,  that  the  dirty  village  of  twenty-five  years 
ago  is  the  premier  city  of  the  continent  to-day;  and 
therefore  they  have  asted  you  in  words  of  silver  and 
with  a  key  of  gold  to  come  within  their  borders  and 
allow  them  with  all  the  heartiness  they  possess  to  thank 
you  for  that  great  deliverance,  and  to  let  you  see  that  in 
that  respect  at  least  you  did  not  fight  in  vain. 

Now,  comrades,  I  am  not  going  into  statistics.  The 
Grand  Army  people  were  asked,  how  much  of  a  guaran- 
tee fund  do  you  want ;  do  you  want  a  hundred  thousand, 
do  you  want  a  htmdred  and  fifty  thousand,  do  you  want 
fifty  thousand;  what  do  you  want?  We  said  we  knew 
this  town  well  enough  to  know  that  whatever  is  neces- 
sary when  the  time  comes  will  be  on  hand,  but  just  give 
us  the  assurance  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  it  was 
done  instantly.  Now,  comrades,  we  are  getting  a  little 
bit  old  to  tent  out  nights,  to  lie  on  the  straw  or  on  the 
grass.  We  have  outside  of  our  hotel  accommodations, 
upon  the  actual  test  made  at  the  inauguration  of  Presi- 
dent Harrison,  and  at  the  inauguration  of  President 
Cleveland,  as  I  have  official  data  in  my  pocket  to  show, 
outside  of  all  accommodations  of  a  hotel  character,  large 
or  small,  we  have  boarding-house  and  lodging-house 
accommodations  of  loc.ooo  beds.  I  will  say  to  you  that 
we  have  a  hundred  school  houses  which  our  commis- 
sioner, the  Hon.  Mr.  Douglass,  who  I  am  exceedingly 
sorry  was  not  permitted  within  our  gates,  we  have  the 
assurance  from  the  commission,  who  are  the  governors 
of  our  city  under  our  system,  that  if  necessary  those  one 
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hundred  school  houses  shall  be  opened  for  you.     Theya 
accommodate  36,000  pupils  every  day. 

Now,  comrades,  a  little  bit  of  sentiment,  for  bare  as  J 
my  head  has  become,  I  have  a  little  of  it  left  yet.     Th«.l 
National    Encampment  does  not  amount  to   much.     AJ 
thousand  or  so  of  respectable  comrades  of  mature  ag'el 
meet  together  in  a  hall  as  we  have  met  to-day,  and  for  a 
eouple  days  we  do  a  little  business  and  then  we  go  away.  -1 
If  there  was  nothing  else  but  the  assembling  of  the  Na- 
tional Eneampment,  our  meetings  together  from  ye. 
year  would  hardly  cause  a  ripple  upon  the  surface  of  the  \ 
city  where  we  met;  but  we  know  that  the  National  En- 
campment itself  is  but  oue  of  the  ciphers  in  the  long  row  | 
of  figures  which  makes  up  the  annual  encampments  of  ] 
the  Grand   Army  of  the  Republic;   that  our  comrad 
come  in  thousands  and  bring  their  other  thousands  of  I 
wives  and  children,  and  that  it  is  the  great  holiday   of  j 
the  Grand  Army.     As  we  have  all   come  to  recognize  I 
that  one  of  the  primary  questions  is  what  is  for  the  best^ 
interests  and  pleasure  not  of  the  few  who  are  asseni'^ 
bled  to  do  the  business,  but  of  the  vast  crowds   of  oua 
comrades  who  come  together  upon  these  occasions. 

Comrades,  let  me  point  you  to  this  map.  Within  from 
three  to  eight  hours  of  the  city  where  we  ask  you  to  a 
serable,  with  a  railway  passing  every  one  of  the  import 
ant  ones,  are  the  great  battle-fields  of  the  rebellion, 
them  are  the  great  National  cemeteries  into  which  an; 
gathered  those  who  fell  on  these  sacred  spots.  We  hav^ 
the  actual  pledge  and  assurance  of  the  railway  compan- 
ies that  the  trains  shall  run  as  often  as  required  to  those 
spots ;  that  the  fare  shall  in  no  case  be  more  than  one 
fare  for  the  round  trip ;  that  as  a  rule  it  shall  be  less,  and 
that  no  pains  shall  be  or  will  be  spared  on  the  part  of 
the  great  railway  companies  to  carry  every  comrade  to 
any  one  of  those  spots  he  may  wish  to  visit. 

Now,  comrades,  I  do  not  know  how  it  is  with  you,  but  I 
with  me  I  have  a  strong  desire  before  I  die  to  see  tho^ 
spot  once  again  where  side  by  side  with  comrades  I  stoi 
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in  the  hour  of  deadly  peril;  and  I  so  desire  because  I 
wish  to  stand  and  shout  once  more  the  shout  of  triumph 
because  we  stood  there  not  in  vain. 

If  you  come  to  our  city  you  will  enter  that  most  mag- 
nificent museum  of  art,  the  Corcoran  Art  Gallery,  and 
that  which  will  attract  you  most,  perhaps,  will  be  a 
statue  of  the  great  Napoleon  sitting  in  his  chair  on  bis 
dying  day.  Upon  his  face  is  pictured  all  the  agony 
which  comes  of  loss  in  the  great  pursuit  of  life.  If  he 
had  been  set  free  from  St.  Helena  and  returned  in  his 
old  age  to  the  lands  he  had  conquered  and  afterward  lost, 
there  would  have  been  no  pleasure  to  him  looking  again 
over  the  battle-fields,  for  whether  he  won  or  lost  on 
them,  in  the  end  to  him  all  was  lost  and  all  was  failure. 
I  desire,  and  we  of  Washington  desire,  that  every  com- 
rade of  the  Grand  Army  shall  have  his  day  whilst  yet 
his  strength  lasts,  to  visit  once  again  not  only  the  capi- 
tal of  the  nation  he  helped  to  save,  but  those  spots  in 
which  he  either  shed  or  freely  offered  his  blood  for  his 
country,  that  the  smile  of  victory  may  be  upon  his  face 
once  more  before  he  dies. 

Comrades,  your  official  reports  show  that  every  year 
out  of  those  recorded  as  gone,  one  whole  brigade  of  the 
Grand  Army  disappears.  There  is  a  Recorder  in  another 
place  whose  all-seeing  eye  misses  none  who  wore  the 
blue,  whose  pen  makes  no  omissions  or  mistakes,  and 
that  record  will  show  this  year  and  next  year,  and  the 
year  beyond,  not  a  brigade,  but  a  division  of  us  swept 
off  the  face  of  the  earth.  Comrades,  let  us  go  whilst  we 
have  yet  the  strength  to  walk.  Do  not  let  us  wait  for 
our  final  visit  to  the  spots  hallowed  in  our  recollection 
until  the  great  majority  are  swept  off  by  the  hand  of 
time,  or  until  decrepitude  has  worn  away  the  desire  to 
see  those  sites  again.  Our  comrades  of  the  great  West 
can  show  us  their  great  corn  fields  and  their  great  hospi- 
tality some  other  year,  but  this  year,  the  silver  anniver- 
sary, let  us  go  back  to  the  old  stamping  ground  where 
the  battle  raged  and  where  at  its  end  that  grandest  parade 


the  sun  ever  shone  upon,  the  march  of  the  armies  of  tbi 
East  and  the  West  down  Pennsylvania  avenue,  g"ave  ' 
assurance  that  victory  had  come  at  last,  and  taught  the 
the  world  the  lesson  that  the  greatest  nation  upon  the 
face  of  the  earth  had  come  to  the  front  to  stay.  Did 
any  of  you  mate  that  march  ?  If  so,  would  not  your  old 
legs  dance  under  you  to  make  it  once  again?  If  you 
missed  it,  would  it  not  be  the  glory  of  your  hearts  to 
stand  beside  some  comrade  who  did  not  miss  it,  nexl 
year,  as  he  makes  the  march  over  again. 

One  thing  more.     Arrangements  have  been  made  byl 
various  army  societies  to  erect  a  statue  to  the  memorji'S 
of  Comrade  Logan,  God  bless  him.    I  have  in  my  pocketiJ 
a  dispatch  from  Mrs.  Logan  which  calls  attention  to  the* 
fact  that  by  the  time  we  can  meet  there  the  statue,  i 
she  hopes  and  believes,  will  be  ready,  and  that  it  will] 
have  its  consecration,  not  by  the  assembly  of  a  few  or 
of  one  single  army,  but  by  the  assembling  there  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,   which  he  loved,  and  of 
which  he  was  so  long  the  honored  head,  _ 

Comrades,  I  have  spoken  too  long.  I  can  only  sayiqn 
conclusion  that  we  mean  it  from  top  to  bottom;  thafcfl 
we  hai'e  the  facilities,  that  the  pot  is  big  enough,  and  we  ' 
will  furnish  the  coal,  we  will  put  in  the  provisions,  we 
will  do  for  you  as  well  as  the  most  hospitable  city  has 
ever  done,  and  in  a  thousand  things  we  will  beat  the  , 
record  or  die  trying.  ■ 

Comrade  Pipes  of  the  Potomac:  I  want  to  say  that  vrcn 
will  not  make  any  more  speeches,  that  we  believe  in 
short  speeches;  however,  I  wish  to  add  this,  that  Com- 
rade Burdett  forgot  to  aver  that  we  expect  when  you 
come  to  Washington  to  meet  in  the  Capitol,  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  to  hold  your  Encampment.  M 

A  Comrade:   I  would  like  to  ask  if  there  is  a  candidate   ' 
for  Commander-in-Chief  from  the  District  of  Columbia? 

The  Commamder-in-Chfef  :  Comrade  Lincoln  is  present, 
who  has  been  talked  of  as  a  candidate,  and  I  suppose  is   . 
more  competent  to  answer  the  question  than  I  am. 


Comrade  Burdett:  In  answer  to  the  question  of  the 
comrade,  which  I  have  heard  gladly  because  I  am  aware 
it  has  been  asked,  I  hold  in  my  hand  certain  corres- 
pondence which  I  will  not  read,  but  the  substance  of  it 
is,  first,  a  letter  from  Comrade  Lincoln  to  the  citizens' 
committee  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  referring  to  the 
fact  that  his  name  had  been  used  by  his  friends  in  con- 
nection with  the  office  of  Commander-in-Chief,  and  say- 
ing as  he  properly  could,  that  a  large  following  had  vol- 
untarily come  to  his  side,  and  that  having  heard  that  it 
was  apprehended  that  his  candidacy  might  stand  in  the 
way  of  the  heart's  desire  of  the  people  of  Washington  in 
the  matter  of  holding  the  Encampment,  he  freely  and 
gladly  came  forward  and  renounced  all  candidacy  in  his 
own  favor,  in  favor  of  the  candidacy  of  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington for  the  next  National  Encampment.  I  hold  in 
my  hand  the  reply  of  the  chairman  of  our  citizens'  com- 
mittee, the  Hon.  John  W.  Douglass,  acknowledging  the 
receipt  of  that  letter  and  properly  as  he  might  and  should 
in  behalf  of  that  splendid  comrade  of  ours,  Comrade 
Lincoln,  saying  that  his  patriotic  and  self-denying  course 
could  not  but  commend  him  even  more  than  he  is  already 
commended  to  the  good  will  and  wishes  of  his  comrades, 
the  citizens  of  Washington. 

Comrade  Vandervoort  of  Nebraska: 

CoHtmanJer-in-Cki(/  aud  Comrades: — I  am  here  on  the 
part  of  the  city  of  Lincoln,  of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  and 
of  ev"ery  inhabitant  within  the  State,  to  extend  a  cordial 
invitation  to  you  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Lincoln  in  1S91. 
I  will  not  read  the  invitation.  This  is  an  invitation  from 
the  Mayor  and  city  council  of  the  city  of  Lincoln, 
wherein  they  patriotically  invite  you  to  come  within 
its  borders  and  give  you  the  freedom  of  the  city.  This 
other  paper  which  I  hold  is  the  invitation  of  the  State 
of  Nebraska,  signed  by  her  Grand  Army  governor  and 
her  past  Department  Commanders,  and  also  the  State 
officers,  Grand  Army  men  nearly  every  one  of  them.     It 
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is  a  cordial,  patriotic  invitation,  extending  to  you  tl 
freedom  of  every  inch  of  the  soil  of  Nebraska,  and 
reaches  down  to  the  Hoang  Ho  river.  This  is  an  inviJ 
tation  from  the  Lincoln  Board  of  Trade,  representji 
everj'  leading  business  man  of  the  city  of  Lincoln,  t'. 
grandest,  most  enthusiastic  and  progressive  Board 
Trade  representing  any  city  in  the  United  States. 

I  will  not  take  up  your  time  reading  these  invitatioi 
because  I  have  a  proposition  to  read  to  this  Encampment 
I  think  the  time  has  come  in  the  history  of  the  Grai 
Army  of  the  Republic,  looking  back  over  the  past,  look- 
ing back  over  the  twenty-five  years  that  many  of  us 
have  attended  National  Encampments  when  a  straight- 
forward, iron-clad  business  proposition  should  be  made 
to  the  National  Encampment,  I  am  not  going  to  stant 
up  here  and  indulge  in  glittering  generalities,  lam  ni 
going  to  stand  up  here  and  deal  in  eloquence  on  thift 
proposition.  1  am  going  to  read  you  the  proposition  in 
black  and  white  and  show  you  that  when  you  come  to 
the  city  of  Lincoln  the  grievances  that  you  have  a  right 
to  complaint  of  in  many  points  will  not  exist  in  that  city^ 

(CoMRAue  Vandervoort  read  the  proposition  from  thd 
city  of  Lincoln). 

I  will  state  that  our  committee  canvassed  the  city  0 
Lincoln,  the  residences  of  which  are  unusually  welU 
constructed  and  capable  of  holding  a  large  number  i 
people,  and  they  did  not  liud  in  all  their  pilgrimage 
over  the  city  that  there  was  any  considerable  portion  o 
the  inhabitants  that  wanted  to  charge  anything  to  enters 
tain  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

You  are  paying  forty,  fifty  or  a  hundred  dollars  a  da^ 
for  headquarters  rooms  at  diiferent  cities.  The  capitol 
building  in  Lincoln  has  room  enough  in  it  to  furnish 
the  Headquarters  for  the  National  Encampment  and  for 
every  Department  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  there  is  not 
a  State  officer  in  it,  from  the  Governor  down  to  thel 
Treasurer,  that  won't  let  you  move  in  and  take  posses-l 
sion.     There  is  a  hotel  rate  fixed  and  signed  by  everjK 
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hotel  in  Lincoln.  I  will  not  read  it.  but  the  highest  rate 
is  $4. 50  per  day,  and  that  includes  a  bath-room  and  water- 
closet,  and  the  board  bill  won't  commence  until  you  write 
your  name  on  the  register  of  the  hotel  in  the  city  of  Lin- 
coln, There  are  the  signatures  of  all  the  proprietors  of 
all  the  hotels,  and  there  is  a  bond  of  thirty-two  of  the 
citizens  of  Lincoln  that  will  be  forfeited  into  the  treas- 
ury, into  John  Taylor's  hands,  if  we  do  not  perform 
every  word  of  that  proposition. 

Comrade  Vandervoort  read  the  bond  referred  to,  with 
the  statement  of  the  R.  G.  Dun  Commercial  Agency, 
that  the  sig^iers  of  the  bond  were  worth  in  the  aggre- 
gate more  than  four  million  dollars. 

Comrade  Vandervoort  (continuing) :  This  is  business. 
This  is  not  battle-fields  grown  up  with  weeds,  it  is  a 
business  proposition  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

I  have  been  followed  all  over  this  town  ever  since  I 
have  been  here  by  certain  friends  of  mine  in  the  city 
of  Washington  that  I  like,  telling  me  eternally  nothing 
else  but  this,  you  are  not  in  it.  I  say  to  you  that  the 
capital  of  the  United  States,  with  all  their  glory  and  all 
their  goodness,  isn't  in  it  when  it  comes  to  business, 
compared  with  the  city  of  Lincoln.  This  is  a  contest 
between  George  Washington  and  Abraham  Lincoln. 
This  is  a  contest  between  the  little  hatchet  and  the 
emancipation  proclamation.  Why,  my  good  friend  Bur- 
dett  spoke  of  visiting  the  Corcoran  art  gallery.  I  have 
visited  the  Corcoran  art  gallery.  I  saw  Napoleon  there, 
and  I  saw  Josephine  there.  I  saw  Maria  Theresa  there. 
What  else  did  I  see  there?  Prominent  every  where,  Stone- 
wall Jackson,  James  Longstreet  and  R.  E.  Lee,  but  not 
General  Sherman,  John  A.  Logan  or  Phil  Sheridan.  I 
know  that  the  Grand  Army  comrades  of  the  city  of 
Washington  are  as  true  and  loyal  and  earnest  and  devoted 
to  the  Grand  Army  as  any  people  on  earth  ;  and  I  know 
more  than  that.  I  know  that  back  of  them  is  an  unsym- 
pathetic community  that  do  not  believe  in  the  cause  for 
which  they  fought.     They  ask   you  to  visit  the  old  bat- 

(■5) 
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tie  fields.  There  is  not  a  single  bai tie- field  in 
the  radius  that  they  talk  about  you  going  over 
that  is  not  grown  over  with  underbrush  and  weeds  or 
planted  with  corn.  If  you  want  togo  to  a  battle-field, 
let  us  locate  the  National  Encampment  at  Gettysburg. 
I  would  rather  go  there  and  camp  out  a  week  on  the 
ground,  and  I  will  do  it  when  the  Department  of  Penn- 
sylvania asks  me  to  do  it.  We  cannot  show  you  battle- 
fields, but  there  were  more  men  scalped  within  fifty 
miles  of  Lincoln  than  were  ever  scalped  in  a  thousand 
miles  of  Washington.  They  talk  about  the  hotel  capa- 
city of  Lincoln!  Why.  we  accommodated  last  winter 
four  governors  and  everybody  that  they  brought  with 
them  looking  for  offices.  We  have  got  one  of  them  here. 
There  is  our  Grand  Army  governor  (pointing  to  Gov. 
Thayer).  I  want  the  comrades  of  this  National  Encamp- 
ment to  understand  that  all  I  have  got  to  be  remembered 
by,  all  that  my  family  take  pride  in,  is  my  little  reputa- 
tion in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  I  would 
not  ask  you  to  come  to  Lincoln  if  I  did  not  know  that  we 
could  take  care  of  you  grandly,  gloriously  and  magnifi- 
cently, and  make  every  one  of  you  happy  before  you 
went  home.  We  have  not  got  the  battle-fields,  but  we 
have  350,000  old  soldiers  within  a  radius  of  300  miles  of 
Lincoln  that  have  conquered  homesteads  from  the  great 
American  desert,  and  are  feeding  you  your  beef  and 
your  corn  to-day.  I  would  be  willing  to  go  to  Washing- 
ton, but  I  do  not  want  to  go  East  three  times  in  succes- 
sion. This  Grand  Army  organization  is  essentially  a 
just  organization.  We  were  at  Boston  last  year.  The 
Grand  Army  delegation  from  Nebraska  voted  for  Boston. 
We  are  at  Detroit  this  year.  We  voted  for  Detroit.  Now, 
you  come  in  here  because  the  railroad  fare  is  a  little 
cheaper  for  you  that  live  near  Washington,  and  ask  us 
to  go  to  Washington  this  year.  It  is  not  fair.  And  they 
have  not  compared  in  point  of  business  with  the  propo- 
sition from  Lincoln.  We  ask  you  in  all  fairness  and 
justice  to  consider  these  points. 
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Another  thing;,  we  are  here  for  the  good  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  How  many  Grand  Army 
comrades  are  south  of  Washington?  How  many  will  be 
benefited  south  of  Washington  by  placing  the  National 
Encampment  at  Washington?  We  have  Go.ooo  soldiers 
in  Nebraska.  We  have  iio.ooo  in  Kansas.  I  presume 
they  have  go.ooo  or  60,000  in  Iowa,  and  at  least  that 
number  in  the  two  Dakotas.  If  you  put  the  National 
Encampment  at  Lincoln  you  will  stimulate  recruiting 
and  you  will  get  30,000  or  40,000,  or  50,000  recruits  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  you  canuot  get 
them  by  placing  it  anywhere  else.  The  States  of  Iowa. 
Nebraska,  Dakota  and  Kansas  have  never  had  the  Na- 
tional Encampment.  They  have  gone  to  all  these  En- 
campments. They  have  been  with  you  and  marched 
with  you,  and  sat  up  at  night  with  you,  and  prayed  with 
you  when  you  needed  it,  and  are  all  united  in  asking  you 
to  come  to  Lincoln. 

Now,  my  comrades,  without  further  ceremony  about 
this  thing.  I  appeal  to  you  as  a  Grand  Army  man  who 
has  done  his  share  towards  recruiting  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  to  come  to  our  State,  help  us  to  build  up 
the  Order,  help  us  to  stir  up  the  enthusiasm;  help  us  to 
revive  and  sing  the  songs  again  of  the  olden  time.  Come 
to  a  community  where  every  man,  v.'oman  and  child  is 
loyal,  devoted  and  true  to  the  principles  for  which  you 
fought,  where  the  children  in  the  schools  sing  the  songs 
of  the  Union,  the  songs  and  the  music  to  which  you 
march,  where  the  governor  and  the  senators  and  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  sheriffs,  and  the 
chief  of  police,  and  the  mayor,  and  tlje  superintendent  of 
the  insane  asylum,  and  the  warden  of  the  penitentiary, 
and  all  the  girls  are  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  What  is  the  use  of  going  to  Washington?  You 
can  go  there  any  time.  Comrades,  I  am  in  earnest 
about  this,  and  for  the  good  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  for  its  glory,  for  reverence  for  patriotism,  for 
the  loyalty  we  have  to  the  old  flag  and  all  that  tends  to 


Commandtr-in-Chief  and  Comrades  : — I  will  take  but  a  ft 
moments  of  your  time,  but  I  desire  to  supplement  all  that 
Past  Commander-in-Chief  Vandervoort  has  said  in  behalf 
of  the  city  of  Lincoln.  I  endorse  the  proposition  which 
has  been  made,  and  I  speak  advisedly  when  I  say  that 
these  propositions  will  be  complied  with  to  the  very 
letter.  We  have  the  capacity  to  provide  the  necessary 
accommodations.  We  propose  to  do  it,  and  we  will  do 
it.  That  is  our  watchword  in  the  West.  Furthermore, 
let  me  say  to  you,  that  nowhere  in  the  loyal  country  of 
the  United  States  can  you  be  welcomed  more  heartily, 
more  earnestly  than  you  will  be  in  the  city  of  Lincoln.

There  will  be  no  one  in  that  city 
holding  the  curtains  a  little  aside  and  peeking  out  to 
see  the  Yankee  soldiers.  They  will  all  receive  you  with 
open  hearts  and  warm  hands;  and  throughout  that 
soldier  State  the  people  will  come  to  greet  you.  In  that 
State  the  banner  of  the  Union  floats  over  every  school 
house.  Throughout  that  State  the  farmers  holding  the 
plow  sing  the  song  and  keep  step  to  the  music  of  the 
march  from  Atlanta  to  the  Sea.  I  endorse  the  earnest 
invitation  extended  to  you  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Lin. 
coin,  the  capital  of  the  great  commonwealth  of  Nebras- 
ka, in  1891,  and  we  will  receive  you  all  with  open  han( 
and  warm  hearts. 


Comrade  CAMPBEtL  of  Kansas:

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — Without  any  con- 
sultation on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Lincoln,  the 
Kansas  delegation  have  requested  me  to  second  the 
nomination  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska;  and  we  have  come  to 
that  conclusion  because  we  believe  that  the  little  giant 
city  of  Lincoln  can  do  exactly  what  she  says  she  can  do; 
and  not  only  that  she  can  do  it,  but  that  she  will.     It  is 
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well  known  to  many  of  the  members  of  this  National  En- 
campment that  the  city  of  Topeka  has  long  been  seek- 
ing a  National  Encampment  in  the  Stale  of  Kansas. 
We  yielded  the  claim  to  the  city  of  Lincoln  this  year 
because  we  knew  that  if  Lincoln  got  the  Encampment 
she  could  do  the  business  and  we  could  get  the  benefit 
of  it;  but  I  want  to  state  here  the  solid,  and  to  me  the 
substantial  reason  why  you  should  come  out  in  that 
western  State  to  hold  the  Encampment.  The  cost  of  travel 
between  Nebraska  and  Kansas  and  the  great  West  out 
there  and  the  eastern  seaboard  is  too  great  for  the  men 
who  live  in  those  States.  They  cannot  stand  the  ex- 
pense of  it.  They  want  to  go  to  the  National  Encamp- 
ment, but  they  will  never  be  able  to  go  to  a  National 
Encampment  unless  you  locate  it  in  the  center  of  that 
mighty  territory  out  there;  and  we  want  you,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  old  comrades  who  have  gone  out  into  the 
American  desert  and  conquered  a  home  for  themselves 
and  their  children,  and  put  their  all  into  their  little 
homes,  to  hold  your  Encampment  there.  We  come  to 
you  and  plead  for  them  that  you  shall  give  them  one 
opportunity  to  touch  elbows  together  in  a  National 
Encampment.

You  talk  about 
this  being  a  great  Encampment,  why,  it  isn't  a  squad 
to  the  fellows  that  you  will  see  if  you  come  to  Lincoln, 
Nebraska;  and  the  fine-haired  fellows,  the  high-toned 
fellows  among  us.  you  know,  that  cannot  stay  anywhere 
but  in  a  hotel,  will  have  plenty  of  room,  for  the  old  fel- 
lows will  come  there  with  tents  and  they  will  cover  the 
whole  prairie,  and  they  will  come  with  beautiful  prairie 
ships  and  sleep  under   the  wagons.     That  is  what  they

Comrade  Rea  of  Miunesota- 


Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades ; — I  have  not  arisen 
speak  for  myself,  but  to  say  just  a  few  words  for  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  old  soldiers  who  live  in  that 
great  belt  of  country  between  the  Mississippi  river  and 
the  Rocky  Mountains,  within  the  limits  or  borders  of 
which  no  meeting  of  the  National  Encampment  has  ever 
been  held.  You  met  at  Denver,  at  the  foot  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  You  met  in  Minneapolis  and  at  St.  Louis 
on  the  banks  of  the  Mis.sissippi,  but  between  St.  Louis. 
and  Denver  as  between  Minneapolis  and  Denver,  there 
is  a  thousand  miles,  and  that  country  is  peopled  with 
your  comrades.  Why,  you  go  out  for  300  miles  beyond 
the  Mississippi,  and  on  almost  every  section  of  land  you 
will  find  a  man  that  marched  with  you  and  a  man  that 
helped  to  win  the  victory  that  made  Washington  the 
grand  city  that  it  is;  and  I  say,  comrades,  we  owe  those 
men  something.  They  are  poor.  They  went  out  there 
and  settled  on  the  national  domain,  and  they  have  built 
homes  for  themselves  and  their  families,  and  they  have 
built  right  on  the  prairie  where  the  city  of  Lincoln  now 
stands  the  grandest  monument  that  American  genius 
has  ever  reared  to  the  grandest  man  that  America  or  the 
world  has  ever  produced. 
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Talk  about  not  accommodating  you;  three  years 
ago  1  went  to  the  State  reunion  of  Nebraska.  It  was 
held  in  a.  city  of  not  over  a  thousand  population,  a 
little  town,  way  out  a  half-day's  ride  beyond  the  Mis- 
souri, and  there  were  ten  thousand  soldiers  there,  and  I 
never  had  better  accommodations  and  I  never  want  to 
have.  Lincoln  is  not  a  city  of  boarding  houses,  but  a 
city  of  American  homes— of  American  soldiers' homes ; 
and  you  will  find  on  the  walls  of  every  home  a  piece  of 
parchment  that  tells  that  the  man  of  the  house  served 
the  Republic  in  the  hour  of  its  peril.  I  was  out  a  year 
ago  to  their  State  reunion.  150  miles  beyond  the  Mis- 
souri, and  I  saw  io,ooo  old  soldiers  gathered  there.  I 
talked  to  men  who  had  put  their  wives  and  their  babies 
into  the  old  farm  wagon  and  had  driven  a  hundred  miles 
across  the  prairie  merely  to  grasp  the  hands  of  their 
comrades.  These  men  cannot  go  to  Washington.  They 
cannot  visit  the  battle-fields,  and  what  they  want,  com- 
rades, is  not  battle-fields,  or  pretty  pictures  in  an  art 
gallery,  they  want  the  grasp  of  your  hands,  they  want 
to  look  you  in  the  face.  What  do  you  do  when  you  come 
here?  You  do  not  go  around  looking  at  this  beautiful 
lake  and  this  beautiful  city,  but  you  want  to  see  your  com- 
rades. Now,  comrades,  I  say  to  you,  for  I  think  it  is  safe 
to  say,  that  forty  per  cent  of  the  old  soldiers  living  in 
America  are  in  the  West,  and  I  know  if  you  go  to 
LiDColn,  Nebraska,  you  will  find  such  a  reception  as  you 
never  have  had,  because  you  never  before  have  been 
where  they  are  all  soldiers. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  I  now  present  you  a  com- 
rade without  any  legs,  but  who  somehow  or  other  has 
managed  to  walk  deeper  down  into  the  hearts  of  his 
comrades  than  almost  anyone  else.  Comrade  Tanner  of 
New  York. 

CoMKADF.  Tanner: 

Commander-in-Chief  ami  Comrades  : — On  behalf  of  the 
unanimous  delegation  from  the  Department  of  New 
York,  I  rise  to  second  the  nomination  of  the  location  of 


the  next  Encampment  in  the  capital  city  of  the  nation 

Let  me  say,  comrades,  that  I  know  enough  of  this 
country  of  ours  to  know  that  there  can  be  no  possible 
question  as  to  the  warmth  of  welcome  and  the  heartiness 
of  hospitality  with  which  we  would  be  greeted  next 
year,  or  at  any  other  time  if  we  saw  fit  to  go  anywhere 
within  the  borders  of  Nebraska  or  any  other  of  the 
great  western  States  of  this  country.  No,  we  have  not 
a  word  to  say  that  will  in  the  slightest  degree  impeach 
the  large  measure  of  hospitality  you  would  receive 
there,  but  next  year  by  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  this  Encampment  at  least,  and 
we  hope  a  very  large  majority,  we  are  going  down  to 
once  more  swing  our  footsteps  the  length  and  breadth 
of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  gaze  upon  the  possessioni 
of  a  national  character  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  I 
public  saved  for  the  boys  that  will  be  born  when  we  a 
dust  and  ashes. 

I  rise  to-day  to  speak  more  particularly  upon  one  point.^ 
A  life-long  resident  of  the  Department  of  New  York 
until  a  couple  of  years  ago,  living  since  then  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  living  there  now,  I  have  changed 
the  opinion  I  used  to  have  about  this  Encampment  going 
to  Washington.  I  used  to  think  there  was  a  string  tied 
to  the  invitations  we  got  from  time  to  time  to  go  down 
there.  I  have  just  come  from  the  meetings  over  on 
Belle  Isle  and  1  have  not  heard  this  discussion,  but  I  say 
to  you,  if  there  is  any  doubt  in  the  heart  of  any  comrade 
here  as  to  whether  the  whole  population  of  the  city  of 
Washington,  veterans  and  citizens,  are  heartily  in  favor 
of  this  Encampment  going  there  next  year,  then  if  my 
word  goes  for  anything  with  you,  I  say  of  my  own  per- 
sonal knowledge  that  that  invitation  comes  from  the 
depth  of  the  hearts  of  the  citizens  of  Washington,  and 
it  will  be  a  mighty  good  thing  for  us  all  to  gather  there 
once  more. 

One  thing  was  whispered  into  my  ear  just  as  I  came 
to  the  doorway,  and  that  was  that  some  comrade  ha4  * 
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made  a  statement  here,  that  the  fund  pledged  for  the 
city  of  Washington  had  been  pledged  by  thirty-two  citi- 
zens. The  comrade  who  put  that  out  has  been  monu- 
mentally misinformed.  There  are  a  thousand  subscri- 
bers to  that  fund,  and  I  will  tell  you  that  while  I  believe 
a  conservative  statement  of  that  fund  at  present  is  $50,- 
000,  at  once  if  this  Encampment  votes  to  go  to  Washing- 
ton, we  will  go  to  work  and  double  ihat  subscription  list. 
I  want  to  say  for  myself  that  while  next  year  I  am  in 
favor  of  going  to  Washington  so  that  we  may  go  over 
the  old  battle-fields  and  see  where  we  bled,  and  gather 
the  boys  who  can  come  in  great  masses  from  that  sec- 
tion of  the  country,  another  year  I  will  vote  just  as 
heartily  to  go  out  somewhere  on  the  prairies  and  gather 
the  boys  in  there  who  cannot  go  so  far  to  an  Encamp- 
ment. You  are  never  going  to  keep  me  away  from  an 
Encampment  no  matter  where  you  put  it,  if  lam  able  to 
get  there  at  all.  But,  sirs,  let  there  be  no  doubt  about 
the  absolute  sincerity  and  the  utmost  heartiness  of  the 
reception  and  the  assured  success  of  this  Encampment 
if  in  your  wisdom  you  shall  vote  to  come  to  Washington. 

Comrade  Allan  of  Virginia: 

Commander-in-Chitf  and  Comrades : — It  has  not  been  my 
purpose  to  detain  you  even  for  a  moment  in  connection 
with  the  subject  now  before  the  Encampment,  but  a 
question  was  asked  by  our  good  comrades  from  Nebraska 
that  it  seems  to  me  some  southern  comrade,  some  com- 
rade representing  one  of  the  southern  Departments, 
ought  to  get  up  here  and  answer.  It  is  a  matter  of  little 
moment  to  me  that  in  the  last  seven  or  eight  years,  with 
one  exception,  the  National  Encampment  has  gone  to  the 
West.  Pretty  far  west.  In  Denver  in  1883,  Minneapolis 
1111884,  San  Francisco  in  1886,  St.  Louisin  1887,  Milwau- 
kee in  1889,  Columbus  in  1888  and  now  Detroit.  Those 
arc  pretty  far  west,  west  of  the  point  where  it  is  asked 
to  meet  in  1891.  and  very  far  west  of  it.  too.  But  Com- 
rade Vandervoort  asked  the  question,  how  many  com- 


rades  are  there  south  of  Washington?     I  do  not  pretemi 

to  say  that  you  can  find  through  the  broad  acres  of  Vir- 
ginia, Ijnng  close  as  it  does  to  the  capital  of  the  natioo, 
as  many  comrades  with  whom  you  can  grasp  the  hand 
in  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty  as  you  wou!d  find  in 
Denver,  or  as  you  would  find  in  Lincoln,  or  as  you  would 
find  in  any  other  Department  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic;  but,  sirs,  we  have  comrades  there  almost 
equal  to  the  boasted  ten  thousand  whose  greetings  we 
have  been  promised  if  we  shall  go  to  the  city  of  Lincoln, 
In  the  Department  of  Virginia,  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, lie  buried  to-day  one  hundred  and  five  thousand 
and  forty-eight  of  your  comrades  and  mine.  Surely  one 
visit  in  all  our  history  to  the  graves  of  your  comrades 
who  left  their  homes  never  to  return,  would  be  some- 
thing that  not  oniy  those  men  who  regularly  attend 
these  Encampments,  but  those  who  have  never  been  to 
an  Encampment  yet  would  like,  above  everything  else 
in  this  world,  in  connection  with  a  visit  to  an  Encamp- 
ment of  the  Grand  Army;  and  1  know  that  I  can  speak 
not  only  for  your  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  in  thls^ 
Department,  but  for  thousands  and  thousands  of  the' 
young  who  have  settled  within  that  commonwealth  since 
the  war.  ready  to  give  you  greeting  when  you  shall  visit 
those  historic  fields  where  vegetation  fattens  on  the 
corruption  of  manhood  and  verdure  grows  greener  on 
the  damp  of  those  loved  ones  whom  you  left  behind.

The  question  arises  uix)n  the  propo*J 
sition  of  amendment.  Is  the  Encampment  ready  for  thosT 
question? 
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Comrade  O'Donnell  of  Illinois: 

Commander-in-Chief : — In  view  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  vote  was  taken  here  a  while  ago,  I  move  you  that 
the  Adjutant-General  be  instructed  to  call  the  roll  of 
Departments  and  that  the  Commander  of  each  Depart- 
ment rise  in  his  place  and  announce  the  vote  of  his 
Department. 

The  Commander-in-Chief;  That  will  be  a  proper  way 
of  announcing  the  vote  of  each  Department  of  the  com- 
rades present  here  in  this  hall,  but  not  to  announce  the 
votes  of  those  who  have  absented  themselves  from  the 
hall,  and  I  will  request  the  Adjutant -General  to  give 
notice  to  the  committees  in  session  whose  members 
desire  to  vote  upon  this  question. 

Comrade  Keifer  of  Ohio:  I  rise  to  ask  a  question. 
Will  the  call  include  the  Past  Commanders  as  well  as  the 
delegates  elected? 

The  Commandk.k-in-Chief:  It  includes  all  who  are 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Encampment.  It  includes  the 
Past  Department  Commanders.  It  is  now  moved  that 
the  vote  be  taken  by  Departments,  and  that  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  shall  announce  the  number  of  votes 
of  his  Department,  Is  the  Encampment  ready  for  the 
question  ?

Comrade  Teeter  of  Nebraska:     In  behalf  of  the  j 
partraent  of  Nebraska  I  move  that  the  selection  of  Wast 
ington  be  made  unanimous. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Comrade  Warner  of  Missouri:  Comrades,  you  have' 
decided  to  go  to  Washington.  The  transportation  com- 
panies of  this  country  say  to  us  that  they  would  like  to 
give  to  us  better  rates  than  they  do  anyone  else,  but  they 
cannot  do  so  under  the  law.  I  have  a  resolution  here 
that  I  want  to  have  sent  to  Congress  to  have  them  amend 
the  interstate  commerce  law  so  that  we  can  test  the  good 
faith  of  the  transportation  companies  of  the  cotint 
The  resolution  is  as  follows:

sailors,  the  widows  and  cliildreii  of  those  deceased  and  members  of  tha 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  other  kindred  organizations,  under  saoh, 
Tegniations  as  shall  t>e  eatablislted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 

Rtiolted,  That  the  Commander-in-Chief  furnish  to  each  Senator 
and  Representative  in  Congress  a  copj  of  these  resolutions,  and  that  liA ' 
present  the  same  to  the  proper  committee  of  Congress. 

Comrade  Warner:  If  there  is  no  objection  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rules  and  the  passage  of  the  resola- 
tions. 

The  motion  prevailed ;  the  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  resolutions  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote.

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Comrade  Wacner  of  Pennsylvania: 

CommanJtr-in-Chief : — The  Committee  on  Seniority  of 
Departments  had  prepared  a  report,  but  two  of  the  De- 
partments informed  the  committee  to-day  that  they  had 
discovered  other  papers  which  they  desired  to  submit  to 
our  committee.  I  am  instructed  by  the  committee  to 
make  a  motion  that  it  be  continued  another  year,  and  I 
make  that  motion. 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  Commander-in-Chief 
directed  that  the  name  of  Comrade  P.  H.  Dowling  of 
Ohio  be  substituted  for  Comrade  Williams  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Seniority  of  Departments. 

The  Encampment  then  took  a  recess  until  to-morrow 
morning  at  nine  o'clock. 

SECOND  DAY,— August  6.   1891. 

Comrade  Vernon  of  Maryland: 

Commander-in-Chief : — While  the  Encampment  is  gath- 
ering, 1  thought  it  an  opportune  time,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  you  are  going  to  Washington  and  many  of  you 
will  go  through  Maryland,  to  give  you  something  from 
Baltimore.  This  time  when  you  go  through  there  you 
will  not  be  received  with  bricks  and  stones  from  a  mob, 
but  if  necessary  we  intend  to  help  the  Department  of 
the  Potomac  in  ministering  to  your  comfort.  When  the 
Sixth  Massachusetts  Regiment  passed  through  Balti- 
more and  was  attacked  by  the  mob,  a  little  boy  only  11 
years  old  at  that  time  rushed  out  in  the  street,  cheered 
the  soldiers  and  threw  stones  at  the  mob.  That  boy  is 
now  a  newspaper  man  of  some  little  ability.  He  has 
composed  a  short  poem  and  has  asked  me  if  1  would  not 
ask  this  Encampment  to  hear  it. 

Comrade  Vernon  read  the  poem  as  follows: 
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-Comrades,  from  over  the  whole  broad  land,  I  am  your  comrade  too, 

A  je,  comrade,  though  never  I  marched  in  the  ranks  and  never  I  donned 

the  blue, 
-fitill  comrade  to  all  who  fought  for  the  flag,  faithful,  and  loyal  and 

true ; 
For  never  a  charge,  nor  an  escalade, 
A  fierce  assault  'gainst  a  strong  stockade, 
A  bit  of  the  hell  that  the  mad  war  made. 
But  I  suffered  in  soul  with  you. 

I  was  only,  a  delicate  boy,  with  duties  that  held  me  back, 

And^fate  decreed  that  I  should  not  join  in  the  raid,  and  the  bold  attack. 

That  I  take^no^part  in  the  weary  march,  the  guard  and  the  bivouac ; 

But  my  heart  went  forth  with  the  marching  men, 

So  many  to  come  home  never  again. 

From  bloody  field  or  from  prison  pen, 
-Or  maimed  to  go  halting  back. 

Ah  I  well  I  remember  the  fateful  day  when  burst  the  cloud  of  war. 
And  the  spark  that  blazed  into  fires  of  hate  in  the  streets  of  Baltimore, 
When  the  Bay  State  men  stood  by  the  flag  and  the  pave  was  wet  with 

gore; 

Tcheered  them  then,  and  I'll  cheer  them  again. 

That  valiant  march  of  the  old  Sixth  men, 

Their  flowing  blood  roused  the  nation  then 
As  it  never  was  roused  before. 

I  watched  the  march,  and  the  counter-march,  I  noted  the  rise  and  fall 
Of  the  armies  that  mustered  and  went  to  the  front  in  response  to  the 

nation's  call  ; 
The  bright  young  manhood  that  rushed  to  meet  the  ravenous  minie 

ball  ; 
Some  climbed  to  fame  o'er  the  piles  of  dead  ; 
Some  struggled  and  fought  and  manfully  bled  ; 
Some  suffered  in  prisons  and  prayed  for  bread  ; 
Some  died  and  that  was  all. 

The  story's  so  old,  too  oft  been  told  for  me  to  retell,  of  when 
From  office,  shop,  forge,  factory  and  plow  came  scores  of  men 
To  save  the  land  from  treason's  hand  and  make  it  one  again  ;

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  nomination  and  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  roll  of  the  Departments  for  nomina- 
tion of  Commander-in-Chief  was  called  in  the  order  g 
seniority  by  the  Adjutant -General. 

Comrade  Brvant  of  Wisconsin: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  : — I  desire  to  say  a  fei 
words  in  behalf  of  a  Wisconsin  comrade.  I  speak  fta 
the  delegation  from  Wisconsin — for  every  comrac 
within  its  bounds,  and  for  the  women  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps.  I  wish  1  had  lips  of  eloquence  and  i 
tongue  of  persuasion  to  speak  in  fitting  terms  of  hi^ 
army  record  and  of  his  Grand  Army  record.  A  boy  of 
seventeen,  just  turned  his  seventeenth  year,  he  entered 
in  the  early  days  of  the  war,  when  the  reveille  of  the  war 
was  just  sounded,  one  of  the  most  splendid  regiments 
that  ever  marched  to  the  music  of  war,  the  Eagle  Regi- 
ment of  Wisconsin  which  bore  Old  Abe  upon  its  shield 
beneath  its  colors  through  all  its  long  marches  and  in 
all  its  splendid  and  gallant  service.  He  endeavored  to 
get  into  the  service  before  he  was  able  to,  but  on  the 
loth  of  September  he  went  out  and  he  stayed  until  the 
tattoo  of  peace  in  1865.  I  speak  with  greater  freedom 
of  the  service  of  Wisconsin  regiments  because  my  war 
service  was  from  another  State,  and  there  never  was  a 
regiment  in  all  our  service  with  a  more  splendid  record 
than  that  of  the  Eighth  Wisconsin.  It  served  at 
Island  No.  10  and  New  Madrid.  It  was  on  the  Port  Don- 
aldson campaign.  It  was  with  Rosecranz  at  luka  and 
Corinth,  upon  the  Vicksburg  campaign,  on  the  Meridian 
campaign,  up  the  Red  river,  and  swinging  around 
at  the  close  of  the  war  under  A.  J.  Smith  it 
came  back  to  help  us  out  in  the  Army  of  the  Cum- 
berland   at    Nashville.     No    regiment    marched    morel 
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miles  than  thai.  Hardly  any  regiment  fought  in  mure 
engagements  than  that ; -and  the  boy  of  seventeen  was 
there  every  day  and  every  hour  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end.  There  are  two  classes  of  soldiers  whom  the 
American  people  deservedly  hold  in  high  regard — the 
crippled  soldier — the  veteran  with  the  armless  sleeve 
and  the  wooden  leg.  with  his  body  torn  with  rebel  bul- 
lets, with  shot  and  shell.  Another  class  is  composed  of 
those  who  entered  early,  who  stayed  late,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  war  to  the  end,  who  never  were  sick, 
never  in  hospital,  always  on  duty,  turning  out  every 
morning  at  roll-call,  going  upon  every  raid  and  march, 
obeying  orders  every  time. 

We  know  that  the  number  of  those  men  is  not  legion 
— the  men  who  were  always  there.  His  cheery,  bright 
■  face,  his  ringing  voice,  his  bravery,  that  met  every 
occasion,  are  well  known  to  his  comrades.  He  belongs 
to  the  great  mass  of  boys  who  never  had  a  shoulder- 
strap  upon  their  shoulders.  The  eagle  never  came  down 
and  perched  there.  He  never  was  lifted  up  on  a  horse. 
He  marched  with  the  boys  in  the  mud.  He  rose  from 
the  ranks  to  be  sergeant-major.  He  was  the  darling  of 
his  regiment,  and  he  is  the  darling  of  Wisconsin  to-day, 
among  the  boys,  and  wherever  the  name  of  A.  G.  Weis- 
sert  is  known,  it  is  known  with  love  and  respect  and  rev- 
erence. (Applause.)  He  joined  the  first  Post  organ- 
ijied  in  Wisconsin,  C.  C.  Washburn  Post  of  Madison, 
which  claims  to  be  the  oldest  Post  in  America  in  con- 
tinuous existence. 

He  has  never  missed  a  Post  meeting  from  that  time  to 
this,  except  when  absent  from  his  town,  or  detained  by 
sickness  of  himself  or  his  family.  He  hears  to-day  in 
his  thigh  a  rebel  bullet  which  he  received  at  Nashville, 
the  last  fight  he  was  in.  We  unite  in  Comrade  Weissert, 
the  crippled  soldier,  the  fearless  veteran  and  the  boy 
soldier,  who  has  been  with  the  Grand  Army  from  the 
beginning  until  now.

L  man  of  blameless  life.  He  is  a  man  of  gei 
yet  of  commanding  dispositioD.  He  is  a  prosperous  and 
distinguished  lawyer.  How  many  of  the  boys  since  the 
war  have  risen  to  be  bigger  than  the  colonel,  bigger 
than  the  brigade  commander,  bigger  than  the  division 
commander! 

He  is  one  of  those  American  soidiers  who  felt,  while 
they  were  fighting,  that  America  belonged  to  them,  and 
he  was  fighting  not  as  a  hireling  for  a  monarch,  not  like 
a  soldier  of  England,  Germany  or  France,  but  fighting 
for  himself  and  what  belonged  to  himself.  Elect  him, 
comrades,  and  you  will  make  no  mistaka 

I  have^said  enough.  If  I  were  to  talk  an  hour  I  could 
not  say  more  than  I  have  said  already.  For  soldier  ser- 
vice, forj valor,  for  love  and  devotion  to  the  Grand  Army, 
we  have  honored  the  brigadier-generals  and  the  colonels, 
and  the  captains — who  have  become  generals  since  thft' 
war — now  let  us  take  one  from  the  ranks.

silent  soldier  Illinois  gave  you,  Ulysses  S,  Grant. 
Along  in  the  great  march  did  he  tramp,  with  William 
Tecumseh  Sherman;  and  whatever  may  be  the  pleasure 
of  this  Encampment,  we  desire,  on  behalf  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Illinois,  to  vouch  that  should  it  be  your  will  to 
make  Comrade  Weissert  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  this 
organization,  his  past  experience  will  be  brought  to 
bear  in  embellishing  the  future,  and  you  will  never  re- 
gret that  you  have  cast  your  vote  for  Comrade  Weissert 
of  Wisconsin. 

Comrade  Townsend  of  Ohio; 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — Ohio  was  present 
in  the  war.  Ohio  is  present  at  this  Encampment.  Ohio 
wl!  be  present  in  the  history  of  her  achievements  as 
long  as  the  history  of  the  war  endures.  Ohio  gave  to 
yoa  Grant,  Sherman  and  Sheridan,  and  they  covered 
themselves  and  this  country  with  an  immortal  glory 
that  will  shine  with  greater  effulgence  thousands  of 
years  down  the  stream  of  Time.  I  will  present  to  you  a 
comrade  from  Ohio  worthy  of  his  great  State,  a  comrade 
who  embodies  the  intelligence,  the  conscience,  the 
moral  character  and  complete  manhood  of  Ohio,  and 
npon  whom  every  god  did  seem  to  set  his  seal  to  say  to 
all  the  world,  "this  is  a  man." 

I  will  present  to  you  the  name  of  a  man  in  all  whose  rec- 
ord as  boy,  man  and  soldier,  there  is  nothing  but  what 
glows  with  a  glorious  light,  the  light  of  true  manhood 
and  noble  achievements.  I  will  present  to  you  a  man  who, 
as  a  boy,  was  like  one  cast  into  a  rapid  and  cold  river,  and 
who  sees  another  shore  on  which  there  are  rich  promises, 
and  who  buffets  the  waves  and  steers  his  course  to  that 
shore,  like  Ceesar  in  the  Tiber,  and  who  lands  in  tri- 
umph; a  noble  man,  who  has  educated  himself  in  one  of 
the  best  colleges  of  modem  times;  who  entered  the  ser- 
vice, taking  with  him  one  hundred  men,  and  who  in  a 
short   time    commanded   his    regiment,    leading    it    in 
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numerous  battles;  who  was  in  the  forefront  at  Anti^P 
tain  at  the  head  of  his  regiment,  half  of  whom  strewetl  ' 
the  bloody  battle-field.  Their  blood  smoked  in  front  of 
Pickett's  line  as  their  souls  on  swift  wings  went  up  to 
the  bright  realms  of  Elysium  to  join  the  patriots  of  old.

With  the  utmost  admiration  for  every  com- 
rade who  will  be  named  here  to-day  as  a  candidate  for 
Commander-in-Chief,  every  one  of  whom  is  filled  with  a 
hearty  good  will  to  serve  faithfully,  if  elected,  I  want 
to  say,  from  my  own  personal  knowledge,  for  my  friendl  _ 
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from  Wisconsin,  that  he  is  one  of  the  best  of  Grand 
Army  men.  His  record  as  a  soldier  you  have  heard  to- 
day. !n  all  my  Grand  Army  life  I  have  never  known  a 
man  more  efficient,  more  earnest  and  more  industrious, 
more  honest,  and  more  zealous  in  Grand  Army  work, 
away  down  at  the  foot,  and  at  the  top  of  his  Department, 
as  Commander,  than  my  friend  A,  G.  Weissert.

Fifty-four  of  them  are  present,  and  at 
the  request  of  those  fifty-four  I  stand  here  to  present 
the  name  of  a  comrade  of  New  York  for  the  position  of 
Commander-in-Chief.  Time  will  permit  nothing  ex- 
cept the  most  rapid  steps.  The  man  I  shall  name  to 
you  enlisted  on  the  same  day  that  Comrade  Weissert 


did,  was,  like  him,  seventeen  years  of  age.  was  dischargi 
from  the  service  in  July,  1865.     He  went  in  as  a  private 

and  won  a  captain's  bars — pardon  him  the  ofEense — 
there  is  not  one  of  us  who  was  in  the  ranks  but  would 
have  won  a  major  general's  stars  if  we  could.  Present 
in  every  engagement  of  his  regiment,  not  favored  by 
being  one  of  the  boys  who  won  an  eagle,  he  was  still 
one  of  the  eagles  that  carried  the  cause  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln to  the  glorious  success  we  have  seen. 

Coming  out  of  the  war  with  life  physically  wreck* 
by  disabilities  received  at  Five  Forks,  exhausting  medi- 
cal resources  as  far  as  obtainable,  four  times  abroad  in 
the  hospitals  of  Europe,  seeking  relief,  twice  undergo- 
ing that  awful  operation  that  Charles  Sumner  did — the 
burning  of  the  spine — it  has  whitened  his  locks  and  cor- 
rugated his  brow,  but  it  has  never  cooled  his  comrades' 
hearts  nor  his  own  heart  in  the  work  he  had  to  do. 

Entering  the  G.  A.  R.  in  January,  1867,  organizing 
Post  which  still  exists,  800  strong,  selected  as  Departmei 
Commander  of  New  York,  selected  by  your  colleagui 
as  Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief,  for  long  years 
member  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  Board  of  Trustees,  Ni 
York,  behind  every  particle  of  legislation  that  we  havi 
had  ior  the  soldier  in  New  York,  favored  by  living 
the  capital,  we  present  to  you  the  name  of  John  Palmer 
of  Albany.

And  especially 
when  we  put  before  you  a  man  who  is  the  same  kind  of 
a  man  every  day,  and  who  will  be  the  same  modest  com- 
rade of  the  Grand  Army  with  the  badge  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief on  his  breast  that  he  has  been  all  his 
life,  who  will  hold  the  standard  of  our  Order  as  high  as 
it  has  ever  been  held,  and  who  will  pass  it  over  to  his 
successor  the  same  untarnished,  glorious  banner  that  we 
love.  We  ask  for  New  York  and  ourselves,  and  for  the 
character  and  capacity  of  the  comrade  whom  we  pre- 
sent, that  you  give  most  favorable  consideration  and 
every  possible   ballot   for  John   Palmer  of  New  York. 

Comrade  Taintor  of  Connecticut: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — The  little  Nutmeg 
State,  that  yellow  spot  on  the  map  that  gave  to  the  ser- 
vice Lyon,  and  Sedgwick,  and  Terry  and  Foote,  that 
has  given  Soo.ooo  of  sons  scattered  all  over  the^West 
and  the  great  Northwest,  instructs  me,  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  our  full  delegation  present,  to  unite  most 
heartily  in  the  words  of  commendation  that  have  been 
already  spoken,  and  to  second,  on  behalf  of  my  State, 
Ihe  nomination  of  Comrade  A,  G.  Weissert.

Commander'in'Chiif  and  Comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R.  : — Like 
the  15,000  soldiers  whom  young  California  gave  to  the 
Union  army,  who  went  6,000  miles  by  sea  before  they 
could  strike  a  blow  against  the  enemies  of  our  flag;  like 
those  15.000  men  who  crossed  the  plains  to  join  hands 
with  you  upon  a  hundred  battle-fields,  to  march  with 
you  in  summer's  heat  and  winter's  cold,  to  sicken  and 
die  in  hospital  and  ditch,  we  come,  small  in  numbers, 
from  our  best  beloved  home,  to  join  hands  with  you  in 
endeavoring  to  select  a  worthy  Commander-in-Chief  for 
tlieG.  A.  R.  for  the  coming^year.  The  Department  of  Cali- 
fornia, at  its  last  meeting,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  directe* 
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its  delegates  to  this  Encampment  to  present  to  you  for 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  to  use  all  honorable  means  to 
secure  his  election,  the  name  of  William  Renwick  Sraed- 
berg. 

I  wish  I  had  time,  and  you  the  patience,  to  listen  to 
the  story  of  this  man's  life.  I  would  like  to  tell  you 
how,  bom  in  New  York,  he  was  reared  in  that  great 
commonwealth,  how  he  was  educated,  how  he,  just  grad- 
uated from  college  with  all  the  honors  and  all  the  pros- 
pects of  a  brilliant  life  before  him,  went  to  Washington, 
and  in  April,  1861,  enlisted,  as  these  others  did  and  as 
many  of  the  rest  of  us  did,  as  a  private  in  the  Union 
army.  I  wish  I  had  time  to  tell  you  of  his  services  that 
won  him  three  promotions  and  two  brevets,  and  how, 
like  some  of  these  others  we  have  seen  here,  he  was  shot 
on  the  battle-field  and  lost  his  leg;  I  would  like  to  tell 
you  of  his  continued  services;  how  he  was  upon  the 
staff,  honored  and  beloved  by  such  Generals  as  Halleck 
and  Slocum,  and  McDowell,  and  our  God-given  and  ever 
to  be  beloved  George  H.  Thomas. 

I  wish  I  had  time  to  tell  you  of  his  life  in  California, 
of  his  interest  in  our  noble  Order  in  that  State,  what 
a  Grand  Army  man  he  has  been  there.  Why,  comrades, 
it  is  not  so  hard  to  be  a  good  Grand  Army  man  here, 
where  there  is  such  a  lot  of  you  round  about,  help- 
ing one  another.  There  are  not  so  many  of  us  out 
there,  and  when  there  is  a  real  good  one  he  looms  up 
like  one  of  our  big  trees  and  you  can  see  him  all  over 
the  State.  That  is  the  way  it  is  with  Smedberg,  one  of 
the  original  members  of  the  first  Post  organized  in  Cali- 
fornia, a  charter  member  of  George  H.  Thomas  Post 
and  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Department. 
When  we  expected  your  visit  to  us  in  1886,  we  looked 
around  the  Department  to  see  who  was  the  best  man  to 
be  Department  Commander  in  that  eventful  year,  to  ad- 
minister affairs  and  expend  honestly  those  sums  of 
money  with  which  the  people  tried  to  pay  a  little  of 
their  debt  to  you,  and  the  Department  selected  Comrade 
Smedberg.     I  was  there,  and  I  know  what  it  was. 


Those  of  you  at  least  who  were  in  California,  knoi 
how  hard   we  tried  to    make   your    visit    pleasant    (a 
voice:     "And   you  did  it"),    and  your  memories  of  us 
happy. 

That  man  is  our  candidate.  Of  course  you  do  not 
know  him  as  we  know  him.  You  know  something  about 
our  State,  but  I  will  tell  you  what  you  do  not  know ;  and 
don't  you  forget  it.  There  is  not  a  State  in  the  Union 
more  loyal  to  the  flag,  not  one  that  loves  the  old  soldier 
as  California  loves  him.  On  her  statute  books  are  lai^s 
which  require  every  man  in  public  office  and  who  has 
public  patronage,  to  give  it  to  the  old  soldier  in  preferiJ 
ence  to  everybody  else,  and  it  is  carried  out.  * 

There  are  more  one-armed  men  gaining  their  living 
by  writing  with  one  hand,  in  the  State  of  California,  in 
proportion  to  its  population,  than  anywhere  else  in  the 
civilized  world.  There  is  not  such  a  thing  as  a  pauper 
old  soldier  in  the  State  of  California.  Our  local  Home 
at  Yonngville,  embosomed  in  the  trees  and  buried  in 
flowers,  under  the  bright  light  of  God's  good  sunshine 
and  air.  is  the  happiest  spot  I  ever  saw.  There  is  no? 
pauper  in  any  almshouse  there,  and  the  only  old  soldie^ 
I  ever  knew  who  got  into  the  penitentiary  was  pardoned 
last  December  by  the  governor  of  that  State  because  he 
was  innocent  of  the  crime  for  which  he  was  convicted! 
There  is  no  State  in  the  Union  that  loves  Memorial  day 
as  California  loves  it.  There  is  no  school  on  that  day, 
everybody  is  out  upon  the  streets,  and  the  swarming 
masses  of  our  people  in  cemetery  and  graveyard  pile 
deep  with  flowers  the  grave  of  every  soldier,  no  mattei 
where  he  sleeps  under  the  sun  of  California.  No  soldi* 
who  dies  in  California  shall  have  a  pauper  burial.  The 
law  of  that  State  is  that  if  his  family  is  too  poor  to  s^ive 
him  such  a  burial  as  he  ought  to  have,  the  supervisors 
of  the  county  go  down  into  thecounty's  pocket  and  take 
from  it  $100  for  a  first-class  rosewood  coffin  for  the  old 
soldier.  Knowing  Comrade  Smedberg,  we  love  him, 
and  the  State  asks  this  honor 
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a  ^eat  honor  that  our  outlying  province  shall  have  re- 
ceived, as  the  great  State — I  mean  great  in  its  produc- 
tions— of  Vermont  has  received,  this  honor  at  your 
hands.  We  want  him.  We  want  one  thing  for  Califor- 
nia. We  hope  that  when  you  get  started  West  next 
time,  those  gallant  fellows  who  fought  so  hard  for 
Lincoln  and  bore  their  defeat  with  such  good  grace  here 
yesterday,  will  not  be  able  to  dam  the  railroads;  in  one 
sense  they  do  damn  them,  out  there,  but  not  in  this. 
They  will  not  be  able  to  stop  you  with  your  overflowing 
tide,  when  you  come  again  to  California.  We  are  look- 
ing forward  to  the  day  when  you  shall  come  to  us  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State.  Come  then  in  the  fall, 
when  everything  is  ripe,  when  everything  is  blooming, 
and  when  the  rains  come,  and  we  will  show  you  how 
much  we  love  you,  we  will  show  you  how  high  we  up- 
hold the  standard  of  our  Order,  and  how  we  hope  for  the 
perpetuity  of  the  Union.  One  thing  more  for  Califor- 
nia, and  don't  you  forget  it;  there  is  not  one  single  soli- 
tary thread  of  gray  in  the  blue  of  its  glory. 

Comrades,  California  believes  that  this  organization 
of  ours  was  never  so  necessary  as  it  is  to-day.  Never 
was  it  so  essential  that  our  children  should  be  taught 
lessons  of  patriotism  and  the  sons  of  veterans  be  ready 
to  take  our  places. 

Shall  the  Grand  Army  live  ?  Yes,  it  shall  live,  as  the 
stars  live,  just  as  long  as  our  friends  on  the  other  side 
will  build  statues  to  traitors  and  summon  a  peddler  of 
lottery  tickets  from  Louisiana  to  deliver  an  address  in 
which  he  says  that  the  southern  man  who  dares  to  say 
that  the  South  was  not  right  ought  to  be  drummed  out 
of  it.  Just  as  long  as  that  sentiment  exists,  just  so  long 
we  shall  exist,  and  just  so  long  the  sentiment  of  Cali- 
fornia will  hug  to  her  abundant  and  tender  heart  the 
veteran  soldier  of  this  grandest  country  upon  which  the 
sun  ever  shone. 
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Commandcr-in-Chi(f  and  Comrades: — I  am  not  going  to 
do  this  for  Nebraska;  I  am  going  to  do  it  for  myself.  I 
have  said  always,  that  when  the  golden  sands  of  the 
Pacific,  wafted  to  us  on  the  sweet  breezes  of  flower-laden 
California,  told  us  that  they  wanted  the  Coramander-in- 
Chief,  I  would  be  there.  I  am  here,  without  words  and 
without  a  speech  to  second,  on  my  own  part,  the  nomina- 
tion of  that  gallant  soldier,  of  that  heroic  man  who  bat- 
tled in  all  the  Potomac  engagements,  and  who  left  a  leg 
upon  the  field  of  the  Wilderness,  Comrade  Smedberg 
California.

Commaniier-in-Chief  and  Comraiia  ■ — A  few  moments  ajtw 
I  was  notified  by  the  Iowa  delegation,  of  which  I  am  a 
member,  that  they  had  unanimously  and  earncntly 
united  in  asking  me,  in  behalf  of  the  comrades  of  Iowa. 
to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Weissert  of 
Wisconsin,  I  come  before  you  with  no  speech,  b«l 
with  a  heart  full  of  appreciation  of  this  truBt,  White 
1  have  been  in  many  Encampments,  never  have  I  pur- 
ticipated  in  one  which  did  me  so  much  good  an  this. 
Why?  We  are  not  trying  to  sit  down  upon  any  candi- 
date, hut  we  arc  tr>Mng  to  lift  them  all  op.  It  i*  a 
rivalry  of  the  heart  and  not  of  ambition.

the  G.  A.  R.— the  President  of  the  United  States 
behalf  of  such  men  as  the  author  of  Ben-Hur,  the  maji 
general  and  hero  of  Champion  Hills,  and  Genera!  Grea- 
bam;  in  behalf  of  a  State  that  furnished  more  than  one- 
seventh  of  her  population  to  defend  the  old  flag ;  a  State 
that  has  28,000  men  upon  her  Department  roll;  a  State

— In  behalf  of  a  State 
that  furnished  its  quota  on  both  sides — and  you.  com- 
rades, who  fought  with  us  and  foug-ht  against  them, 
know  how  we  did  it;  knowing  full  well,  as  I  do,  the 
enerjfy.  the  zeal  and  vigor  which  Comrade  Weissert  has 
always  shown  for  the  G.  A.  R.,  I  desire  to  second  his 
nomination. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  be  in  committee  with 
Comrade  Weissert  on  various  occasions,  as,  for  instance, 
in  the  railroad  fight  in  1889  for  the  rates  to  Milwaukee, 
and  I  know  the  interest  he  then  displayed  in  the  G.  A.

When  I  was 
down  in  the  Southern  Confederacy,  living  under  Jefferson 
Davis  during  the  war— not  as  a  soldier  of  his  army,  but 
of  ours — the  first  fellow  I  ever  saw  down  there  who 
made  an  impression  on  my  mind  was  a  Wisconsin  sol- 
dier. Tt  was  at  the  little  town  of  Decherd,  when  a  por- 
(■5) 
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tion  of  a  regiment  was  being  carried  back  to  Murfrees- 
boro.  An  old  fellow  with  a  tall  stovepipe  hat  ran  down 
along  the  line  and  said :  *'  If  I  had  my  way  with  you  I 
would  hang  every  one  of  you  before  the  sun  went  down." 
There  was  a  Wisconsin  colonel  that  gathered  himself 
together  and  said:  **  My  friend,  such  men  as  you  ought 
to  be  at  the  front,  up  there. "  That  is  where  Wisconsin 
always  was.  I  did  not  come  to  praise  any  State  or  any 
Commander.  Any  man  whom  we  may  set  forward  to-day 
will  be  a  good  commander.  We  are  all  good  command- 
ers. We  are  the  best  men  in  the  world,  but  I  think  the 
best  one  of  all  of  us  is  Comrade  Weissert  of  the  United 
States. 

Comrade  Holton  of  Washington : 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  : — Under  the  rule  as 
to  the  number  of  speeches,  I  regret  very  much  that  I  am 
not  permitted  to  say  a  word  in  favor  of  Comrade  Smed- 
berg. 

Comrade  Fountain  of  New  Mexico: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — I  came  2,000  miles 
to  second  the  nomination  of  our  brother  from  California, 
Comrade  Smedberg. 

Comrade  Wardleigh  of  Utah: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — Utah  has  very  little 
to  say  as  to  the  nominations,  but  when  you  get  to  a 
vote,  she  will  be  heard  from. 

Comrade  Mann  of  Texas  seconded  the  nomination  of 
Weissert,  and  Welsh  of  Florida  that  of  Palmer. 

Comrade  Shoup  of  Idaho : 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — On  behalf  of  Idaho, 
I  am  directed  to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade 
Smedberg  of  California. 
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Comrade  Brown  of  North  Dakota: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — North  Dakota  has 
Tio  candidate.     She  had  no  soldiers  in  the  war.  but  she 

has  got  them  from  all  over  the  United  Slates  by  the 
thousand.  I  am  a  native  of  the  old  State  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  those  of  us  who  are  here  heartily  second 
Massachusetts'  nomination  of  John  Palmer. 

Comrade  Hill  of  Indian  Territory: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  .■—The  baby  Depart- 
ment of  the  G.  A,  R.  is  the  Indian  Territory.  It  has  not 
the  honor  of  a  place  upon  the  starry  banner.  It  has  not 
even  the  right  to  make  laws,  under  the  Territorial  gov- 
ernment, and  in  the  Indian  Territory  there  are  100,000 
white  people  who  are  living  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Indians,  but  the  Grand  Army  is  there  represented.  The 
Indian  Territory  desires  to  second  the  nomination  of 
Comrade  Palmer  of  New  York, 

Comrade  Pipes  of  the  Potomac: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  : — The  Department  of 
the  Potomac  are  feeling  very  grateful,  and  desire  to  say 
that  they  are  going  to  be  loyal  to  any  comrade  who  is 
made  Commander-in-Chief;  but  the  comrades  of  that 
Department  say  very  heartily  by  their  voices  this  morn- 
ing that  they  are  in  favor  of  that  grand  soldier,  John 
Palmer  of  New  York. 

Comrade  Allan  of  Virginia  seconded  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  Sniedberg. 

The  roll  of  the  Departments  having  been  cunchided. 
Comrade  Hurst  of  Ohio  took  the  platform  and  addressed 
the  Encampment  as  follows; 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — It  is  the  great  for- 
tune of  this  Encampment  that  it  is  so  rich  in  heroic 
manhood,  but  I  am  rather  inclined  to  think  that,  in  the 
matter  of  this  election,  it  is  our  misfortune  to  be  so  rich 
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in  that  article,  from  the  eulogies  we  have  heard  hetj 
It  is  a  profusion  and  wealth  of  riuhness  that  is  embai 
rassing.  Ohio,  of  whicli  I  am  a  representative, 
many  great  qualities  of  which  she  is  proud.  Manj^ 
things  in  her  history,  in  her  manhood,  in  her  record  iit 
the  great  struggle  of  the  war,  in  her  work  in  the  Grani^ 
Army  for  the  last  three  years,  have  made  her  the  bannei 
Department  of  the  nation,  Ohio  is  proud  of  ma 
things,  but  most  of  all  is  she  proud  of  her  modesty. 

Another  thing  that  the  average  Ohio  man  believes  i 
is  justice  and  fair  play  and  a  recognition  of  the  rights  0 
comradeship  in  all  the  Departments  of  the  country. 
years,  as  we  know,  it  has  been  conceded  that  wheneverH 
the  great  State  of  New  York,  that  gave  more  men  to  the 
army  of  the-  Union  than  any  other  State,  and  that 
throughout  all  the  history  of  the  Grand  Army,  has  stood 
among  the  foremost  in  our  work^whenever  they  were 
united  upon  a  comrade,  it  should  be  her  right  to  lead 
the  Grand  Army.  This  morning  we  are  informed  that 
New  York  presents  with  an  unbroken  front  that  gallant 
soldier,  John  Palmer  of  the  Empire  State.  I  am  a  plain 
man,  having  no  claims  upon  the  Grand  Army  other  than 
thousands  of  hard-working  and  honest  comrades  have, 
and  with  the  characteristic  modesty  of  an  Ohio  man,  I 
withdraw  my  name  and  second  the  nomination  of  John 
Palmer  of  New  York. 

CoMBAOK  0'DoNNEi.L.  of  IlHnois  moved  that  in  the  bal^ 
loting  for  officers,  the  roll  of  the  Departments  be  calle* 
and  the  vote  of  each  Department  announced  by  its  Cm 
mander. 

The  motion  was  declared  out  of  order. 

Commander-iv-Chief  Veazey  appointed  the   followingf^ 
tellers  to  receive  and  canvass  the  votes :    Comrades  Bry- 
ant of  Wisconsin,  Cummings  of  New  York  and  Barnes 
of  California, 
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Comrade  Vanosdol  of  Indiana  moved  that  the  roll  of 
the  Departments  be  called  and  that  the  vote  of  each  be 
reported  by  its  Assistant  Adjutant-General  to  the  tellers. 

Commander-fn-Chikk  Veazev  ;  The  tellers  will  move 
through  the  Encampment  and  receive  the  votes  of  the 
Departments. 

Comrade  Johssion  of  Indiana  moved  that  the  Assis- 
tant Adjutant-General  of  each  Department  ascertain  the 
vote  of  his  delegation  and  return  it  to  the  tellers. 

Comrade  Campbell  of  Kansas;  My  recollection  is 
clear  that  in  the  past  the  roll  of  States  has  been  called 
and  that  each  Department  got  up  and  went  down  the 
aisle  and  deposited  its  ballots  there,  man  by  man.  As  the 
Department  of  ICansas,  for  instance,  is  called,  that 
Department  rises,  gees  down  the  ai.sle  and  casts  its  vote. 
{Cries  of  no,  no).     I  say  yes. 

Comrade  Bf.nneit  of  Illinois: 

Commander-in-Chiff  and  Coinradts  : — I  ask  your  attention 
for  but  one  moment.  I  believe  that  Comrade  Vanosdol 
has  sugijested  the  proper  way  to  take  a  ballot  in  this  En- 
campment. The  same  thing  has  been  attempted  before 
and  it  was  always  opposed  'on  the  ground  that  it  was  in 
the  interest  of  some  special  candidate.  Now,  nothing 
«f  the  kind  can  be  charged  here.  We  tried  that  method 
once  yesterday,  and  we  found  it  absolutely  fair  and 
correct. 

We  have  never  before  had  a  vote  in  a  National  Encamp- 
ment with  which  every  Comrade  was  satisfied,  and  I 
believe  this  is  the  proper  method  to  adopt — that  the 
vote  be  taken  by  the  Assistant  Adjutants-General,  and 
given  to  the  Commander  of  each  Department,  to  be  re- 
ported by  hira  to  the  Encampment. 

Comkadk  ScxTON  of  Illinois  moved  as  an  amendment 
that  the  Adjutant-General  announce  the  vote. 

Comrade  Bryant  of  Wisconsin  moved  that  each  De- 
partment Commander  announce  the  vote  of  his  delega- 
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tion,  as  received  by  him  from  his  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General. 

Comrade  Sexton:  The  fairest  ballot  I  have  ever 
known  in  this  Encampment  was  taken  yesterday.  It 
was  a  close  one,  but  we  were  satisfied  that  it  was  honest 
and  therefore  it  was  satisfactory  to  us.  We  want  to  be 
so  convinced  now,  and  if  we*  attempt  to  send  tellers 
through  this  crowded  hall  to  take  up  the  votes,  as  has 
been  suggested,  we  will  be  dissatisfied  with  the  result. 
If  we  are  beaten,  we  want  to  know  that  we  are  fairly 
beaten.     We  want  an  honest  vote  and  a  fair  count. 

The  question  being  upon  the  motion  that  the  Assist- 
ant Adjutants-General  take  the  vote  and  report  it  to 
their  Department  Commanders,  each  Department  Com- 
mander to  announce  the  vote  to  the  Adjutant-Greneral» 

Commander-in-Chief  Veazey  :  In  order  to  overcome 
any  technical  objection,  I  will  withdraw  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  tellers  I  have  made  and  appoint  the  Adju- 
tant-Greneral  and  the  several  Assistant  Adjutants-Gen- 
eral as  tellers. 

The  motion  of  Comrade  Vanosdol  as  amended,  then 
prevailed. 

first  ballot   for  commander-in-chief. 

The  Encampment  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the  Adjutant-General  calling  the  roll 
of  Departments  and  announcing  the  result  of  the  first 
ballot  as  follows ;

Comrade  Weissert  received  .270 
Comrade  Smedberg  received  177 

Comrade  Palmer  received  .32^ 
There  being  no  choice. 
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SECOND   BALLOT    FOR    COMMAN'DER-IM-CHtEF. 

The  Encampment  proceeded  to  a  second  ballot. 

Before  the  announcement  of  the  result  by  Adjutant- 
General  Goulding,  California,  Kansas,  Wisconsin,  Illi- 
nois, Indiana  and  Ohio  changed  their  votes  to  Palmer. 

Comrade  Grav  of  Wisconsin,  saying: 

Commander-in-Chief: — To  be  defeated  by  an  enemy  is 
indeed  disaster;  but  to  be  overcome  in  a  fair  contest  by 
a  friend  and  a  comrade  is  victory.  Wisconsin  desires 
the  election  of  Comrade  Palmerof  New  York  to  be  made 

Comrade  Evans  of  Massachusetts  moved  that  the 
Adjutant-General  be  directed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, for  John  Palmer  of  New  York. 

The  motion  was  carried  by  a  unanimous  vote  and  Ad- 
jutant-General Goulding  reported  tp  Commander-in- 
Chief  Veazey  as  follows : 

Csmmander-in-Chief : — I  find  one  ballot  for  John  Palmer 
of  New  York  for  Commander-in-Chief  and  no  other  vote 
recorded. 

Commander-in-Chiei''  Vkazev  declared  Comrade  John 
Palmer  of  New  York  duly  elected  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  G.  A.  K.  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  appointed 
Comrades  Weissert  of  Wisconsin  and  Smedburg  of  Cali- 
fornia a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Commander-in-Chief- 
Elect  and  escort  him  to  the  platform. 

In  a  few  moments  the  committee  appeared  on  the  plat- 
form with  Commander-in-Chief- Elect  Palmer,  and  all 
three  were  greeted  with  a  rouifti  of  cheers. 

Comrade  Smeoberg  presented  the  newly  elected  Com- 
mander-in-Chief to  the  Encampment  in  the  following 
words: 

Comradet : — Three  thousand  miles  from  home,  it  affords 
mc  the  greatest  gratification  in  the  world  to  present  to 
you  a  comrade  from  my  own  .State,  where  I  was  reared 


until  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Comrades,  noue  of 
Iiave  heard  more  of  John  Palmer  of  New  York  than  we 
of  California;  none  appreciate  him  more,  and  it  is  with 
the  greatest  pleasure  in  the  world  that  I  now  present  to 
you  Comrade  Palmer,  our  Commander-in-Chief-Elect. 

Comrade  Palmer  stepped  forward,  the  Encampmenl 
rose  and  greeted  him  with  three  enthusiastic  cheers,  t^ 
which  he  responded  as  follows: 

Comrades: — My  kind  friends  from  New  York  ha' 
tome  very  near  squeezing  the  life  out  of  me,  up  to  thii 
moment,  so  that  you  must  not  expect  that  I  am  going  to 
keep  this  Encampment  here  by  delivering  a  longspeech, 
I  can  simply  say  to  you  from  the  fullness  of  my  heart 
that  my  gratitude  goes  out  to  you  for  this  great  tionoc. 
that  you  have  bestowed  upon  me. 

There  are  times,  comrades,  in  the  history  of  a  maif 
life,  no  matter  how  ready  a  talker  or  debater  he  may  be, 
when  his  tongue  fails  to  give  expression  to  the  senti- 
ments of  his  heart;  and,  comrades,  that  is  my  position 
to-day.  As  I  look  back  over  the  long  line  of  distin- 
guished comrades  who  have  tilled  this  position  so  cred- 
itably, 50  honorably,  and  so  satisfactorily  to  this  great 
organization,  I  must  say  to  you  that  I  feel  timid  about 
assuming  this  great  responsibility;  but,  comrades,  I  can 
simply  say  this:  Trusting  to  Him  who  ruleth  armies 
and  nations,  and  asking  that  He  may  give  me  help  and 
strength  to  perform  the  work  that  is  now  before  me,  it 
will  be  the  grand  effort  of  ray  life  to  continue  the  work 
done  by  previous  Commanders-in-Chief.  No  stain  has 
been  found  upon  the  clean  record  of  any  Commander-in- 
Chief  before  me,  and  I  aak  that  God  may  give  me  the 
strength  and  guide  me  through  my  labors  that  I  mi 
perform  this  duty  as  honorably  and  as  creditably 
those  comrades  who  have  preceded  me. 

Comrade  Weissert  addressed  the  Encampment  as  fol 
lows: 
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berg.  I  most  heartily  and  cordially  endorse,  and  if  ever 
I  was  a  good  Grand  Army  man,  I  assure  you,  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart,  that  in  the  future  I  will  be  a 
still  better  one.  I  thank  all  the  comrades  who  stood  by 
me  so  noblv. 


CoMMANDtR-iN-CHiEK  Veazev:  The  Dcxt  buslncss  ia 
order  is  the  presentation  of  candidates  for  Senior  Viee- 
■Commander-in-Chief. 

COMRADii:  AusER  of  Michigan: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades,  . — The  Department  of 
Michigan  presents  one  of  her  best  loved  and  handsomest 
comrades,  Past  Department  Commander;  Chairman  of 
our  Executive  Committee,  having  given  all  his  time  for 
the  last  three  months  to  the  work  of  preparing  for  yuur 
reception  and  entertainment,  and  she  presents  to  you 
Henry  M.  Duffield  for  Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief, 

Comrade  Barmim  of  New  York; 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades  : — Recognizing  the 
magnificent  welcome  that  this  beautiful  "city  of  the 
straits"  has  given  to  the  G.  A.  R.,  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  our  distinguished  and  beloved  comrade,  Gen. 
Alger,  and  those  of  the  worthy  comrade  whose  name  he

I  feel  si> 
keenly  that  I  cannot  give  full  expression  to  the  truth  of 
the  remark  of  the  grand  comrade  whom  you  have  selecte4j 
to  be  your  leader  and  mine— that  there  are  times  whM 
words  fail,  and  had  best  not  be  attempted.  I  can  only 
promise  you  that  everything  within  my  ability,  prompt- 
ed by  loyalty  to  the  Grand  Army  and  to  its  principles — 
which  I  hold  next  to  the  bible— prompted  by  loyalty  to 
the  badge,  which  I  hold  next  l;o  the  cross  of  Christ  as 
the  most  honorable  emblem  that  can  be  worn — that  I 
will  do. 

With  the  hope  that  the  performance  will  be  equal  to 
the  demand,  in  a  measure  at  least,  and  with  the  othei- 
sincere  hope  that  by  no  act  of  Providence  shall  I  change 
my  office  during  the  term,  but  simply  be  the  Assistant 
•f  our  Commander-in-Chief,  I  thank  you  one  and  all. 

At  12:30  p.  M.,  on  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  of  one 
hour. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. -JaEisftJliDAv. 

The  Encampment  assembled  at  1:30  o'clock  p,  1 
Commander-in-Chief  Veazey  in  the  chair  and  Adjutaifl 
General  Goulding  at  the  desk. 

Before  proceeding  to  business  the   Encampment  1 
ceived  a  visit  from  Mesdames  Annie  Wittenmeyer  aan 
Charity  Rust  Craig,  constituting  a  committee  from  the  ' 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.     The  ladies  were  escorted  to  the 
platform  by  the  Officer  of   the   Day — the  Encampment 
standing  at  attention— introduced  by  iheCommander-ia-' 
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Chief  and  were  received  with  cheers.  Responding,  Mrs. 
Wittenmeyer  addressed  the  Encampment  as  follows : 

Cemmander-in-Ckief  and  Comrada  .-^We  did  not  come 
here  to  occupy  your  time  when  you  ought  to  be  ballot- 
ing and  going  on  with  your  business.  We  also  have  a 
great  deal  of  business  to  do,  and  we  do  not  want  to  stay 
any  longer  than  we  can.  help,  so  we  are  going  to  take 
only  a  minute  of  your  time. 

We  come  to  bring  to  you  the  kindly  greeting  of  117,- 
000  as  grand,  loyal  women  as  this  country  contains. 
We  remember,  too,  that  we  come  to  bring  a  greeting  to 
the  grandest  body  o£  American  men,  as  against  all  the 
world,  that  was  ever  gathered  together. 

1  wish  to  announce  that  our  Society  is  growing  rap- 
idly; that  during  the  last  year  the  relief  work  of  our 
organization  was  $150,000.  We  are  ready  to  go  on  with 
our  work  this  year.  We  have  in  our  local  and  general 
treasury  $168,000  to  begin  the  year's  work  with.  This 
does  not  include  the  money  in  the  Department  treasuries; 
it  does  not  include  our  property — the  Home.  It  does  not 
include  the  $25,000  appropriated  by  that  State  which 
keeps  pretty  well  to  the  front  in  everything — Ohio — for 
the  National  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home.  We  propose 
in  that  Home  which  we  are  building,  and  getting  almost 
as  big  as  a  town — we  propose  to  put  all  the  army  nurses 
who  want  to  go  there,  who  are  poor,  and  all  the  poor 
widows  of  soldiers  and  all  the  disabled  mothers  who  need 
our  help,  and  all  the  disabled  comrades  who  have  wives. 
We  are  going  to  take  them  in. 

I  must  not  detain  you  longer,  I  want  you  to  hear  from 
my  friend  and  co-laborer,  the  daughter  of  Secretary 
Rusk,  Mrs.  Craig,  I  bring  to  you  our  God-speed  and 
the  hope  that  He  may  make  you  all  good  and  true  men 
as  you  have  been  in  the  past,  and  keep  yon  so. 

The  CoMMANUER-iN-Cmef  presented  Mrs.  Craig,  who 
addressed  the  Encampment  as  follows: 

Commander-in-Chtef  and  Ctmiradrs : — I  well  remember  the 
time,  and  the   feeling   that   went   through   me  when  I 
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received,  at  twelve  years  of  age,  and  while  I  was  aw 
at  boarding-school,  the  messag'e:  "Your  father  slightly 
wounded,  \othing  serious."  This  was  my  baptism  of 
patriotism.  That  feeling  for  country,  love  of  flag,  was 
deepened  by  every  battle  fought  during  the  war.  Time 
has  turned  that  enthusiasm  toward  practical  work  for 
the  remainder  of  that  Grand  Army  which  taught  the 
world  anew  the  meaning  of  the  word  "patriotism."  This 
is  the  feeling  that  animates  not  only  my  own  heart,  but 
the  heart  of  every  member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
and  with  this  eulogy,  comrades,  1  bring  you  their  offer 
of  the  service  of  willing  hands  and  a  full  treasury,  to  be 
used  in  your  service  during  the  coming  year. 

Commanoer-in-Chief  Veazey,   responding  for  the 
■campment,  spoke  as  follows: 

Ladies : — Speaking  in  behalf  of  myself  and  of  the  great 
Order  which  is  represented  here,  I  desire  to  express  our 
thanks  for  the  honor  yon  have  thus  conferred  upon  us 
and  to  say  to  you,  and  to  request  you  to  say  to  your  or. 
ganization,  that  the  G.  A.  R.  fully  appreciates  the  mag- 
nificent work  you  have  done  in  our  aid,  and  that  we  will 
carry  this  feeling  of  gratitude  always  in  our  hearts. 

The  ladies  then  retired  and,  while  passing  out,  the 
Encampment  rose  and  saluted  them  with  three  cheers, 
remaining  standing  until  the  committee  bad  passed^ 
beyond  the  guard.  "" 


JUNIOR    VICE-COMM 

The  next  business  in  order  being  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  Junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief,    Com- 
HADE  Rasseiur  of  Missouri  took  the  platform  and  r 
the  following  nominating  speech : 

Commander-in-Chiff  and  Comrades: — Since  the  opening" 
of  this  Encampment  I  have  the  pleasure  of  observing  on 
this  platform  a  comrade  addressing  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  in  kind  words  and  tendering  him  a  gavel,  brou^tll 
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here  from  the  State  of  Nebraska.  It  occurred  to  me  then, 
and  it  has  occurred  to  me  with  more  force  since,  that 
the  great  State  of  Nebraska  should  be  honored  by  this 
Encampment  in  the  matter  of  the  Junior  Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

That  State  came  here  in  force  to  urge  this  Encamp- 
ment to  become  its  guests.  The  Encampment  has  seen 
fit  to  choose  another  place,  but  let  us  show  our  appreci- 
ation of  the  grand  State  of  Nebraska,  by  choosing  one 
of  her  most  favored  sons  as  Junior  Vice-Commander-in- 
Chief  of  this  Encampment. 

I  desire  to  present  to  you  the  name  of  Thomas  S. 
Clarkson,  Past  Department  Commander  of  Nebraska. 
He  is  one  of  the  roost  faithful  men  of  that  Department, 
and  I  am  sure  no  one  woiild  be  better  able  to  assist  your 
Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Senior  Vice  than  Comrade 
Clarkson  of  Nebraska. 

1  have  not  asked  him  whether  he  served  in  the  in- 
fantry or  the  artillery,  or  the  cavalry  or  the  navy,  and 
I  do  not  care  whether  he  served  in  one  or  the  other.  I 
know  one  thing,  and  I  think  that  is  all  this  Encamp- 
ment desires  to  know,  and  tt  is  that  he  served  faithfully 
for  Uncle  Sam,  when  it  required  a  man  to  serve  him. 

Comrade  Woodman  of  Delaware; 

Commandei-ia-Chief  and  Comrades  .- — I  appear  before  you 
to-day  for  the  first  time  from  the  little  diamond  State 
of  Delaware,  through  which  courses  the  historic  Brandy- 
wine,  the  home  of  the  Blue  Hen's  Chickens,  and  of  the 
peach  blossoms. 

Delaware  is  one  of  the  original  thirteen  States.  She 
furnished  one  of  her  sons  as  a  signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  She  was  the  first  State  to  ratify  and 
adopt  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  As  a 
border  Slave  State,  she  could  not  be  coaxed  or  driven 
into  the  confederacy,  but  she  furnished  more  men  in 
proportinn  to  her  military  population  than  any  other  of 
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the  States.  I  wish  to  present  to  you  one  of  our  h 
citizens,  who  in  1861,  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  enlisted 
as  a  private,  and  fought  from  1861  to  1865.  More  than 
once  he  shed  his  blood  on  the  altar  of  freedom.  He  car- 
ries to-day,  and  has  carried  since  just  before  the  close  of 
the  war,  one  of  the  grandest  of  decorations,  more  hon- 
orable than  any  badge  to  be  bestowed  upon  the  most 
successful  conqueror — an  empty  sleeve.  That  comrade 
is  one  who  has  worked  heartily  and  nobly  through  the 
life  of  the  G.  A.  R,  in  Delaware,  until  now  we  are  on 
top.     I  name  to  you.  Comrade  Peter  Ayars  of  Delawaiejfi 

Comrade  Burrows  of  New  Jersey:  ^ 

Cpnimander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — The  smalt  Depart- 
ments in  the  organization  can  ask  but  one  thing  at  your 
hands,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  New  Jersey, 
I  have  the  honor  to  second  the  nomination  of  the  Com- 
rade who  has  just  been  placed  in  nomination.  Comrade 
Ayars  of  Delaware.

Commandfr-iti-ChUf  and  Comrades: — Without  conference 
with  anybody,  representing  only  myself.  I  desire  to 
second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Clarkson  of  Nebraska 
for  Junior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief.  Without  intend- 
ing to  detract  one  iota  from  the  claims  of  Delaware,  or 
from  the  merits  of  the  candidate  named  by  that  Depart- 
ment, I  wish  to  say  that  we  have  selected  a  Commander- 
in-Chief  who  will  choose  his  Adjutant -General  imdoubt- 
edly  from  the  State  of  New  York.  Let  us  remember

1  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  those  old  Grand  Army 
comrades,  and  I  know  how  they  struggled  in  Delaware. 
Like  Kentucky,  Delaware  furnished  her  quota  to  both 
sides,  and  I  have  seen  times  when  men  tike  Comrade 
Ayars  went  with  their  lives  in  their  hands.     Although 
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a  one-armed  man,  he  was  not  bulldozed  worth  a  cent, 
any  more  than  he  was  in  Virginia.  Without  being 
asked  by  the  Department  of  Delaware,  but  as  a  matter 
of  patriotism,  and  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  I  ask  you, 
if  possible,  to  support  Comrade  Ayars  for  this  position.

In  dtoorate  llie  graves  ot  our  comrades  In  aucb  cemnlarleH  on  Miinoi  lat 
day.  to  solicit  Sowers  and  perform  Ibat  cernuiony,  with  the  nbl  of  aiinb 
patriotic  citizens  who  may  accept  Ills  Invitation  to  participate  ihernln, 
Tbe  graves  ot  our  tuimradea  dead  are  1  lie  Nallou'a  Teuiple  of  Kauie. 
Tlielt  decoration  on  Memorial  ilay  aiinuld  not  Iw  left  to  the  cbarlly  of 
eUicena.  but  it  abonld  be  done  aa  an  act  of  duty  by  the  ganvral  guv- 
rrnmcni." 

Tour  committee  would  recominand  t bat  the  duty  of  aecurlng  the 
Te<|nirod  Ingialatiua  for  this  subjwt  and  tbe  Mount  McUrngor  Collago 
be  referred  to  Ibe  Pension  Committnt!. 

Tour  committee,  appreciating  in  common  witb  Bllcuinnulra  lliv 
able  and  failhrnl  servir«  ot  th"  Coinmandvr  In-Oilnf  during  hia  lerni  of 
otDee,  recommend  the  adoption  ot  ttie  following  reiuilBlivD  :

Comrade  Wabnbr:     I  move  the  adoption  of  the  rec-^ 
o  nmendations  of  the  committee  as  to  the  matters  abovtfi 
referred  to  and  also  the    adoption  of  the  resolutions  s 
read. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Comrade  Warner  :     So  much  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee as  has  been  read  was  signed  by  all  the  members- 
of  the  committee.     The  portion  that  I  now  shall  read 
signed  by  four  members  of  the  committee.     A  minority 
report  will  be  made  by  Comrade  Decker. 

Your  cammittee  lias  carcfull/  considureil  tlib  oiear  and  frank  BlKte- 
mants  of  Ihe  Coiiiniflnder-iDdiief  re^rding  difficalties  ezigtiDg  be- 
tvpen  Posia  In  the  Department  of  LouiaiaiiB,  and  Mi^iasippi.  The 
vutnmittee  has  also  coneidered  all  tliu  ducuiaeul^  submitted  to  andargu- 
BMDts  made  before  It  as  to  the  caaaes  leading  lo  llie  ez'iaUiig  trouble  in 
lliat  IDBpartmBiit.  The  old  Posts  from  one  to  eight  Inclusive  in  th« 
P^partment  of  Lousiana  and  Missiaalppl  are  composed  of  white  com- 
ladea.  The  new  Posts,  from  nine  lo  seTeoceen  inclusive,  are  composed 
of  colored  eomradea.  The  conleulion  is  that  the  latter  Posts  are  tainted 
with  frttud  in  iheir  organiKation. 

"  (lor  Rules  and  Regulations,"  in  the  language  of  tha  Commandi 
in  Chief,"  provide  a  plain  procedure  for  Department  to  pursD?  li 
lo  lest  the  validity  of  such  charees." 

And  he  then  adds: 

"  As  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  MiasiBai[>pi  lias  never,  so  far 
as  I  am  informad.  resorted  to  that  procedure,  I  have  held  in  dealing 
with  those  Posts  that  thej  must  be  regarded  as  having  a  legal  exis- 
tence, until  olbernise  regularly  adjudicated." 

This  ruling  of  the  Commander.in- Chief  was  both  within  the  latttf 
of  our  Rales  and  Regulations  and  the  spirit  of  our  organization.  TU , 
cause  of  the  difficulty  In  Ihe  Department  of  liouiaiana  and  Mississippi 
must  be  looked  tar.  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  on  other  lines 
than  that  of  .fraud  in  the  organizations  of  Posts  composed  of  eoloMd 
comrades  in  thai  Department.  The  true  cause  is  found,  as  youc  com- 
luittee  thinhs.  in  the  following  extract  from  the  address  of  the  Ci 
tn  an  dor- in.  Chief,  viz.  : 

' '  Prior  to  1989  the  comradeB  of  the  then  enisling  Posts 
ill  and,  perhaps,  wholly  composed  of  white  men.  The  comrades  of  tha 
new  PoBts  were  wholly,  or  nearly  so,  colored  men.  The  Department  of 
Ijoniaiana  and  Mississip pi,  prior  lo  its  last  Department  Encampment, 
acting  through  its  council  of  administration,  took  action  which  practi- 
eally  set  these  Posts  out  of  the  order.  I  held  that  such  i 
wHrranted  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  the  same  1: 
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r''sciuitHd,  but  I  undPrslADd  that  tlie  DeparUnonl  still  refuses  to  recog- 
nise ilivie  Posts.  An  spplicAtion  was  made  to  National  BeadqaarUrs 
nearly  a  jettr  ago  tmm  l1ial  Departmt<itt  to  create  a  second  one  covering; 
tlie  fMOie  territory  as  tLe  presfnt  DepanmeDt.  There  being  no  autlioilt; 
conferred  apoa  the  Comma nder- in- Chi er  to  do  this,  the  application  wan 
dnnied  nn  the  Ifgal  point  wiiliout  passing  upon  the  merita,  the  Judge- 
Ad  voeaie-n  en  ersl  and  EiLecullve  Committee  of  the  Kfttioual  Council 
■caacTiTring  Ihereiu.  Other  roin  muni  cation  i;  cnnttnued  to  reach  Head- 
'(uartera  from  various  sources  to  the  efleut  that  the  condition  of  our  Or- 
der in  the  Oepartmeiit  ivas  in  bad  plight  and  its  utter  destruction  was 
immiDent.  I  therefore  ordered  a  careful  inspection  bj  the  Inapeclor- 
-lleoera).  This  was  done,  but  further  and  counter- charges  and  facta 
I'qnlioued  to  reach  me.  and  I  ordered  anoiht^r  inspection  and  detailed 
t'omraile  Austin  of  Ohio  to  accompany  and  assist  the  Inspecior-CleDcral 
therein.  Thia  second  inspection  wa.s  made  oarly  in  June  of  this  year 
and  ■  report  thereof  is  on  lile. 

"  After  a  moat  careful  and  puiuaiakiug  investigation.  Comrades  Buntt 
aad  Austin  recaminended  'thai  this  Euoimpaient  authoriKe  thocrea- 
lioD  of  a  separate  Departmeut  covering  ihe  same  territory  as  several  of 
th«  exiBting  DepnrtmentB  In  the  South.' 

'■  This  recommendation  issupj)Or(«d  liy  raumorials  addressed  to  the 
<'ommander  in-Cliief  by  Posts  il,  13.  13,  14.  16  and  IT.  b^ing  six  of  the' 
1*0019  in  Ihe  Department  whose  membership  iscomposed  of  colored  com- 
rades. Protests  against  such  action  have  come  from  comrades  of  several 
f'oets,  and  these  are  on  file."     The  Commander  io-Cliief  then  adda  : 

"  From  various  sources  of  informatinti  that  have  b«en  acceeaible  to 
me,  I  believe  that  a  large  majority  of  both  white  and  colored  comradea 
in  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  are  strong  in  the  con- 
rietion  that  It  would  he  In  the  best  interests  of  all  Individually  and  of 
Iheir  Posts  and  of  the  Order  to  have  a  separate  Departmeut  in  Louisi- 
jina  and  some  of  the  other  (lulf  States,  made  up  of  such  Posts  as  may 
apply  to  come  iuio  it,  und  iiaving  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
Department  already  established  in  such  States,  concurrent  in  respect  to 
the  chartering  and  ninsteriDg  of  Posts,  but  each  Deparlmeot  having 
'loloNve  Jurisdiction  <iver  the  Posts  which  it  may  receive,  ' 

The  remedy  suggested  involves  an  amt-ndment  to  our  Rules  and 
Kegulations.  The  committee  is  Informed  that  the  requisite  notice  haa 
lie*n  given  and  therefore  il  is  projwriy  before  the  Encampment  for  il* 
Action.  The  men  who  ordained  and  established  our  Rules  and  Rngala- 
«>on8  adoptfld.Bs  a  preamble  there  to,  the  following,  via. : 

'■  We,  the  soldiers  and  sailors  and  honorably  dlsohargi J  soldlerK 
and  Bailors  of  the  anuy.  navy  and  marine  corps  of  the  United  Htates. 
who  have  consented  to  this  union,  having  aldi-d  In  niainlalning  Ihx 
honor,  integrity  and  supremacy  of  (he  national  government  during  tlin 
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ubjpL'tB  Lereinsfter  set  forlh  ;  and  Ihrougli  our  NatioDal  EDusmpmeot' 
do  or<laia  and  establish  tlin  Following   Rulea  and   Kegulatlons   Tor  I 
guTerumeiil  of  this  associatioD." 

They  came  logetber  as  coniradea.  and  happily  named   this  organi- 
sation the  UrundArmjof   the  Republic  :  an  urganlzalion  which,  from  . 
its  birth  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  in  180(1,  [o  ihla.  its   Silver  Encampueiitt  J 
has  never  turned   from   Ita   Post  door  any  deserving  comrade,  horn 
horable,  an  account  of   liia  Dalionalliy,  crued  or  color.     The  only  quall-J 
Hcation   for   memberBhip  is  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  ' 
StAtea  Army,  Navy  or  Matins  Corps  o(  'fll  lo  '6.1,"  as  the  evidence  ihad 
he  uded  in  maintaining  the  hoDor,  inteffitty  and  supremacy  of  the  ^oT^ 
emment  during  the  late  rebelllaa,  providing  always  that  ,cbe  applictuiM 
liaa  done  nothing  in  civil  life  to  cast  a  stain  on  his  honorable  rt 
liberty's  cause.     During  that  flerce  strtiggle  for  the  lite  of  the  iiHtfnn.J 
we  stood  shoulder  to  shnulder  as  comrades  tried.     It  is  too  late  to  ilividM 
DOW  on  the  color  line.     A  man  who  is  good  enoogli  to  stand  betweel^ 
the  6ag  and  those  who  would  destroy  it  when  the  fate  of  the  nal 
trembling  in  the  balance  is  good  enough  to  be  a  comrade  in  any  DepartJ 
ment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Kepubtic.     No  different  rule  has  beek^ 
gr  ever  will  be  recognized  by  the  snrvivors  of  the  Union  army  and  navy. 
Ho  Department  should  be  established  for  any  color  or  nationalilj.  Last 
year  in  National  Encarapmeol,  assembled  nnder  the  shadow  of  Bunker 
BUI  monument,  the  accredited  delegates  of  the  Urand  Army  of  th» 
Hepubllc  unanimously  indoised  the  folIowlDg  words  of  a  diBlingDiBhe 
comrade : 

"  It  has  been  my  determination  to  recognize  as  a  comrade  the  eqnlJ 
lights  of  every  man,  no  matter  what  bis  color  or  nationality,  provided 
he  has  two  qualifications — service  and  an  honomhle  discharge.     In  this 
struggle  of  life  the  strong  should  aid  the  weak  ;  it  ennobles  the  furmerl 
and  helps  to  elevate  the  latter." 

The  objects  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  organization  of  tl 
Urand  Army  of  the  Republic  are  : 

"  1.  To  preserve  and  strengthen  those  hind  and  fraternal  feelingi 
wliich  hind  together  (he  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  united  I 
suppress  the  late  rebellion  and  to  perpetuate  the  memory  and  history  o: 
the  dead. 


"  2.  To  assist  such  former  comrades  ic 
tection,  and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  the  w 
who  have  fallen.

"  3.  To  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  United  Slates  of  America. ' 
based  upon  a  paramount  respect  for.  at)d  fidelity  to  its  CooBlltnlioii  and 
laws  ;  to  dl^couQlenance  whatever  tends  to  wealten  loyalty,  loutefl  to 
influrreclion,  treason  or  rebellion,  or  in  any  manner  impairs  the  effici- 
ency and  permanency  of  our  free  institutions  ;  and  to  enconrage  th». 
spread  of  universal  liberty,  equal  lights  and  jus 
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This  plttfomiof  priodplea  is  no  broad  that  all  honorably  diHclmr^eil 
soldiers  and  sailors  can  sUnd  upon  It.  In  tlie  opimon  of  jour  commit- 
tee. l)iu  tact  th*i  ibe  Department  of  Louisiana  aad  Miaslssippl  consists 
of  Posts — B  R»rt  of  wbicU  are  composed  of  white  comrades,  tlie  others 
of  colored  comrades— Is  Do  sutlicienl  renaoD  for  luBkine  thla  ladleal 
change  in  our  rules  and  regulaiiona.  Our  Fraternity.  Cliurity  and 
Ijoyally  should  be  witnesaed  by  our  deeds  as  well  as  our  words.  Tile 
lecommeDdatlon  of  llie  Commander- in -Chief  is  ba-sed  upon  the  fact  that 
ESven  of  the  colored  posla  of  the  Department  of  Louisiana  aud  Missis- 
sippi pelilioned  for  a  Beparnte  Department.  Comrades  represenling  • 
p«rt  of  Iheae  Posts  appeared  before  llie  conimittee  and  claimed  in  argu- 
ment that  it  was  their  iinderstandiDg  and  that  of  many  other  of  their 
colored  comrades,  Ihat  (hey  were  only  petitioning  for  a  Department  I'» 
lie  created  In  the  Stale  of  I^uialana.  the  same  as  in  other  Statea,  ii» 
wliicli  Department  all  comrades,  white  and  blach,  should  he  e(|UDl1y 
PBtitled  to  membership  ;  and,  farther,  (bat  tliey  and  those  represenlert 
by  them  are  opposed  (o  (he  creation  of  a  separate  Department,  Had 
(Ids  informatioD  l)een  before  the  Commander-in  Chief,  as  it  was  beforu 
the  committee,  we  believo  that  he  would  not  have  made  the  recom- 
mendation he  did,  and,  in  view  of  the  facts  submitted  to  your  com- 
mittee, it  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  Inexpedient  to  place  the' 
anthorlty  with  the  Commanderin  Chief  to  organize  new  or  Provisional 
Departroenlfi  in  Stales  in  which  there  are  OTf;aniied  Departments. 
(Signed.]  William   Wabs»K.

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Comrade  Henderson  of  Iowa  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  majority  report. 

The  Senior  Vice-Commander-in-Chief  stated  the  ques- 
tion. 

Comrade  Decker  of  Colorado: 

Commander-in-Chief : — I  indorse  fully  what  is  said 
in'  the  majority  report.  I  believe  that  every  colored 
soldier  has  a  right  to  all  the  privileges  that  are 
accorded  to  every  white  soldier  in  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  He  should  be  deprived  of  nothing 
that  a  white  soldier  has  or  may  have.  That  is  not 
the  question  that  is  presented  here.  I  do  not  believe 
in  drawing  the  color  line.  This  is  not  drawing 
the  color  line.  Comrades,  I  want  to  state  to  you  here 
that  I  am  the  representative  of  this  committee,  who 
isorved  with  a  colored  regiment,  and  I  want  to  say  to 
you  that  no  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic will  go  further  than  I  will  in  extending  the  hand  of 
fraternity  and  charity  to  the  colored  soldier;  but,  as  I 
said  before,  that  is  not  the  question.  We  have  in  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  men  who  fought  in  the 
northern  army  and  when  the  war  closed  went  South  and 
settled  there.  They  had  a  right  to  go  down  there  and 
establish  Posts  of  the  G.  A.  R.  They  did  so.  There 
are  representatives  on  this  floor  to-day  that  went  there 
ten,  twelve  or  fourteen  or  more  years  ago  and  established 
the  G.  A.  R.  in  the  midst  of  rebels,  and  they  are  main- 
taining themselves  as  soldiers  of  the  republic,  and  as 
members  of  the  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  which  have 
been  organized  in  those  southern  cities.  Within  the 
last  two  or  three  years  there  has  arisen  a  question  be- 
tween white  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  the  South  and 
those  colored  soldiers  that  arc  living  there.  Now,  what 
is  the  proposition?  As  there  is  a  difficulty  existing 
down  there,  we  say  to  the  colored  comrades:  **You 
have  your  colored  churches,  you  have  your  colored 
orders  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  vou  have  your  colored 


associations  in  other  respects."  1  say  that  these  are  in- 
stances where  the  colored  people  have  their  organizations 
and  it  is  not  drawing  the  color  line  that  they  have  them. 
Now.  then,  we  come  to  the  question,  and  I  think  it  a 
serious  one.  If  you  do  not  meet  it  and  settle  it  properly 
in  the  Encamp7nent,  it  will  be  here  a  year  from  now, 
and  it  will  be  here  continually  until  it  Is  settled  accord- 
ing to  the  condition  of  affairs  as  we  find  them  in  Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi,  South  Carolina  and  the  southern  States. 
You  must  not  judge  the  condition  of  affairs  down  thery 
to  be  such  as  you  see  in  the  State  of  Michigan  and  other 
northern  States.  My  comrades,  I  will  vote  for  the  ad- 
mission of  a  colored  soldier  in  my  Post.  Colored  men 
belong  to  the  Post  in  the  city  in  which  I  live,  and  they 
are  welcome  there.  But  a  different  condition  of  affairs 
exists  down  in  the  southern  Stales.  These  comrades 
that  are  sitting  here  before  you  in  this  encampment  are 
earnest  G.  A.  R.  men.  They  are  trying  to  build  up  the 
organization  in  the  South.  They  are  trying  to  get  all 
the  white  soldiers  in  and  they  are  not  opposed  to  the  com- 
ing in  of  the  colored  ones  But  there  is  a  difference  ex- 
isting between  them.  They  say  the  colored  men  are  in 
favor  of  the  organization  of  colored  Posts.  Let  a  De- 
partment be  organized  there  also;  that  is,  give  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief the  power  to  organize  it,  not  that  it 
shall  be  done :  but  say  to  him,  as  the  report  which  I  have 
offered  says:  •■Go  down  there  as  a  true,  honest,  consci- 
entious G.  A.  R.  man;  look  over  Che  ground  and  see 
whether  these  colored  comrades  and  white  comrades  can 
live  together,"  If  they  can  live  together,  in  the  dif- 
ferent Posts  of  the  South,  for  God's  sake  keep  them 
together.  But  if  they  cannot,  devise  some  means  by 
which  the  colored  men  who  fought  for  the  Union  can 
come  in  and  have  all  the  privileges,  not  to  draw  the 
color  line— -I  detest  the  expression;  it  does  not  rightfully 
apply  to  my  report,  or  to  the  question  before  the  En- 
campment. This  resolution  does  not  ask  that  you  do 
anything  except  to  empower  a  good  and  trusty  man  t» 
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investigate  this  thing  and  then  do  what  he  thinks  is  the 
best  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  It  seems  to  me, 
after  hearing  all  the  testimony  and  all  the  argument, 
that  this  Encampment  could  not  do  less. 

Comrade  Warner  of  Missouri: 

Commander 'in-  Chief  and  Comrades : — We  have  much  busi- 
ness to  perform  and  I  apprehend  this  is  a  question  that 
will  not  take  long  to  discuss.  With  Comrade  Decker  I 
can  say  that  I  know  something  of  the  trials  and 
difficulties  and  the  insults  which  those  brave 
men  in  the  southern  States  have  to  endure  and 
have  endured  for  wearing  the  Grand  Army  but- 
ton. I  come  from  a  border  State  in  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  organize  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic. I  was  told  by  my  friends,  **  For  God's  sake,  keep 
out  of  this;  the  sentiment  will  be  against  you."  In  the 
city  in  which  I  live  the  first  Post  that  I  mustered  in  per- 
sonally was  a  Post  of  colored  men.  To-day  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  State  of  Missouri  is  an  organization  for  its 
age  second  to  none  of  the  Departments  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  We  march  there  with  our  col- 
ored  Posts  in  that  State.  But  we  are  told  that  there  are 
colored  churches,  colored  Masonic  societies  ^nd  colored 
other  things.  They  are  matters  of  sociability.  Com- 
rades, when  these  black  men  or  white  men,  or  whatever 
color  or  nationality  they  may  have  been,  shouldered  the 
musket  in  defense  of  the  Union,  it  was  not  a  question 
of  etiquette,  a  question  of  sociability.  It  was  a  question 
of  patriotism  and  loyalty.  Let  me  say  to  my  brave  com- 
rades of  the  South  that  are  enduring  insult  because  of 
the  colored  Posts,  let  me  say  to  you,  comrades,  that  dur- 
ing that  fierce  struggle  from  1861  to  1865,  if  you  lay 
wounded,  if  you  were  surrounded  by  the  enemy  as  thick 
as  a  swarm  of  bees,  at  any  moment  you  were  liable  to 
see  a  black  face  crawling  up  to  you,  and  when  he  came 
you  knew  he  was  your  friend.  Yes,  the  color  of  his 
skin  was  his  shibboleth  and  his  password  to  loyalty.    He 
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went  to  the  field  and  fought.  He  went  to  the  field  and 
fought  for  the  flag  of  the  country,  a  flag  that  never  up 
to  that  time  had  protected  him  in  anything  but  bondage. 

Now,  Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades,  I  much  dis- 
like to  disagree  with  my  comrade  upon  the  committee, 
but  ray  f^low  comrades  of  the  South  go  home,  I  do  not 
think  you  wil!  be  disturbed  by  these  colored  Posts;  and 
remember  this,  that  when  you  come  to  the  National  En- 
campment and  ask  that  the  power  be  given  to  any  man, 
however  good  and  just  he  may  be,  under  the  sun,  to 
authorize  there  the  establishment  of  a  Department  to  be 
Icnowa  as  composed  of  niggers,  in  the  parlance  of  the 
country,  that  we  remember  the  deeds  of  those  men  and 
that  the  men  that  now  ostracise  you  from  their  homes 
Ijecause  of  associating  with  these  Posts,  were  the  men 
who  held  in  bondage,  and  the  men  who  restrained  from 
liberty,  the  men  that  are  now  raising  their  hands  and 
pleading  with  you  not  to  desert  them  in  this  hour  of 
their  agony. 

Commander-in-Chief:  I  may  have  said  more  than  I 
should  have  said.  I  say  thif^  with  no  feeling  toward  any 
comrade;  but  this  organization  had  better  bury  the  old 
flag — comfades,  you  had  better  tear  the  badge  from  your 
breasts— than  now,  as  our  heads  are  silvering  o'er  with 
the  frost  of  years,  to  go  back  upon  the  principles  for 
which  we  fought  and  for  which  we  bled.  As  for  me, 
comrades,  let  others  choose  as  they  will,  I  will  not  turn 
my  back  upon  a  worthy  comrade  though  he  be  dressed 
in  rags,  to  receive  the  smiles  of  any  monarch  of  the 
world. 

CoMRADK  MiLVtK  of  Kansas:  A  question  of  informa- 
tion, Do  the  colored  comrades  of  the  South  ask  for  a 
separate  organization? 

Comrade  Warner:  The  report  says  that  seven  of  the 
Posts  ask  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Department. 
Representatives  of  some  of  those  Posts  came  before  the 
committee  to-day  and  said  that  their  understanding  was 


that  they  were  simply  petitioning  for  a  Department  4 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  Louisiana,  cuttiDj 
oS  Mississippi,  making  them  a  Department  as  other 
States,  a  Department  where  the  only  qualification  for 
admission  should  be  service  and  honorable  dischargi 
and  an  unspotted  life. 

Comrade  Johnson  of  the  Potomac: 

Commander 'in-Chitf  and  Comrades  : — I  want  lo  say  jusfcj 
word  for  my  brethren  in  black.  I  want  to  Icnow  why 
is  that  you  want  to  shove  us  off  now  in  a  separate 
partraent,  when  we  always  have  been  in  one  Dej 
ment,  and  of  all  of  the  institutions  that  we  belong  to 
other  institution  has  brought  us  so  near  together  as  thi 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  We  were  not  shoved 
in  the  field.  We  were  friends  and'  brothers  together 
and  I  say  to-day.  while  we  might  have  separate  Posts 
the  South,  let  us  have  but  one  Department.  If  y( 
turn  your  back  npon  us,  whom  shall  we  look  to.  whi 
shall  we  go?  1  sec  too  many  honest  faces  here  for  thi 
I  see  principle  here.  I  see  charity  here  and  I  see  loyall 
here;  and  the  West  and  the  South  and  the  North  wi 
not  turn  their  backs  upon  Louisiana,  South  Carolina^ 
Georgia,  and  the  other  southern  States.  If  they  do,  let 
me  go  out  with  them  at  the  time  that  you  turn  us  avray, 
let  Johnson  of  the  District  of  Columbia  hear  the 
and  we  will  all  go  together,  but  we  will  knock  on  toi 
door  and  meet  yon  on  the  other  side. 

CoMRADF.  RicHEV  of  Kentucky: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comradrs  :—\  am  here  to  answei 
for  myself.  I  am  sorry  that  this  question  is  before  t 
Encampment,  and  sorry  to  learn  that  some  of  our  woi 
thy  comrades  down  in  the  South,  twenty-five  years  a 
the  smoke  and  battle  of  war,  want  to  turn  their  bacis 
on  us  in  this  our  time  of  trouble.  Gentlemen,  you  spea] 
of  lard  times.  We  know  something  of  hard  times  i 
we  know  just  what  it  is  to  be  Grand  .'\rmy  men.      I  haVi 
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never  heard  any  good  reason  why  you  should  turn  your 
backs  on  the  colored  man.  I  do  remember  that  in  the 
dark  days  when  you  were  struggling  for  liberty,  when 
you  were  struggling  to  maintain  this  country,  it  was  the 
black  man  that  came  to  your  assistance  and  stood  by  you 
until  the  last  enemy  was  gone. 

When  we  began  in  Kentucky  we  had  a  great  many 
enemies  there,  but  I  noticed  that  those  true  Union  sol- 
diers, those  men  who  fought  for  what  they  believed  and 
stand  for  to-day,stood  by  the  colored  man  and  to-day 
we  have  no  such  question  in  Kentucky.  Our  Depart- 
ment is  composed  of  about  one  hundred  and  eighty-two 
Posts,  and  twenty-seven  of  them  arecolored.  The  colored 
comrades  meet  in  the  Encampment  of  our  State  and  we 
hear  no  such  questions,  no  such  disturbance  to  mar  the 
peace  of  the   comrades  of  Kentucky. 

Some  people  want  to  know  whether  the  colored  com- 
rades desire  this  division.  Comrades,  they  do  not  desire 
it.  They  know  that  when  you  begin  to  exclude  the  col- 
ored men  from  the  State  Encampment  it  simply  means 
mustering  out  the  colored  men  from  the  Department, 
and  mustering  them  out  all  over  this  country.  Just  as 
soon  as  you  gratify  the  desire  of  these  gentlemen  from 
Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  the  colored  man  will  be  ostra- 
cised and  put  out  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Now,  I  say,  if  you  want  to  build  up  the  Grand  Army, 
if  you  want  to  make  her  bulwarks  strong,  stand  by  the 
colored  man. 

Comrades,  I  do  not  want  to  take  your  time,  but  I  hope 
to  be  able  to  return  to  Kentucky  and  say  to  my  com- 
rades that  the  National  Encampment  will  stand  by  the 
colored  comrades  all  over  this  land. 

CoMRABE  Fairchild  of  Wiscousiu : 

Commander -in-Chief  and  Comrades : — The  majority  of  the 
committee  have  perfect  faith  in  the  integrity  and  loyalty 
and    fraternity   without   regard  to    color,    of  Comrade 
{■7) 
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Veazey,  the  Commander-in-Chief.  We  have  perfect 
faith  in  that.  It  seemed  to  us  that  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  in  making  his  recommendations  was  satisfied  that 
the  vast  majority  of  the  colored  soldiers  in  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana  desired  this  division;  that  for  their 
own  comfort  they  desired  it ;  that  for  their  own  pleas- 
ure they  desired  it;  and  if  the  color  line  was  to  be 
drawn  at  all  they  would  draw  it  themselves  in  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  We  desire  to  say  that  for  Com- 
mander-in-Chief Veazey.  But  the  committee  was  satis- 
fied from  the  evidence  brought  before  it,  that  they  were 
not  by  any  manner  of  means  unanimous  in  that  desire 
and  therefore  we  were  not  inclined,  and  we  thought  the 
Commander-in-Chief  would  not  have  been  inclined  with 
that  same  evidence  before  him,  to  draw  the  color  line 
here.  Let  them  draw  it  whenever  they  for  their  own 
comfort  and  their  own  pleasure  desire  it. 

Comrade  Northcott  of  West  Virginia: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — I  wish  to  say  a  "few 
words  on  this  question,  being  a  southern  man  and  resid- 
ing among  the  colored  men.  I  have  been  used  to  hear- 
ing of  the  colored  man  in  politics  for  fifty  years,  of  the 
nigger  in  the  wood  pile,  but  I  was  very  much  surprised 
to  come  here  and  hear  that  he  was  in  this  Encampment. 
I  was  happy  to  see  him  here  in  person  but  to  hear  that 
h3  should  become  a  subject  of  controversy  now  at  this 
late  day  when  he  had  been  recognized  as  a  citizen  is 
surprising.  I  am  willing  to  recognize  him  as  a  comrade 
and  take  him  into  my  Post  notwithstanding  I  am  a 
southern  man.  I  have  plowed  many  a  day  beside  a 
nigger  boy  when  I  was  a  boy,  and  in  the  evening  we 
would  go  in  swimming  together,  and  I  am  willing  to 
meet  him  upon  an  equality  in  our  Post.  I  think  there 
should  be  no  color  line  drawn.  Let  this  Grand  Army 
set  a  grand  and  noble  example  of  getting  the  nigger  out 
of  the  wood  pile. 
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Comrade  Graham  of  Louisiana: 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades : — I  am  under  the  im- 
pression that  this  matter  has  not  appeared  before  you  in 
the  sense  in  which  we  wish  to  have  it.  There  seems  to 
be  an  impression  that  there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
Louisiana  and  Mississippi  to  take  from  the  colored  peo- 
ple some  rights  that  they  have  possessed.  It  has  been 
said  why,  at  this  late  day,  why  do  we  ask  to  drive  them 
out?  That  is  not  the  condition  at  all.  They  have  never 
been  in.  Eighteen  years  ago  the  first  Grand  Army  Post 
■was  organized  in  New  Orleans  by  white  men.  It  was 
organized  at  a  time  when  it  was  a  disgrace  to  be  seen 
with  an  army  button  on,  or  the  badge  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  The  Post  was  organized  and 
maintained  under  extremely  difficult  circumstances. 
Bach  man  endeavored  to  be  a  bero  in  maintaining  the 
honor  of  the  Grand  Army.  We  were  living  among  ene- 
mies. Those  who  had  not  yet  got  over  the  excitement 
and  bad  feeling  of  the  war.  But  we  maintained  our- 
selves amidst  them  and  increased  our  membership.  As 
I  stated  to  the  Committee,  we  made  ourselves  respected 
individually,  and  made  the  Grand  Army  an  honorable 
organization ;  so  recognized  among  the  strongest  and 
worst  confederates  ut  Louisiana.  We  have  sought  to 
keep  no  one  out.  We  do  not  attempt  to  drive  anybody 
away  from  us.  The  position  is  simply  this:  Those  of 
you  who  have  never  lived  any  length  of  time  in  the 
South,  can  have  no  conception  of  the  state  of  society 
there.  Remember,  there  are  only  a  few  white  people 
there  and  a  great  many  negroes.  The  line  is  drawn  so 
distinct  that  there  is  no  mistaking  it.  I  for  one,  and  I 
know  1  represent  the  sentiment  of  ray  few  comrades  who 
are  here,  will  be  among  the  first  to  maintain  the  rights 
of  the  colored  man  before  the  laws  and  tribunals  of  this 
country;  give  him  free  protection  in  his  wife,  his  family, 
his  children  and  property,  and  equality  before  the  law. 
There  the  matter  ends  An  appeal  has  been  made  on  this 
platform  that  it  is  a  wrong  thing  and  a  bad  thing  now  to 
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turn  oar  backs  upon  the  men  who  saved  the  nation.     Ej 
deny  that  that  is  the  case.     The  colored  man  was  not  i 
factor  in  the  matter  at  all.     His  sympathies  and  his  i 
tcrcsts  all   were  with   the  army.     Why  should  he  nol 
come  with  the  water,  why  should  he  not  come  with  the" 
provisions,  why  should  he  not  guide  you  in  the  night? 
It  was  for  him  you  were  working.     He  has  benefited 
by  it  all,  by  your  sacrifices,  and  yet  he  does  not  recog-J 
nize  it  and  we  live  in  a  community  in  which  that  line  im 
BO  drawn  that  it  never  can  be  wiped  out.     t  heard  c 
platform  in  a  cemetery  at  Chalmelte,  where  so  many  thou] 
sands  of  our  comrades  lie  buried,  I  heard  a  colored  t 
J.  Forrest  Chester  of  Philadelphia,  say,  ''Why  should  w<S 
feel  any  thanks  or  give  any  credit  to  these  white  people? 
We  owe  nothing  to  them.     Where  white  men  feared  to 
tread  we  went,  and  we  won  the  victory."     I  heard  here 
not  three  months  ago  in  the  same  cemetery  a  colort 
man     say  that     he   had   nothing  to  thank  the  Unitet 
States  for,  it  was  by  their  own  right  brawny  arms  that 
they  won  their  freedom.     I  will  question  whether  ■ 
statement   I  make  can  be  denied,  so  many  heard  it. 
say  this,  we   live   in  a  country  that  we  have  chosen  i 
our  homes.     We  have  made  up  our  minds  to  live  then 
Our  children  arc  growing  up  there.     They  marry.     It  isl 
right  IhiU   we  should  conform  to   the   social    laws   and 
rules  that  surround  us.     The  Grand  Army  Posts  there 
now   number  in  New  Orleans  sis  or  seven.     When  this 
matter  was  first  agitated  the  question  came  on  the  organ- 
iitatiun  of  a  colored  Post.     The  Department  was  appealed 
lo  for  a  charter  and  the  matter  was  taken  into  consider- 
ation and  it  was  refused.     There  are  a  great  many  facts 
that   have  been  laid  before   this  committee  here  which  j 
have  not  been  placed  before  you,  and  if  you  understood  I 
the  true  situation  you  would  look  at  the  matter  in  a  very  ^ 
different   light   from  what  you  do  now.     These  Posts, 
such  as  arc  organiicd  now,  were  organized  in  fraud,  and 
they   have   been   supported   in    corruption    ever   since. 
They  were  organiied  by  a  man  who  at  that  time  had  the 
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authority  as  Commauder  of  this  Department,  because  lie 
saw  fit  in  his  foolishness,  or  in  his  drunkenness,  to  con- 
sent to  order  ihe  Grand  Army  out  at  the  funeral  of  Jef- 
ferson Davis.  The  Grand  Army  said  they  would  not 
obey  that  order,  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  to  the  teachings  of  the  Order.  He  then 
said  to  us  in  his  anger:  "  I  will  go;  1  will  go  as  a  pall- 
bearer," and  he  did,  wearing  the  badge  on  his  shoulder; 
and  it  was  heralded  all  over  the  United  States  that  the 
Grand  Army  was  recreant  to  its  vow,  that  they  were  so 
contemptible  and  so  mean  that,  living  among  confeder- 
ates, they  had  forgotten  their  honor,  forgotten  their  oaths 
and  were  truckling  to  the  sentiment  that  surrounded 
them.  It  was  a  lie.  IL  was  not  so.  Every  man  of 
them,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  renegades 
truckling  for  some  favor  from  some  one  else,  stood  up 
manfully  and  said  it  shall  not  be.  In  seven  or  eight 
days,  I  think  I  will  be  borne  out  by  the  Committee  who 
came  down  there,  some  seven  or  eight  hundred  men 
were  mustered  into  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic;  a 
thing  that  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  do  in  any  well- 
organised  rjepartment.  It  is  not  within  the  bounds  of 
possibility  that  eight  hundred  men's  papers  can  be  ex- 
amined and  their  moral  character  established,  their  fit- 
ness to  become  members  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  all  to 
be  got  through  with  in  five  or  six  days.  There  are 
irregularities  there  that  prevent  their  being  recognized, 
but  no  proper  investigation  has  ever  been  made. 

Now  I  am  stating  facts  to  you  that  led  up  to  all  this- 
thing.  These  men  were  never  in.  They  are  not  being  put 
out;  and  I  say  to  you  now  honestly  and  as  a  Grand  Array 
man  who  1  believe  has  its  sentiment  in  his  heart,  we 
have  no  objection  to  a  thousand  or  ten  thousand  colored 
men  in  New  Orleans,  but  the  social  arrangements  are  .such 
that  we  want  them  by  themselves.  In  your  Posts  at  the 
North  it  is  a  very  different  thing.  You  may  have  three 
or  four  colored  men,  nice  men,  respectable  men,  whom 
j'ou  all  know  and  speak  to  every  day  on  the  street.   They 
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come  into  your  Post  and  yon  treat  them  well.  They  are 
reHpectful  to  you.  They  lake  no  part  in  the  arrange- 
ments ;  they  do  not  elect  the  officers.  You  do  all  the 
businesH  and  everything  of  that  kind.  With  us  it  is 
very  different.  Should  we  open  the  doors,  there  would 
be  eight  or  ten  or  fifteen  white  men,  perhaps,  in  a  Post, 
perhaps  twenty-five  and  therewould  be  two  or  three  hun- 
dred colored  men,  and  it  would  be  a  case  of  the  tail 
wagging  the  dog.     The  dog  would  be  nowhere  anymore. 

Comrade  Johnson  of  Indiana:  Don't  yoii  think  if  you 
will  open  your  doors  and  take  the  colored  soldier  in  and 
take  him  by  the  hand  and  say  to  the  rebels  of  the  South,  he 
is  better  than  the  man  who  fought  against  his  Hag.  that 
you  would  kill  this  thing  out  down  there? 

Comrade  Graham:  You  mistake  the  idea.  It  wil 
impossible,  and  1  do  not  desire  to  enter  into  any  dis 
fiion.  When  you  think  I  have  spoken  long  enough  just 
rap  me  down.  1  just  wish  to  place  this  thing  before  you 
and  I  ask  you  in  all  charity  to  listen  to  me  patiently. 
After  I  have  gone  through  with  it  I  will  then  withdraw.' 
If  we  are  to  be  pushed  one  side  and  a  new  element  takei 
in  and  u  new  Grand  Army  established,  we  will  have  t( 
submit  to  it,  but  we  do  not  want  to  do  it.  We  do 
want  to  be  sacrificed.  We  even  made  this  propositioi 
to  General  Burst  when  he  was  down  there:  Let  us  with' 
draw;  let  us  petition  the  National  Encampment  to  givi 
us  a  separate  charter,  and  let  these  colored  men  whi 
want  to  come  in  have  the  Department  of  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi  and  we  will  withdraw;  letus  be  by  ourselves; 
do  not  force  us  into  a  thing  that  is  going  to  cause  trouble 
for  ourselves  or  children,  our  interests,  everything 
connected  with  us.  and  is  of  no  earthly  advantage  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  What  we  want  is  to  mus- 
ter in  ten  thousand  colored  men,  good  men.  respeetable-J 
men.  good  men  and  not  the  dregs  of  the  street,  not  th« 
offscourings  and   the  convicts  out  of  the  penitentiary. 
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any  reflection  upon  the  honorable  colored  men  who  stand 
on  this  floor.'  Not  at  all.  They  know  the  status  of  the 
race  as  well  as  I  do.  They  have  elevated  themselves. 
They  are  worthy  of  recognition.  Now  let  them  aid  in 
elevating  the  others  who  are  way  down.  Give  them  a 
Department  by  themselves  and  let  the  leaders  raise  the 
lower  class  up  and  make  it  a  credit  to  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  but  have  nobody  in  there  but  who  was 
a  soldier — a  soldier  in  every  sense  of  the  word ;  not  only 
a  soldier  but  a  volunteer  in  the  right  sense  of  the  word. 
The  men  who  have  been  taken  by  the  five  hundred  and 
mustered  in  pell-mell  without  even  knowing  their  names 
or  without  having  done  a  day's  service,  are  not  volun- 
teers in  the  sense  that  you  and  I  are.     Ideny  the  allega- 


Comrades,  I  will  not  detain  you  any  longer,  I  could 
go  on  for  an  hour  and  give  you  small  reason  after  small 
reason,  but  I  have  said  enough  to  tell  you  what  the  situ- 
ation is. 

Comrade  Milner  :  Will  the  comrade  permit  me  to  ask 
a  question?  You  have  referred  several  times  to  the 
fraudulent  organization  ot  Posts.  Do  you  mean  to  say 
that  in  these  new  Posts  there  are  many  colored  people 
claiming  to  be  soldiers  and  giving  no  proper  evidence 
that  they  were  soldiers,  is  that  the  idea? 

Comrade  Graham;  Yes.  sir;  I  charge  that.  The 
white  Grand  Army  men  in  the  South  have  no  objection 
to  the  colored  man  becoming  a  Grand  Army  man.  They 
want  it  done  in  a  proper  way.  and  I  tell  you,  comrades, 
the  sooner  you  .fix  this  thing  up  the  better  it  will  be  for 
all  concerned,  white  and  black. 

The  previous  question  was  moved  and  the  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  majority  report  was  then  put 
and  was  carried  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  resumed  the  chair. 
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The  Commander-in-Chief  :  I  have  an  application  here, 
comrades,  that  the  official  reporter  be  authorized  to  g^ve 
to  the  press  the  full  debate  upon  this  question  upon 
which  action  has  just  been  taken.  There  is  danger  other- 
wise that  it  will  be  misreported. 

Comrade  Wagner  of  Pennsylvania:  Under  direction 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  I  move   that  that  be  done. 
'        The  motion  prevailed. 

Chaplain-in-Chief-Elect  Paine  was  escorted  to  the 
platform,  and  being  introduced  by  Comrade  Sholes  of 
Georgia,  addressed  the  Encampment  as  follows : 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — I  want  to  thank 
you  sincerely  for  the  great  honor  conferred  upon  me.  I 
hold  in  my  hand  a  medal  that  was  presented  to  me  by 
Queen  Victoria,  when  I  was  less  than  eighteen  years  of 
age,  for  being  one  of  the  storming  party  at  the  great 
Redan  at  Sebastopol.  I  think  a  great  deal  of  that 
medal,  but  I  think  more  of  this  other  badge.  I  came 
over  here  in  the  crisis  of  America's  history,  and  with 
my  military  knowledge  I  helped  to  organize  some  forces 
under  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  Under  that  flag  I  touched 
elbows  with  you,  and  fought  for  the  existence  of  the 
best  government  that  God  ever  gave  to  any  people. 

I  am  proud  to  be  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
I  have  been  in  the  South  twelve  years,  preaching  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  I  have  never  turned  my 
back  on  a  white  man  or  a  colored  man  who  wore  the 
badge  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

I  have  helped  to  bury  comrades  from  the  North  who 
have  died  there  without  money,  and  I  say,  God  helping 
me,  no  soldier  that  fought  by  my  side,  and  no  widow  of 
any  soldier  shall  ever  be  buried  down  there  while  I  have 
a  dollar  to  bury  them,  without  the  honors  of  a  soldier's 
funeral. 

I  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  bestowed  upon 
me.  I  am  proud  to  march  in  the  grand  parades"  of  our 
Order. 
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A  grander  army  than  everraarched  along  the  Appian 
"Way  of  Rome,  was  the  army  of  old  veterans  that 
inarched  the  other  day  through  this  city,  and  I  touched 
their  elbows  and  thanked  God  for  the  chance. 

Comrade  Clavton  of  Arkansas,  chairman  of  the  com- 
raittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Surgeon-

CoMRADK  GoBiN,  ffom  the  same  committee,  presented 
ihe  report  on  the  appeal  of  Henry  J  udd  Post  No.  4J1,  De- 
partment of  New  York,  concerning  the  payment  of  De- 
partment per  capita  tax  upon  comrades  whose  dues  had 
lieen  remitted. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  decision  ap- 
pealed from  be  affirmed  and  the  appeal  dismissed,  and  it 
was  so  ordered.

Sec.  3,  and  it  is  in  snolber  section  that  alternates  are 
iferred  to.  U  the  selection  by  this  method  is  not  positively  prohibited, 
■eema  lo  yonr  committee  that  it  should  be  Hiilhorized.  Therefore,  IF 
U  Im  by  ballot,  and  in  tlie  manner  described  in  the  appeal,  was  not  both 
Tepreaentatives  and  alternates  elected  in  the  same  manner!  They  are 
npon  the  same  ticket,  voted  in  the  same  ballot-box.  the  result  declared 
by  the  aarae  officers.

Gommander-in-Chief  and  Comrades: — We  ought  to

We  are  teaching  it 
every  time  we  have  a  National  or  a  Department  En- 
campment. Every  Memorial  day,  every  flag  put  on  a 
schoolhouse  teaches  it.  But  is  it  not  becoming  that 
a  great  organization  like  ours  should  crystalize  this  niaC< 
ter  of  education  in  patriotism  in  some  way,  and  get 
before  the  men,  women,  and  children,  in  some  way  thi 
will  be  effective?     We  have  not  yet  done  that, 

I  beg  of  you  to  make  this  a  matter  of  serious  consi 
eration.  Out  in  my  State,  a  young  girl,  a  school  teacb- 
er,  the  daughter  of  a  German  soldier,  taught  school  in  a 
country  district  where  there  was  a  great  variety  of  for- 
eign people,  Swedes,  French  and  Germans.  She  started 
a  movement  to  get  a  flag  and  had  it  raised  on  the 
schoolhouse.  There  was  quite  a  gathering  of  people, 
and  after  that,  people  in  the  neighborhood  were  heard 
saying:  "We  didn't  know  before,  what  country  we 
lived  in.  Now  we  recognize  the  flag."  Now  let  our 
Order  lead  in  a  systematic  effort  to  educate  the  people 
of  this  country  in  patriotism.

might  intoxicate.  Whilst  fully  appreciating  the  good- 
ness of  heart  and  purpose  with  which  this  is  brought  to 
us,  yet,  under  all  the  circumstances  your  committee 
think  that,  with  a  respectful  expression  of  our  appreci- 
ation, it  lie  upon  the  table. 

Comrade  Burbank  of  Maine  moved  that  the  recom- 
mendation contained  in  the  memorial  be  adopted,  and 
the  committee's  action  disapproved. 

On  motion  of  Comrade  Cochran  of  Ohio,  the  motion 
to  adopt  the  memorial  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was  approved  by  the 
following  vote:

Comrade  Blrdett:  Your  committee  had  before  it  a 
communication  from  the  Department  of  Indian  Terri- 
tory and  Oklahoma,  asking  that  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior and  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  be  requested  to 
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ask  Congfress  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  timber  reser- 
vation, six  miles  west  of  Oklakoma  city,  for  the  purpose 
of  locating  thereon  and  maintaining  a  Home  for  poor 
and  disabled  soldiers.  We  have  not  information  enough 
on  the  subject,  and  we  do  not  know  whether  it  is  needed 
or  not.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  that  it  do 
not  pass.

On  motioh  of  Comrade  Beath  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was 
ordered  that  unless  objection  be  made,  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  upon  each  item,  be 
adopted. 

Comrade  Burdett  reported  a  resolution  offered  by 
Comrade  Woods  of  Illinois,  providing  for  an  appropri- 
ation of  $5,000,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  monument 
to  the  late  Comrade  B.  F.  Stephenson,  first  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

The  committee  recommended  that  it  lie  upon  the  table 
and  it  was  so  ordered. 

Comrade  Burdett:  Your  committee  had  before  it  a 
resolution  from  a  New  York  comrade  asking  that  we 
recommend  to  all  comrades  that  they  wear  the  badge 
conspicuously  on  the  4th  of  July.  The  committee  think 
the  comrades  can  be  depended  upon  to  do  that  without 
orders  from  the  Encampment,  we  therefore  recommend 
that  it  lie  on  the  table.

We  think  it  should 
lie  on  the  table. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  subject  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

Comrade  Burdett  (from  the  same  committee):  The 
committee  had  before  it  a  subject  concerning  which  I 
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bave  daily  and  almost  hourly  received  resolutions  ask- 
ing us  to  recommend  to  Congress  the  passage  of  a  cer- 
tain bill  transferring  the  revenue  service  to  the  Navy 
Department.  Inasmuch  as  the  interest  of  the  Grand 
Army  in  it  is  simply  to  the  extent  of  a  few  of  our  com- 
rades who  are  engaged  in  that  service,  it  is  best  to  per- 
mit the  great  departments  of  the  goverBment  concerned 
with  its  revenue,  to  make  their  own  recommendations  in 
regard  to  the  matter.

milted  b7  tlie  AdjutftDt-Qeneral  la  accordauce  with  the  general  resoli^^ 
lion  covering  amend  men  ta. 

Otlier   propositions,   not  EUbmitted   in   lime,   conlnln    \ 
worth;  of  considerution  nod  we  recommend  lliese  lo  Ihe  considen 
of  ibe  incoming  olHcers. 

I.     Chaniie  of  Location  of  Posts. 

The  Departments  of  Mituioarl  and  Iowa  present  amendments  praC' 
tically  il^H  same  to  Chapter  2,  Article  1.  Section  8  (page  5}.  hj*  adding 
"  Any  Post  may  change  its  location  by  a  two-lhinls  vole  of  the  mem* 
hers  present  at  a  staled  or  special  meeling  called  Tor  the  purpose,  o( 
which  meeting  and  proposed  action  at  lemt  thirty  days  notice  has  t>eea 
g-iven  to  all  its  members,  and  providing  sui-h  chanjte  receives  the 
approval  of  the  Department  Commander." 

We  report  in  favor  of  Ihia  amendment, 

II,     Relative  to  Sons  of  Veterans. 

The  Department  of  Wisconsin  presents  a  proposil 
Rules  to  allow  Sons  of  Velurans  lo  Join  in  Post  meeti 
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paitmenl  of  Floridn,  one  providiog  for  the  admission  oC  the  eldest  sod 
<ir  other  niale  repreaeut&tivs  or  a  comrsde  afli^r  his  deatli. 

Tour  committee  believe  Ihac  every  encouragemenl  should  be  given 
ihe  SoDB  of  VeteraoH  to  perfect  and  strengtheo  their  organtullon,  as 
the  leg-itimate  successor  to  tlie  Gr&Dd  Ami;  of  the  Republie,  jet  ne 
believe  that  the  sentiment  wliicU  binds  our  frnlernltj  cannot  be  full; 
aliaied  b;  others,  even  of  our  own  blood.  Such  a  step  may  be  oecee- 
s»ry  In  tbe  distant  future,  but  time  Is  required  to  thoroughly  digest  any 
proposed  plans  for  such  an  important  movement. 

We  recommend  that  no  acllon  be  taken  at  this  time. 

III.  The  Deportments  of  Idaho,  Maryland  and  New  York  present 
recommend etioos  for  a  return  lo  the  system  of  quarterly  reports,  by  so 
amending  Chap.  S,  Art.  3,  Sec.  1.    (Page  -iO.) 

Inasmuch  as  this  cbange  was  made  only  at  the  last  Enciunpmem 
and  by  a  practically  unanimous  vote,  we  think  that  the  plan  of  semi- 
uinnal  reports  has  not  had  a  fair  trial,  and  that  the  worst  of  the  objec- 
tions to  it  have  passed  over. 

We  recommend  that  no  change  be  made  at  present. 

CoMRADF,  Masteller  of  California  : 

Commander-in-Chitf : — Before  that  is  adopted  we  would 
like  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the 
Adjutant  General  read.  There  is  a  recommendation  in 
that  covering  the  same  ground.

IV.  Tlio  Departments  of  Idaho.  Washington  and  Alaaka,  and  North 
Dakota  ask  for  %  change  to  allow  Department  Encampments  to  be  held 
after  May  lat.

We  tbiak  five  a  very  small  number  to  transact  Post  boainess  and 
report  adversely. 

To  correct  the  record  of  the  23d  National  Encampment,  we  now 
recommend  that  Sec.  4,  Art,  4,  Chap.  5  (page  37),  be  amended 
liy  striking  out  in  seventh  line  "  the  amouul  due  bis  former  Post  at  the 
dale  of  hla  being  dropped,"  and  inserling  "  one  year's  dues." 

VI.  Dues  and  Arrearages. 

The  Department  of  Florida  proposes  an  amendment  to  conilnuo  in 
good  standing  comrades  unable  to  pay  their  dues. 
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The  Department  of  New  York  also  presenta  nn  amendment  to  Sec- 
tioD  4,  allowiDg  ttn  boDorable  diecb&rge  to  a  comr&de  dropped  from  tlie 
rolli,  within  thrcB  years  atier  lie  has  been  dropped,  tor  the  purpose  ol 
rejoining  the  Order. 

The  present  roles  simpliGed  very  mach  the  prevlona  requiremenls 
for  an  election  by  the  Post  which  dropped  o  member  and  now  retiuires 
only  payment  of  the  amount  dne  to  his  old  Post,  while  fall  autUnrity  is 
given  for  the  remission  of  does  of  those  sick  or  in  distress.  We  think 
theee  caaes  cover  all  reasonable  requirements.  Further  laxity  may  be  a 
premium  on  getting  ont  of  payment  of  a  just  debt  to  Join  elsewhere  on 
a  cheaper  basis. 

We  report  adversely  to  these  propositions.  There  Is.  however,  a 
change  needed  in  this  section  to  cover  a  point  omitted,  and  we  TMom- 
mend  the  insertion  in  this  section,  (Sec,  4.  Chap.  4,  Art,  6,  page  27), 
after  the  words,  "  relieved  from  soeh  payment,"  "  provided  that  be  has 
been  previously  suspended  and  so  reported  in  accordance  with  t 
ceding  section."  Thus  formally  providing  for  suspension  before  d 
ping,  as  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the  si 

VII.  The  Department  of  New  York  preaents  a  recommend* 
for  tiie  following  amendment  to  Chap.  3,  Art.  8.  Sec,  3,  by  adding  "9 
register  of  deceased  veterans  roll,  to  embrace  every  fact  connected  with 
the  birth,  birthplace,  war  service,  membership  or  non-membership  in 
the  G.  A.  R..  age  at  death,  cause,  place  and  date,  burial,  including 
cemetery,  section,  lot  ur  grave,  headstone  or  no  headstone,  and  columa 
for  general  remarks,"  an  shown  by  an  accompanying  form. 

We  do  not  agree  with  so  much  of  this  as  proposes  such  a  record 
for  those  not  members  of  the  Grand  Army.  It  is  not  practicable.  For 
the  members  of  the  Order  we  have  the  formal  application  and  a  De- 
scriptive Book,  embracing  nearly  all  that  can  be  made  of  any  service. 
We  report  adverselj  to  putting  hny  more  work  upon  Post  Adjutants  in 
this  direction,  thoURh  we  fully  concur  in  the  belief  thai  wherever  it  is 
practicable,  the  additional  facts  necessary  should  be  collected  and  be 
formally  entered  upon  the  records  of  Ihe  Post. 

VIII.  Post  No.  7  of  Paonsylvania  presents  a  proposition  for  the 
nomination  only  of  Department  officers  and  representatives  to  the  Na- 
tional Encampment  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Department,  that  the 
nominations  sliall  be  duiy  arranged  and  promulgated  to  Paste,  and  that 
the  members  at  the  Post  meeting^  in  December  shall  then  t 
these  Departmet 

We  report  adversely. 

IX.  The  Department  of  Tennessee  proposes  that  the  Post  Quarter- 
tr  shall  be  appointed  instead  of  being  elected,  and  the  Departmi 

of  New  Jersey  makes  the  same  recommendation  as  to  Officer  of  the  Day., 
and  Officer  of  the  Guard. 
We  report  adversely. 
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X.  The  DepartmeDt  of  New  Jemej  n^ka  n  change  in  (he  number  ut 
bliMk  bnlls  required  to  reject  an  applicsnl  fiir  iiiembershi|i,  to  make  il 
four  in  twenty  iostead  at  two  >3  at  prMent,  witli  two  addilloaal  bUck 
baits  for  everj  additioDal  twenty  votes, 

Tbe  present  rule  has  stood  the  test  of  many  jrears  use  and  we  report 
adverse!  J. 

XI.  The  Department  of  Vermont  preseDls  tlie  roUowioK,  relative 
to  revoking  cbartets  of  Uepartmeots  three- cjuarters  of  a  jear  in  arrears 
for  reports. 

Cbap,  5,  Art.  1.  Sec.  G.  Amend  by  clianjfiag  tbe  words  "three- 
qnsrters  "  so  as  lo  read  "  mU  mouths."  and  b/  adding  la  tbe  section  the 
words,  "  or  may  sub  divide  such  Department  or  allacli  its  Posts  to  adja. 
cent  DepaJtnients  in  bis  discretion,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Administration  or  Executive  Committee  thertwf." 

We  can  see  no  present  necessity  for  such  an  iniportaut  changit  aud 
report  adversely.

Comradb  : — ^Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Adjutant- General,  beg  leave  to  submit  that  they  have  examined  the 
same  and  find  that  it  has  been  carefully  prepared  and  is  a  document 
worthy  of  close  examination.  The  suggestion  in  regard  to  making 
quarterly  reports  meets  with  our  hearty  approval,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend that  returns  be  made  quarterly  instead  of  semi-annually.  We 
heartily  concur  in  the  suggestion  in  regard  to  Post  and  Department  offi- 
cers and  also  having  fixed  Headquarters  for  Departments.  We  call 
your  attention  to  the  suggestion  in  regard  to  a  sinking  fund ,  to  meet 
the  emergencies  of  old  age  with  its  diminishing  membership  and 
dues,  as  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  this  Encampment.  The 
suggestion  as  regards  the  date  of  holding  the  National  Encamp- 
ment meets  with  our  hearty  approval,  and  we  recommend  that  future 
National  Encampments  be  held  not  earlier  than  the  date  therein  men- 
tioned.

Commander-in-Chief : — I  desire  to  state  that  hereafter,  if 
I  live  to  attend  the  National  Encampments,  I  shall  ear- 
nestly protest  against  committees  on  the  reports  of  offi- 
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•cers  taking  up  changes  in  the  rules  and  regulations  and 
incorporating  those  in  their  report,  which  go  through  as  a 
mere  matter  of  form,  as  a  rule.  The  rules  and  regula- 
tions were  so  changed  last  year  in  a  very  important 
matter,  as  has  been  stated,  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote, 
when  the  subject  was  not  before  the  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations,  who  are  supposed  to  look  at  every  side 
of  the  question,  all  around  it,  all  over  it  and  hear  from 
everybody.  Now  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions have  presented  a  report  on  this  identical  subject, 
and  I  desire  that  the  debate  upon  this  question,  which 
must  be  very  brief,  shall  be  made  upon  their  report, 
and  that  the  Committee  on  the  Adjutant  General's  Report 
will  change  their  report  by  simply  saying  that  they  are 
in  favor  of  that,  but  not  to  propose  a  change  in  the  rules 
and  regulations.  Let  that  come  from  our  committee. 
You  can  either  adopt  or  reject  our  report,  as  you  please, 
but  then  you  will  have  the  whole  change  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  in  one  paper. 

CuMRADK  Prentiss: 

Cammander-iti'Ckief : — I  merely  desire  to  say  that  the 
committee  had  no  intention  of  interfering  with  any 
other  committee.  They  read  through  carefully  the  re- 
port of  the  Adjutant-General.  They  believed  that  he 
had  studied  this  thing  carefully  himself  during  the 
year,  and  we  felt  as  if  he  knew  better  perhaps  what 
would  be  for  the  interests  of  the  Grand  Army  than  we 
ourselves  did.  We  did  not  desire  to  interfere  with  Com- 
rade Beath's  committee,  nor  any  other  committee,  and 
we  do  not  ask  that  these  suggestions  be  adopted  if  they 
antagonize  any  other  report. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  The  motion,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  is  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee upon  this  question. 
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Comrade  Masteller  of  California: 

Commander-in-Chief : — We  are  opposed  to  the  adoption 
of  that  section  for  several  reasons.  Some  of  the  Depart- 
ments are  in  debt  and  have  to  borrow  money  to  run  from 
one  quarter  to  another.  The  Department  of  California 
has  been  struggling  for  years  to  get  out  of  debt.  It  is  one 
with  others.  If  this  recommendation  made  bv  Comrade 
Beath's  committee  prevails,  we  will  still  be  in  debt.  If 
we  can  get  our  reports  quarterly,  we  can  run  along  and 
soon  be  in  a  condition  to  stand  on  our  feet  and  not  bor> 
row  money  and  pay  interest  on  it.  For  this  reason,  if 
no  other,  the  Department  of  California  favors  quarterly 
reports.     I  speak  also  for  West  Virginia. 

Comrade  Long  ley  of  Iowa: 

Commander-in-Chief : — I  wish  to  say  that  the  delegates 
from  Iowa  unanimously  voted  in  favor  of  a  change  to 
the  old  method.  I  wish  to  say  also,  that  from  two  years* 
experience  in  the.  office  of  Assistant  Adjutant-General 
in  that  Department,  I  feel  perfectly  sure  that  once  in 
three  months  is  as  seldom  as  we  should  hear  from  the 
Posts,  and  while,  as  has  been  said  by  the  chairman  of 
this  committee,  than  whom  no  man  knows  more  in  this 
Encampment  as  to  what  is  best  for  the  laWs,  while  the 
point  that  he  made  as  to  this  not  having  had  a  fair  trial 
is  true,  yet  I  think  the  less  trial  we  give  it  the  better 
for  the  Posts  and  those  that  have  the  burden  of  keeping 
track  of  them  in  the  Departments  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  United  States. 

Comrade  Robbins  of  Indiana: 

Commander-in-Chief : — Having  held  the  office  of  Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General  of  the  Department  of  Indiana  for 
a  short  time,  a  Department  that  has  five  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  Posts  and  twenty-five  thousand  members; 
we  feel  sure  from  our  experience  that  it  is  unadvisable 
to  return  to  the  cumbersome  method  of  quarterly  re- 
ports.    We  know  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
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is  at  its  maximum  and  this  will  save  expense.  Not  only 
in  my  own  Department  but  in  other  Departments  the 
salary  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  has  been  de- 
creased because  there  is  less  labor  in  that  office  when 
there  are  semi-annual  reports  than  there  would  be  if 
theffe  were  quarterly  reports.  Now,  then,  comrades  of 
the  Encampment,  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  it  is  with  the 
greatest  of  difficulty  that  we  have  been  heretofore  able 
to  procure  quarterly  reports,  and  we  will  be  more  apt  to 
have  full  reports  if  we  have  semi-annual  reports  instead 
of  quarterly. 

Comrade  Field  of  West  Virginia: 

Commander 'in-Chief : — I  know  that  the  better  plan  is  to 
go  back  to  the  quarterly  returns  and  I  think  the  com- 
rades from  my  part  of  the  country  will  agree  with  me. 

A  vote  was  taken  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  was  concurred  in  as 
to  the  matter  of  reports. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  :  The  question  arises  now 
on  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Adjutant-General's  Report.  The  question  is,  shall  the 
report  striking  out  the  portion  relating  to  quarterly 
returns  be  adopted?

Full  of  years,  with  his  meiital  vision  undiinmed,  amid  leara  herr 
a  nd  the  welcome  plaudits  there,  he  pitched  bis  lent  with  the  great 
majodty  on  tbe  other  side  Xever  was  man  more  willing  to  tire  ot 
read;  to  die.  Ilis  liFe  was  without  reproach,  his  death  wiihuui  fear.

OPINION  NO.   1. 

The  question  proposed  is  :  *'  Whether  there  can  lawfully  be  two 
Departments  covering  the  same  territory  at  the  same  time  ;  for  instance, 
a  Department  made  up  of  white  Posts  and  another  of  black  Posts ;  or 
one  of  foreign  born  and  another  of  native  born." 

I  think  the  question  must  be  answered  in  the  negative. 

1 .  The  idea  is  contrary  to  the  usage  and  universal  understanding 
of  the  Order  hitherto. 

2.  The  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chap.  I,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  1,  provides 
for  precinct  organizations  to  be  designated  by  names  and  numbers,  in- 
dicating that  there  may  be  several  Posts  in  the  same  place.     But  sec- 
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tion  2  of  the  same  article  provides  for  State  organizations  to  be  known 
as  "  Department  of  (name  of  State  or  Territory),  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic."  No  other  name  or  designation  is  contemplated  or  provided 
for.  If  a  second  State  organization  be  formed  in  any  State  it  would 
have  the  same  name  precisely  without  addition  or  diminution  as  the 
first  if  the  regulation  is  followed.  If  additional  Departments  in  States 
may  be  formed  on  lines  of  color  or  of  birth,  they  may,  on  lines  of  per- 
sonal followings  or  personal  antipathies,  or  upon  disagreements  of  any 
kind.  But  without  adverting  further  to  the  obvious  evils  likely  to  fol- 
low from  establishing  rival  Departments  in  any  State,  it  is  enough  that 
it  is  very  clear  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  do  not  provide  for  nor 
warrant  the  establishment  of  but  one  Department  in  any  State  or  Ter- 
ritory.

That  C^omrade  George  H.  Innis  had  been  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Comrade  Tobin,  Senior  Vice-Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

Fourth.  As  to  the  Grant  Cottagfe,  the  committee  decided  to  con- 
tinue paying  the  expenses  connected  with  its  preservation,  et<;. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  action  of  the  Executive 
<'ommittee  for  the  year  was  approved. 

Adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Commander-in-Chief.

Comrade  Goulding,  Adjutant-General: 

Commander-ht'C/iicf : — The  only  thing  in  this  report 
that  requires  action  by  this  Encampment  specifically  is 
that  of  the  per  capita  tax,  which  the  Council  voted  to 
continue  the  same  as  heretofore. 

A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report. 

Comrade  Johnston  of  Indiana: 

Commander-in-Chief : — I  move  to  amend  that  report  by 
inserting  two  cents  per  capita  tax  in  place  of  three.  The 
report  of  the  Quartermaster-General  shows  that  we  have 
a  surplus  in  the  treasury  in  the  shape  of  government 
bonds,  of  assets  on  hand  and  due  from  Departments 
amounting  to  over  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars.  You 
all  realize  the  fact  that  in  the  middle  and  western  States 
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a  great  many  of  the  Comrades  are  poor  and  a  great  many 
of  the  Posts  are  poor.  In  some  of  the  Posts  of  the  West 
some  men  have  absolutely  to  advance  the  money  to  pay 
the  per  capita  tax  out  of  their  own  pocket  and  in  some 
of  the  southern  States  I  have  no  doubt  it  is  the  same 
way.  I  can  see  no  reason  why  we  should  pile  up  a  lot 
of  assets  in  the  hands  of  the  Quaitermasier-General  and 
tax  these  men  who  are  unable  to  pay  it.  I,  therefore, 
in  behalf  of  the  poor  comrades  and  the  poor  Posts  insist 
upon  this  motion.  The  Department  of  Indiana  is  will- 
ing to  do  her  part.  Our  eomrades  are  willing  to  do  it. 
but  we  do  insist  it  is  unnecessary  to  tax  us  beyond  our 
ability  to  pay,  merely  to  pile  up  a  surplus  in  the  hands 
of  somebody.  I  believe  the  amount  of  assets  we  have 
got  to  run  the  Grand  Army  with  will  not  oblige  us  to 
trench  upon  the  government  bonds,  and  $iS,ooo  worth 
of  government  bonds  is  certainly  enough  surplus  for  us 
to  have.  We  can  run  the  Encampment  upon  the  other, 
and  in  behalf  of  the  men  who  are  not  able  to  pay,  in 
behalf  of  the  men  who  have  to  advance  money  to  pay  in 
the  poor  Po,sts,  1  insist  upon  that  amendment. 

The  Commander-in-Ch!ek:  The  motion  is  that  the 
per  capita  tax  be  two  cents  instead  of  three  cents,  as 
voted  and  recommended  by  the  Council  of  Adminis- 
tration. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Comrade  Joknston:  I  move  that  the  report  as 
amended  be  adopted. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

•   Comrade  Bosbvpheli.  of  Pennsylvaniat 

Cotnmander-itf-ChieJ  : — Concerning  the  amendment  as  to 
the  per  capita  tax,  the  Encampment  should  vote  when 
it  goes  into  effect. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  When  the  change  was 
tnade  before,  it  was  to  tate  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the 
tiexl  period. 
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Comrade  Booth  of  Kansas : 

Commander-in-Chief : — In  order  to  make  this  definite 
and  certain,  I  move  that  this  take  effect  at  the  next  pay- 
ment, January  next. 

Comrade  Rassieur  of  Missouri : 

Commander-in-Chief : — It  seems  to  me  that  this  motion 
ought  to  be  made  that  it  go  into  effect  about  ten  years 
hence.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  Encampment  under- 
stands the  financial  situation  of  the  national  affairs.  I 
find  that  there  is  only  a  balance  of  $i,8oo  on  hand  to 
run  this  grand  organization.  I  find  furthermore  that 
there  will  be  unpaid  an  amount  of  money  which  can 
only  be  got  by  at  once  selling  government  bonds  on 
hand.  This  organization  is  not  to  be  considered  as  an 
organization  merely  of  to-day.  This  is  to  be  consid- 
ered as  an  organization  that  will  last  possibly  twenty- 
five  years  longer,  and  you  do  not  want  to  turn  over  this 
Encampment  with  an  empty  treasury  to  the  poor  fellows 
who  will  have  to  run  it  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
hence.  That  matter  of  one  cent  ought  not  to  deter  you 
now  from  keeping  your  treasury  in  such  a  shape  that  the 
Grand  Army  can  at  once  pay  its  debts  when  they  are 
incurred.  To-day  you  are  not  in  a  position  to  pay  for 
the  printing  of  your  records  without  borrowing  money 
or  sailing  your  bonds,  and  therefore  I  now  move  in  the 
interest  of  proper  management  and  that  the  good 
name  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  may  not  be 
tarnished  by  having  an  empty  treasury,  that  thi:i  change 
in  the  per  capita  tax  take  effect  ten  years  hence. 

The  Commander-in-Chief:  Do  you  put  that  as  an 
amendment  ? 

Comrade  Rassieur:     As  an  amendment. 

Comrade  Johnston: 

Commander-in-Chief : — I  merely  wafet  to  correct  a  state- 
ment made  by  the  comrade.  The  Quartermaster-Gener- 
al's report  shows  a  clear  balance  of  $1,804,   due  from 
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Departments,  less  what  is  due  by  Departments  $i.ioo. 
Government  bonds,  $iS,ooo.  Supplies  on  hand  paid  for, 
$2,900.  Total  assets,  $24,711,  to  which  you  must  add 
82,500  due  and  unpaid  by  the  Departments,  making  a 
surplus  of  §37,21 1,  as  shown  by  the  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral's report. 

COHRAIIF.  Bkaih; 

Commani/fr-in-C/iie/ :~~Y>o  not  let  the  comrades  lose 
their  heads  for  the  purpose  of  saving  one  cent  to  the 
t'omrades  when  they  were  so  willing  to  vote  more  than 
that  in  postage  stamps  in  bringing  in  reports.  Here  is 
a  cash  balance  on  hand  a  year  ago  $9,445,  showing  that 
we  have  received  during  the  year  3^9. ^SS-  ^°<3  have  ex- 
pended according  to  the  report  $37,296,  making  a  loss 
during  the  year  of  $7,641.  Now  if  you  go  to  work  and 
cut  off  the  receipts  you  have  got  to  make  them  up  a  year 
■hence. 

Comrade  Creasey  of  Massachusetts; 

Commander-in'('hief : — Is  it  not  necessary  that  the  De- 
partments should  exist  as  well  as  the  National  Encamp- 
ment ?  Is  there  any  Department  that  has  in  its  treasury 
a  surplus  ?  I  submit  to  you  that  for  the  well-being  of 
our  Grand  Army  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  per- 
manent Headquarters  in  the  various  Departments  be 
contiuucd.  That  cannot  be  done  unless  we  have  a  fund. 
If  a  Department  expects  to  pay  a  large  proportion  of  its 
revenue  to  the  National  Encampment  it  cripples  many 
of  the  smaller  Departments  and  that  is  where  we  begin 
to  feel  it  the  most.  The  National  Encampment  is  not 
suffering  to-day.  We  have  in  the  treasury  $27,000. 
That  is  enough  for  the  present.  Let  the  Departments 
now  create  a  fund  that  they  may  exist  for  the  future. 

Comrade  Burrows  of  New  Jersey; 

Commandet -in-CkUf : — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  amendment  proposes  that  the  resolution  take  effect 
ten    years  from  now.     This  Encampment   can   have  no 
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control  over  that  resolution.  Each  Encampment  de- 
cides for  itself,  and  a  resolution  of  that  kind  is  of  no 
practical  effect  whatever.  It  is  clearly  out  of  order. 
This  resolution  must  take  effect  during  the  ensuing 
year  or  it  is  of  no  account.

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UNOFFICIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  arrangements  for  the  zsth  National  (Silver  Anni- 
Tersary)  Encampment  at  Detroit  were  admirably  plan- 
ned, and  in  perfection  of  detail  and  thoroug'hness  of 
execution  have  rarely  been  equaled. 

The  city  was  very  generally  decorated  and  the  arches 
and  other  structures  were  unusually  fine  and  elaborate. 
The  occasion  was  marked  by  a  very  large  attendance 
and  by  many  notable  and  pleasant  incidents  that  will 
live  long  in  the  memories  of  those  present  to  enjoy  them. 
The  R,  A.  Alger  Staff  Association,  on  Monday  evening, 
August  3d,  presented  him  with  a  badge.  Comrade  J.  G. 
B.  Adams  of  Massachusetts  saying,  in  the  name  of  the 
Association: 

"My  Comradei: — We  assemble  here  to-night  in  the 
beautiful  home  ol  our  Comrade  Alger,  to  renew  the 
pleasant  relations  that  existed  while  he  was  oar  Com- 
mander-in-Chief and  we  were  members  of  his  official 
family.

the  President  of  your  Association  some  days  since,  that 
you  would  pay  us  a  visit  this  evening,  and  expecting 
only  a  call  for  the  exchange  of  greetings,  was  naturally 
unprepared  for  what  has  taken  place. 

Gentlemen,  I  wish  I  had  words  to  express  the  emo- 
tions of  my  heart.  As  you  gathered  around  me  at  Bos- 
ton and  promptly  responded  to  my  every  request,  which 
it  was  hardly  necessary  to  embody  in  the  form  of  orders, 
you  became  very  dear  to  me,  and  I  hope  that  the  ties 
that  bound  us  together  there  may  never  be  severed,  not 
even  in  the  great  beyond. 

When  wc  met  in  that  beautiful  city,  our  family  was 
unbroken,  but  as  just  indicated  by  Captain  Adams,  a 
-great  sorrow  has  since  come  into  our  home  by  the  death 
of  our  little  boy,  who  was  with  us  there. 

I  pray  that  no  such  shadow  may  cross  any  of  your 
thresholds  for  many  years  to  come,  and  that  such  grief 
may  pass  you  by. 

I  wish  we  could  in  some  way  show  you  how  we  appre- 
ciate this  remembrance.  No  matter  what  the  intrinsic 
value  may  be,  these  gifts  are  prized  far  above  any  money 
value,  for  the  love  that  prompts  the  giving  and  the  asso- 
ciations that  will  ever  cluster  about  them. 

In  behalf  of  Mrs.  Alger  and  our  family,  as  well  as  for 
myself,  I  thank  you  for  coming  to  Detroit  and  especially 
for  this  visit  to  our  home.     As  long  as  we  live  and  the 
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Cadillac  and  Comrade  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  himself  one 
of  the  Aides,  addressed  him  as  follows: 

"  Commander-iH-CAie/  Feasej : — The  comrades  who  with 
me  have  been  honored  i?ith  places  on  your  staff  have 
assi^ed  to  me  the  aj^reeable  duty  of  presenting  you  this 
badge.  We  ask  you  to  accept  it  as  a  token  of  the  esteem, 
.the  admiration  and  the  affection  in  which  you  are  held 
by  ourselves  and  by  our  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  It  will,  we  trust,  bring  present  joy  to 
you  and  your  family.  It  will  remind  you  and  them  of 
the  honorable  part  you  bore  in  the  great  event  of  this 
age — in  the  sacred  and  stainless  war  for  union  and 
liberty. 

During  your  term  of  office  you  have,  as  you  promised 
when  you  were  chosen,  amply  kept  between  yourself 
and  comrades,  not  only  the  touch  of  the  elbow,  but  also 
the  touch  of  the  heart.  Our  hope  is  that  this  simple 
gift  will  remind  you  pleasantly  of  the  events  and  scenes 
and  comradeship  of  the  great  conflict — that  it  will  recall 
the  famous  day  at  Gettysburg— the  day  of  your  oppor- 
tunity, of  your  honorable  service  and  of  your  signal 
triumph. 

It  will.  also,  we  hope,  be  to  you  a  well-spring  of  grati- 
fying meditations  upon  the  future.  In  after  times  those 
who  bear  your  name  and  share  your  blood  will  rejoice  as 
they  look  upon  this  emblem,  their  prized  family  heir- 
loom and  be  filled  with  gratitude  that  Provid^ce  allot- 
ted to  them  the  inspiring  privilege  of  tracing  their, 
origin  to  one  who,  in  his  young  manhood,  was  a  splen- 
did figure  in  the  decisive  battle  of  the  divine  war,  and 
who  stood  faithfully  and  bravely  by  Abraham  Lincoln 
from  its  beginning  to  its  end.  Our  wishes  and  our 
prayers  are  that  your  life  may  be  long  and  happy  in 
the  land  which,  in  the  day  of  its  deadly  peril,  you  did 
your  part  to  save."

My  administration  has,  in  fact  and  in  substance, 
your  administration,  and  I  am  glad  of  this  opporH 
of  putting  whatever  honors  there  are.  where  they  s 
erally  belong.  I  shall  cherish  this  token  while  I  li 
and  it  will,  I  know,  forever  remain  a  precious  heirloom 
in  the  generations  of  my  family.  None  but  these  most 
costly  jewels  could  fittingly  represent  the  noble,  gener- 
ous hearts  of  the  donors;  but  when  accompanied  by 
your  words,  sir,  deeply  freighted  and  emphasized 
your  own  great  character,  they  become  to  me  like  yoi 
words,  priceless,  indeed.  I  shall  always  gratefull; 
remember  that  the  words  of  presentation  came  from  you, 
you  who  have  been  the  wise  ruler  of  this  great  nation 
which  we  fought  to  presei-ve,  and  which  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Repubiie  was  established  to  uphold  and  perpet- 
uate; you  who  have  been  spared  so  many  years  since 
your  administration  to  become  the  most  respected  citizen 
of  the  Republic.  1  thank  you,  sir,  for  what  you  have 
said,  and  I  thank  all  for  whom  you  speak.  If  I  should 
multiply  words  it  would  only  show  my  inability  to 
press  that  which  is  due  to  you  all,  and  the  gratitndi 
which  is  in  my  heart." 

The  Commandlr-in-Chief  wore  the  badge  during  the 
parade  and  at  the  sessions  of  the  Encampment, 

The  parade  on  Tuesday,  August  4th.  was  participated 
in  by  a  very  large  number  of  the  visiting  comrades, 
more  than  thirty  thousand,  by  actual  count,  being  in 
line,  while  the  Naval  Veterans,  Sons  of  Veterans  and 
musicians  added  at  least  five  thousand  more. 

Commander-in-Chief  Veazey,  escorted  by  Detroit  Post 
No.  384,  rode  the  entire  route  of  'march  at  the  head  of 
the  column,  and  then  reviewed  it  from  the  stand  in  the 
Campus   Martius,   opposite  the  City  Hall.      The  stand 
had  been  made  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  dis-

Detroit.     There  were  also  on  the  stand  the  usual 
ber  of  distinguished  oSicials  and  citizens,  including  tl 
Secretary  of  War.  many  Governors,  ex-Governors, 
alors,    Representatives,    Army   and   Navy  officers 
others.     Ex-President  and  Comrade  Hayes  marched 
with  his  Post,  saluting,  as  did  Past-Commander-in-Chi( 
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Alger,  and  they  afterward  joined  the  parly  upon  the 
stand,  together  with  ex-Governor  and  Comrade  Oglesby 
of  Illinois,  Comrade  H.  M,  Duffield,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  Encampment,  Com- 
rade Geo.  H.  Hopkins,  Past  Adjutant-General,  Chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Parade,  with  the  Past  Command- 
ers-in-Chief and  many  other  distinguished  comrades. 

The  route  of  the  parade  was  about  four  miles  in 
length,  for  almost  the  entire  distanee  over  asphalt  pave- 
ments, which  were  perfectly  clean  and  unobstructed; 
the  day  was  fine  and  in  some  respects  the  march  was 
one  of  the  best  the  organization  has  yet  made.  The  col- 
umn was  about  four  hours  passing  a  given  point. 

The  reception  at  the  rinlc  on  Tuesday  evening,  camp- 
iires  at  the  Exposition  grounds  (Camp  Sherman)  where 
more  than  fifteen  thousand  comrades  were  quartered, 
and  at  other  places,  were  thronged  with  enthusiastic 
crowds;  flags,  music,  song  and  story  were  on  every 
hand,  and  at  nearly  all  hours  of  day  and  night.  The 
fireworks  on  the  river  on  Wednesday  evening  and  the 
banquet  on  Thursday  evening,  only  added  to  an  already 
brilliant  series  of  entertainments,  which  closed  with 
boat  excursions  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the  En- 
campment. 

The  "City  of  the  Straits"  gave  itself  over  to  the 
duties  and  enjoyments  of  the  week,  the  committee  on 
accommodations  providing  over  thirty-eight  thousand 
people  with  frtt  lodgings,  and  its  people  seemed  to  vie 
with  each  other  in  generous  hospitality  ;  in  lavish  deo- 
oration;  in  warmly  "welcoming  the  coming,  and  speed- 
ing the  parting  guest." 

The  attendance  at  the  Encampment  itself  was  large 
and  the  proceedings  were  characterized  by  earnestness 
and  zeal  for  the  good  of  the  order  as  well  as  the  utmost 
harmony  of  action.  The  death  during  the  year  of  many 
prominent  comrades  heretofore  constant  in  attendance, 
notably  Comrade  Sherman  and  Comrade  Devens,  was  the 
occasion  of  much  remark  and  the  source  of  much  regret 
and  grief.

Comrades  :— 

Since  being  elected  Commander-in-Chief  I  liave  visited  ten  Depart- 
ments, six  of  wbicli  are  west  of  the  Missouri  river,  and  have  been  more 
than  gratified  to  observe  the  hearty  spirit  of  comradeship  everywhere 
prevailing,  and  the  growing  pride  in  and  devotion  to  oar  noble  Order. 
The  thought  seemed  to  l>e  in  every  mind  and  the  words  on  every  lip 
that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  should  be  made  to  round  up  one- 
half  million  comrades  this  year.

I.  The  25th  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  will  be  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  early  in  August,  1891.

DESIGNATING  FLAGS  FOR  DEPARTMENTS  AND  POSTS. 

For  the  purpose  of  secaring  uniformity  in  the  colors  carried  by  th& 
seyeral  organizations  of  this  Order,  upon  occasions  of  parade  or  cere 
mony,  the  Commander-in-Chief  suggests  that  all  distinctive  colors  for 
use  of  Departments  or  Posts,  hereafter  procured,  conform  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  the  following,  yiz. : 

FOR  IIKADQUARTBRS  OF  DEPARTMENTS. 

A  silken  color,  red,  (cherry)  the  same  shade  as  the  edge  of  the 
badge-ribbon  worn  by  Department  officers ;  the  insignia  thereon  to  l>e 
the  membership  badge  of  the  Order,  with  the  regular  plain  flag-ribboo 
and  eagle,  having  above  the  eagle  two  silver  stars  and  in  gilt  letters 
above  the  stars  the  words  department  of  and  below  the  badge  the 
name  of  the  Department  and  the  letters  G.  A.  R.  or  the  words  they 
signify ;  fringe  6f  bullion  or  knotted  yellow  silk  ;  cords  and  tassels  of 
red  and  white  silk  intermixed  ;  size  of  color,  if  a  flag,  about  four  feet 
six  inches  fly  and  four  feet  on  the  pike,  which  including  spear-head  or 
eagle  and  ferrule  should  be  nine  feet  six  inches  long.  If  a  banner  is 
carried  instead  of  a  flag,  the  size  is  left  optional,  but  the  color  and  gen- 
eral effect  should  be  as  above  described.  The  coat  of  arms  of  the  State 
may  be  upon  one  side  of  the  flag  or  banner,  if  preferred  instead  of  the 
badge,  but  the  lettering  should  be  alike  on  both  sides. 

FOR  POSTS. 

The  same  flag,  except  that  the  color  will  be  blue,  the  same  shade 
•r  darker  than  the  edge  of  the  badge-ribbon  worn  by  Post  officers  ;  the 
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insignia  upon  the  same  to  be  the  membership  badge  with  the  regalar 
plain  flag- ribbon  and  eagle,  having  above  it  the  name,  namber  and 
location  of  the  Post,  and  below  it  the  name  of  the  Department  and  the- 
letters  G.  A.  R.,  or  the  words  they  signify,  in  gilt  letters  ;  both  sides 
of  the  color  alike,  anless  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  State  be  preferred  for 
one  side  instead  of  the  badge  ;  fringe  of  bullion  or  knotted  yellow  silk  ; 
cords  and  tassels  blue  and  white  intermixed  ;  size  of  Post  colors  to  be 
six  feet  six  inches  fly  by  six  feet  on  the  pike,  which  including  spear- 
head and  ferrule  is  to  be  nine  feet  ten  inches  long. 

The  regular  national  U.  S.  flag,  carried  by  Posts,  having  upon  the 
red  stripes  in  gold  letters,  the  name,  number,  and  location  of  the  Post, 
and  the  name  of  the  Department,  should  conform  in  size  and  trimming 
to  the  blue  flag  above  described  ;  the  union,  or  field  of  blue,  to  be  81 
inches  in  length  and  extending  to  the  lower  edge  of  the  fourth  red 
■tripe  from  the  top. 

A  Post  may  very  properly  carry  both  the  blue  flag  and  the  "  star» 
and  stripes,"  but  if  only  one  is  selected  the  latter  is  to  be  preferred.   1 1 

All  colors  should  be  provided  with  proper  carrying  belts  and  water- 
proof cases  to  protect  them  when  furled. 

All  small  "  markers  "  or  flags  for  Posts  will  be  blue  in  color. 

FOR  HBADqUARTBRS  G.    A.   R. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Qrand  Army  of  the  Republic  will  be 
designated  by  a  flag  similar  to  that  prescribed  for  Departments,  except 
that  the  color  will  be  buff,  the  insignia  thereon  four  silver  stars  above 
the  badge  and  the  words  Headquarters  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  ; 
the  coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States  to  be  upon  one  side  in^place  of 
the  badge  ;  cords  and  tassels  of  buff,  red  and  blue  silk  intermixed. 


These  suggestions  are  not  intended  to  affect  any  colors  now  in  use  but 
only  to  apply  to  those  hereafter  procured,  that  at  future  parades, 
eventually,  the  character  of  an  organization  or  Headquarters  may  be 
readily  determined  by  its  colors.

The  Commander-in-Chief  suggests  that  it  would  increase  the  inter- 
est in  Post  meetings  to  have  the  Post  officers  commit  the  work  so  as  to 
be  able  to  dispense  with  the  book  except  for  reference.  The  officers 
^should,  especially  the  new  ones,  meet  and  rehearse  till  perfectly 
iar  with  every  part,  and  great  care  should  be  taken  to  have  the  render- 
ing clear  and  distinct,  not  harried  but  with  force  and  dignity,  and  the 
utmost  order  and  decorum  should  be  insisted  upon,  particularly  daring 
•any  ceremony.  The  use  of  the  bugle  to  sound  the  calls  at  the  opening 
and  close  of  each  meeting  is  advised,  and  the  music  upon  the  ode-cards 
should  always,  if  possible,  form  a  part  of  the  service. 

Many  Posts  lose  mach  of  the  effect  of  the  ceremonies  from  not  hav- 
ing the  gaards  and  sentinels  uniformed.  Blouses  and  hats  or  caps 
should  be  provided  for  these  details  and  kept  as  the  property  of  the 
Posts,  if  the  comrades  have  no  general  Post  uniform,  and  enough  arms 
dind  equipments  for  guards  and  sentinels  and  side-arms  for  the  officers 
should  also  be  provided,  if  it  is  possible  for  the  Post  to  do  so.

I.  The  Commander-in-Chief  has  reason  to  believe  that  many  com- 
rades are  without  the  badge  and  that  many  others,  although  perhaps 
possessing  one,  never  or  very  rarely  display  it  at  Post  meetings  or  else- 
where. Post  Commanders  are  therefore  enjoined  to  at  once  ascertain 
how  many  badges  are  needed  in  their  respective  Posts,  that  each  com- 
rade may  have  one,  and  to  cause  requisitions  therefor,  to  be  immedi- 
ately forwarded  by  their  Post  Quartermasters,  that  all  may  be  supplied 
before  Memorial  day.

In  order  that  the  decoration  of  Soldiers'  graves  in  National  Ceme- 
teries may  not  be  neglected  in  any  part  of  the  country,  and  to  insure  its 
annual  observance  in  perpetuating  the  memories  of  fallen  comrades, 
the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  suggests, 
and  it  is  hereby  directed  that,  in  all  cases  where  Grand  Army  Posts  or 
other  organizations  neglect  or  omit  to  seasonably  provide  for  the  decor- 
ation of  such  graves,  the  Superinteodeats  of  National  Cemeteries  shall 
see  that  these  graves  are  appropriately  decorated,  and  shall  assume 
charge  of  the  decoration  ceremonies  upon  the  day  designated  for  such 
observance,  and  shall  confer  with  and  invite  comrades  and  religioos 
societies  and  other  organizations  in  the  vicinity  to  participate  in  th« 
ceremonies. 
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The  Superintendents  are  authorized  to  solicit  flowers  in  the  neigh- 
l)orhood  for  that  purpose,  and  may  use  such  flowers  crowing  within  the 
cemeteries  as  can  be  spared  without  detriment  to  the  plants  or  to  the 

feneral  appearance  of  the  cemetery.     It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood, 
owever,  that  the  Quartermaster's  Department  is  not  to  assume  or  hm 
involved  in  any  expense  whatever  in  carrying  out  these  instructions.

I.  Again  the  warm  spring  sun  reminds  us  that  Memorial  day  with 
its  time-honored  observance  is  near  at  hand.  Regulations  are  so  ex- 
plicit upon  this  subject  that  no  formal  order  urging  this  sacred  duty 
upon  the  Posts  is  necessary. 

For  the  twenty-third  time  since  the  30th  of  May  was  designated 
for  this  purpose  by  Comrade  Logan,  then  Commander-in-Chief,  it  is 
our  privilege  to  render  special  homage  to  the  memory  of  our  comrades 
who  answer  to  roll-call  on  earth  no  more,  to  pledge  ourselves  anew  in 
united  and  solemn  chorus  to  the  great  principles  for  which  they  died, 
and  for  the  perpetuation  of  which  this  Mighty  Order  is  now  maintained. 
Let  no  grave  be  unvisited,  no  comrade  forgotten,  and  as  our  children 
and  children's  children  shall  ask,  '*  What  mean  ye  by  this  service  If*'  let 
us  point  them  to  the  sacrifices  of  our  comrades  whom  death  has  mus- 
tered out  forever,  and  whose  devotion  to  duty  made  possible  this 
golden  era  of  our  Nation,  which  to-day  under  one  Hag  is  marching  on  to 
its  glorious  destiny  ;  a  future  assured  to  this  and  the  coming  genera- 
tions by  the  conflicts  and  victories  of  the  period  which  this  day  recalls 
and  signalizes.  Standing  by  these  sacred  mounds  let  us  urge  that 
never,  while  the  flowers  shall  wake  to  life  ;  while  the  released  waters 
shall  course  from  the  mountains  to  tlie  sea  ;  while  the  emancipatecl 
earth  shall  with  each  returning  spring;  wave  its  banners  of  green  ;  shall 
these  memorial  aorvices  be  unperformed  or  the  achievements  they  cele- 
brate be  forgotten.  Let  the  day  be  in  no  manner  diverted  from  its  true 
purpose,  but  let  it  be  made  to  teach  to  the  fullest  extent  its'  ^reat  lesson 
of  Patriotism.

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II.  Post  Commanders  are  reminded  tbat  their  arrangements  for 
Memorial  day  shoald  invariably  include  attendance  by  the  Post  in  a 
body  upon  some  form  of  divine  worship  npon  the  preceding  Sunday. 
This  custom  has  become,  and  deservedly  so,  very  general,  and  ita 
appropriateness  and  desirability  are  apparent.  Some  minister  of  the 
Gospel  should  be  invited  to  deliver  a  suitable  sermon  upon  this  ocea- 
«ion,  and  Posts  should,  if  practicable,  appear  in  uniform  and  display 
their  badges  and  colors,  striving  in  every  way  to  render  this  a  fitting 
preliminary  to  our  great  annual  observance. 

III.  In  some  Departments  the  custom  prevails  of  having  the 
school  children  co-operate,  the  session  of  school  preceding  Memorial 
day  being  devoted  to  patriotic  teachings  emphasized  by  the  presence  at 
«ach  school  of  some  comrade  of  the  Order,  and  the  children  asked  t* 
share  in  providing  flowers  for  the  following  day,  and  assured  that  in  so 
doing  they  become  directly  identified  with  the  praiseworthy  service  of 
Memorial  day.  It  m  recommended  that  Post  Commanders,  so  far  as 
possible,  detail  comrades  who  in  uniform  may  appear  before  each 
school  and  briefly  suggest  action  as  above. 

IV.  All  Posts  will  make  special  reports  of  the  day  on  or  before 
June  10th,  to  Department  Chaplains,  who  will  consolidate  the  same 
4ind  report  to  Comrade  Myron  W.  Reed,  Chaplain  in-Chief,  at  Denver, 
Colorado,  not  later  than  June  20th.  Post  Commanders  will  be  held 
responsible  for  these  reports  and  they  should  be  promptly  rendered.

It  is 
estiniattnl  that  there  will  be  in  round  numbers  about  1,600,000  names, 
and  the  results,  when  published  as  provided  for  bylaw,  will  make  eight 
large  quarto  volumes  of  1000  pages  each,  or  about  200,000  names,  records 
of  service  and  addresses  to  each  volume. 

The  Superintendetit  of  Census,  the  Hon.  Robert  P.  Porter,  has 
taken  a  deep  interest  in  this  matter,  and  realizes  that  this  great  compil- 
ation is  to  make  the  large.st  set  of  text  books  in  the  world.  Tlieir  great 
value  now  to  sll  the  comrades  and  their  place  in  the  Nation's  history 
demand  tht»  nearest  ^Kissible  correctness,  and  no  deserving  veteran's 
name  should  be  omitted. 

The  Superintendent  of  Census  has  received  numerous  complaints 
fn>ni  comrades  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  saying  that  when  tli<» 
i\»nsus  was  taken  they  diil  not  n»aU7e  its  importance  and  that  thfir 
rerord  of  service  wa**  not  rejwrted  a**  fully  as  they  wish,  while  oihers 
I'la'.m  tlii'V  wore  alwi-n:  ironi  honn*  and  wen*  not  taken  at  all.  a« 
veteran**. 
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All  Posts  of  the  Order  are  requested  to  give  this  matter  attention, 
and  each  Post  is  authorized  to  send  to  the  Census  Office,  Washington, 
D.  C,  for  blank  cards  to  be  used  for  obtaining  the  names  and  service 
of  those  incorrectly  taken  and  those  who  believe  they  were  not  enumer- 
ated at  all.  These  cards  contain  instructions  for  filling  in  the  desired 
information  and  are  re-directed  and  '*  franked,"  costing  no  postage  to 
returft. 

When  it  can  be  done  without  expense  to  the  Posts,  it  would  be  well 
to  have  this  order  inserted  in  your  local  papers,  as  all  veterans  are 
interested. 

The  publication  heretofore  known  as  the  G.  A.  R.  Directory  or 
National  Roster  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  authorized  and 
commended  by  our  Order,  will  not  be  issued  separately  owing  to  the 
4'numeration  made  under  the  present  census  law,  as  above  explained. 
Comrade  W.  R.  Austin,  compiler  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Directory,  will  assist 
in  the  government  work,  which  will  be  completed  under  the  same  gen- 
eral classification  as  was  proposed  for  the  National  Roster. 

III.  These  Headquarters  are  advised  that  the  Sons  of  Veterans, 
numbering  over  a  hundred  thousand  members,  with  Camps  not  only  in 
iiearly  every  State,  but  also  in  Canada  and  even  far-off  Alaska,  are  now 
nil  united  in  one  Order  and  under  one  banner,  the  flag  for  which  their 
fathers  fought. 

The  Commandcr-inChit'f  therefore  urges  upon  all  Post  and  Depart- 
ment Commanders  and  all  individual  comrades,  the  duty  of  encouraging 
by  every  means  in  their  power  the  growth  of  this  young  and  rising 
organization.  As  our  legitimate  successor,  if  for  no  other  reason,  it  has 
claims  upon  our  attention,  but  as  the  conservator  of  patriotism  like  that 
}>ervading  our  comrades  of  1861  to  1805,  and  which  has  since  so  vital, 
ized  our  Onler  and,  we  trust,  has.descended  to  our  sons,  we  should  give 
it  every  possible  assistance,  that  it  may  prove  one  of  the  richest  legacies 
of  the  war  and  its  veterans  to  a  great  and  free  country.  Particularly 
should  Memorial  day  be  an  occasion  for  special  recognition  on  our  part 
of  the  '*  Sons"  and  they  should  be  made  to  fully  understand  their  share 
in  this  our  annual  observtmce,  so  that  for  all  time  to  come  our  grand 
principles  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  1/oyalty  may  abide  in  tliis  nation, 
the  guarantee  of  its  power,  prosperity  and  peace. 

IV.  Pkoposkd  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  : 

The  attention  of  Department  and  Post  Commanders  as  well  as  all 
comrades  is  called  to  the  rule  regarding  amendments.  By  the  terms  of 
a  standing  resolution  of  the  National  Encampment  they  must  be  pie- 
sented  to  tli**  Adjutant  (reneral  in  time  for  him  to  furnish  them  to 
tivery  uu>niber  of  the  next  Encampment,  thirty  days  previous  to  the 
meeting  thereof.  To  properly  codify,  ])rint  and  transmit  to  the  most 
distant  members  by  mail,  will  consume,  it  is  estimated,  a  period  of  not 
less  than  twelve  days,  and  notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  that  all  such 
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proposed  amendments  mast  be  received  at  these  Headquarters  not  later 
than  June  18th,  as  they  will  be  mailed  promptly  to  members  Jane  20th. 

V.  The  Commander-in-Chief  also  suggests  that  all  comrades^ 
Posts  or  Departments  proposing  to  submit  resolutions  or  to  bring  other 
bnsiness  not  in  the  nature  of  amendments  before  the  Encampment,  will 
facilitate  the  proper  receipt  and  reference  of  the  same  by  sending  th» 
Adjutant-General  a  copy  of  all  such  matter,  who  will  arrange  the  same 
for  action,  etc.,  but  of  course  will  hold  it  as  confidential  till  brought  up 
by  the  party  interested,  in  regular  order  of  basiness  at  the  Encamp- 
ment. 

VI.  The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  advises  this  office  thnt  all  let- 
ters of  inquiry  relating  to  claims  for  pension  pending  in  that  Bureau, 
should  give  the  name  of  the  claimant  and  of  the  soldier,  his  company 
and  regiment,  and  the  number  of  the  claim,  whether  original  or  certifi- 
cate. Also,  the  postoffice  address  of  the  writer.  In  case  inquiries  are 
made  relative  to  two  or  more  claims  separate  letters  must  be  written  in 
each  case.  Much  delay  is  caused  in  properly  answering  inquiries  madd 
of  the  Pension  Office  because  the  above  facts  are  not  given,  and  com- 
rades should  take  due  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

The  Commander-in-Cbief  is  glad  to  annoance  that  reports  sliow  t 
very  general  observance,  by  the  Posts,  of  tbe  25tb  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  this  organization,  held  pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  18,  and 
that  the  meetings  of  tbe  6tb  of  April  have  everywhere  produced  bene- 
ficial results.  They  gave  an  impulse  to  recruiting  and  brought  the 
magnitude,  principles  and  work  of  our  Order  very  prominently  to 
public  attention  and  thereby  increased  the  feeling  of  appreciation  and 
estimation  in  which  it  is  held  to  a  greater  extent  than  has  ever  before 
existed. 

In  connection  with  this  occasion,  which  has  been  termed  the 
"Silver"  Anniversary,  the  attention  of  comrades  was  called  to  the 
action  of  the  24th  National  Encampment  at  Boston  in  respect  to  the 
erection  of  a  Memorial  Hall  at  Decatur,  Illinois,  the  birthplace  of  the 
Order,  for  a  depository  of  the  records  and  other  material  constantly 
accumulating,  essential  to  a  preservation  of  the  history,  in  all  its 
details,  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Pursuant  to  such  action,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  appointed  a  committee,  consistin/L;  of  Comrades  Richard  J. 
Oglesby  of  Illinois,  George  A.  Marden  of  Massachusetts  and  Joseph  W. 
O'Neall  of  Ohio,  to  carry  out  the  expression  of  the  Encampment  in  this 
behalf,  and  this  committee  has  attended  to  its  duties  and  issued  a  com- 
munication to  the  comrades,  setting  forth  their  action  and  recommend- 
ations. As  the  committee  therein  state,  the  National  Encampment 
voted  that  the  proposed  monumental  and  memorial  structure  bhould  be 
erected  from  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  comrades. 

It  is  very  essential  that  a  depository  for  the  purpose  alluded  to 
should  be  speedily  provided,  as  the  records  and  other  historical  mate- 
rial of  our  Order  are  already  voluminous,  rapidly  increasing  and  are 
liable  to  waste,  loss  or  destruction.  It  would  be  an  appropriate  and 
worthy  celebration  of  the  quarto-centennial  year  to  make  provision  br 
our  own  voluntary  act,  and  it  need  not  bear  with  any  appreciable 
weight  on  any,  for  this  necessary  and  laudable  object.

therein.

In  accordance  with  a  standing  resolution  adopted  by  the  13th  Na- 
tional Encampment,  June  18th,  1879,  the  following  proposed  amend- 
inents  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  25th  National  Encampment  to  be  held  at  Detroit,  Biich., 
August  5th,  1891. 

I.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Missouri. 

In  Chapter  2,  Article  1,  add  to  Section  3  ''  Any  Post  may  change 
its  location  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  its  members  taken  at  a  regular 
or  special  meeting,  of  which  intended  action  notice  has  been  duly  given 
to  all  its  members,  providing  such  re-location  receives  the  approval  of 
the  Department  Commander." 

II.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Wisconsin.     (Post  111,) 

To  so  amend  the  Rules  and  Regulations  that  Sons  of  Veterans  can 
join  in  the  Post  meetings  **  in  some  way  agreeable  to  all.'" 

III.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Idaho. 

Cba])ter  5,  Article  2,  Section  1,  to  be  amended  so  as  to  return  to 
the  system  of  quarterly  reports. 

Chapter  3,  Article  3,  Section  1,  to  so  amend  that  Department  £n- 
<.'umpiiients  may  be  held  after  May  1st. 

IV.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Florida. 

To  so  amend  the  Rules  and  Regulations  that  the  elder  son  or  other 
jiiiile  representative  of  a  comrade  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  upon 
the  death  of  a  comrade. 
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To  SO  amend  as  to  continue  comrades  in  good  standing  who  are 
unable  to  pay  their  dues. 

V.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  New  York. 

Chapter  5,  Article  4,  Section  4  ;  to  amend  by  adding  after  the  words 
"  If  elected  he  shall  be  reobligated  *'  the  following  words :  "  The  above 
to  hold  good  during  the  three  years  subsequent  to  such  action  of  a  Post : 
At  which  time  the  comrade  shall  be  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge 
on  application  to  the  Poet  from  which  he  was  dropped,  on  payment  of 
cost  of  discharge  only,  provided  said  discharge  is  asked  for  the  purpose 
of  joining  another  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  said 
applicant  has  been  dropped  only  for  non- payment  of  dues." 

Chapter  5,  Article  2,  Sectionl  ;  to  be  amended  so  as  to  return  to  the 
system  of  quarterly  reports. 

Chapter  2,  Article  8,  Section  3,  by  adding  "  A  register  of  deceased 
▼eterans  roll,  to  embrace  every  fact  connected  with  the  birth,  birth- 
place, war  service,  membership  or  non-membership  in  the  Q.  A.  R.,  age 
at  death,  cause,  place  and  date,  burial,  including  cemetery,  section, 
lot  or  grave,  headstone  or  no  headstone,  and  column  for  general  re- 
marks," as  shown  by  an  accompanying  form. 

VI.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  Tennessee. 

Chapter  1,  Article  4  ;  to  be  so  amended  in  tbe  last  line  as  to  read 
"  borne  arms  voluntarily  against,  etc.,"  instead  of  as  now,  "borne  arms 
against,  etc.,"  that  is,  add  the  word  "  voluntarily  "  to  the  article. 

Chapter  2,  Articl«^  7,  Section  1,  add  the  word  "Quartermaster" 
within  the  brackets  so  as  to  read  **  Adjutant,  Quartermaster,  etc.,"  that 
is,  add  the  word  Quartenuastcr  to  the  article. 

VII.  Presented  by  the  Department  of  New  Jersey. 

Chapter  2.  Article  2,  Section  4,  strike  out  the  word  "two"  in 
the  fifth  line  of  said  section  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  word  "  four.'* 
Strike  out  the  word  "  an  "  in  the  seventh  line  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert 
the  word  "  two,"  and  add  to  the  word  "  ball  "  in  the  same  line  the  letter 
"8,"  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will  read  :  "  If  on  a  count  of  the 
balls  deposited  it  appear  that  not  more  than  20  are  cast  and  four  or 
more  of  them  are  black,  the  candidate  shall  be  rejected,  but  if  more 
than  20  are  cast,  then  two  additional  black  balls  for  every  additional 
20  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  reject." 

Chapter  2,  Article  7,  Section  1;  amend  by  adding  to  the  excei>t(Ht 
list  of  Post  otficers  after  the  word  "Adjutant  "  the  words  "  Officer  of 
the  Day,  Officer  of  tlu'  (hiard."  so  that  said  section  shall  rend  :  "The 
Post  officers  (the  Adjutant,  Officer  of  the  Day.  Officer  of  the  (4uard. 
Sergeant  Major  and  Quart«»riiift.ster  Serg«'ant  exc«'pt«»d)  shall  l>e  flecte*!," 
and  that  paragra))h  2  shall  bo  aniend(Ml  by  adding  after  tlit>  word  "  Ad- 
jutant"  the  words  "  Officer  of  the  Day  and  Officer  of  the  Guard."   so 
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that  said  paragraph  shall  read  "  at  the  installation  of  officers  the  Post 
Commander  shall  appoint  the  Adjutant,  Officer  of  the  Daj  and  Officer 
of  the  Guard  and  upon  the  recommendation,  etc." 

YIII.     Presented  by  the  Department  of  Iowa. 

To  so  amend  Chapter  2,  Article  1,  Section  8,  as  to  provide  "  for 
the  change  of  the  location  of  Posts  upon  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  after  the  proposed  change  shall  have  been  decided 
upon  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  a  regular  Post  meeting,  notice  that  the 
question  of  removal  would  be  submitted  having  been  given  at  the  last 
previous  regular  meeting. 

IX.     Presented  by  the  Department  of  Pennsylvania.     (Post  No.  7). 

Chapter  8,  Article  5.  Election  of  Officers.  Strike  out  sections  1,  8 
and  3  of  this  article  and  insert  the  following  :  ^ 

Section  1.  The  nomination  of  candidates  for  Department  Officers 
and  Delegates  to  the  National  Encampment  shall  be  made  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Department  Encampment,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-Oeneral  to  forward  immediate  notice  to 
each  comrade  so  nominated,  who  shall  signify  by  letter  to  the  Assistant 
Adjutant-General  his  acceptance  of  such  nomination  within  three 
months  of  such  nomination  ;  and  the  Assistant  Adjutant- General  shall 
within  one  mouth  thereafter  forward  to  each  Post  a  list  of  the  names 
•of  the  nominees  who  have  accepted  the  said  nominations  and  shall  also 
forward  printed  tickets  to  each  Post  in  time  for  the  election.  (On  or 
before  the  second  Monday  in  September  the  Department  Commander 
shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  comrades  and  designate  a  time  not 
later  than  the  15th  day  of  October,  and  of  which  date  each  nominee 
shall  have  at  least  ten  days  notice). 

The  said  committee  to  meet  at  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General's 
office,  then  and  there  to  arrange  the  names  on  a  ticket,  for  the  use  of 
Posts  at  the  ensuing  election,  in  which  arrangement  priority  of  position 
shall  be  determined  by  lot,  and  all  nominees  may  attend  the  meeting  of 
«aid  committee  either  iu  person  or  by  pioxy,  provided,  however,  that 
in  the  event  of  no  nominee  accepting  nominations  for  any  office  within 
the  time  prescribed  in  this  section,  the  Department  Commander  shall 
nominate  and  elect  at  the  next  annual  Fincampmeut. 

Section  2.  At  the  regular  elections  of  the  Posts  at  the  first  meet- 
ing in  December  the  comrades  in  good  standing,  who  are  present,  shall 
by  ballot  vote  for  the  several  Department  Officers  and  Delegates  to  the 
National  Encampment.
